These books have each attained an immense circulation, 
bodi at home and abroad ; are accepted as standard works of reference on 
all qocstiona regarding the places with which they deal, and have received 
the highest encomiums both from the colonial and the English press. The 
preeent work will, it is hoped, further prove the desire and intention of the 
projectors to carry oat their original idea of giving an accurate and com- 
[ffehensive view of the whole of Australia, and the information it contains 
will, it is trusted, afibrd a correct description of the condition, productions, 
industries, c^wbilities, and vast resources of the colony of South Australia.

Is accordance with the promise made in the " Victorian Oazetteek," 
and in the " New South Wales Gazetteer," of issuing in turn similar 
works on all the Australian colonics, and stimulated thereto by the incentiTe 
of a lai^e and rapid «ale, and a highly flattering reception by the public and 
the press, the proprietors hastened liirther to prosecute their intention, and, 
almost before the ink was dry on the pages of the " New South Wales 
Gazetteeb," bad commenced the compilation of the present one. This is 
merely mentioned as proving their desire to carry out their design in such a 
maimer as, that the information afforded in the whole of the works shall 
bear, as nearly as is poiisiblc, the same date. It need hardly be mentioned 
that in a work of this kind, where the difficulties of obtaining reliable 
information are so great, and the sources of information so >-aried and widely 
scattered, there must ncees-'arily be many unforeseen delays, and from this 
cause the publication of the work has been unavoidably deferred from the 
middle of November, when it was anticipated it would be ready fbr issue, 
until the present date.

ADELAIDE, 34° £7' S. laC, ]3B° 38' E. long. (Co. Adelaide,) U a large and 
wealthy city, situate ou the riier Tarreng, 6 miles E. from the E, shore of the gulf of 
St. Vincent, and 7 milei from the port of landing, and is the metropolis uf the colony 
and the seat of gOTcmmeat, Its site was fiied upon by Colonel William Ligbc, the 
Burreyar-geneTal, and camrnander uf llie Rapid, a sljip chartered by tlie South Australian 
commissioners. Calonel Light, who arrived at Kangaroo island in August, 183S, 
immediately proceeded to the bay, and subsequently to port Lincoln, in order to surrey 
thoae places in order to judge of their suitabiliiy as sites for a metropolis, but abandoned 
them both. He aflerirards, by virtue of the discretionary power vested io him, coasted 
•long the E, side of the gulf of tit. Vincent, and discovered the ettuiiry running up to 
tbe preaent township of port Adelaide, I'roceeding inland, he found a large fertile 
pl^, bounded an the E. by a lotVy chain of umuntHiiii and wittered by a small river, 
and on Die banks of tliat itream lie selected tiie site fur the metropolis. Here hs 
Oimmenced to lay out the city, Hbicli was named Adelaide in honour of Adelaide, th^ 
queen of VVilliam IV., the stream being catted the Torrens river afier Colonel Torreiu^ 
the chairman of the commissioners for South Australia. In December of tbe same year, 
the first appointed governor, Capt. John ilinJroirsb, It.X,, arrived at AJelaiiie with 
Immigranta, and on the S8£h day uf that muntli took formal possession at 
governor, at Olenelg, near a singularly sliaped old gum tree, where, in tha 
presence of the assembled colonists, about SOD in number, he Issued the proclamation 
utablishiog the government of the colony. A metal plate was attached to the 
(TM, in 1B97, In commemoration of the event, bearing the foMowlng inscription: 
"On this spot, on the SSth December, 1836, tbe colony of South AostrallA 
vat proclaimed and establisbed a) a province, by Capt. John mndmarsh, BJT., 
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the goTcmoi thereof, sctEng in tbe DKnie wid on befaaU of Hii Mmjeatf King 
Wllliain W., in tbe preeence of the chief officers of the ffOTemment bdiI other coloniita. 
On the SSth December. 1B57, Che record of the abore fact wu here pnhlidy affixed hj 
Sir R. Q. Hacdonnelt, E.C.B., goTemor-in-chief of the proiioce, in the preMDce of the 
Mtembled colonitta, to comiDeDaorAte tbe eTent of the C0I0117 MtAiaiog iti Slityev, 
uid to testify their feeling! brftdayof public rejoicing. Ood saie the Qaeen." Dnrlng 
the Uf iog out of tbe citj tbe coloniati temporarily eatabliihed themielrei in Tarloni 
idMes in the vicioitj, and it waa not until March, 1837, that the aurrey wai completed. 
The trees were rapidly cleared, the owners of land selected their town lots, and the 
remainder were disposed of, b; auction, at prices Tarylog from £3 to £30 per acre. 
The city itself was laid out on the S. bonk of the riTer and comprehended 1043 acres, 
* reserve of a ^-mile wide completely sarroandiog tbe city, and called the park landa, 
being closed against sale, and kept u a people's park, and tor pablic purposes only. 
At tbe tame time another towaslilp on the N, side of the city, beyond the park lands 
and tbe Torrens, which flowed through that part of them, was laid out and called 
ITorth Adelaide, its main streets being called after the gentlemen forming the 
colonial commission i Barnard, Lefevre, M&ckinnoa,Monteflore, Falmer.and Feoologton. 
The city of Adelaide, delightfully gicnated on a large plain, hemmed in on tbe E. bj 
the Adelaide or Flinders range of mountains, which appear almost to oTsrbang the 
town, and whose beauty and magniDcence mast be seen to be fully appreciated. Tbey 
lie at a distance of about 5 miles from the city and are of erery description, consisting of 
be&utiflil bald hills and of rugged and precipitous ranges covered with tbe sombre 
eucalyptus of Australia, of gentle slopes where the purple gropes ripen u^der the 
summer sun, and of deep and fearfnl gorges and chasms down which thunder the fierce 
mountain torrents in winter. Here and there embosomed in the hills peeps forth a 
stately mansion, or the shingled roof of a farmer's homestead or a Tigneron's cottage, 
and the entire landscape, as seen from the streets of Adelaide, Is one of loTeliness and 
tranquil b^uty. The city Is built nearly in the form of a square, its streets running 
St right angles; the main street, King William street, is a flue, wide, thoroughfare, 
roDEiing in a N. and S. direction. It is lined with fine public and prirate buildings on 
both sides, and is tbe principal place of butlness, although the large and fashioQable 
ibopi are mostly situiiled in Bundle and Hindley streets, running at right angles to it, 
and on its E. and W. sides reipectirely. The boundaries of the city consist of 4 
terraces, each about a mile in length, facing the park lands, and known at the North, 
South, East, and West terraces. Besides the park lands, which extend about a J^-mile 
on each side the town, and are reserred from sale, and which act as lungs fbr tlie city 
and places of recreation for its inliabitants, there are 5 public parks reserred within 
the city boundary. The central square, which lies in the centre of the city, is called 
the Victoria square; that in the H.E. corner of the city Is called Uindmarsh square; 
that in the N.W., Light square} that in the S.&., Whitmore square; and that in the 
8.W., Hurtle square. These reserves are planted with trees and shrubs, and hare 
benches placed in them for the conrenience of the nursemaids and children who visit 
them. 

Adelaide is dirided into two electoral districts, Adelaide E. and Adelaide W. The 
formercontainsl647 acres, and is represented In iheLegislaiive Assembly by ;j members, 
the present ones being the lion, Thomas Keynolds, and Philip Santo, Esq. The latter 
contains 1363 acres, and is also represented by two members in the Assembly, tbe 
present ones being James Penn Boucaut, Esq., and liobert Henry Fuller. Esq, For 
municipal purposes the cit/ is also divided into four wards, — tbe Hiodmarsh ward, 
containing 507 acresi Gawlec ward, 430 acres; Qrey ward, 1391 acres; and Robe ward, 
IS31 acres; making a total of 3609 acres. The present mayor is William Townsend, 
Esq., M. P., and there are 8 councillors. Tbe receipts and expenditure fbr the year 
186S in this municipality were as follow: — Amount of assessment, £166,187 Bs., — rate 
declared in the pound, is ; amount of rates ci)liected, £S59a is. 6d.; government grant 
fn aid of rales, £S376 Os. 3d.; private subscriptions collected, £1373 7s. 8d.; govern- 
ment grant in aid of such subscriptions, £907 4s. 3d.; amounts raised from other 
tonrcee, 4'6366 Ss.j — total receipts, £32,614 16b, 8d, ; office expenses and salaries, 
£2879 17s. 6d. ) expended on public works, £I3,14S 8s. Sd, The meetings of tbe 
council arc held in the town hall, King William-street, a fine building just erected by 
the corporalion, and containing a large hall, a council chamber, and tbe necessary 
offices for carrying on the business of the city, Tbe city and neighbourhood are 
■applied with water of the best quality fVtim 3 large reservoirs lying at a few milet 
distance on its E. side, and the watenrorks were completed in 18SI, at a cott of 
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mboat £S50,000, aod vster U dow iDtrodoced into erery dwelllag, uid the qaantigr 
unlimited. Serenl tmuiteiiu are alio erected in the stnietB and aquarei of the city, and 
tnNWliB placed at mitable placet tor cattle. Preiioai to tbii time the citiieni were 
fopplied t>r vatermen, who carried on a thrlTing trade. The chief place ftom whence 
thej obtained tbeir aapplj waa at a lomuitic ipot on the rirer Torreoa called the Ford, 
ritnated in a line from UoriAetl-itreet, and on a load mnning to North Adelaide. On 
thebankackiHbrwerethe walerworkaand batha of a private cotnpan]', where the water 
vaa raised Into derated cisterns, and supplied to those watermea who preferred to pa7 
the turn of threepence a load to dipping it by means of a tin backet, and thus fiil their 
calks from the rlrer. This was a busy spot on the breaking out of a Are la those days 
— (be military and police tamed ont to afford help, fire engines were brought into ptay, 
mXtnaea were to be seen driTing at a rapid rate to and from the rirer, over ill made 
loaila, to the scene of coDflagration, and the iohabitaots geoer^lj were on the alert, as. 
Dram the nnmber of wooden houses, a fire was much dreaded. T)ie watermen were 
•iM compelled to keep their carts filled with water, during niglit-time, and the first 
load arriring at the scene of danger was awarded the sum of flva puiinds. At the 
present time there are nearl; b thonsand fire plnga laid down in the city, and suitable 
boee, nnder the control of appointed offlcera, being provided. The old system of alarm 
by ringing a bell at the post-office, tbe church and chapel belt*, and giving full vent to 
the shrill note of the steam whistle at the Ford waterworks, are alike dispensed wiih. 
A flre-bell, howerer, is erected at the back of the post-ofOce, to case of need. 

Adehude ia tbe seat of tbe bishop of AdeUide, under the Church of England, 
the Bight Be*. Augustus Short, D.D., Christchnrch College, Ozon, (now in EngUnd,) 
and of the Kight Sct. Lawrence B. Shlel. The head-quarters of the Freibyieriiu), 
CongT^ntloiiali Wesleyan, Primitfre Hethoditt, Baptist, and other denominations are 
also in Adelaide, which has been denoodnated the city of churcbes, from the number 
of edifices it contains erected for the parjKises of public worship. The English 
dinrdieB a» Trinity (670 sittings,) the Veir Rer. Dean Farrell, M. A., incumlienti 
Christchnrch, North Adelaide (7S0 littlnga,] Uie Tea. Archdeacon Woodcock, incura- 
bent; St. I^oke's (600 sittings.) the Ke*. James Pollitt; St. Paul's (690 sittings,) the 
Ber. A. B. Russell, rural dean ; and St. John's (350 sittings,) the Ber. B. H. Ibbelaon. 
Tlie diocesan synod, constituted in 1S59, meets in session at the Church office on a 
summoos from the bishop after Easter in every year. It consists of all dergymtn in 
Ao diocese and of delegates from each congregation elected at Eaater. The ilomaa 
Catholic cburchee are St.F.Xavter's cathedral and St. Patrick's. TheCongregaliannlists 
have S churches, and 1, the Stow Memorial church, in memory of the late ilev. T. Q. 
Slow. There is a Congregational union, formed in I8S0, and holding annual meetings 
in April. The Wesleyans have 3 churches, the Baptists 2, the Presbyterian 3, <,tlie 
Presbytery meeting on the first Tuesday in every month in Chalmers's scliouln>oni, 
the Rev. John Gardner being moderator;) the Primitive Methodists, 3; the Bible 
Christians, 1; the Methodist New Connexion, 1) tbe Christian Brethren, 2; the 
Dlidplea of Christ, 1 (380 sittings;) the Society of Friends, 1; the Lutherans, 1 ; the 
New Church Christians, I ; the Unitarians, 1 ; aud the Heltrew congregation, a synagogue, 
consecrated in ISSD (5610,) and containing 120 sittings. The diocese of Adelaide was 
endowed by Mis* Bardett Coutts,the endowment fund being J:'17,500. lieaidcs this are 
endowments left by Messrs. Leigh and Allen, yielding an annual income of nearly 
jGSOOO. The lum of £2000 has been invested for tbe endowment of the dean and 
chapter, and parochial endowments of from £30 to £70 have been formed in m.iny ot 
the parishes. The Church of England Endowment society has £10,000 intetuli-d for 
rarocbiai endowments; the sum of £500 per annum is granted by the Society for the 
Propagation of the Gospel in aid ot recently -formed cures; and £100 per annum if 
granted by the bishop of St. Asaph for endowment. The plauea of wornljip Id 
Adelaide are a* follow: — Church of EnghLnd: iluly Trinity, aitoate at the corner of 
Uorphett-street and North-terrace, was erected in I8SS. Christ Church, a very hind- 
some building, more particularly as regards the interior, is situaled in North AdeUide, 
■ud was consecrated in December, 1849. St John'ai the foundation atone of this church 
was laid in October, 1839; it is sittiated in St John-street. Giilea-atreet, and the laud 
on which it was built was presented for this purpose by Oamond Gillea, Eaq. St. 
Lake's, altnated on the W. aide of Whitmore-aquare, was erected in 1S58. St. 
Paul's, Pulteney-atreet, waa opened for public worship in 18S9. and the rcoetitly- 
erected nave and chancel were consecrated in Augnst, 1865, St. Peter's College chap^, 
Boman Catholic church._The Cathedral of St, Francis Xavler is situated in Vimoria. 
•qnue, aod St. Patrick'!, Weit-terraoe. Wealeyan Methodist church.— The fuunda- 
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tion itone of Hrle-itreet chapal wm laid on the 16th Joly, 1890, by hU ExceUency &k 
H. F. Toung, and the chapet opened in 1894; and Archer-rtreet, N, Adelaide. Con- 
gregatJonaltitB — Freeman-itroetchapelifoi a longtime known si Mr. Stoir'i, ii litoatad 
in the itreet from whence it bears ita Dams. A new building, in memory of the late 
Bev. T. Q. Stow, ii tn coane of erection in FIinde»-itreee, to t>« called the Stow 
Hemorial church; another in Hlndmanh-aqnare, and a chapel ia Brougham -place, N, 
Adelaide: Baptiiis: Flindera-iCreet cliapel. erected in IS63-4, [i a rer; handsome itnw- 
tore. There is also a chapel in connection with this denomination oo Leferre-terrao^ 
N. Adelaide, and another at Broagham place. Methodiit New Connection: A hand- 
some building for this denomination, situated in Frankly n-street, vos erected in 1864 
at a cost of £3500. Chriitian Brethren ; Thig congregation meet* in Bentham-itreefc 
Church of Scotland: St. Androw'a, Wakefield -street; Cholraer'B Church, NorUfter. 
nee; and United Presbyterian, FlinderS'Street — the latter is a very handsome iCmo- 
lore, erected in I8G1-5, and opened in October of the latter year. Bible Chriatians : 
Chapel In Young-street, erected in I8S7. Primitive Metbodlsta: The bnllding for this 
body is in Morpliett-ntreet, and was elected in I8S9. Dticiplei of Christ: Chapel in 
Grote-sCreet. Society of Friends : Meeting house in Pennington- terrace, N. Adelaide. 
Hew Church: Ueet[n||t house in Carrington-itreet. German KTsngellcal : There are 
two German congregation* in Adelaide, one in Carriogton-B'reel, and the otherlo Way- 
mouth street, at the old PrimltiTe Methodist Chapel. Unlurians : The only phue of 
worship in the colony belonging to this body ii in Wakefield -street. Hebrew Congre- 
gation : The synagogue In Rundle-street was consecrated for Dirioe worship in IBSO. 

The present system of education was founded by Act of Legislative Conncil In 
1851. A central bnard of education, composed of seven members, n secretary, and two 
inspectors, are appointed to guard the interests of education, with the help of the vari* 
en* district councils in the conntry districts. Teachers licensed by the board are 
entitled to an annual stipend of £10 to £60, in addition to the usual school fees. 
Orphans and destitute children are paid for by the Government. The number of 
schools in the colony under the direction of the board at the pre«i.Dt time, is 2S9, and 
the number of scholars about 1 1,600, At the head of the educational establishment* i» 
the collegiate school of St, Peter's — (See Stephkt,) Next in importance is the Ade- 
laide educational institution. It has sent out some excellent scholars, and although 
□Dta denominational school, is chieQy patronised by the Congregationalists, 

Adelaide is lighted with gas, supplied by the South Australian gas company. This 
company is incorporated under an act of parliament of 1861, The capital is fixed at 
£30,000 in GOOO shares of £5 each, with power to increase to £60,000 by the issue of 
additioDBl shares. The liability of the shareholders is ilmlted to donble the amount of 
their shares. By their act of parliament, the company have power, by giving due 
notice, to break up streets, &c,, tor laying pipes and other purposes, but it requires the 
company to reinslAto all ronds and streets so broken op withoat delay, and in case of 
delay empowers parties having control of such roads or streets to repair them and 
recover the expense from the company. Power is given to the company, In their act, 
to contract for lighting streets, public buildings, &c., and to let on lilre meters, &c.. at 
a rent not exceeding 30 per cent, on the cost price in Adelaide. The meters, &C., 
rented by the company to consumers of gas are not subject to distress for rent, or to be 
taken in execution or sequestrated with the estate of such persons. I'he niaximuni 
price of the gas supplied by the company a, not to exceed 30s. per 1000 cubic 
f^t, and it shall be of a quality capable of producing from an argand burner having 
16 holes and a T-lnch chimney or other approved burner, and consuniing 5 feet ot 
gas per hour, a light eqnal in intensity to the light produced by 13 sperm candles 
of 6 to tliB pound, and barning ISO grains per hour. The company has power to Inspect 
the meters and fittings of consumers at any time between the hours of B a.m. 
and 10 p.m,, and any person obstructing any officer appointed for snch inspection 
vould be liable to a penalty not exceeding £5. The corporation of Adelaide hat 
power nnder the act to appoint an inapector of meters, who, after notice, there being 
nothing owing the company, may Inspect any consumer's meter, and incase of payment 
having been made in excess, such excess ahall be refunded by the company. Power ii 
given to the company, where rent for gas is due, to cnt oS the supply 48 hours alter 
payment has been demanded, and to recover the arrears of rent and cost of cutting o8 
the service pipe. Provision is made in the act for the removal of pipes where the nse of 
thegai is discontinued, and for compensation by the company where property It damaged 
in snch removal. A penalty of £S can be recovered by the company from any pertoa 
who frftodulently injure* any meter or other property, or who may wutfl^or fTftudnltnltf 
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ooonmis gM. There are in the act ample proTiiioni tar paniabinfc the company 
for coDtamiDatiog iraier, CKUUDg a naiwnce, or for the escape of ga*. The limiU of tbe 
conpan; eilend to and include thecitj of Adelaide, the town of Fori Adelaide, and the 
tevDi and viilagei iocluded in a radiui of eight mile* &om the general poat ufflce. Tb* 
fint diracton were the Hop. Henry Ajera, Hon. Arthur Bijth, ThomiLB Graves, E^gq., 
J.P., George Feter Harria, Esq., and George Toung;, Esq., J.F.; these gentlemen are 
Btill in office, haiing been re-elected at difTeient periods under the company's deed of 
■ettlemenC, vhich proTidea that three directors shall retire annually, and that no 
director shall remain in office fur a longer period than three years without re-election. 
The ordinary taeetirgs of the shareholders are held in the month of July in each 
year. Tbe city works are situated at Bromplon, near Adelaide, on the line of the city 
and port railway. The coal used in the niaoufacture of the gas is from New SouUi 
Wales, and it carboniied In clay retorCa. Gas was first aupplied to the city on Jane 
SSnd, 1863, the ptice then charged being 91a. pet 1000 cubic fecti this was subsequently- 
reduced on July i, IS6S, to IBs., and on July 1, IBSE, tn 17a. per 1000 cubic feet, 
which is tbe rate now charged. Works are nearly completed for supplying the town of 
Fort Adelaide with gaa. These works are situated ahoiit a mile hroni the town, on tbe 
line of the city and port railway. Tbey are cauatructed on the same principle as tba 
city works. 

A company far the manufacture of ice, witb suitable ofllce* and works, is established 
In the city, and supplies this article of Inxury and (wmfort In warm climates at • 
reuonable rate dnriit); the summer season. There is also an srated bread company, 
under the management of Mr. F. Fox. The iMkery U a Urge brick building, having 
all the necessary appliances. This company also produces bread, not lerated, and haa 
a large connection. 

The N. side of Adelaide proper, separated from it by the Torrens river and the 
Park iaoda reserve, ia the anburb of North Adelaide. It it a fevourite place of 
Ksidence for gentlemen having bosineaa in the city, and lies on an elevation overlooking 
and having a fine view over it, and over the plains between it and the gulf of St. 
Vincent to the W. A fire iron bridge of peculiar construction, and croaaing tha 
Torrens, liee on the road from the suburb to Ihe city (aee Tobbeks Hiver.) On tha 
8. side lie the suburba of Farkaide and Unley; and in ihe park lands on this side tbe 
city ia the rifle-shooting ground, a large tract of flat land extending £. and W., and 
having 5 large and aulatantial stone butts erected in tlie middle, with targets and 
matkera and umpires' aliielda erected. On Ihe E. side are the auburbs of Stepney, Ken- 
■]ngton,and Norwood, taken op as villa residences, and for gardening and dairy -larmtng 

Crposes; and on the W. lie the suburbs of Bowden, Hindmarsh, and Bronipton, in the 
ter of which places the gas work* are situated, and in all of which villages brick- 
making is carried on to a large extent. 

Adelaide ia indebted to the enterprise of Its private ciilzetis and trading companiea 
for the flnestof its buildings, with the exception of its town hall and government offloet. 
The lalter consist of a range of splendid atone buildings, built in the middle of the city, 
having a fine but not ornamental front to the main street, and compiiaing the Treasury 
with ita offices, and the land survey and immigration uffli^ea. The design was by the lata 
colonial architect, Mr. E, A. Hamilton, and is in the Italian alyle, very chaste anil 
bandsome. The town ball, which is the pride and boast of Adelaide, is a magnificent 
■tmeture, erected in the best part of tbe town. The found at ion -si one was laid on the 
4th of Uny, 1863, by his Kxcellency the Governor. A peal of S bells, purchased by 
•nbacripiion as an Albert memorial, gracea (be tcwer,wliich is to be called the Albert 
tower, after the lamented prince— Architects, Uessrs. Wright and Woods. The 
■nprcme court and its offices are situated an tbe ti. side of Vicluria square, and occupy 
a fine freestone building, maaaive in structure, and a combination of tirecian, Doric attl 
Italiati in atyle. It waa built in 1818 at a cost of £lu,00O. The houses of parliament 
are on tbe N. side of Norlb-terrsce. and consist ul a range of brick buildings wilhpointed 
pbles. This buildingwss erected in 1695 at a costol£13,000. It contains th<r counoil 
•nd assembly chambers with their offices, a fine parliamentary library under the charge 
of E.Blackmore, Esq., librarian, a releclory, lavatories, and other offlcis. At therearcj 
tbe premises is a large ornamental garden, which lorms a pleasant adjunct to tliat part of 
tLe town. The railway station ia a brick building standing about luo yards to the W. 
of the parliament houses, and although small in itaelt^ has capacious goods and other 
■beds at iu rear. From thia station poBsenf^ers and goi<ds are conveyed to Fort Adelaide 
l^ the port line, and to Kaponda and intervening stations by tbe northern line, tb* 
JDoctioD of the two line* being about a mile liom the ciiy. 
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IBe4ata«i8tof £TI11.aiidiu the Anelo-IUiian ityle. The port-offlce i« a brick and 

•tticcoed buildini; in Kin^ Wlllioni-street, opposite tbe goTemment offlcet, and it Bur- 
mounted by a tower baring a clock, witb 3 diola, which denote the time on tlie K., E, 
and S. aidei respectively. The money order and police offloes adjoin Oiis bnilding on 
the S. vide, and are also of brick covered with dingy stQcco. Tbe tel^raph ofiloe 
ii situated in the basioeat part of Sing WilUam-itreet, In a part known amongat 
merchantB as "the Flags." It ii a plain building, and forma the fiont ; ' 
of the Eichange, which is a long room set apart for the transaction of bu ' 
and supplied with Ihe colonial and many of the intercolonial and EngUah papers. 
GoTemment boaie is lituated on the North Park lands, adjacent to Nattb-tenmce and 
City Bridge-rosd. It is in the Italian style, and was designed by Mr. G. S. Kingaton, 
architect, in the days of Goremor Qawler, In 1B56, it was enlarged and impro^, In 
accordaace with the original plan, at a cost of £10,000. At its entrance is a gate- way and 
guard-boose, where, since the departBre of H.M. troops for New Zealand, tbe police do 
duly as sentinels. A marine residence at Glenelg, and a country TlHa are also provided 
fbr the GoTcmor. The latter is pleasantly situated in the hills, about 4 miles beyond 
Mitchsm, and is known as Government farm. The original humble house of the flrat 
governor, alluded to in a previous page, was situated about SOO fbet N.W. <ri! 
the present vice-regal residence. The South Australian Institute is a noble bnildiiiKi 
situated on North-terrace, immediately east of the Government domain. It was bnSt 
in 1659, at a cost of £7001). The Institute Is liberally supported by the Qoviemment^ 
and is under the control of 4 governors elected by tbe members. Tbe reading-room 
Is welt supplied with tbe chief English magazines and reviews, and a good se ection of 
newspapers, English and colonial. The library cnntaine about 1 2,000 vols., and is tno 
to tbe pnblic for reading at the rooms. The reading-room is open to tbe public from 
10 a.m. till 10 p.m. Members paying £1 per annum can take home books from the 
library, on certain regnlations, and hare free admission to lectures. A museum, a 
•chool of design, and other branches of education are also established. The museum ii 
open to the public from noon till dark. The hospital situated on tbe Park lands, neat 
tbe E. extremity of North-terrace, is a large and commodiotu building in the Italian 
■tyle, and has been erected at a cost np to the present time of £23,OlS>. It contains 
e wards, in which accommodation is provided lor upwards of 150 patients, but the 
average number of patients is about 100. This institution is supported from private 
funds, and a public dispensary is attached. The friends of patients are admitted thrice 
a week, with exceptions in cases of emergency. Tbe Botanic garden, situated imme- 
diately E. of tbe hospital, is most tastefully laid out, and a place of great attraction to 
the public. Its formation was commenced in 1 855, the old garden behind Government 
bouse having been then abandoned tor the present more eligible site. The garden 
occupies about 40 acres of ground, and has recently been beautified by f6nnUuns, lake* 
— on which may be seen both black and white swans, and many other specimens of 
water-fowl — statuary, green-houses, a very handsome domed conservatory, pleatore- 
Krounds and sylvan-like walks. It also contains above 30O0 species of plants, avlarie* 
for native and other birds— including a few English songsters— enclosures for animal* 
&c. &c. Like the previous institute it is a government establishmeiit, under the control 
of a board of governors, The public are admitted from sunrise to sunset. On Sunday*, 
tbe hours arc from 2 to 5, and closing is notified by the ringing of a bell. The ground* 
were laid out by tbe late Mr. Geo. W. Francis. Tbe director is Mr Scbomburg:k. 
The observatory, in 34° 57' S. lat., 138° 38' E. long, is on the West -terrace. The eiW- 
bttion buildiug is pleasantly situated ou the park lands, a short distance from the 
hospital, and was erected in 18SS for the purpose of affording accommodation ibr 
holding the annual show of the Agricultural and Hortlcnltural society. This generaUj 
takes place about the middle of February in each year, and prizes are awarded to the 
exhibitors of the best grain, frult«, wines, dairy and garden produce, and also (or agri. 
cultural and other implements. The show fair is a grand gala day fbr many of tbe 
young and old of tlie city and suburbs. The city baths were opened to the public In 
IBSS, and are convenientty situated on the City Bridge-rood. The baths are available 
from 5 a.m. to 9.30 p.m. during summer months; and from 8 a.m. to S p.m. during 
winter months. A first-class bath is set apart fbr tbe use of ladies only, evwy 
Thursday andFridayfrom 10 to 12. The asylum for tbe destitute is at tbe rear of tbe 
institute, and affords relief to the aged and infirm, or deserted or orphan children. 
The establishment is a government one, and is under the control of a board. Ilia 
•ervants' home for female immigrants is provided by the aid of govemmeot and a com- 
mittee of lodiet. The theatre is situated in Gillei arcade, a little to Oie east of Ught* 
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•qoare, mod !■ the pTopartj □( a prir&W gentlemtD. Dnriug the teaton the most 
availalde talsot u cDgaged. The gaol U ■Itui.ted on the lonthera banka of the Torraoi, 
tiboat ■ qoBrler of a mils W. of the city, and was erected in the jeax 1S40, wiUt 
ftocommodation for aboni 300 persons ; but th« BTerage aamber of itimates, includiiig 
dsbton, seldom exceed* 75. The gaol ia lomeirhat of an ornamental looking building 
on tlie outside, and latterly the giannds In front, to the extent of several acres, han 
bean planted with Tines and fruit trees. The more Incorrigible prisoners, and those 
long-sKitenced, are sent lo the stockade, about 7 mitei from Adelaide, and an 
emplojed at stone qoarrying. Keeper of gaol, Charles J. Lawrence; luperintendeot 
at stockade, F. W. Howali. The Lunatic asylum, sitoated a lilcle to the rear and E. 
of the botanic garden, is a building of gome magnitude, ia the Elizabetfaao style. The 
prirate boildings of Adelaiile are numerous, and many of them very fine in Iheil' 
strnctnic. Until Tcceotly, the shops, banks and other places of business were of the 

ElaioMt deaciiption, and small in dimenilons, but of late many of the old unsightly 
oitdiogs erected In the early days of the colony bare been taken down, and magnificent 
stroctnres been raised to their itead. Of these, the banks and inBurance offices, and 
several new stores to Sing William -street, are the flnest. Adelaide has branches of 
the South AaitralUn, Australasian, Union, National; Eagliih, Scottish and Auitralian; 
Adelaide, Sarings', and Penny tarings' banks; and of the Adelaide, Adelaide Marine, 
Alliance, Australian Alliance, Australian Mntnat Provident, Australasian, Britannia, 
Church of England. City of QIasgow, Colonial, Cornwall, Derwent and Tamar, Eagl& 
European, Hobart Town aad Launcegton, Home aod Colonial, Imperial, Dverpool aod 
I«ndon and Qlube, Lloyd's. New South Wales, New Zealand, North British. Northsm, 
Padflc, Queen, Boyal, South Auslralian Lloyd's, Southern, and UniTersal iDaurantn 
and asanrance companies. The mmirig companies are the Adelaide, Bremer, Cape 
Jervis, Copper Ulnars, Glen Osmond, Great Northern. KanBpiia,Eanmantoo, Kapaoda, 
Earka^[l]|^ Malta, Moonta, Murniunle, Mount Lily, New Cornwall, South Australian, 
Talisker, Wallaroo. West Kanmantoo, New Kanmaotoo. Wheal Coglin, Wilkawat, 
Worthing, Yelta, Yorke'a Peninsula, Yudanamutana, snd English and Australian. The 
miscellaneous companies are the Adelaide Land and Credit; Ice; grated Bread; 
Australian Trust, General Finance, Land, Credit and Agency; Gieu Osmond road 
metal; Kadina and Wallaroo railway and pier; Sooth Aualralian coal; South Austra- 
lian slate; South Australian gas; and Northern Territory companies. Tho Adelaide 
clnb, a fine large brick building, stand* in North-terrace, nearly oppoaite Government 
boose. Members are admitted by bidlot only, and on theintroductionof 3 members of lbs 
club. Adelaide has 3 racecourses, 1 at the subnrb of Britannia, near Norwood, on the 
£ side of the city, and being an excellent coorie, with a fine roomy stone-built grand- 
•Und; and the other at Thebarton, on the W. aide of the city, and having a grand- 
•tand constructed of wood. There is a jockey club, a cricket club, a rowing club, an 
mrcbery club, a rifle association, a gymuaatic and fencing clnb, an agricultural and 
horticultural society (which holds a show in February,) a horticultural aud Qoricul- 
tural society, an acclimatiaatioa society, a pastoral association, 2 wioegrowers' 
UKiciationB, a total abiCinence society, a philosophical society, a society of arts, 
an auxiliary bible aociety, and benevolent society of bines, and an orphan home 
for the rec^tioa and training of orphan childreo, a corpa ol rifle and 1 of artillery 
Tolnnleera, and a fire brigade in the city. The principal hotels are the York 
(Homibrook's,) and the Globe (Henniug's,) in Knndle- street; the Clarence (Comock's,) 
and the Criterion (Habble's,) in King William-street; the Freemasons' (Darling's,) in 
PiTle-ib«et; the Black boll (Battam's,) in Hindley-street; and several others, alio 
nnmerous inns in all parts of the city. The newspapers are QisResiiter,Adrertiia' and 
Tdtgrapk (jaarrAag daily,) the Exprui and Eieiting Tdegrapk (eveniag dally,) and 
the Giientr, CkronicU and Mail (weekly,) also a German newspaper, the OmUeht 
Zeitung. Adehude ha« the following Masonic lodged: — B.C., Lodge Friendship, Lodge 
Harmony, United Tradesmen's Lodge, Lodge Truth, Lodge Concord, Albert Lodge, a 
Itoyal Aich Chapter, a lodge of Mark Masters, and an encampment of Knights' 
Tenplani LC, Buke Leloster'a Lodge, Leinster Mark Lodge, and Leinster Itoyal 
Arch Chapter. There are also i lodges of the Independent Order of Oddfelloira, 
U.U., and S of the Ancient Independent Order of Oddfellows; 9 Foresters' courts^ 
4 Dmids' lodges, and Druids' and Shepherds' friendly societies. In the city are the 
fidlowing manufactories, works. &c: — The nrated bread company's bakery, 7 
agricultural implement makers' manufactories, 3 billiard table manafactorin, 1 
boae-dtisC works, * candle and soap makers, 4 chafl and corn cnttera (steam,)

of profeasioail men and companies, and 137 bnildera, timber, iion, stoDs and 
liTery liable jardei the ihopa number 1I1B, comprehending Cboie of tradeameo 
of all kinda. The mean tempenture of the ctty, as showii by Mr. Jerons, ia 
64° 9'; the hottest month being Januarj, when SO 8' Is the mean; and die coldest, 
Jnlj, when it is 90° 7', the diflerence being 30° 1'. The mean annual raiafell as stated 
OT G. S. Kingston, Esq., for 5 jrears, waa 19.90 inche*. The geological formation of 
the plain on which Adelaide standi Is priDcfpally clar and limestone, some of whicb ia 
lued fur building purposes, whilst that tying to the N, of the city is to a great extent 
huiDt for lime. 

The Adelaide E. electoral district comprises that part of Korth and South Adelaide 
and the Park lands bounding the same, to the E. of a line drawn through the centre of 
King William-street, Poolo-street, Joho-street, and O'Connell-street. It is divided into 
4 wards — Hindmarsh ward E., coDtaining an area of 3S7 acres, and a population of 
2901; Hindmarsh ward W., with an area of 150 acres, and a population of 33Z9j Grey 
wardE., with an ar«a of 620 acres, and a population of 3628; and Robe ward E., vith 
an area of S20 acres, and a population of 2S29~ being a total area of 1617 acres, and a 
total population of ll,087i of whom 258S are adolc mates— the number of eleclora. 
The voting places for this district are on, or near to, the Corporation acre, and N. 
Adelaide The Adelaide W. electoral district comprises that part of North and South 
Adelaide to the W. of the line drawn as aforesaid as the boundary of Adelaide E. It la 
dirided Into 4 wards— Gawler ward E., with an area of 129 acres, and a population of 
2336; Gawler ward W., with an area of SSI acres, and a population of 3365; Grey 
wsj'd W,, with an area of 771 acres, and a population of 444U; and Robe ward W,, 
with an area of 711 acres, and a population of 2072 — being a total area of 1962 acres, 
and a total population of 12,213; of whom 2897 are adult mates— the number of 
electors. The voting place* are in, or near to, Light sqaare, and at North Adelaide. 
nie total area, therefbre, of the electoral district of the city of Adelaide is 3Gue acres, 
and the total population 23,300 persons, being identical with that within the corpo- 
latlon limits, which are the same as the electoral boundary. The number of adult 
males is S483. The increase of popnlatioo in the city since 1B61 is 4997— Chat of adult 
males being 1449. The number of housea is 5192, being an increase of 840 over those 
Id 1861. Thenumber of electors on the rolls for Adelaide (E. aod W.) for the year 
1866 was— for the Legislative Council, 14^6; and for the Legislative Assembly, 2686. 
Adelaide E. is repretenled in the Legislative Assembly by the Hon. T. Reynolds and 
V. Santo, Esq. The number of registered electors for 1865 In this district, for tha 
LeglaUtfve Council was 716, and for the Legislative Assembly, 1 188. Adelaide W. ia 
rraresented In the Legislative Assembly by J. P. BooMUt and U. R. Fuller, Esq*. 
Tbe number of registered electors for tbe district for 1865, for the Legislative Coundi, 
wu 780; and for the Legiskatire Assembly, 1498. 

A9E&AXDE COUNTY Is the metropolitan connty ot the colony, and Ilea on the 
B, shore of the gulf of ^t. Vincent, being bonnded on the N, by the eountlet Qawler 
and Light.from which It is separated by (he rivers Gawler and SonChPararespeoHvaly, 
oa the S. by the county Hindmarsh, on the E. by the county Stort, from which It it w- 
parated by the main range, and on the W, by the waters of the gulf before meotloned. It 
U divided into the fallowing hundreds, viz.;— N. hnndreds. Port Adelaide, MbdooPcim, 
and Para Wirra; (Antral hundreds, Yatala, Talunga, Adelaide, Onkaparioga, and 
Noarlunga; and S. hundreds, Willnnga and Koitpo. This country consiati for Ute 
moat part of a fertile plain, lying back bom the shores of the gulf to the W. fbot of 
the main range, from which spurs run out into the plain in an E. dlrectloD, having Sae 
valleys between Ihem, many of which are highly cultivated, and have hanging gardani 
and extensive vineyards onlhcir slopes. From the snmmiti of these spurs, particularly 
from mount Lofty, the highest point of the range, are munificent vfewi of the plain 
below, and ol the rolling Ookaparinga river, and numerous small tributary creeka. Tb* 
N. part of the W. or coast aide of the county consists of a tract of swampy fla^ on^ 
grown with reeds, but aSbrding capital fattening food for caHle^ and In iti moiw 
•lerated parti pToduciug good crop* of hay. A fine view from tin UUa whMi beoad 
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iV u well M of tba »*ten of the golf beyond, l« to be obl«[aed, ADd tourists in leftrch 
of the picturefque would do well to vi^t them. The greater part of the coontj it 
pombaied laod, anda rerylargeportioD of Ihia ia under cnlliTstion, and tupportt ft 
body of iiidnttrion* farmers, gardenen, and TigneroDi. Tbe city of Adetalde, the 
capitsl of tbe colony of S. AustralU. lies in tbe centre of the plain, on the S. bank of 
tbe Torrens riier, a strHuu vhich, ri^ng ia the bills to the N.K., meanders oier the 
Hal land, emptying itself into a reedy flat about T mites distant from the city. The 
chief towns of the counly besides Adelaide, are Port Adelaide, the shipping port of the 
metropolis; North Adelaide, a residential siiburb; Raliahury, qq the N. line of railway; 
Gumencka, BlamberK, Hahndorf, Balbannah, Woodslde, Glenelg. Brighton, Noerlunga, 
Clareudon, and Willunga. The principal Btienms are llie Torrens, Little Para, and 
Sturt. TheareaoflhiscoaatyisUeiEqoaremileB, or 743,040 acres, of which 390,564 
ftcres are purchased land, 294,394 acres being held by freeholders, and there being 4 63,St!3 
acres encased, 176,330 acres under cultiration, and 3i)7,S53 acres enclosed, hut not 
caltirated. The live slock in tbe county numbers J8,90e horses, 26,901 homed cattle, 
94,653 sheep, 2666 goals, 21,91S pigs, and 159,015 head of poultry. Of the iandundec 
cnl^ration, 91,786 acres are under wheat, 3104 acres under barley, 10G4 acres under 
oata, 44,936 acres under hay, 1445 acres under gieeu furage, 616 acres under peas, 
and 153 seres under other crops. There are 23,531 acres of fallow Und, 1430 acres of 
potatoes, 1462 acres of orchard, 2260 acres of garden, and 4513 acres of vineyard, 
hBTiDg 3,680,459 vines in bearing, and 1,291,430 vines not in bearing. The gross pro- 
duce for the year ending 3lBt March, 1356, was 864,412 bushels wheat, 42, GTS bushels 
barley, 13,36? bnslieU oata. 42,419 tons hay, 2452 tons potatoes, 617,021 gallons 
wine, and 26,279 cwt. grapes. The population numbers 78,072 persons aguinst 
66,238 iu 1S61, being an increase of 1 L,S34. Tbe number of dwelliag-houses is 16,544 
■galust 15,292 in that year, being an increase of 1252. 

ADBLADS {Co. Adtlaidt) is a central hundred of the connty lying round the city 
of Adelaide, snU watered by the river Torrens. It is nearly all purchased land, and 
for the most part consists of pasture land, and of gardens, orchards and vioeyards, 
although some small crops of grain are grown in it. There are numerous small 
suburban townships in this hundred, the principal ones being North Adelaide, Hind marsh, 
TTniey, Norwood and Kensington. 

ASEUU3»E PUTINS (Co. Ad^idt) Is tbe name given to the extensive 9at lying- 
between the gulf of St. Vincent on the W., and the main or Adelaide range on the 
E. The city of Adelaide and its sutruunding suburbs lie on this plain, which consists 
of level fertile country, with deep alluvia! soil resting upon tertiary deposits of gravel, 
land, clay and sandstone, wiiii tertiary limestone, which frequently penetrate! 
5 or 6 feet into Ihe joints and Assures of the rocks, completely covering them with a 
thin crust of white earthy carbonate of lime. Large crops of wheat and hoy are grown 
upon it, and productive gardens and vineyards are numerous, 

. A9£IiAI9E FORT (Co. AddalJt) is a postal and corporate town, the principal 
■limping port of the colony, and the port of the metropolis, in the electoral district and 
hnDdred of Port Adelaide. It is situated on a mangrove swamp, on a saltwater creek or 
Mtnary, known as the Port Adelaide channel, about 9) miles from the mouth in the gulf 
at St. Vlnoeut, which is entered from tbe gulf between two extensive sand-shoals, 
IhToath a narrow creek, and constitutes the outer bar. There is another bar inside 
the heads, known as the inoer bar; but, by means of dredging, the outer bar has been 
oieared so as to give a depth of 15 feet at low water spring (ides, or about S3 feet at 
high water, and a channel has beea cut through the inner bar, giving a depth of le 
fait at high water neap tides. Both bars have a hard limestone crust, and have been 
difBcnIt and expensive to (teat with; and although little inconvenience or delay need be 
azpeiienccd by ships up to SOO tons register, still, vessels of 1000 to 1200 must lighten 
oosiaiderahly outside before they can ventuie to cross the bars. The question, there- 
titt, of tbe enlargement of the port, which has been for some time before tbe public, U 
oae of Immediate consequence, if pace is lo be kept with the great wealth- producing 
powers of the colony. Port Adelaide lies on the E. side of the creek, in a low sitnation, 
and surrounded by swamp} it is not, however, unhealthy, as the water is sale Soma 
at the lower streets are, however, liable to inundation, and a vast amount of propertj 
««« destroyed sometime back by a catastrophe of Ibis nature. The channelor entrance 
to Fort Adelaide runs between sandy banka; and is bounded on tbe W. by a sandy 
liMB of Und known as Lefsrre's peninsula, and on the E. by the mainland. It.ii^ 
MMver, dtvided into ttio braocbM by aUigeiandyislaad.kaowaasTarienislBlaiid 
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(on which tteodi die qaarantine sUtion,) the bnnche* being known m the £7. ftnd 8. 
anni reipectiTelj. The latter 1b the one used for uaTlgatlon, aad ii dlrided into two 
pOiUoni, called Uptoo'i and Oawler raachai. On the E. aide of that channel are two 
indentations, forming boat hwboon, and known ai North core and Falie bay. lite 
■emaphore and flagttaff, whence rewelt entering the harboor are cignalled to Adelaide, 
lieioQtheW.coaat of LeTeTre'a peniniula, oppoaite Port Adelaide, ud near the rillagea 
of WiUunga and WeTmouth. 

Port Adelaide conCaini 1 iteam Soar mill (Hart's,) alio 1 in coarse of erection, 3 
braweriea, 1 ballermaker'* works, also extenslTe copper smelting works, establiihed bj 
the English and Aostralian Copper company. There are also 2 ibiphuUdlag yaids; 
Fletcher's, In which is a patent slip, capable o( raising Teesels of large tonnage, and 
Cmickshsiik's, in which is a slip for stnall-class Tessels. Port Adelaide has a aab- 
Btaulial steamer's wharf, and other wharres for the nse of the shipping which freqaent 
the port. These wharves are fltced with cranes and other appliances for the loading 
and nnloading of Teasels, and a tramway runs along them in connectioa with the 
roilwaj to Adelaide, the terminna of which la at the other side of the town. At and 
near the wharres Tessela drawing IR ft. of water can lie afloat at all states of the tid& 
At the ateatner's wharf is a large and eitensiTc goods shed, erected in order to prereat 
cargo saffedng from the Inclemencj of the weather. Port Adelaide baa all tiie 
characteriaticB of a aeaport town; its shops, commodities, hotels, and manufactoriea, 
all seem intended for the accommodation of a seafaring population. It contains monj 
excellent buildings, and several well-formed streets. The cuatom-house, police conrt, 
railway station, and new town hall (the latter opened In August of this year, by t, 
concert giTca by Mr. G. Loder,) are all fine structures, ai are also many of the 
warehouses, mills, charchea and chapels. The cnatom-boaie ia the principal one of 
the colony, and contains the offices of the mahae board. There is also a small theatre, 
which ii, however, rarely open for dramatic performances. The nearest places are 
Albert Town and Queenstown, about a miles from Port Adelaide, on the main 
toad to Adelaide} Portland estate, adjoining Port Adelaide on the S.E. side; also 
Olanfletd, a village and district on Lefevre's peninsula, on the N. side of the Port 
Adelaide creek, being connected with that township by a wooden bridge with these 
placea, except with Albert Town or Alberton, wliicb lies in Che line of railway, there 
are no r^ular means of communication. A locomotive railway, 6j miles In length, 
connects Port Adelaide with the capital. A coach road, also, runs parallel most of the 
distance, but It is in such bad order as to be little uied, and bears the unenviable 
notoriety of being one of the worst kept and most greatly n^lected roads in the colony. 
A temporary hospital hoa been established at the police-office by the government, 
from which patients are removed to the Adelaide hospital. The principal hotels In Port 
Adelaide are the Britannia, Port Admiral, Ford's, ffharf. Smith's, White Horse, and 
Bailway. There are also several smaller houses. The carrying-office of Messrs. Hill and 
Co., railway contractors for delivery of goods per railway, is in the township. The 
surrounding country is flat and swampyi sand, clay, and Itioestoae rock. 'The fol- 
lowing banks have branches at Port Adelaide, viz.:— The Union Bank of Australia, 
Bonk of Adelaide. National Bank of Australia, and the Bank of South Anstralio. The 
churches are, -^Episcopal cbnrch of Engluid, Roman Catholic cburchi chapels, 
Wesleyan, Independent, and Presbyterian, There is a post and money order office, 
telegraph station, branches of the South Australian and European insurance offices) a 
compaoy of volunteer rifles, a battery of volunteer artillery, and a rowing club.

Within this municipality are, 1 biscuit baltery, 1 boatbuilding yard, S 
breweries, 1 gas works, 3 malting houses, 1 large steam flour mill, 2 printing presiea, 
S saw mills, and 1 smelting works; also, 40 merchants and wholesale stores, 35 offloaa 
of professional gentlemen and companies, 12 boitders, timber and livery stable yard^ 
and 111 tradesmen's shops.

the hundred of Port Adelaide, the N. portion of the county Daly, the H. portion of the 
county Daly, and Torke's peninsula, and has a total area ot 1,909,690 acres, or 1878 
square miles, and a total population ot 15,939, of whom 4000 are adult males.

Ut., 1SG° E. long. {PUadtrt diitriel,) a flat-topped hill, 
probably auriferous; discOTOred by Stuart In Norembec, lSti9,and forming a prominent 
point in tlie Uenison raoge. He describes It as fblloirs: — "It is a table-topped hill, 
standing on high table-land, which is intersected by numerous small watercourses, 
flowing towards the Doa^at. Un the S. and W. sides of the mount (whicli I hare 
named mount Anna,) it is a compAmid of ironstone, quartz, granite, and a chalky 
substance, also an immense quantity of conglomerated quartz and ironstone, wliich has 
the appearance of having been run together in a smelting works; tliere are also 
numerous courses of slate of diEFerent descriptions and colours. The quoriz predomi- 
nates, and gives the country the appeoj'aui^ of numerous springs. These patches have 
deceiied me two or three limes to-day." Near this mountain several new species of 
lizards,and Sspeclmens ofa large green cicindela, belonging toagenuaof insects hitherto 
unknown in South Australia, have been found.

The toimslilp 
of Apoinga Is In this bnndred. The area of this hundred Is 47,360 acre*, the land 
under coliiTation being 476 acre*. It ha* a population of 28S persiMis, mostly mioen 
and small fanners.

AaOOWA CREEK, (If. dutriet,) a floe creek rising in Hardewicke's blnlC 
ftnd flawing through the station of the same name Into the Bracfaina Creek, It forme 
into bogs which have to be fenced to keep out cattle. There are some good gardens 
on its t«nk«, where willows, vines, Sg trees and vegetables flourish.

I, postal name Finnisa flat (Co. Hiitdntarih,) is a postal township 
lately declared, In the electoral district of monnt Barker, hundred of Bremer, and 
under the control of the district coiincll of KonJoparinga. It is situated on Bull's 
cre«k, the Finnisa rirer, and Steel's ranges, lying near and to the S.W. The district 
la an ^ricultural one, wheat beini; the principal product. A copper mine, called the 
" Great Bradford," ilea on the Middle Finnisa, about 4^ milca from the township. The 
nesreat places are — Sandergrove, S miles S. F!. ; Giles's Sat, 2 miles E.; M'Harg's creek, 
S miles W.; Meadows, 10 miiea N.t and Strathalbyn, S milM K.; the communication 
being by horse and prirate vehicle, and with Adelaide, ST^milea ff.W., by BoniiseTell'l 
mail coach from the Strat)ia1byn, or by an occasional carrier's dray, Ashbonrae has a 

Cit office and 1 hotel— the Green Man. The surrounding country ia clecaCed, and the 
t on which the township stands (Finnisa dat) conaiats of good alluvial aoii over quartz 
and trnp rock. The population of the township numbers about 30 peraons — tliat of 
the Oat about 200, mostly sniall farmers. 

ASHX'OKIt (Co. Adtlaide) ia the vineyard and residence of Dr. Everard, on the 
Bay road, about 2 miles distant tram Adelaide. It is planted principally with fcrizzly, 
r»d, black and white Frontignac, Tokay, Black Ilambro' and Black Prince, and pro- 
duces excellent wine. There is also a Que orangery and orchard. 

A.TKi:&STOK£ {Co. AdelauJt) is a postal village, in the electoral district of G. 
Torrena. and hundred of Adulaide. It is situated on the Fifth creek, the river To rreoa 
being I mile distant fh>m the post offlce, and Adelaide 8 miles distant. The diatrict ia 
an agricultural one, wheat and hirm and garden produce being grown. It ia very 
scmbby in some parts, and bears strong traces of copper. The nearest places are — 
Paradise, l^ miles N.W., and the Montacutc mines, 6 mites E. There are no regular 
meansof communication with these places. The communication with Adelaide, Smile* 
S.W., is by hiirae or private vehicle, the mail being carried on horeeback. The nearest 
hotel is at Paradise, The country Is hilly, and the population numbers about 200 
persons, scattered over the district. The Athelatone vineyard (Coull's) is a celebrated 
one, producing Black Porlugal, Shirai, Dolcetto; red, while, black and grizzly Frou- 
tignac; Sweetwater, Ootden Cbasaelas, and Muscat. The orchard at Athelstone i* 
almost of tqual importance with tile vineyard. There ia a capital cellar and wine-house, 
and very good wine is produced there. The Freahford vineyard also lies near this place. 

A.TT11ACTI0H, MOUNT. 29" 33' S. lat., I3S° I 
solitary hill lying on the W. bank of the Frome river, 
■priugs with that river. 

AVGUBTA, PuRT, in 33° 33" 42" S lat., and 13r *T 28" E lon^., the northern- 
moat of the South Auftralian ports, fhim which the township takes its name, in the 
hundred ot Davenport, county of Frome, electoral district of Flinders, and situated on 
the upper ahores of Spencer's gulf, is about three quarters of a mile wide, with good 
anchorage in soft mud, 18 feet deep at low water springs. The old township of Port 
Augusta it situated on the eastern shore, which is composed of low ridjiea and hillocks 
of loose blown white and red sand, pretty thickly covered with myall, sandalwood, 
and stunted scrub. An extension of the township, "Port Augusta West." has recently 
been laid out and sold by the government. This place is the key outlet for a very large 
tnct of pastoral and mineral country extending soO miles K. There are Do tiren or 
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pcnnaoent water creeki in the neighbourhood, but limplj courses or chaniiela, which 
watEe themaelTet on the plaini sod are dr; the gie&ter part of the year. The moat 
nomiiieiit natural feature la " Mount Brown," 3174 feet above the *ea level, bearing 
£. 9° N. from the Port Aagnsta custom-house iagstaff, dislaot IS miles ; it is tha 
Ugheat peak of (bat beautiful raoge of hills named after the great explorer " Flinders." 
niere are also the " Dutchman's Stern" and the " Devil's Peat" to the nortliward of 
DKinnt Brown, ptaiolj visible from Fort Augusta, and " mount Remarkable," farther 
B. on the eastern side, but not Tisibte fhim Port Augtista. Agriculture has been 
tried in the district, but from the I^equeDcj of irj seasons has proved a failure. It* 
paatccal capabilities inpport Immense numbers of sheep and callte, mao}' of which 
thrive well and fotten on salt bush. Several copper mioei have been opened, extending 
16 miles off Part Angnsta to some 300 mitee north. Amongtt the foremost of these 
maf be ennmerated the Btinman, Tudanamutaoa, Mount Koae, Wirrawilka, Welcome 
Springs, EacfalcB, Nuccaleena, Sir Dominic, and Northern Mineral Association com- 
pany's properties, all of which suffer materially far the want of railway communication. 
The nearest mines to Fort Augusta are the Horrocks Creek, about 18 miles, recently 
opoud, and the Spring Creek company's property, about 30 miles distant on tha 
tmatma side of the Fliader's ranges The next tovrnships are Stirling or Mlncbia'a 
wells, distant 5 milea S. by E. on the high roads to Horrocks pass fbr the southern 
MDc, and Pichl Richi for the northern traffic. The 3 wells from which it is named 
■re 70 feet deep, but the water is not fit for domestic use. It is now supplied from a 
atBadpipe of tbe waterworks. Saltla,oD acreeii bearing its name, 11 mites E. by N. 
^Port Augusta, situated at the entrance of the northern or Pichi Bicbi pass. There 
ace no regular conveyances between Port Augusta, Stirling, and Saltia. fort Augusta 
ba* an overland mail twice every week from Adelaide, arriving at S p.m. on Jtoodaya 
via Helrosa, and on Fridays by Clare, the lost 3D miles being usually carried oo horse> 
' ' I total distance from Adelaide, 230 miles. There is also a bi-weekly mail per 
ing screw steamer Lvbra, leaving Adelaide on Monday, catling at Port Lincoln, 
d arriving at Port Augusta on Tburtday. Travellers usoally prefer this means lA. 
tranidt for convenience and economy { saloon passage £i, steerage .m.; whiUt the 
OTCrland ronta involves tbe cost of beiog specially conveyed through Uorrouka pasa 
and Beautiful valley, there to join^he mail line which passes up and down on tbe 
eaitem side of FUnder's range. 

Fort Angusta hae an aboriginal statiao, a pnbUc ponnd, a post and money-order 
office^ a Foresters' court, and branches of the South Australian insurance, New South 
Walea assurance, Adelaide asaunnce and guarantee companies, and the National 
bank. The resident magistraivs are T, K Ellison, W. Luton, C. OgiWle. and J. H. 
Bowe, Esq.*. There are no hospitals, benevolent asylumsorinstitutiona at Port Augusta, 
nor has any place of worship yet been built. The Church of England holds lurvicea 
regnlariy every Sunday at the custom-house, where is also a Sunday school with 
(^wards ot 70 scholars. The Bible Christians also have services twice every Sabbath 
at Fort Aagasta, and aftenwon services at Stirling. Cases of destitution are relieved 
locally by an auxiliary board of the Adelaide institution, consisting uf three member*, 
who ait once a fbrtnightin the custom-bouse long roooi, which is also used lemporarilr 
aa a local court, until more commodious premises are erected. A branch of the Ade- 
laide South Australian Institute i* also supported by the iuhabitants, who have also a 
lltaiar7 association, which meets every Tuesday evening for debating, readings and 
Tedtadona, one of the nights in each month being devoted to lecturing. The hotels at 
Fort Angusta are "The Northern" (Walter Hobklrk's), and the "Port Augusta" 
(Alexander Mackay's). The carrying companies of the district are the South Austra- 
Uan Carrying company limited, at the Blinman and Yudanamatana mining company'* 
•totea, P.A., their principal work being tbe conveyance of their own goods lo the 
BUnmBD mine 140 miles, returning with copper cake and ore; and the Camel Carrying 
firm, Hestrs Elder and Stuckey's, consisting of about 100 camels and 3U donkeys, 
iMtween Lake Hope and Port Augusta. The roads are under the ijorveynr-Gtuerar* 
department The country behind tbe sandy ridges which border the coast is a plaio 
•bout II miles broad, with an easy rise to the foot of the Flinders range, and S. and S. 
kboiltSOO mile*. The western side or Bhore,aleiir milesbeiow Port Augusta township, 
ba* les* plain, and at about 21, miles from the beach is backed by a barren stony flat- 
topped range, q 50 feet high. The geologlcAl formation It tertiary, with angular redaod 
Ught brown silicions and qoartzose sandstones scattered over a friable light soil.

Thit bay almost insulates point Whidbey, it has a small rocky islet lying about a mite 
from the beach, and some black rocks and shoal water near its E. shore, with SI 
faUhoms, a long mile from them, but it is exposed to the S. and S.W., and is unflt Sx 
anchorage. 

ATOXS POINT (Co. Flmderi) is the B. head of Avpid bay, and bean from point 
Whidbey E.9.E. 9 miles. It la low, and has 2 rocky islets connected by a reef lying 
offit to theezteutofSmlleB. 

ATESS (Co. Stanley) Is a N.E. hundred of the connty, containing ■ smaU 
quantity of purchased land. The lenuinder of the hundred is taken up fbr pastoral 
purposes. 

BAAV HILI, RUN (n«w S.E. dutnct;) leases Nos. 7BS, 7TS, and 1036; occaidere 
WHliama and Bagot ; respective areas of leases, 37, 1 0, and 43 square miles. Tbi* 
ran Um in the Tattlws country,' near Border town, and li watered bj lyampt.

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BACKSTA^U PASSAGE la a, nurow itTsit Iring bettrem the mainUDd on 
the N. and Kangaroo island on tfaeS.W,, and leading fhim the ocean by the N, of that 
Island to Port Adelaide and the other harboura in ihe gulf of St. Vioceot. and to 
Nepean bay, Kingscote harbour, and tbe other ports on the S. coatC of l^ngaroo 
illond. The tides in thia passage ran very strongly, as rapidly u 5 knots on some 
occasions, sad it is supposed that the flood from the W. and the ebb fhim the E. meet 
•omewhere near a group of small rocks, lying in the passage knowD as the Page*. Tho 
Talala bank or shoal lies in the S. part of this passage, B miles N. of cape Willoughby. 
The narrowest part of tbe Backstairs passage measures nearly S mile* in width from 
Cape Jcrvis to the nearest point of Kangaroo island, aod has soundinga raiTing 
from 12 to 22 fiithoms between the shores. 

BAGOT {Co. By^ is a S. hundred of the eonnty, consIiUog almost eiclnslteh 
of pastoral land, although a small quantity bai been pnrchaied. There ia a puboe 
pound in this hundred. 

BAOOT BANGE, 36° 40' S. lat., lsi° 20' E. long. (J7in(i<ri dufrict.) ia tbe name 
of a range of low volcanic hills, consisting principally of gypsum, quartz, and iron- 
stone, diicoTcred by Stuart la his explorations of 1860. The surrounding cauntty is 
genemlly scrubby, and haa an ironstone soil with white flint occasionally. The 
Sterenson river and its tributaries flow past the N. foot of this range, and have gras^ 
.and gum bordered banks. 

SASOT'S WELL (Co. Light) Is a small agricultural postal settlement in the 
hundred of Knpunda, and electoral dlitrict of Light, lying in a wheat-growing district 
to the N.E. of Kapunda, which is distant G^ miles, the mail being coaveyed on horse- 
back and thence per railway to Adelaide, distance 9S| miles. The surrounding 
country is diversilied, and cootaini a considerable quantity of flue land, settled on 1^ 
numerous farmers. At Bagot's well, faoweTer, there are only two bmiliei resident, 
eomprislDg 12 persons in all. 

I BAT RUN [W. dUtrkl.) See Bu>btogk Cafe Kun. 
t CCo. Jtutnll) is a S.W. hmtdnd of the county, including the entire 
peninsula lying between lakes Alexandrina, CooroDg, and Albert, and conaistiut 
of a scrubby tract of country, having, howerer, some good, agricultural land 
on the £. and W., which is stineyed and sold. On the W. side of this hundred, and m 
the shore of lake Aleiandrina lies tbe towuehip of Point Mocleay, and the boat har- 
bour known as Loreday bay. 

BAKBB'S NOB [Co. BitidmarA) is a promtoent peak in the Tankalilia nugea, 
lying about 3 miles E. Ol Rapid bay, whence It forms a prominent landmark. 

BAKEK'S KANGE RUN (.S.E. dwtrict;) lease No. S23; occupiers, Messre. 
Mclnnes; area, 30 square miles; grazing capacity, SOOosheep; Mr. Ooyder'a Tslnation, 
deducting imp roTements, 1,150 10s. This Is part of the Grower run, end lies Si mile* 
E.N. E. of Giiichen Bay. This run also includes leases Nos. 223 and 284. 

BALAKLATA (Co. Oawler) is a N. hundred of the coon^, contidning a tmoD 
quantity at purchased land on its N. side, the S, bank of the WakeAeld liTer. For 
population, &c., see iNKERKiN hihidbed. 

BAXAUX CREEK {Co. VKtoria) is a small watereoune, flowing In the S,B. 
part of the Bnndaleer n)n. 

BAUICBBIE RUN (!f. ditlrUt;) lease No. 69 ; occupiers, Menrs. Rariees; 
area, 71 square miles; grazing capability, 9000 sheep, or 1S7 per square mile; old rent 
and assessment, £133; Ooyder's valuation, deducting imprarements, £534 8s. Thia 
run lies near the Willoehra township, 39 miles N.N.E. of Fort Augusta, and 2IS mllsa 
H. of Adelaide. It is watered by the Willochra and Beltooa creeki, and by welll.

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BAUI HILLS (Co. Mindinanh) la a poatal riling in the eiectoial diitrict of 
Xnoonnter bij, hundred of Kuikalllla, md under the control of the TaokalillR district 
coQDciL It 1> iitnated near the YuikalilU riTer, which floiri through that part of the 
diitrlct known u Diiij flat. The Inman river ii alio within a *hort distance; ami 
monnt Kobinson, U miles diitant, U covered with icmb, and contains good building- 
■toiu. Bald bills lies in an agricoltaral district, lome of the beat land in the colony 
b^K fonad in the neighbourhood, and being largely taken np for agricultural purposes, 
chiefly the growth of cereals; cattle and sheep are also grazed to a considerable ectent 
on tbe adjoining waste landi. The nearevt piaces are — Tankalilla. 9 miles V/.; Nor- 
manvtlle, 7 miles W.; Victor barboar, IS miles E.; and port Elliot, 20 miles N.B. 
NormaoTille being (he neit seaptn't and telegraph station. The commouicatlon with 
(Imm place* is by horse and dray; and with Adelaide, BS miles N.E., by the same 
meMis to Tanlulilta, and thence by RounaeveH's mail coach. Heavy goods are ueually 
carried to Adelaide by meantof drays trom Bald hills to NormanTille,and thence by tbe 
Khooners Analgitia, Nancy or Btaolale, the re^Iar traders to that port. Bald hilli 
bma a post offlce, a branch of the Soach Australian insurance oompany, and 8 storea 
(Ltaike'i and Bargess and Boitock's. ) There are 2 chapels (Wesleyan and Bible 
Christian.) The surrounding- country is mountainous, and is jiutly considered M 
exceedingly salnbrious; the scenery is very beautiful, and offers great attractions tbr 
the tourist; for sportsmen the district is second to few in the colony, kangaroo and 
other native game abounding on the waste landi. 

BAXD HILL {Co. Light) is Ihe name of a peak in tbe main range lying fn the 
hundred of Belvidere, near the S. bank of the Light river, and about 8 miles E. of 
Eapucda. 

BAXS HILL UINE {Yorlt'i PenintuZa) la a newly found copper lode in the 
Kadina mining district, and lying between the Yelta mine and Kadina. A corre- 
fpondent write* to the Wallaroo Timet, under date July 9th, 1H66, respecting this find, 
M follows; — "I have juat returned from a visit to tbe new discovery of copper which 
bu been made near the Bald hill. The genuinenesa of the ' find' ia now placed beyond 
anj doabt, aa the reanlt of the day's working ha* opened op a splendid d^sit of green 
carbonate of copper. There are 3 pits sunk, one of which i* about 10 feet In 
length by e or 7 feet in width, and H feet deep. This large opening aeenn 
to have been made fbr the purpose of ascertaining the extent of ground through 
which the ore might occur. Every portion of it sbows green cacbonate*. A few wet 
di*tance from the above sinking there is another pit sunk to the depth of 2 or 3 
feet, which plainly discloaea the back of a strong lode, with quartz, impregnated with 
green carbonates of copper. This discovery fairly eclipses all the recent ones that I 
have witnessed in this district, and it i* very gratifying to be thus enabled to record 
mich an event. I have thus given you a short sketch of my first visit to this new 
locality, and yoo can make what use you like of It." 

BAU>nrA CREEK ICa. Burra) is a small roonntain creek, rising and flowing 
about 7 miles to the N. of Kooringa into the head of the Burra erode It 1* merely a 
chain of waterholes in summer.

It is situated on tbe main E. line 
of road from Adelaide to mount Torrens, 3 miles west of mount Barker, and oeai the 
head of the mount Barker creek, in an agricultural district celebrated for the fine 
wheat it produces. Samples of wheat grown in this diitrict, by Mr. Waddell, gained 
the prize medal at the exhibition, Loudon, of 1851, and specimens were exhibited in 
the Melbourne exhibition, of 1666, by Messrs. Waddell, Bell, Venning, Frame, Hackett* 
Mr. Frame also exhibited a fine specimen of oats ; Hr. J. Bamsay exhibited an impTored 
reaping and thrashing machine. There are ! flour milti in the township (Dunn and 
Co.'s and Wedd's,) the flonr from the flrst of which gained a prize mpilal at the 
exhibition (London) of 1B63. On tbe mount Barker mineral reserve, 9 milis from the 
township, are sevend copper minea. The nearest places areNairne, 4 mil .'s which liea 
K.E.; Littlehamptou, 1 tnile N.B.; Balhannah, 6 milei V.; Hahndorf, 4 mile*

DO regular carrying-office, hat leveral canlers ply wilb horae rans to Adelaide. The 
dUTOimdiiig coDntr? U monntainoua and hidhl; pictureiqae, having deep wooded 
gnlUea and fertile flats inlenecting the mountain raDgea in all directioni. The soil ii 
rich and admirablj suited to the growth of cereals, and Che geological formation ia 
gQierallf of poat pliooene tertiarj drilt, conaiBting of large fragraenti of achiit, gand- 
■tone and quarU, but slighil; waterworQ. The population numbers aboat 1000 peraooa, 
the QDmber of direllings being about ISO. The whole dialrict of mount Barker may 
be said to consist ot bills and Talleys,— the hills being formed of either granite, gneiss, 
mica, slate, and quartz rock, clay alate or conglomerate of sandgtone, quartz, and iron. 
Their aammita are rather scanty of vegetation, owing to the quantity of loose mil, the 
Itrimarj rocka frequently being expoaed. The Talleys and alopes, on the contrary, are 
extremely fertile, and uanally have small itreams running along their course the 
greater part of the year. A aandy clay geaeralty occupies the baltotn, and part of the 
■lope*; higher up, the inrEace soil ia rery light ia texture, and contalna much decom- 
posed TGgetable matter. Ume la exceedingly acarce. There is abundance of good 
material for road-making and building parpoaea. Copper pyritea have been fbund in 
many place*, but no copper mines have been opened in the district. The climate ii 
colder and ralo more frequent than on the plains. The hot winds are oflen felt to an 
niipleasant degree, but this ia amply coinpenaaled by the refreahing summer breezea. 
The diflerent aspects and sheltered aEopea occaaioned by the hilla, with the humid and 
rich soil of the ralleya, producea a varied and luxuriant vegetation. Most of the 
uncleared land ia covered with fine specimens of eucalyptus and acacia, lieneath which 
flonriahea a variety of orchida and other splendid flowering pianla, many of them being 
detightfnlly fragrant. Wheat Is the common cereal crop. Almost every house bas its 
Tegetable and fruit garden, which ia very productive; the orange, apple, pear, cherry, 
flg, atraw berry, gooaeberry, and other European fruita bear well. The vine is cultivated 
more largely than formerly, and produces good wiue, but the climate it generally 
considered too vatiable to make it other than a precarious vintage.

The voting places for this district ore at Tanunda, Lyndoch 
T^ey. Gawler, Angaston, and Truro. Barossa is represented in the llc^islative 
Assembly by W. Duffleld and J. Martin, Eaq*. The number of r^stered electora fof 
1865 in this district waa, for the LeglsUtlire Coancil, 810; and for the Legislalire 
Aisemblj, )982. 

BAK08SA RANGE (Cos. Light and Oaicler) is a portion of the mala or Adelaide 
range of mountains. Tlie highest peak of thia range is mount Gould, which lies dia- 
tant 1| milea E. of the townahip of Eersbrook, and ia eilreuiely rugged and thickly 
timbered. At adistanceof 2 miles in a westerly direction from tlie foot of this range lies 
the agricaltural plain known as Rowland's flat. The Barossa range liea 10 milea S.B. 
of Gawler, and Is considered to possess a vast store of mineral wealth. Lead, silver, 
copper, and gold have all been found in it, but not, as yet, in qoantities sufllcient to 
pay for the labonr of working.

BAHOSSA. (Co. Light) it a hundred lying In the S. of the county, and lietween the 
N. and S. Para riTers, which water it on its N. and S. sides respectively. It conststs 
principtJly of purchased agricnltural land, taken np by settleit for the culture of wheat 
and other farm prodace. 

BAamXTTB MIKE (Co. BindmariK.) See Noekanyillb. 

BASmiOA. STATION (Co. StanUs;) occupier J. EUii. See HuimocK's Ron. 

BAAOH CliEEK (Co. Eyrt) is a tmall itream rising in the ranges to the W. of 
tlie hundred of N. Rhine, near mount Despond, and flowing N. into Truro creek. 

BAIBKTT TOWN (Co. GavUr) is a tmall village suburban to the township of 
Gawler, which township it adjoins, and of which it forms portion. It ties near the 
rallwBj ttatltxi. 

BATH'S ACCOMMODATION HOnSE (Co. CardiceU) ii a roadtide pubUc- 
hoiue on the maiu road between Wellington and Eiugttou. 

BAinmr rocks {Co. Jl<Ae) it the name given to ! high rocks with a reef to 
the main land, and 1 3. by W. 1 mile, showing heavy breakers. They lie 10 miles 
to the S. of Cape Jaffa, and form the W. shelter of Guichen bay. They are 4^ miles 
N. by W. ^om Cape Lannei, and are visible 7 miles. 

BAUZB. CAPE, 32° 44' S. lat., 134° 1' E. long., is the name of the S, and E, head 
of Streaky bay. At a dislance of 43 miles E., ^ N. lies a rocky island called Olive 
Island, snrrounded by reefs ; there is, however, a passage known as the inshore passage 
into the bay, between the cape and the island. ThiscapeformstheW. head of Gibson's 
penininls. 

BAUZB, CAPS, BUN fW. diitrict;) le^aet Nos. 939, SIT, and 1130; occupier, J. 
fOTEler; respective areas, 9, 28 and 9 squire milei. This run lies on Streaky tuiy, the 
port town being Flinders. 

SAWX.4T PLAINS (Flindtri diitrict) is the name of a tract of stony country 
lying In about 29° S. lat., 141° £. long., on the E. side of Strzelccki creek. It is so 
called from Uie fiictthat a horse named Bawley, having given in from the intents he«t 
md want of water and food, was left there by Stnrt on hit return from Strzelecfci creek 
to the depAt at Fort Giey (New South Wales) in 1845, and was found tcain feeding 
near lake Torrent, and driven into the settled districts 14 years afterwards. He had, 
of course, become very wild, and was quite white instead of the .roan colour he had 
when Sturt left him behind ; hit hooft had grown to an enonuous length. 

BAXTXK'S RANGE (FliiuUri dUtrict) it « range of lofty rocky hills lying on 
the W. aide of the head of Spencer's gulf, and crossed by Eyre In 1839. It lies in a 
country densely scrubbed but worthless, and containing no grass or A'esh water except 
that to be found in the boles in the rocks after rain. There are several salt lagoons in 
the neighbourhood, the principal of which are lake Gilles to the W., and Corunns 
water to the E. The country it generally of limestone fonnation, with granite ridgea, 

BAT UF BISCAT {Co. Burra) is the name of a pastoral flat lying to the S. of 
Eooringa, and watered by the Brady creek. The township of Apoinga is situated on 
tfato flat. It consists of black soil, with low tcrub, and has much loose tanditone^ good 
lor bnildlDg porpoMS, scattered upon it 
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BAT OF SHOALS BTJN {Kangaroo ufondy) leaie Ka. Silt occupier, F. A.

BEAXXWEIiEE BUN; leaw No. 39; occnpfet.H.B. Hnghea; area, IMaqnare 
mileii poat town, Clare. 

BEAM HILL (Victoria dub-icl) b tlie name of a hill Ijing in the paatocal cotmUjr 
to the S,E. of Wellington. 

BSAKD'B BAT {Pinderi diitriet) ii • deep Indentation in the coait line, lying In 
the W. part of Anxious ba;, and 13 miles W. of Venus harboar. It lies at the t*ck 
of cape Radstock, and from Its being much eacnmbeTed with rocks at its entrance aad 
its shoalneta inside, is unflt for naTigation by Teasels of any size. Tlie coast to the 
E. toward* Tennt harbour gradually increases In hdght, and from its iroD-bonnd 
shores presents a most inhospitable appearance. 

BEA VUEV ((7q. idelaid*) ii a small agilcnitaral settlement [a the neigfaboor- 
hood of TFilliinga, taken op b; a few small inters, wIk cnltiTate wheat and other 
prodnce. 

BKAUKOXT [Co. Adtlaidt) U a small atcrfcQltnral bamtet lying to the B. of 
Hitcham, and inhabited by a few tanners and gardeners. The resident magistrates are 
W. Wyatt, 6. Davenport, P. K Wartinrton, and C. M. D. Daris. Esqs. The celebrated 
linden vineyard, comprising 9 acres of vines. cbieSy (he black Portugal, Grenach^ 
Hataro, and Carignan Tarietlea, Hes near this place, as does aiao Sunnyside, the vineyard 
and residence of the Hon. W, Milne. The Grenache, Maiaro, Carignan, black Portngal. 
and Malbec are the principal varieties. The Auldana vineyard is in the same locality, 
and is an exteniire tract of excellent land planted with numerous kinds of vines. The 
Stony Fell and Hazelwood vineyards are also in the same neighbourhood. 



J VALLET (Co. Promi) is the name of a poat office on the great 
N. road, where there is an accommodation house and roadside hotel, lying 16 miles N. 
of Melrose, and S4 miles E. of Stirling. Beautiful Valley is situated on the main N. 
road, about 1 e miles N. of Melrose, and about SI miles E. of Stirling. It is an eatlDg- 
house, built on a purchased section, and the proprietor Is about to build an addition to 
it, for the purpose of making it a public-house. There are 3 creeks in the 
neighbourhood — one about a mUe N., called Beautiful Valley creek, but there is do 
permanent water in it; the other two tie to the S., and are called Stony creek, nboat 
ljmlleB,haviDgno water, and Spring creek, about 6 miles S.,«itbaTery strong spring c^ 

rmanent water. The Flinders ranges lie about a mile W. of this; they run in * 
direction. Mount Bemarkable is about 16 miles S., and mount Brown 10 miles N. 
Tbe district is a pastoral one— sheep and q^ttle, chiefly the former, being grazed on the 
runs in the neighbourhood. There is a copper mine about 7 miles frota here, 
called the Spring creek mine; and a smelting works in course of erection at Staey 
creek, about 1} miles S. of this place. Melrose is tlie nearest townshto, 16 miles S. 
Stirling is S4 miles W., and Port Augusta 23 miles W. A mail runs twice a week to 
Port Augusta, mostly carried on horseback, as there is a very heavy piece of rood 
through the ranges. The best means of communication with Adelaide, SIS miles S., Is 
by the mail coach to Kapunda {viA Melrose,) and thence by rail. The country to ^e 
W., N., and S. is mountainous; to the E., there is a fine hii^e plain, rather stony in 
places. The population of Beautiful Valley and the neighbourhood numbers about 
100 persons, but there is likely to be a larger population shortly — that Is, when the 
smelting works are finished. This is a very bad country for water; there is a well 
sunk here about 150 feet deep, and no signs of water; and another at Ae smelting 
works (11 miles 8.,) about the same depth, with tbe same prospect. 



B(Cd. Aiwfrr)ls a small agricultural settlement in the neighbourhood 
of Oawler, taken np by a body of industrious farmers, who cultivate wheat and otbw 
produce. 

SSDA (or EuEABBTB GREEK) IFlittdtrt dinrid.) Is a stream flowing Into Ui« 
8.W. end of lake Torrens, and discovered by Campbell during his exploration jonrner 
fhim the port Uncoln, crossing to the W . side of lake Torrens, in 1 957. Tbe craek b 
■alt, althongb there Is plenty of tresh water to tJie N. of It, also fonikl by Campbdl 
and Bwtoden, and known as the Elizabeth creek. A small flat-topped range Use 
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betireen thii creek and the Uke; and a waterhole, appttrently pernunent, U fonnd at 

BEDOOT, CAPE {Kangaroo itland,} ii a rock? point, Ijlng aboat 11 miles S. of 
cape Borda. on the W. coait of tbe island-, and off it a reef rum a considerable distance 
in a W.If.W. direction; there is a[«o a small low island in close proximilj' to the point 
in connection vitb the reef. The coasters report anchorage io the bair inside the reef, 
but the bolding-ground 1e atated to be most indifCerent. This aochorase is termed 
Weat bay, aod has been occasfonall/ uied by lealera and the inbabitants of the island; 
it ia, howeTer, quite open to the westward. Commanders of ships sboald gire cape 
Bedont a wide berth, as the tea. break* a considerable diatance off the shore owing, 
doobtleM, more to the natnre of the bottom ttian the shallowness of the watef . Bocks, 
howeTer, do exist along this sbore, on which the swell breaks with tremeudoos force. 

W^B F-inW * K {PliruUrt diitriel) Ii a large swamp with a spring In the middle 
diacoTered, in 1840, hy Mr. Ejre, and i^iag 4S miles N. of Fowler's bay. The sQrroDiid- 
■og conntij coDsista of alternate plains aad low scrub, destitute of trees. 

BEEXiEMAB QAIFE (^Flindtn dittrUt) is a spot on the W. coast of Denial bay, 
where good water can be obtained bj digging in the sand-hiUi. It lies on tiio track of 
Eyre's terrible jonrney itota port Lincoln to Western Australia. In 1840. The anr- 
ronnding country Is an arid and scrubby desert; but much of the back conntry it 
taken up for pastoral purposes. 

BEZT CREBE {Flinda-i diatriet) is a amall watercourse rising in the dense 
mnlga scrab and limestone rises, to the W. of the N. part of take Torreos, and flowiog 
tbroDgb grassy and barren sandy and stony plains in a N.B. direction, into the S.W. 
end of take Eyre. This creek only Qows in and shortly after very wet weather. Sandy 
drift, strongly impregnated with soda OTer limestone, with granite boulders. 

BBXA^ (Co. Adelaide) u^-poatal township in the hundred of Adelaide, electoral 
district of the Sturt, and under the control of the Mitcham distriifC cotmcU. It lies 
in a fiat abont 1 square mile in extent, amongst some rugged hills, and la partly a 
pastoral and partly an agricultural district, a few sheep aod cattle being grated and a 
little wheat and wine cultivated. There is a public pound in the township. Milcham 
lies 1 mile distant N. and Coromandel valley 4 miles S. The OoTemment farm at 
K Brighton lies to the W., and the communication with Adelaide 6 miles distant W. 
by 'boa, from Mitcham. The nearest hotel is at Mitcham. The flat on which Belair 
is situated lies about 900 ft. above the level of theses, andisa sandstone plateau anr- 
roimded by biUs. The population is included In thatof llitcham. 

ITfifiTIHHI (.Co. Adelaide) is a small agricultural settlement in the neighbour- 
hood of Willnnga, taken up by a few industrious farmers who cultivate wheat and 
other produce. 

BBKXi POINT, 33° IS' 30^ S. Ut., 133° 8' 30" £. long. (^Flind^i dutrict,} a a 
rocky point projecting from the main land into the sea. It is low, but has a knoll at 
its extremity. There is a bruad flat rock, surrounded by breakers, lying 1 mile to the 
K. ot the point. The country inland consists of dense scrub. The point lies between 
Fowler's and Denial bays. 

BELL POINT SUN (TT. diilrict;) leases No. 877, 1033, and 115S; occupiers, 
Harrabel and Miller; areas, 68, 63, aod 61 square miles. This run is at Bell point. 
Fowler's bay, and is watered by wetls dug In the sand hills bordering the coast. 

XELTAXA or Mount Dbcbption {N, dUtrict) is a postal station in the Flinders 
electoral district. It is the postal centre of a large tract of pastoral (sheep) country, 
and lie* 30 miles N.W. of Nuccaleeoa, where is the nearest hotel acd a copper mine. 
The communication with the place is by horse and dray, aod with Adelaide, 406 miles 3., 
by Roansevell's mail coach from Nuccaleena, running weekly whenever the weather and 
state of the country will permit. The want of a hospital for this district has been felt 
lot aome time, ^lere bciog none nearer than Fort Augusta. The snrronoding country 
ia mountainous. The population at Beltsna numbers 10 persons, and oonsisti ot the 
reaideDts on the station. See Dgceftioh, Modmt, Run. 

BBLTAVA (or Wabehta) RUN , lease No. 709 ; occupier, R. B. Smith; area, 
163 square miles ; rent, £81 per annom. 

BXLLX-Tra (Cb. ffituhMrth.) See KcLuok'b Ymm. 
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BELTDEKS {Co. Bindmarik) ii a poiUl tawnihip in the httndredi of Stntb- 
BlbfD and Bremer, electoral diitcict of mount Barker, and ii nnder the control oE a 
diitrict coancll. It is situated on the riier Angas, and in an agricnltaral district, the 
neateBt places being Strathulbi d, the next telegraph station, i mile* distant, and Lang- 
liorne'* creek, 6 miles distant The oammucication with these places is hj KounseTell'a 
mail coach, and with Adelaide, 40} mjtea W., by ihe same means of convejance, 
BelTidere bat a peat office and 1 hotel, — tbe Befvidere. The lurraunding country 
coniiats of undulating plains, much of tbe land being under cultiTatian. The population 
is small and scattered. 



. 3 {Co. Light) is an E. hundred of the county, consiiticg, fbr tiia 
most part, of purchased agricultural land; on which are grown large quantities of wheat, 
and other prodnce; the land being taken up by an induatrioug body of larmerH. Tbe 
area of this bnndred is 53,7G0 acres; of which 24,114 acres are under culdvation. The 
popDlatlcn numbers 1575 persons. 

BE&TXSEBB RANGE ((7o. Light) is a range of hills lying abont 1) miles to the 
W. of Marrabel. The Batcher's gap and Finniss point lie in the BelTidere range. 
Gold is reported to exist in saine quartz reets near this range, but It has nerer been 
properly tested. There is abundance of good timber and stone, both loitatiie tbi 
building purposeB— granite and freestone. 

BEMAZ&H [Ftiadera ditlriet) is a creek, flotring through the pastoral conntrj in 
the 'W. part of tbe K. plains, la miles south of Black Bock. 

BEXAnA(C0. Cr^) Is one of the S. hundreds of the connty, and consists mostly 
of land sold to agriculturists. The area of this hundred, including also those of 
ihe hundreds of Carotine, Macdonnelt and Eongorong, is SS8,560 acres, of which 
1291 acres are nnder cultiralion. The population of these hundreds numbers 1135 
persons. 

BEirBOirTATA,30°25'S. iat., 139' irfK long. (/7jn(in'( ifisfrut,) is a peak in 
the main or Flinders range, lying about 30 miles S. of the township of Yudanamutam; 
the snmmit of this peak is supposed to be the highest laud in South Anitralia. 

BEWBOMTATA RANGE (,Flindert dutrict) is the name giren to a bold 
massive range of mountains, several miles In length, and ranniDg N.E. and S.W., 
between Gammon hill and mount M'Etnlay. It is sitnsted 4 miles 8. of IlliDBwirtina 
station, and is supposed to be the highest land in South Australia. The extreme 
sommit of this range is survey point Z. 

BEMV RUN {Murray dUlrict.) See Nobth WesT Bknd Rcn. 

BEWSOir, MOUNT, [Co. Robe) Is a high peaked soUtary hill, standing abont 3 
miles distant in a N.E. direction from the N. shore of Ooichen bay, and to the N.W, of 
tlis Biscuit flat. 



r, MOUNT, RUN (Co. Sobt;) leaie No. 196; occupier. H. Seymour; area, 
47 square miles; grazing capabilicy, T50D sheep, or 150 per square mile ; old rental and 
assessment, £129 5s.; Goyder's laluation, £268 13s. per annum, deducting impniTements 
valued at £257. This run lies on tlie coast 190 miles S.S.E. of Adelaide, and 20 miles 
by road N.N.E. of Guichen bay. The sheep are shom on purchased land in tlie hundred 
of WaCerhouie, and this run and that t>f Kilinnoola are worked together.

There are 2 freih water lagooaa ia the 
neighbourhood, the Little lagooa, i mile* S.E., and the Big lagoou, 4 miles, N.W., both 
Tanning N. aad S. The dlitrict ii both ui ogricnltanl aod pastoral one, wheat beiag 
the chief article of produce, and sheep the staple of the putoral interest. Tlie Ear- 
kulta copper mine (see Easedlta) lies S^ miles N.B. of the towaihip, and the Bo^al 
iron mine un theN.E.at adiitance of abonCa mile. The nearest places are Qlendore, 
I mile S.W.; Waterloo, 7 miles S.; and Apoinga, 5 milet E.S.a There is regolar 
commuoicatioQ with Che Utter place odI;, bj means ol a mail coach, and with Adelaide^ 
SI miles S., by mail coach to Eapunda, and Ihenre b; rail. There 1> 1 hotel, tho 
Ema Inn, in the township. The surrounding coimtry is flat, there being a range com- 
posed of hard sandi Cone running N. and S., with plains mitable tor agricultural piupmea 
on each side. The population of Black springs aumbers 70 peraons. 

BULOK SPRDiaS RUN, ( Yorka't jKntnnt'a;; occapier, M. a Gale. See 
TncocK CowiB Kmr. 

BLACKBTOW {Co. AddaUi:) is a small agricaltnral settlement in tbe whetit 
growing district of mount Barker. It is inhabited by a few aioall settler*. The 
resident magistrate Is W. W. Ewbank, Esq., J.P. 

B&ACK SWAMP (Ca. Rahe) ia a swampy lagoon lying to the E. of Gulchen 
bay, and supplying the pastoral country in its neighborhood with water.

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■LAXOBE (Co. A-n/) is a S. hundred of the connty, containing a good pro- 
poition of sold agricultural land, and hiTing the township of Qambler on its E. polnt- 
The are of this hundred, exclusive of the district council of Qambier, is 35,000 acrta, 
of which 165 acres are nnder calClTation. The population nambera 51 peraona. 

B&AiraBE CUP (JV. dulrict) is the name giTcn to a apring of delicious water 
OQ the top of a hillock, and in a kind of crater or cup about 3D feet in diameter and OL 
considerable depth. It is named after Lady Macdonnell. It lies in Stuart's county, to 
the N. of the Freeling ranges, and to the S.W. of the S. part of lake Eyre. 

BLAVCKB LAKE, or Blarchewatbb {N. Aigtrkt.) Ia a large sheet of 
' water lying about 30 miles N,E. of the township of Blanchewater. It was discovered 
by Babbage, who naturally considered it to form the E. arm of lake Torrens. It waa, 
until recently, supposed to be connected with lake Gregory, but has been tbund to be 
distinct. The two lakes were imagined to form one large sheet of salt water, but after 
heavy rains they both remained fresh for fully 7 month*. These lake* receive the 
vhole drainage of the district. Of the country to the N.E. of lake Blanche, then sup- 
posed to he part of lake Torrena, Gregory says that the geological formation wa^ 
remarkably uniform ; carboniferous shales and sandstones, with occasional beds of coal, 
and superincumbent hills and ridges of basalt extending from the 146th meridian to 
beyond the border of the colony. To the S.W. of the I46th meridian the rocks are 
covered by horizonuil sandstone, with beds of chert and wat«rworn pebbles, extending 
aa far as mount Hopeless. 

BLAMO^XPORT [Flinden dittricl) U a deep Indentation in the S. part of 
Streaky bay, and Is formed by Gibson's peninsula on the W., and the mainland on the 
E. Thia is a magnificent harbour with an entrance half-a-mlle wide, lying between a 
■andsplt stretching a mile E. to tbe K of Gibson'a peainsnla, and the mainland on the 
E. There is however a dangeroai patch of rocks, leaving 6 feet water at low tide la 
the middle of the bay. The W. portion of this harbour is generally deeper than the 
E. Water may be obtained at Cooeyena, a sheep atation, belonging to Heiara. Gib- 
son and Lindsay, and lying abonts mQea fVam the head of the bay, and it is coofldentlf 
believed that by boring a supply could be obtained close to the Undiog place. 

BLAITCHXTOWV {Co. Eyre) is a postal town and river port in the electoral 
district of Fiinder* and hundred of Sknrray, and on the mail coach road between 
Adelaide and WeotvorCb (New South Wales.) It ia situated on the west bank of tbe 
Hurray river, about 88 miles N.I:!. of Adelaide, and in the midit of a flne pastonl 
district, chiefly sheep, although there are many large herds of cattle. The neareat 
town la Truro, which Ilea diitant 32 milea W., the commanlcatlon bong bj mail twlea

a-wwk, and bj 9 TagRoni which perform the jonrnej to md In weeklf. With 
Adelside, 88 milef S.W,, the cammunication ii bj miil coiiTeyaiice to Gawler, and 
thenca hj rail, or by riTsr and ocean iteftmert. BUiDChetowa hoi a post office, a 
telegraph itation, a hitrbour for ihipment on the rirer, iteamerB, a caacomhouBa, a 
thi^ring agency (Peacock's,) a itoie (Teaidale's,) and I hotel — the Blanchetown. 
Blaiicheiawa 1» an abor<g;inal itatioo. The lurroundiDg conntry it high and flat, and 
lor the moat part Kmbbj. The formation ii HmetCoae. Fltmng It carried on in the 
neigh bourtiood, bnt not to any extent, aithoagh flah of excellent quality may be had In 
nnlimiled qnantitiea. Game of all kiadi U abundant, and the place ia eminently 
Adapted either for tporttmen or for inralidi, the air being pnre and the clioiata 
nlabriou. The town it prettily liCuated on a high bank of the rirer where it it 340 
yard* wide, and bordered with magnificent flooded gumt. 

BUUTOBXWATSR (_N. dUtrict) it a poital township in the electoral dittrlet 
of Flinders. It it tituated on the George creek, there being nnmerom other creeks in 
the neighboarhooJ, the principal of which are the Macdonnell, about 14 milet S., the 
*nndilpa, IS miles W., and the Hamillon, 30 milet S.E. The Flinders range of hlUa 
liei 18 milea S., and lakes Gregory and Blanche SS and 30 miles N.E. retpectifely. 
The district it purely a pattoral one, and it at present only partially ttocked with 
cattle. The Tudanamatana copper, and Che Sir Dominick copper and bismtith minai 
are distant abont GO miles S. The neareat township it Blinman, which lies 160 milea 
8., and with which there are at present no regular means of comiiinnicalion tar 
paMengert, the mail being carried fortnightly on horseback. With Adelaide, 550 
miles S.,the communication it either from Blinman to Port Augusta bj KounteTell's mall 
coHch, and thence by steamer, or by coach via Melrose and Kooringa to Kapunda, and 
Ihence by rail. The snrroundirg country fa chiefly plain, and elevated very littla 
abore the sea lerel. It ii subject to periodical droughts, from one of which it has just 
emerged, there having been no rain from January, 1861, until January, 1866; the year* 
laj9 and IS60 were atto dry, and Che rain whii^h has fallen up to the present lime 
since January last hat hardly been tufficient to do aoy good, so that were the couaCrr 
fully stocked, the scarcity of grass would be greatly felt. Tbit plain wat ditcorered 
hy Babbage, in ISG6, who found it covered witli quartz fragments, besides specular 
iron and ironstone, the amall ritea in it being of quartz rock, or of slate and limestone. 
Tbo whiCf papulation varies from about 14 to as low as 4 persons; the aborigines 
in ttie diatricC number abauC 200. 

BLAHCHEW&TEB, and MOUNT DISTANCE RON (Jf. ditlriet;) leaiu 
Nob. 623, 630, 640, 641, 716, 903, and 96Bi occupier, the Hon. J. Baker; total area, 
I02T square milea; total rent and asaeasment, £515 lOs. This run lies near Ibe town- 
ship of Blanchewater, and is waCered by the George river and Tindilpa creek. 

BLZmSAM [Flinderi dutricl) Is a postal mining township, in the electoral 
dirtrict of Flinders. It it tituated at the head of the Kuiilkina creek. ParCawarta hill 
a ragged mats of hard siliceoua rock, lying abnut 10 mites N. The — ilitCricCis a copper 
mining and pastoral one; the. former interest being represented by several mineral 
■ectiont which have been taken up, but, upon wtiicb only 1 mine, the Blioman, it 
being at present worked. This mine is aS faihomt deep from the anrface, and level* 
or pataagLt have been driven from 3. to N., a distance of 75 fathoms. The Blinman 
mine It a copper mine, belonging to the Yuilaudmutaiia mining compaMy. There ia a 
large reef of indurated clay slate, intermiied with irnnstone and gossan, and forming 
the back of a lode ruoning nearly N. and S., and distinctly Crak-eabte for about 30Q 
yard* on the surface. In the clay slate ia found small pieces of green carboaale and 
grey ore. The lode nms to the top of a bill, about 90 ft. in height from the creek, 
jHid here it farms a large " boil," in which the ore was discovered. On the rocka being 
brolcen away a fine tode of e«ceedingly rich ore waa seen. 8 fteC wide, and underlying 
westwards into the hiil about 18 inches in the fathom. It was nearly solid meUl for a 
width of 8 feet, and had a peculiarly brilliant appearance, like a mixture of grey and 
red oxides. Some rich green and blue carbonates were occasionally met with, and 
speckt of the flnett yellow ore. known as " teml-metal." At the time of my 
▼isit No. I shaft waa sunk 9 fathoms on the conrte of the lode from Che top of 
the hilU and carried ore the whole way down. No. 2 shaft it about 8 fathoma 
S. of No. I, being further into the range, the flrst thafc commencing very near 
till face of the hill; tbe same lode ha« been cat In thit ihaft, where it it from 
~ ' > ID feet wlda, and the shaft sunk about 9 fathomi on the lode; the ort miaad 
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1* of trimilAf qa&lit; lo that la tlie other ihaft, an^ the qautltj niied li Abmrt 
100 ton* of flnt nnd lecoad quality, sad ISO Vmt to be imelted. Abont 18 fittbmu 
tutber S. No. 3 working are solag on. and which, at Bboat a ftthoma below the 
■DT&ce, bare produced 5 tana of Che finest are, and atraut 10 tons for imeltlDK. Aboat 
10 bthomi itill farther S. on the Mme lode, a shaft hai been aunk 4 fttbomiv 
from which abont 5 tons of Kcond qnalitj' ore h&re been niaed, and a few toiii have 
idio to be reduced to r^nliiB. About 30 tkthoais N. of No. t (haft, another shaft (No. 9) 
has been sank 4 Athom* through a good gossan lode containing ore of fint and ■eoond 
qaality. 50 tons of ore of all qualities heTe been raised fh>m this ahatl, and SO fathoiM 
ftnherlf., No. 4 shaft il sunk (o a depth of lOfBthomi through a good ore-bearing lode 
from 3 to 4 feet wide. At the depth of 8 fiiihomaihe lode inclines farther W., and a 
drive is being carried to inlersect it, and when it il cut aBaia drives will be carried 
both N. and S,, on the course of the lode, nnder the various workings aboTe-mentioned. 
Dp to the close ot 1BG2 abore 600 tons of ore of all qualities were raised here, 400 of 
which were estimated to yield an average produce of 40 percent, A fine block of this 
Talue, and weighing abont 2} tons, has beeu sent to Fort Augusta for shipment. Tba 
country waa very dry, a well having been sunk SO &thoms in the bed of the creek 
without cutting water. There are, nevertheless, some fine springs in the immediate 
neighbourhood. A ttiimber of subalantiai pine hatj for the miners have been erected 
on the mine, besides a good store of galvanised iron with a cellar beneath, also offlcea 
and captains' apartments. The distance of this mine front Fort Augusta, by the preaent 
rood, is abont 140 miles, but a new lond has been cut throogh the Brachina creek, aod 
by which a saving of about SO miles woald be effected, and a better road secnred for feed 
and water for cattle. Abont £SD,000 worth of copper ore have been raised (him this mine. 
Smelting furnaces are erected near the mine, nnd the ore is imelted by means of wood, 
which is used as fuel, and whic^h abounds in the neighbourhood. Bricks are made at 
the Bliumsn mine, from stone crushed by machinery. The pastoral interest is repre- 
tented by several large cattle and sheep stations in tlie uelghbourhood. The site for • 
new townihip has been surveyed, I mile S. of Blinman — a public-house and store (tlie 
North star) it erected, and a temporary police station exists there. The nearest town- 
thip is Nnccaleena, which lies about .10 miles N.W., the cooimuoicallon being odIj 
occasionally by Raansevell's coai'h. With Adelaide, 338 miles S., the communication 
is by Hounsevell'i weekly coach, via Eanyaka, Melrose and Kooringa to Kapunda, 
and thence by rail. The surrounding country consiits generally of low hills, running 
N. and S.. Its geological lormaiioo is varied, and la composed of ridges along the low 
bills, of silica, schist and slate; between the main ridges there are outcrops of porpbTT;, 
tilica, hematite, magnetic iron, and copper ore; clay, mica and argillaceoui llmla 
aboand, also gritty alate. gossan and ferro-sillcic crest. Sulphate of barytes. Carbonate 
of lime (in several rarieties,) jaipar, oommon flint, and a variety of dense slliceona 
atones of peculiar structure and colour are found scattered over the ground. The 
population numbers about 10O persons, inclusive of wood-cutters, drajmen and their 
families. Blinman is an Hboriginal station. 

BLOOMFEBUI1 MOUNT, {Kaytgarao idand) is a hlU lying on the N. shore of 
Vlvoiine bay, on the 3. side of the island. The Eleanor river fiows past the W. bue 
of tlie hill, which fbrms an excellent beacon for the navlgatlOD of the bsy. 

BLOWBOLE CRERK ( Co. Hindmank) Is a small creek rising in the TanknlKk 
range, and floiAng S. between Campbell's and Cobbler's hills into the sea, aboot 4 nUle» 
8.£L of Cape Jei vis, 

BLITE CREEK (Co. Syrt) U a small watetconrse flowing into the Tmn creek. 
BLiraS LAKB {Co. Ores) '■ ' ^^^ ^'^^ ') log at the E. end of (he extinct Toloun 
of mount Gambler, and forming one of the craters of that volcano. It is a large Bad 
deep body of water of irregular ovnl shape, whose longest diameter is nearly K. and W, 
It is surrounded on all sides by banks between 100 and 300 feet high, and these so ateep 
and rugged tlial descent to the water's edge U quite impossible, except in one or two 
places. The sides are thickly wooiled with varietits of the Melaleuca (the ten-tree of 
the ooionista,) excepting where tlie rough roclta stand oot in perpendicular escarpmenta, 
and thus the dark green brushwood Is broken by huge and craggy rooks, descending 
precipiioufly for 40 or flO feet. These crags sometimes hang over the water, t" - 
aJJeaUy dark blue tint Is rendered still more gloomy by the reflection of the" " 
and stony fhmts. The whole appearance of the lake is wild aod sombre in the 1 
■Hie blue ot rather Inky appearance oC the water— the blackened pnsipicw, f h 
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*> flMialj the tokeni of fl«T nrtgf — tbe thick and taDgled natara of the bnithwood,

firea which poorad forth agei ago. Looking at the walli from any aide, 4 diatioot 
klnda of rocki are Tiiible. There is first the larger asli, decompoied into soft black sar- 
facefoll, coTered with grata and trees, and rarjlng in thicknes) from 40 to TO fMt. It 
atcnds, la lome places, to tbe water's edge nninterraplcdlr. Uaderoeadi thii there 
la a precipitous escarpment of black lava, gecerally 40 feet thick, bat at the western end 
of Uie lake much tliicksr and more preclpitoiu. This extends nearlji all round tba 
lake, and is Tery seldom inclined or broken, or In any other way than a precipice 
ron^ and jagged, and harlng no dip towarda the water. Under this there is, in places, 
Jt iMge layer of greyiih brown aib. aboaC S feet thick, and Tory finely laminated. 
Tfala Is only occsaionalty seen. Beneath thla there are abont SO feet of ooialline 
rook, full of foMils, aod belonging to the mount Gambler tower crag formation, with 
the strata quite horizontal, and bearing locaa mark» of having been oxposed to a high 
temperature, but rarely crystalliied. This latter bed of rock forms a well-defined 
vMte line, nearly continnaus round the lake, at a unifbrm height ot, perhaps, rather

MTIT, THE {Co. Bindmarik,) li the name of a copper mine on No. 1 section, 
Eaconnter bay, distant from Yicloria harbour (the nearest post town) about 3^ miles in 
a 8. direction. It Is situated oa a high bluff headlaad of granite, stretching out sea- 
wards from the mainland into Encounter bay, the summit of tbe bluff being £40 feet 
•iboTe sen level, and haying been a look.oot place fbr whalers for over 30 years. In- 
dicUions of copper were first discovered in July, 1863, bat great difficulty and loss of 
time were experienced by the discoverer* in obtaining a mineral lease, or permission 
to work it. After a delay of over 13 months, however, a short bill was passed in the 
Home, and permission wm given, when it was found to contain a deposit ot rich azurlte 
dear tbe surface, between the granitic and micaceoug state formations. The country Is, 
however, mt|Ch disturbed, and, in sinking, the lode was soon lost, and lor lack of 
capital the discoverers, whose energy and perseverance certainly deserved a better 
icanlt, were obliged to abandon IL tillrer, iMd, and oilde ot tin are found in the liluff 
teetlon,and the country from the Dlu^ toTaliskarin theN,, aboouda with silver, lead, 
tin and other ores. 

BLVMBSaa {Co. AdelaitU) U » postal township in the electoral dUtrict of 
Gnmeracka, hundred of Talunga, and under the control ofthe Talanga district council. 
It la situated on the upper part of the rirer Torreni, in an agricoltura! district, where 
wheat is extensively grown. There is a steam flour mill in the township. The nearest 
^aces are mount Turrens, 4milea3., mount Pleuant, 7 loilss HJE., and Qun>eracka,S 
mileiW. The com man i cation being with the twolatter places Roansevell's mail coaches 
dailjt and with mount Torreni by horse and dray. With Adelaide, 28 miles W, the com- 
munication is by Bounsevell's daily mail coaches. Blumberg has a post office, a store, 
and S holels—the Napoleon Buonaparte and the Travellers' inn. The surrouniling 
country is elevated. Tbe population nnmbers about 150 pereons. Blumberg ha* an 
Oddfellows' lodge (A.LO.F,) and a public pound. 

■J^TTB {Co. StanUs) U a central hundred of the eoonty containing a small 
qnantitj of purchased land. Tbe remainder of the baudred is taken up for pastoral 
porpDsea. 

BLTTR CBBEK (FUndai dutrietj is a small creek rising in tbe dense mutga 
■cmband limestone, rises 10 the W. of the N, part of lake Torrena, and flowing through 
gnat! Bud barren, saody and stony plains in a N.E. direction into tiie S.W. end of 
lake Kyre, As is the case with all the creeks in this neighbourhood, it ceua^ to run 
in dry weathi-r, Snndy drift strongly impregaated with soda over limestone, with 
Iwoken granite boulder*. 

BLTTH, LAKE, {FUniiert dutriet) la a small salt take, forming one of Che chain 
of H^t lakes lying between lake* Torrens and Qaiiduer. It Is aftnated to the S. ot tbe 
Oaliden Hills, in barren, scrubby country. 

BJ.TTK, RIVER, {Plinden dutriel} is a fine stream of fresh water, rising in the 
broken couotiy to the W. of tbe Deolson rang^ and flowing throngh grBMyandmuIf;* 
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•ernb plain*, part the B. fbot of noaDt YoaafrbiMband Into the NmIu riTec, atter a 
Mone of aboat 30 milet in a N.B. dirootloii. There an Mferal iprlup of be»\i water 
seal ita baoks. 

BZCKKOaZ'S EILIh 3S° IS* S. bt., 139° 90' E. long., {FRndtn dulriet) if a 
detached hill, Ijiog !□ the pastoral diitrict of eastern plaini. 

Bia aOHGE mNR (Ca. fuufmoriA.) See NoBMAnnbLB. 

Bia JOKX CREEK {Pliaders diilriel) ii a floe stream riilnff by S heada, 
and flowing E. about 40 miles into lake Blanche □□ its E. tide. Its N. head has ita 
■onrce near Conatitatioa hill, and ita S. in the raoges near Mudlipeoa gap, the paint of 
junction being to the S.E. of mount Hawker. It waters the pastoral country known aa 
the eastern plnins. Sandstone, shales, slates, and calcareoni rock. 

BIO I.AO0Oir (Co. Sfan/ey) li a large water-hole lying aboni 4 miles N.E. 
of the township of Blat^ Springs. 

BZMBAOV&IB RUN (.V. S. dUlrict;) lewiea Nos. 749, 750, 1071, SSO, 919, 748 
723, 977. 1116. 1117, 674, 651, 1115, and 958; occupier, John Tajlofj retpectlTe 
areas, 45, 53. 34, 30, !9, 45, 33, 23,48, 13, 5S, 10, SO, and 161 sqoare^miles. The post 
town Is Kooringa. 

BimrET'S LOOK OUT E. BUK [S.B. diitriel;) leaae No. B6S; occupier, J. 
Haogeurge; area, 15 square miles; rent and assessment, £7 10s. per annum. This nn 
Uei in the Tattiara coantry, the post office beiag at Border town. 

BIirmtT'B LODE OUT RUN {S.B. dulriet;) lease No. S76; occupier, D. 
Qollan; area, 14 sqoare mile<) rent and assessment, £7 par annum. This run lies in 
the Tattiara conntry, on the road to Bwder town from Wellington. 

BZMITET'B LOOK OUT, 35" 35' S. lat,, 139° 40' E. long. ( Victoria dUtriet,) it 
a camping place on the road from Wellington to Border town, about 32 miles S.E. of 
the former town. There is a well at the place, known as the Thirty-two Mile well. 

BXHM UM^BUTM ITM HUN {S.£. dittricl;] lease No. 162; occnpiert, Uesars. 
Jones; area, 29 square milcsi grazing capacity, 7000 sbeep; Mr. Goyder's Talufttion, 
deducting improTements, £16. , This run lies 95 miles N.E. by K of Guichen bay, and 
305 S.S.E. of Adelaide, and is watered by swamps and waterholei. It is situated on 
the border of the colony. 

B IKP ROCK IFinderi dittriet) la a granite reef lying nearly midway between 
the mainland and St. Peter's island, lo Nuyt's archipelago, and attbe E. end of Denial 
Iny. As the rock is nearly awash in high water spring tides, a pile of stone*, 
surmounted by a beacou, has been erected on its S.E. end. There are some shoala to 
the N. of tins rock, dry in some places at low water, but which tend to gire shelter to 
the coast inside them. 

BIBCVZT FLAT RUN {S.E. dlstricl.) lease No. 219; occupiers, Taylor and 
Dunni area, 16i square miles; grazing capacity,' 2S00 sbeep, or 129 per square mile; 
Mr. Ooyder's Tsluation, deducting improTements, £8 10s. per annum. This run liu 28 
miles E. by N. of Guichen bay. 

BISCUIT FLAT (S.£. d^lrict) is a singular plain lying to the E. of Guichen 
bay, and covered with small stones (limestone) formed in the shape of biscuits. For a 
■cientiflc description of these remarkable objects, see the Rer. J. E. T. Woods's work 
on the " Geology of the S.E. district of South Australia." 

BO£S MOUNT (Oo. Adelaidt) is a loay peak of the main range, lying on the 
bank of the Onkaparinga tiTer, and about 3 miles to the N. of mount Saddle Bags. It 
is a surrey station. 

BOLDTOBROKE POINT [Co. Fimdtn) fs a tow cliffy projecUou, distant 10 
or II miles N.E, at Boston pMnt, with which it forms a bight, 5 miles deep, called 
South bay. 

aoir AOOOKS mine (,Co. Hurra) Is a copper mine, not lately worked, and 
lying 90 miles diitaot Irom Adelaide, N. by E. It lies on land in close proximity to 
the Burra, and the buildings appear almost to belong to one esiabUshmeac, Thet« 
hare been fuTonrabte indications of copper, and leTMsl fhalto hare been snnk, but 
witboDt any satisfactory result ^-^ ,

BOmZT (Co. SutmO) ii k 8. hnndred of the ooaoty, \png to the E. of Ukw 
Alben mnd Cooiong. It bM only a snutll tnct ol told Ituid Ijing on the shore of the 
fbtiDS lake, being mo«tl; Uken np by putord couiiU;f .

BOKBA, CAPE,3S°45'90"S.lat.,136°38'E. Ion. {Kangaroo iJoTtd,) is the N.W. 
extremity of the ialand. This cape ii fbrmed b; high land standing nearly 450 flwt 
aboTethelerel of theiea, and may be approached within a reasonable distance; reaaeli^ 
howGTcr, should not borrow too dosely. a* in the erent of light winds the oceao-sw^ 
might set them into a dangeroaa prorimity with the shore, on which the snrf break*, 
during westerly winds, with ei great Tiolenoe. There is a fine lighthouse, known as Um 
cape Borda light, on this point, exhibiting a bright and red flash alternately every half- 
minute. The tower stands 60 feet aboro the cape, or about 510 feet above the sea 
lerel. The bright flash may be seen 30 miles oO, but the red only half that distance. 
From cape Borda the coast continues high and cliffy, and trends in a southerly directioa 
towards cape Bedout; abont S miles fiom the cape is the RaTine de Casoors, a remark- 
able gorge. The coast In this locality assumes a more rugged and rocky character ; 
straggliiig, detached masses appearing out of water, with the sea breaking over them 
with great violence. This portion of the coast shoald be etudlcmsly avoided by mariner* 
during light winds, when the ocean-swell rolls in with considerable telodtyj ill 
westerly gales the sea is very heavy, and oflers little chance for the ship, which might 
And herself jammed on the inhospitable coast presented between capes Borda and 
Bedout. There is a rocket station at this lighthouse. 



I TOWN (Co. Macdonn^} is a small post town in the Sectoral district 

of Ticioria, lying at the edge of the Ninet7-miledesert,]n the direct road from Adelaide 
to the mount Aleionder diggings (Victoria.) There are no ri*ers or creeks of any siie 
near the township, and but a few waterholes. The district is exclusirely a postoisl 
one, chiefly sheep. The nearest town is Narracoorte, which lies distant 60 miles S., 
die communication being by drey or horse. With Adelaide, 310 miles N.W., the 
communication is from Narracoorte via Kingston by KouDsevell's mail coaches twice 
a-week; or from Narracoorte to Guichen bay by coach and horse, and thence by 
steamer, the distance by the latter route being ahoot !G0 milea. There Is 1 hotel— the 
Border Town, a post office, and a store in the township, which is a resting-place tar 
bulldcfc-teams in the wool season. The surrounding country is low and flat, and 
surrounded by a low mallec scrub. The population nombcn about 60 person*. Border 
town is an aborigine station. 

■OBTON HAY <,Co. Hindert) \t a.a indentation on theK. side «f Port Lincoln, 
tn any part of which may be had secure anchorage in 8 feUioms on a muddy botton^ 
except on the N.E. side of Kirlon point, where a hank extends a little distance off 
shore, with S) fathoms water on it, at balf-a-mile from the diore.

SiMaanh mtd JCbsstU) U tbe luuae giTen to the 
direct N.fl cliannel fhim the sea moDtb of tlie Hnrraytolake Alezaodriaa. and mnning 
between Mundoo island to tlie W. and Bu-ker's knoll to the E. It is shallow and roncli 
impeded with tand-baaks and patches of mangrof e swamp. 

BOW&KA RUN C5.£. dutrtcf,-) lease No. asi; occnpler, T. Morris; area, 
49 square miles; graiing capacity, SflOO sheep, or 113 per square mile; Mr. Goydei'e 
valnation, deducting improTements, £3t 10s. This run lies 190 mile* S.E. by 
S, of Adelaide, and ii oiiiet N.E. of Gnlclien bay. It Is watered from swamp* and a 

mWDEM ( Co. A Maide) is a small inbnrban township and railway ttatfon on 
the port line, and 1} miles distant N.W. fh>m Adelaide. It is inhabited chiefly by 
labourers and brickmakera. Tbe townships of Hindmarsh and Brampton lie adjacent. 
There are seTcral brick-kiln* in tbe township, and the South Australian gaa CDmpany'a 
WMka lie in the adjoining township oi UrorapCoa. 

BOVZa'S VAXLET ((7a. Addai^) ia an agricultural settlement, lying in a 
fertile rallej in the neighbourhood of Willunga. Much ot tbe land is taken up 
by a body of industriaus small farmers engaged In tbe cultivation of wheat and hay. 

BOmCTHOBTX (Co. Addaidt) is the name given to a small agricultural settle- 
ment lying on a fertile flat In the neighbourhood of Willunga, and inhabited by a few 
■malt settlers engaged in tbe cultivation of Uira prudnce, chiedy wheat. 

BOWKAV'S FLAT {Co. GavUr) is a tract of flue agrtcnltural land lying on the 
S. bsuik of tbe Wakefield river, lying about S milea G. of the township of Fort Wake- 
fl^d. It ii taken up by small settlera, who are engaged in the cultiration of farm 
prodnce. 

BKAGBIVA CREEK (_N. diittict) is a flne atream flowing near Aroona, and 
lying between Fort Augusta and Blinman, the road between which places crosses it 
The Brachina creek baa tremendon* rocky ranges, from GOO to 800 feet in height, on 
eiUier side. 

BBABFOKS MINE ^Co. Sindmanh) is a copper mine lying 4^ mllea from 
FinnisB flat. See Gubat Bsadturd. 

BRABT CKEEK (Co. Surra) is a stream flowing in the pastoral country to the 
S.E. of Kooringa, and watering the Emu flats run. Undulating lorest land and well- 
giaaKd abeoak spurs running into grassy flats. 

BBAKF^EUl {Plinderi dutricl) is a postal station in the electoral diatiictof 
FHnden, situated about IB miies N.W, of lake Newland, a salt lake witji several freah 
water sprintis snrrounding its margin. The district is excluiively a pastoral one, both 
■beep and cattle being eitenaively grazed in it. The nearest places are ^e town'ships 
of Parkin (Venna bay,) about 40 miles N.W., and Flinders (Streaky bay,) 90 miles 
H.W., tbe communication being by horse or private conveyance, and tlie mail being 
carried overland once a fortnight on horseback. With Adelaide. 3!6 miles £., thu 
ooramnnlcatian is by horse or private conveyance to Port Lincoln, IIG milrt, and 
(hence by steamer. Bramfleld has a post office at the BramSeld head station. Tbe 
ueareat hotel Is at Parkin. The surrounding country is undulating, and lightly grasaed 
and timbered, principally with sbeoak. The formaiiun is aanditone and aliurioi dilft, 
wlUi extensive beds of limestone. The population number* about 40 persons.

BXEAKFAST-TXIKE CBEBE {N. diilriH) is a atream, riaing near mount

N. road, aad to the N.W. of Blinman. 

imfjMElt (Cm. SindmaTih and Sturt) la a diatrtct conncil in the electoral 
dlatrict of mount Barker, It ia under ttie control of a chainnan, the pretent one 
being Mr. J. Cheriton of BeWidere, and * conftciUort. The receipts and expenditure in 
thia district council for 18G5 were aa followa: — Aasessment, i!S!S4 — rate, 9d. in the 
pound; ratee collected, £178 9«. 8d.; total receipU, £493 ISs. 9d.; oMce expeniet and 
aalaties, £140 Is.

BXEIEm iCo. Bitidmanh) is an E. hundred of tlie coontr, lying on the Bremer 
rirer and on tlie N. bank of lake AleiandriDa. It contains about one-half of its area 
in purchased land, principall^r taken up for agricultural purposes. The townthip ot 
Milang ii in the S. part of this hundred. 

SKElDIBi MINE (Co. Sfurl') is the name given to a copper mine, Ijing 35 
miles E. of Adelaide. Austin describes this miao as follows: — "Tliis mine Is the 
freehold property of the Woitbing Mining company, and is sometime* called the 
Callington Mine— Callington being the name of the surrounding township, irhich has 
sprung up since the discovery of the mine. It was Qrst discovered in 1350, and is 36 
miles Irom Adelaide, on the bauk of the Bremer, a considerable creek running Into the 
Hurray, though only a chain of brackish waterholea in summer. The surrounding 
country is flat, consisting of clay-slate, shaly rock, micaceous schist, and occasionally a 
little quartz. The present elate of the workinga may be llius described:— The engine- 
shaft is sunk to a depth of S3 fathoms, and levels have been driven at the following 
depths:-!!, 23, 33, and 43 fathoms, on the course of the lode, N. 23° W. The total 
length of the drives is above 400 fatliams. Some fine courses of ore have been met 
with 5 and fi feet wide, but occasionally rather dredgy; however, at the lower levels 
there has been a decided Improvemeut In this respect, fine yellow ore, of a quality 
superior to most of what has hitherto been raised, as well as more solid in the loite, 
being now in course of working at the 53 fathom cross-cat. The ores in this mine are 
Bulphurets of a good average qualilyj the prevailing are is yellow, there is also black, 
and a little peacock met with. 4S00 tons of ore have been raised here in S years, the 
largest proportion of which has been obtained, during the last 3 years. The lai^ engine 
Is a very fine one of 60-inch cylinder, a smaller engine (40-hor*e power) works the 
machinery, and will be used for bsuling. The amelting works, under the management 
of the Messrs. Thomas, are about aso or SOU yards from the mine, and comprise I 
calcining and 2 smelting furnaces. The copper made Is of the quality of 96 per cent, 
of pure copper, the refining process bdng omitted. Notwithstanding the small average 
produce of the ores— only 13 per cent. — lower, I believe, than any other mine in the 
colony, this mine is made to pay, owing to the very careful management adopted hy 
Alfred llallett, Esq., who devotes a considerable portion of his time to the persotial 
supervision of the mine. Everything is done with strict economy, and the important 

Erindple, 'let nothing be wasted or lost,' is folly carried out. Machinery is made 
i^ely available for reducing the ores; and thus a minp, which must at once show % 
loss If worked aa other minea of the colony are worked, is rendered profitable to the 
proprietors, besides providing direct employment for 130 hands, including imeltersi 
and Indirectly providing the means of living for 3 or 4 timet that number. That 
useful and recently invented machine, known Bs 'Appleton's Stunebreaker,' is employed 
for crushing the Inferior ores preparatory to their being aorted, the bt-st of ttie ore 
having been previously broken and picked by hand, when it is sent to the crushing 
rollers to prepare It for the furnace. The ' smatls ' are dealt with as utuai, beiQg 
jigged and washed. The most Important machinery for washing the smalls and tlt« 
tUme ores is in use at this mine, consibting of a continuation of Vyan's Bake Buddie, 
self-acting plunge jiggers, and the revolving table, hitherto only used for waahing lead 
ores, has been adapted by Mr. Hallett for separating the slime, and Is found to answer 
mdminiblj. It ia, perhaps, scarcely necessary to give a description of thia macliiiietjr

aMIMKM, RANGES {Co*. Bindmartk and SCurf) ia the uame given to a long 
nigged spur of the msin or Adelaide range of monntains. At a distance of about 23 
miles E. of Woodside auriferous quartz )■ fonnd, and there are sereral parties working 
in the gullies and flnding payable gold. Tbe township of Harrogate lies at (be foot of 
this range. 



L RIVXB (Coi. ffindnKtrih and Slurl) Is a fine stream rising In the 
Bremer iaiiee>, and flowmg In a S. direction. It ia fed by the mount Barker, Rod well's, 
and tome other smaller creeks, and empties Itself Into lake Aleiandrina, about S milea 
S, of Milang. The lower portion of this river forms the boundary line of county 
Hindmsrsh, which lies on the W., and county Sturt, which Ilea on the E. Ctaj-slate, 
■haly rock, micaceons schist, and occasional quBrti. 

BKIDQEWATER, poiUl name Cox's Cubs iCo. Adtloide.) is a postal town- 
ship in the electoral district of Onkaparinga, hundred of Noarlnnga, and under the 
control of the Echunga district council. It is erected on Col's creek and on the main 
g.B. rtiad, * miles N.W. of Uahndorf, the nearest telegraph station, 3 miles N.W. of 
the Onkparinga river and 4 miles S.S.E. of mount Lofty. The district U an agrlcoi- 
tnra] one, and Is to a great extent taken up by market gardeners, the soil in the gullies 
being peculiarly adapted to the growth of vegetables and fruit. The hills are thickly 
limt^Ted with stringy bark, which affords employment to a numerous body of wood- 
cutters. There is a post office In the township, a good store, an hotel (the Bridge- 
water,) and another (the Pump,) 1 mile W,, also 2 flaar-mlllB--one, the Bridgewater 
mill (Dunn >nd Co.'s,) being worked both by water and steam— and the other, the Lion 
mill (Johnston Bros.,) by steam only. The neaiest places are Stirling K., which lies 
21 miles W.; mount Lofty, 4 miles N.N.W.j Forest road or Dry Gully, 4 miles; and 
Hafandorf, 4 miles S.E. With these places there Is commnnication by Kounsevell's 
mail coach twice a day, and with Adelaide, 13} miles N.W., by tbe same means. The 
inrrounding country it mountainous and rugged. The population numbers about 170 

BJUaVTOM [Co, Adtlaide) is a corporata and postal sea-side town, in the 
electoral district of Sturt, and hundred of Adelaide. It lies In an agricultural district 
producing wheat, barley, oats and hay, and having about 90 acres under vines. The 
nearest townships are Glenelg, 3^ miles N.; and Sturt, 1} miles E. — the communica- 
tion with Stnrt being by mail coach, and with Glenelg by horse and dray only. With 
Adelaide, e} miles N.,tbecominunicatiuD Is by nmnibus twice a day, except on Sunday, 
when only one runs. Brighton is a favourite place of resort by pleasure-setkers from 
Adelaide, being prettily situated on the shore of the gulf of St. Vincent, and the road 
being kept In excellent order. It bai a post office and 3 hotels, the Brighton, Tliatched 
bouse, and Seaside. The next telegrapli station is at Glenelg. The country Is flat, 
except on the S. side, where it rl--es into scrubby hills. Urighton has a vnlunleer rifle 
corps and a public pound. It is a favourite place of resort fbr holiiht; seekers froui 
Adelaide on holidays. Resident magistrate, D. Sutherland, Esq., J. P. The population 
numbers about 9G0 persons, the number of houses being 205, and the area 202* acres) 
the land under cultivation is S6 acres. Within the municipality there are 13 shops, 
kept by tradesmen of various branches of business.

BXZNX&ET {Co. Stiirt) ii a hnndred. I;li« in Uie S.E. part of the coant^, on 
the N. bank of lake Alexandrina, and the W, bank of the Hurraf ri*er, there being a 
quantity of purchaaed land on those banks, and the remainder of the hundred cooiiat' 
ing of scrubbj paatoral country. Tbe S. part of tbii hundred ii crosaed bf the main 
road from Adelaide, via Strathalbjn, to Wellington. The area of this hundred la 
97,281) acres, of which 731 acrea are under cultivation. The population nmnbera 214 
persona, mostly agriculturiils. 

BROOK WOOLSHED (Co. Victoria.) See CBTBTii. Shook Kuk. 

BROMPTOH (Co. Adelaide) is a amall Tillage adjoining the suburban town- 
•hipi of Uindmaiih and Boirdeo, and diatant about 2 milee N.W. of Adelaide. It lie* 
on the road and railva; fiota Adelaide to the port. The South Anatraliaa gsa 
company's gas works are aituated in this suburb. See A-deludk. 

BaOmmi&Xi CKEEK {Co. Adelaide] is a imall creek riaiog In the mount 
Loft; langes, and flowing in a W. direction past Unley park and Goodwood park. It 
CToaaea the Adelaide and Glenelg road under a good wo(>den bridge and runa through 
swampy land into the sea to the N. of Glenetg. Small quautiiies <^ gold have beM 
found in this creek, but no workinga have ever been carried on. Alluvial loil over 
limeatoue. 

BROWW, MOUNT, 3!" 30' S. htt., 138° S' B. long. {Flindera dtitrict,) is a lady 
peak, the highest of the Flind»-a range, lying about Ifi milea to the K, 2° S. of Port 
Augusta, at the head of Spencer's gulf, and attaioiug au elevation ot 3174 feet above the 
level of the sea. This mountain was flrst ascended by Heasrs. Brown, Westall, and 
others of the Flinders expedition, who obtained from it a view of the surrounding 
country. They were njuch disaprointed with the general aspect of the country and the 
evident lack of water, but speak in warm terms of the lovely plumage of the tarda, aad 
the abandance of brightly hued flowers found on the mountain. 

BKOWH, MOUNT, RUN (.V. ditlrict;) leate No. 55; occupier, A. Soott; are*, 
79 square milesi grazing capability 1 1,0U0 sheep, or 140 per square tnile; old rent and 
aiaeaiment, £164 Ifri.

BVCKAHAH LAKE, 27° 3a' 8. tat., 139° 30' £. loug. (.Flinders dittrid,) ia the 
name of a sheet of wat«t lying to the north of Anlaby bill, and to the S. of O'Halloran 
acA. On the N, shore of this lake is the spot where the depOt camp of Mcfiinla? waa 
Bitualed, prior to his start to cross the continent. To the E. are well-graaaed flats wiUi 
beds of ary lakes, and to the W. sandy and stuny plains. 

BVCKFELDE is a Tineyard, the property of Dr. Schomberg, lying on the 
Gawler rirer, 4 mile» W. of Gawler, and having an area of S acres. Dr. Schomberg 
toakea a white wine from Madeira and Yerdeilho, and a red wine tmm Mataro, both of 
which ate considered excellent w iocs. There is also another Tineyard of 3 acres closelj 
a^acenC, owned by Mr. Wlnctel, who makes a good red wine trom Mataro and Shiraz. 

BUCKLAITD {Co. GaviUr) is a small agricultural tettlement lying in the neigh- 
bonrhood of Gawler, and inhabited by a few amail settlers, who culliTata wheat and 
otber farm produce. 

BUaLE RANGES ((7o, BindmaTtk:) is the name giren to a postal village !n the 
electonildistrict of mount Barker, in the hundred of MncclesSeld, andunderthecontnd 
of the Macclesfleld district council. It is situated on Hall's creek, which supplies the 
district with water, and is in the midst of au ogricullural and pastoral district, the former 
industry baring been lately somewhat on the decline, and the latter (sheep grazing) 
haTing considerably JDCreased. There is a mine in the neighbourhood, which ho* been 
fonnd to yield siWer, but not to any great extent, and wblcb mny be said to be, as yet, 
nndeTeloped. The nearest places are Macclesfield, 5 miles W. ; mount Barker, 6 milea 
N. ; and Strathalbyn, 9 miles 8. The communicalioD is by horse or priiate conTeyance 
along the district roads of the locality, the mails being cHrried on horseback. With 
Adelaide, 87 miles 8.E., the communication Is by RonnscTell's mail coach from mount 
Barker. Bugle ranges bos a post office, and 1 hotel, the Morning Star, a brand) of the 
Bouth Anst^ altan insurance company, and a resident magistrate, F. H. W. KrichantT, 
Esq., J.P. The surrounding country is generally of a hilly description, some of the 
ranges being Tery high. The geological formalbis of the ranges Tsry, some of them 
■howing slate and much quartz, and others being composed of femginous saodatone. 
Ita popalatioa is small and scatteted. 

■VXJEMDHA CREEK {N. dillnct) Is a small creek flowing in the pastoral 
coimtry about 40 miles from Yudanomutana. 

SVU.&VAHXNaA {Co. Eindmarih) is a small Tillage In the btiedf«d of Tan- 
talilla, lying on the BuDapaHnga creek, about 3 miles N.E, of tbe township of Olen- 
bnm. 1( is under the control of the district council of Rapid Bay. and is an sgricultnrd 
Tillage in the centre of a grain-growing neighbourhood, the land being lakea up by a 
nooiber of iodnstrioos svDali fann^s. The population of the neigbboartaood nnmben

BOlrDAZiKEK CREEK [Co. Victoria) ia a N. tributary of the Broughiou rlTsr, 
flowing past the head Station of the Bundaleer run in a 3. direction tlirough fiurlj 
graased country. 

BTrMD&LEEK RUN (Co. Victoria;) leaae No. 115; occupier, the Hon. H. 
A^ersi area, 312 square miles; grazing capability, 90,000 sheep, or 290 per sqoare 
mi1& At the time of assessment there were 72,000 iheep, 300 head of cattle, and 
sereral horaes on this run. Old rental, £909 IGa. 2d. ; Goyder's Taloation, £TI7e per 
annum, eieluding iniproTements, Talued at £2750, The head station on this run lies 
25 miles N, of Clare, on the main road to the N., and 55 miles N.E. of port Wakefield, 
and lies on purchased land on the Bundaleer creek. The run is 120 miles N. of Ade- 
laide, the wool being sent to port Wakefield. It consists of plain and undulating land 
tolerably well grasaed, and having patches of scrub and apinifex. It ia watered by 
sCTcral creeks and 4 wells, and lias good roads to the neighbouring town*.

BUXGAKA (orBcirotLEB) CREEK {Co. Hindniarih) ia a small creek riaing in the

direction into the sea at Normanville through a fertile tract of land known as the 
Bungala or Bungallee TaUey, which is highly cultivated, and produces fine crops of 
grain.

BUBICS CRAIG (Co. Bindmarih) la the name of a small sgricullural settlement 
in the neighbonrhond of mount Darker.

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iraterconne called the Secood creek, mad is in an ■gricnltaial district where whsat U 
cnltlTated to • imall ezteat and hay li principallj grovD.

BUXaA. COUNTT is one of the N. countie* lying to the E. of the main range, 
and occupying a tract ot pastoral country lying to the N. of a line drawn E. and W. 
bom that range to the S.W. bend In the Murray riTer. It ia bounded on the N. by 
the eaatem plains, on the S. by the conntry Eyre, on the W. the counties Stanley and 
Victoria, and on the E. hy the coonty Young. The Burra creek flow* nearly due E. 
•croaa this coontry. emptying itself into the Murray at N. W. bend, Tlie W. part of 
the county ia divided into the following hundreds:— Hal lei C, Elugaion, Eooringa and 
Apcdnga — the three latter being taken up a* purchased land; and the first, with tiie 
exception of a block of purcliased land tieing, like the remainder of the county, settled 
paatorai country. The S.W. part of the couoty, comprehendiog the hundreda of 
Apoiogaand Kooringa, and to some extent thatuf Kingston, are celebrated for their 
ndneral w^th, vast deposit* of copper ore having been found acattered in the hilla and 
gullies all over the diatricL Of these hundreda, by far the wealthiest is that ot 
Kooringa, which contains the world -renowned Burra mines; although the hundred of 
Apoinga has likewise good lode* of ore. This county lorms the greater port of the 
electoral district of the Burra. Thi* county has an area of 17G7 square milea, or 
1,130,S80 square acres, of which 137,675 acres are purchased land, 74,BU1 acres being 
held by ftveholders, aod 918 acrea uader culiivHtion. The live stock numbers 11G6 
horses, 13G3 horned cattle, 136,146 sheep, 7ll3 goats, 655 pig* and 6366 head of poultry. 
Of the land under cultiTation, 367 acrea are nnder wheat. 421 acrea under hay, 115 acres 
are fallow, 13 acrea garden, and 3 acre* vineyard, the latter having 616 vines in tearing 
and 1611 vioes not iu bearing. The crops for the year ending March 31st, 1866, were 
1300 bushels wheat and 2S6 ton* hay. The population numbers 4221 peraons, being 
a decrease of 1262 aince 1861 : and the number of dwellinga, 1008. being a dacreaae (^ 
SIT since that year, 

SVB&A CREEE (Co. Burra) ft a flnc Et.-eam rising in the main range to the N. 
ofBedruth township, and flowing ia a S.E. direction through that place and Kooringa 
(the Burra mine*.) It ia led by numerous small tributary creeka. The formation of 
the neighbouring country is of blue, grey, and brown arenaceous slate and sandstone, 
dipping E. and W. from 20° to verticaL 

BmSA electoral district compriaea the hundreda of Saddleworth and Waterloo, 
alao the towns of Kooringa, Sedruth, and Aberdeen, the hundreda of Kooringa and 
Apoinga, and the remainder of the county of Burra. It haa a popuUtioa ot 7001 per- 
ion*, and an area of 3405 aquare miles, or 1,539,200 acres, of which 40,511 acres are 
under cultiTation. The voting placea fnr thia diatrlct are at Kooringa, Bedruth, 
Hamilton, and Saddleworth. The Burra is represented in the Legislative Aaaentbly 
by J. B. Nealesaod A. M'Cullorh, Esq*. The number of registered electora for 1865 
io this diitiict was, for the Legialatlre Coanci], 454, and for the Ziegialative Assembly, 
1361. 

BtnKAA-BOTUUL MINES{THE}lieanbaldhilUof thetranaiUonserie*,andabout 
150 feet in beigbl &om the lurrouuding country. The pievailing feature of the geolo- 
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gioa) f ormttion it limMtooe. The ground being loft uid euilf worked, a tremendou 
ftmonnt of timbering hu to be emplayed Va lecare the driTn, and In going DDdergroiuid 
one walka through miles of these galleriee withont teeing anything bat timber, and ia

woold find aorae difficulty in iqueezing himself through. There i* lei* t« intareet tlie 
casual fiiltor undergrouDd at the Burra than there ii iu many othw mine* fvt inferlot 
In miuend vealtb. A large quantity of the ore oonaiiti of what ii called " imalli," 
Mjd thii, ai well ai much of the other ore*, ii lo coated with tlie " country " — or loil 
In which it ii found— that it would escape obserratloo hj the uniniti&ted. Here and 
there In the workingi jou may come upon a splendid bnnch of red oxide and raalaafaita, 
and the apecimeui of blue and green carbonatei to be found in the miue are exCreivdy 
beautifuL II is n slnguUr circumstance, but the mioers a^'ee in laying that there U 
not a regular lodt in tbe Burnt mine; however, if there is no lode, there is plenty of 
copper vithunt it, the whole country being impregnated with it The Bum appears to 
be one Tast " pocket'' flill of copper. Its original appearance in a huge boU on the 
■nrftee was so remarkable tliat numbers of persona undertook the journey thim 
Adelaide — quite an adTenture to mv.aj in those days— for the mere purpose nf seelnx 
this wonderful deposit of ore. A vast boilow is now shown at one part of the mine, 
about 100 yards in diameter, and 30 or 10 feet deep, whence thousands of tons of tbe 
richest ores were taken. This great hollow, however, is owing perhaps as much to the 
•Inking of the ground, because of the larpe amount of excavation which has been 
performed in following the copper below. The ores obtained ftom this mine have been 
chiefly red oxides, very rich blue and green carbonates, and malaclilte. Native copper 
has also betn found. Many very beautiful specimens of all the varieties named have 
been procurable from the Burra Burra, and are to be seen ornamenting the mantetpiecei 
or cabinets of en immense number of houses in the colony. 

To proceed with a brief history of the mine ; it was discovered by a shepherd named 
Fickllt, in 1845, and in order to secure the fee simple of mineral land it became neces- 
sary to purchase a special survey of S0,000 acres, paying the Government for the aama 
in specie. The survey was taken on August 16)h, by Messrs.' C. H. Bagot and G. F. 
Aston on behalf of themselves and othen. afterwards called the Princes* Boyal miniag 
company, and by Messrs. William Allen and Samuel Stocks, jun., for themselves and 
others, who afierwards became incorporated with the South Australian mining bmo- 
elation, which name is still borne by the Burra company. Theie twopartie* were called 
respectively the " nobs" asd ihe " snobs," the former repiesenting the " aristocracy" ot 
tbe colony, and the Istter the merchants and tradespeople. The nobs were unwiilingto 
combine with the snobs in a joint stock company for carrying on the mine, and there- 
fore, although they united to purchase the ground — as neither party could, unaided, 
raise the hard cash— so aoon as the survey was completed the land was divided by 
drawing a line throuiih the centre from east to west. I/lta were then drawn for tlie 
land, and the " snobs" became the fortunate proprietors of the northern portjoo of the 
tnrrey ,and on which the Burra mine eiisted. The Princess Boyal property waa nltl- 
mately sold for paiioral pnrposes at IBs. an acre. 

The flrst directors of the South Australian mining association, and who wore 
appointed to mannge the affairs of the Bnrra mine, were Messrs. Charles Beck, Jamea 
Bunce, John Benjamin Graham, John Benlham Neales, Willtaui Paiton, William 
Peacock, Christopher Septimus Penny, Emanuel Solomon, and Samuel Stoclcs. jan. 
Hr. Henry Ayrei was appointed secretary. Operations were commenced iamediately, 
the number ol miners employed being 10, under the superintendence of a captain, and 
with a smith to sharpen and repair tbe tools. Tbe first shot was fired on the aDth 
September, lBt5, blusting a Urge mass of rich ore, and in a short time stTeral dri^B 
were loaded for the port. The workings were carried on with vigour, and tbe produce 
of the mine suipasied the most sanguine expectaiions entertained on its discovery. Tbe 
original working capital of the company was only ill5U0 ; but with a mine so rich and 
so easily worked that amount proved sufficient, until the sale of ore increased the fbndi 
avoilahlc for working expenses. During the first 6 years of the history of tbe Burrs, 
nearly 80,000 tons of exceedingly rich ore were raised and shipped to England, yielding 
a profit to the company of £438,55S ; a pretty good lesult from an original outlay «f 
£10,000 for the land. At the close of the first B years since the opening of the mine, the ' 
number of hands employed was upwards of 1000 ; but at this time the newly discovered 
gold-fields lo Victoria attracted a large proportion of oar population, and Mpecialty the 
miners, who left in such numbers that only 100 were leR at the Burra— the Kapunds 
mine luSerlng in like manner j indeed, I believe M one time only B or 6 men remained 
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at Kftpnnda, incImllDK the captain and pnner. Tliis lUle of tbiagt produced a leriouB 
check on the vorkiiiK of ths mines ; at the Bum, irhere pumping engine! had bean 
erected, the machinery wai at neceuitj (topped, and the water Ut in ; the compara- 
tirelj fev men who remained being aioployea in workiag abore the water lerel. For 
Uie greater part of three yean the mice coacinued thus ; the GorernitieDt then took the 
matter into their wrlous coniideralioD. and rftc^tlj deeming the proiperltj of the colony 
lo be dependent, to a great extent, on IhaC ot iC< mining Intereit, they adopted meaiurea 
fis' the introdoction of a number of Comiah miners. Wben theaa immigrants arrived, 
the water wu pamped &om the mine, and fall operations were reiumed, and have been 
carried on with comparatively iriSing interruptiona nntll the present time. The 
neKteat number of liands employed was in 1859, when it amounted to 1170 pertoos. 
' liie discoreriea at Wallamo caused some of the miners to remove to that locality, and 
MT«ral were Mtracted by the reports of the great richneai of some of the mines In the 
•u north. A still larger departure of minera took place in consequence of induceoienta 
hdd out to them by a certain coal mining company in New South Wales. Prior to thla 
time, however, the working of the mines at Wallaroo and in the far north had tended 
to raise the nUe of wages, and It was deemed advisable by the directors of the Burra to 
canflne their operationa to thoae workings above the 55-fathom level; the water was, 
titerefore, let into the lower part of the mine — from the TQ-fiithom level to the SS — and 
It Is (band that at the present rate of wages larger proporiiooaie profita can be reaiiaed, 
withoat iacurring the expense of pamping and working the tower Levels. The yield of 
ore has ranged for many jcars ftom 10,1)00 to 13,000 tons a year, the produce of tlie ore 
giving an average of f^om 23 to 23 per cent of copper; or about 2500 tong of pure 
copper when smelted, and yielding to the colony an average annua! amount of at leaet 
£2S6,0OO. The total amount expended In the colony by the Burnt company, up to the 
pnsent lime, is about £1,700,000, of which upwards of £1,000,000 has been paid in 
wagcB. The gross profits amount to £830,080, of which £7l4,5eo have been divided 
HDong the stwreboldera, and £135,920 added to the capital stock, while £I0,SG0 
TmuUned undivided. The above description, from Austin's mines of South Australia, 
pretty accurately describes the state of Uiese mines, allowing for their further develop- 
ttumt since 16fi4. 

In the Melbourne exhibition of 1886, were exhibited by the Hon. H. Ayers, the 
following 80 specimens of copper ore:— Nos. t to 10. Ten apecimens of malachite or 
green carbonate of copper, containing from 50 to 60 per cent, of metallic copper. Thete 
■pedmens are merely roughly polished by the miners who extracted iheni from the 
mines, and are capable of a much higher polish if submitted to the regular process by a 
ti^idary. Nos, II to 20. Ten apeclmena of red oiide of copper, mare or less mixed 
with native or virgin copper, containing from To to 90 per cent, of metallic copper. 
Hos. 91 to 40, Twenty specimens of malachite or green carbonate of copper, of varied 
and singular formation, representing the smoothness and gloss which that aabslance 
ftequently carries in a natural state. Noa. 41 to 46. Six specimen* of blue and green 
carbonate of copper, eihibiting various forma of cryatallisation, Nos. 47 to 56. Ten 
^eclmens of dark blue carbonate of copper, highly crystallised. Nos. S7 to 66. Ten 
specimens of blue carbonate of copper, in many varieties of crystallisation, Nos. 
S7 to 76. Ten specimena of green carbonate of copper. Nos. 77 to 78. Two specimetu 
of sub-oxide of copper, or rubby copper ore. Mas. 79 to 80. Two specimens of virgin or 
oatiTe copper. 

BmiK, MOUNT, or BcsB Inn or Glehcog (Cb. Grey,) Is the name of a post 
office on the Qlencoe station (B. J. Leake's,) and on the main road from mount Gam- 
Uw (o Rube town. It lies a miles N.E. of mount Burr, 3 miles S.W. of mount Mac- 
istyre. Smiles W. of mount Edward, 10 miles S.E. of mount Mulrliead (volcanic,) and 
10 mllca S.S.B. ot mount Graham (volcanic.) Lakes Leake and Edward are 4 miles 
k, and Keedy creek 25 miles N.W. The district U exciuaively a paatoral one, both 
c^tle and sheep being gmied in targe numbers. The nearest places are mount Gam- 
bier, 3S miles S.S.G.; Tarpeena 18 miles E. by S; Mscdonneli bay 40 miles S.S.K, and 
Bobe 60 miles S.Vf. The communication is by horse or private innrayance, the mails 
being carried on horseback. With Adelaide the communication is by Ituunseveirs 
coa(£ twice a^week, from Tarpeena Ha Penohi and Wtllingion, or by steamer from 
Port Macdonnell or Gulchen hay (Robe. ) The distance by the coach route is 329 miles. 
There is one hotel at Mount Burr— the Bush inn. The surrounding country ie paicly 
mountainous, with much stringji-hark and nnmerons grassy rises, the remainder con- 
■Iits of swampy flats, with patches of tea-tree scrub. The population i« small and 
aoKttered. 
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BVKS POINT [Flinden dUlrkt) it a prominent headland lying on tha W. coalt 
of Spencer's gulf , between port Lincoln and Franklin barbaar. 

BVBJlbEBSrS HILL (Co. Hindmarah) ii a point In a low range of hillt lying 
in tLe hundred of Kondoparinga, and about 6 milei W. Strathalbyn town«hip. 

BVBiT'S HILL {Flindrrt dittnel) it a hill in the main range on the S, road, a 
fewmileiS. ofTudanamutana, and at the head of Ti^lor* creek. 

BXmTT'S CK0S8ING {Flinderi diilriet.) See Sxdbt'h Ckobbiho. 
■U8R INN {Co. Ores.) See Bmta, Mount. 

XOT&LOO RUN, {Co. Vicloria;) le*ie No. 57 : occupier*, J. and R. J. B. B^ ; 
area, 57 square milei; grazing capability, lo.SOO iheep. or 180 per square mile; old 
rent and asaeisment, £114i Mr. G^yder's raluation, £399, excluding improTementa, 
which are Talued at £2000. This atation Ilea 13 miles G. of Fort Peri, and on the 
■ODrcM of the crystal brook about SO mllea 8. of Melrose, and ISO miles N. of Adelaide. 
The wool is ahipped at port Peri. The run liea on the W. slope of the Flinders range 
which is a raasi of acrub and apinifez. To the E. are hills and guUiea heavily timbered, 
and tolerably well graaied. It la fed by springs and wells. The road to Port Peril* good. 
^jrrOBXMr'E OAF (Co. Light) ia the name given to an openingorpaasige through 
the Betvldere range of hilla, lying about 1i miles W. of Marrabel. There is plenty of 
good itoue and tiinber anitable for building purposes in the vicinity— granite and 
f^eitone. 

BUTIiEKLAEE (Co. Sole) U a small swampy lagoon lying to theW. of the 
township of Robe, and near the jetty. Black mud and limestone crusL 

BTTTTAMIIOK RUN {N.DUtrict;) leases Nob. SOS, 373,645b, 745 and 746; 
occupier, H. A, Short .. total area, 90 sqnare miles ; total rent and asaeasment, £60 IDt. 
This run Ilea to the N.E. of Black Rock; next post town, Kooringa. 

C&DEXiL {Co. Albtrt) is a buadrcd lying In the S.W. comer of the county and 
forming the inner angle of tho Murray river at the Great or N.W. bend. It is taken up 
for pastoral pursuits. 

CADHZA, S9° 40' S. iat., 137^ 35' E. long. {Flinderi datrict,) it a spring tying in 
the pastoral country to the S. of lake Eyre. 



L LAKE (Go. MaedonntU) ia a email awampy lake lying in the B. part of 

the county, near the boundary of the colony.

CALLEHDAXE RUN {a.E. ditiricl;) leaae No. SOI ; occnpier, S. Jeffrey; area, 
36 square miles). grazing capacity, 4500 aheep; Goyder's valuation, dedncUiig 
Emprovements, £18 per annum. This run liea ZI5 miles by road S.E. by S. of 
Adelaide, and 48 miles E. of liobe. The head station is the Lake Eliza run. Thia 
ran also includes leasea No. 450 and 1004, the respective areaa being 18 and II sqnai« 

CAXiUiraTOM {Co. Stwl) it a postal lownihip in the electoral district of 
OnkaparingiL hundred ot Kanmantoo, and under the control of the diatrict council of 
Kaime. It ia situated on the Bremer creek, the mount Barker creek being distant 3 
milea S.W., Ndrne creek distant 3 miles W., and the river Murray distant 16 milei E. 
The diitrict ia an agricultural one, wheat and barley being extensively grown. The 
Callinglon or Bremer copper mines lie near the township. The nearest placM are 
Eanmanloo, distant 3} milea N. ; Woodcheater, B miles S. ; and Swanport, dutaace 16 
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mllu EL, the coramonlcattoa hetag with the flrit-DBmed place, or with Adelkide, 41 
milei W.,l>7 daily mail coach, and with the other place* hj bone at dray. In 
CalUugtoa the holds are the Calllngton and the TaTistock. There is a post and money 
order oOce In the towoBhip, and a boohing olflce, whence the mail coach runs to and 
from Adelaide, ITaime, and Kanmaatoo dMIy. The aarrounding country !■ rather 
elevated, and mineral trace* are found in neatly ereiy direction. The poptUation 
luimbers 600 persoai, bcluding the farming population in the neighbourhood. 

VAXML/a HUMP (Ob. Aan/ey) li a lofty peak lying about 10 miles N.N.E. ot 
Clare, and 14 mile* W. of Kooringa. Thii hill I* a prominent landmark both on 
■ceonnt of the peculiarity of it* shape and of tta hei)(h( from the whole of the anrronnd' 
ingconntry. ^he geological formation la dark blue and oliTe green shales, with quarlzoM 
midatone bands, the dip being W. 46° to 60°. 

CAWBEXiL LA-KE, 30° 50' S. Ut., I SB" 35' B. long. {Ptiadert diitricl.) ii i. amaU 
nUne lagoon lying in the sandy and stony plain to the W. ot lake Torrent. It wa* 
dIflcOTered by Babbage in 18S8, and is now surrounded by land taken up for pastoral 



CAMVBEIJ.TOWM (_Co. Addaidt) is apoatal township In the eleotoral district , 
of G. Torrens, hundred of Adelaide, and under the control of the district conncil of 
Fayneham. It lies 5 mites N.K. of Adelaide, and is bounded on the W. by the Torreoi 
rirer, and on the G. by the 5, branch of the N.E. road. The township hasanareaof 
SGO acr««, and was named after C. J. F, Campbell, Esq. The main res<!rToir supplying 
tbe Adelaide waterworks lies aboat half-a-mile to t)ie B. The district is an agricul- 
tural one, the land being taken up as market gardens, and far the growth of hay. 
There are also numerous vineyards in the neighbourhood, and many of tbe farmen 
grazB-cattle on tlie outlying lands. The nearest places are Newton, 1 mile E,; Paradise 
balf-a-mile N.E.; and Darley, 1 mile N. There are no reipilar conreyances to those 
pUcea, and the communication with Adelaide Is by omnibuses twice a-day. There Is a 
post offlce, a Church ot England and a Wesleyan Chapel, and one betel— the OLynd»— 
about a mile to tbe S. of the township on tha lower N.E. rosd. The surrounding 
conntry is low, but land of good deacriplion, farming part of the Adelaide plains, and 
the formation chiefly UmattolH. The population number* about 160 persons. 

C AKFBXIA'S CREEK [Co. IliadmarA) is a small creek, flowing from the nngN 
to the E. of cape Jerris into the S.E, part of the gulf of St. Vincent. It pasKS tbe 
hamlet of Silverton, and upon It were formerly worked the Campbell'* crei'k silror 
lead mines. (See biLVUBToN.) The geological formation is granite and limestone. 



X'8 CREEK MINE (Co. Bjndniarik) is a silrer lead mine, lying G4 
milea S.S. W. i W. of Adelaide. (See Silvrbton.j 

O&KPBEU'B HILL (Co. Uindmarth) is the name glten to a low range of hllla 
rising from the coast, in a N. N. tT . direction, and situated on the W. side of the Blow- 
hole creek, and 4 mile* &.S.E. of Cape Jerrls. 



CAXX&arS reef {PUndert dUtrita) Is a dangeron* rocky ledge in Nuyt's archi- 
pelago; it shows about !□ feet abore water, and lies 3i miles S.by W.of Fen^lon 
islftnd, with breakers on snnken rocks between the two. 

OAXNA.WUlaARUNC^.f.dutrict,-) lease. No*. 149 and ISO; oecopicr, J. 
Gordon; area. 67 square niiesi graiinjr capacity, 25,700 sheep and SOIierses; Gnyder** 
Talnation, deducting improvements, £\2S5 4b.— the oreriand mad to Victoria vim 
Border town passes through this rnn. This run lies 170 miles S.E. by a of Adelsith, 
and 90 miles from Kobe in a N. E. direction. 

eAXnTOroOWIT (Oo. Adelaide) is the name of a small agricultaral harolet, 
a^acent to the anbhrb of Hindmanfa on the N,, and lying about 5 miles M.W. of 
Addalde.

area. 140 square mile*; graxing capnbiiity, 45,000, or 330 per square mile; old rentaL

GAUUXKA STATION ( W. ditlriet;) occnpiera. Heath and Wooldridge. Sea 
WiixiAKiFFiB Station. 

OABDWELL CUUNTY llei in the S.E. of the colony, and ii bonnded on tha 
N. b7 the coaoty Kuisell and the Tatttan pastoral district, which district also tmnndf 
it on the E., oo tha W. b; the sea, and on the S. by the countj Macdunnell. It is a 
count? of swamps and sandy plains, and contains in its N. part the acmbbj tract of 
luid known as Magrath'a flat The Coorong lake and tha main road from Wellington 
to Macdonnetl bay run from N. to S. along ita W. side, and upon that side' two han£vda 
have recently been marked oR, namely, those of Saoto and NeTllle. The road front 
' Wellington to Border town runs along its N.E. side, which conaiata of a thick belt of 
mallee scrub. This county ia comprehended in the electoral district of Victoria. 
'This county ha« an area of 1856 aquare miles, or 1,187,M0 acres, of which 605 acre* 
are purchased land, there being 9G11 acres enclosed, and J 39 acres under cuiti ration. 
The live stock numbers 302 horsea, SIO horned cattle, 62,049 aheep. IZB goata, 13 pigi, 
and 321 head of ponltry. Of the land under cultivation. 135 acrea arc nnder 
hay; I acre under other cropa; and 3 acres garden ground, baring SOO vinea not la 
bearing. The last crop was 133 tons of hay. The population numben 181 persons, 
and the number of dwelllogs ia 103. 

aAREyS CBEEE {Co. Addaide) U a amall mountain stream flowing into Cox'i 

GAXUrS GULLT {Go. Addaidt) is a twatal townihip, partly in the district of 
B. Torrens, and partly in that of Crafers. It ia in the hundred and district council of 
Onkaparinga, and ia aituated on a gully tlirough which flows a amall creek (Carey's 
creek.) The district is at present an agricultural one solely, wheat being grown in 
ooDaiderable quantities, bat the principal produce being fruit and vegetables. The 
neanst places are Stirling, 3^ miles $., Elahndorf, 7 miles S.E, Crafera, 41 milei W., 
and E^lhannah, 5 miles S.E. There are as yet no public conveyances to those places, 
the state of the roads being such as to preclude their running; so soon, however, at 
the road, which Is now in progress, is compleled, a coach will be run to Balhannab, 
With Adelaide 14 miles W. , the communication is from Craiers, tlie nearest coach 
station, by omnibus. The aurrounding district ia hilly, with sma.Il fertile lists In tha 
valleys, moat of which are under cultivatiiin. There are at present no mines at work 
In the neighborhood, althongh it bears strong evidences of being a mineral district. On 
the sarfuce ol the ground, quartz, having auriferous traces, ia found in various partaof 
the TJi'inicy, but no proper trial as to its value has been made, Carey's gully has a 
post olTlce, 3 chapels (in one of which is conducted a literary institute,) and 3 alorea. 
Tiie population numbers about 60 persons, 

C&KNAXTOW MOUNT [if. dUtncl) is a lofty peak of an E. spur of tho 
main ninge lying to the N,E. of Wilpena, and near the AppeniUa mine. It is attlM 
head of the Yudnapunda creek. 

CA&OLnrE {Co. Orty) is a S. hundred of the county lying on the S.E. coatt. 
But littile of this hundred is sold, the S. portion consisting cliiefly of ahifting sand 
dunes. Tor population, &c,, see Bbnara hundred. 

CAROUHZ PORT {Co. MacdonnelV) is a small port at the head of Lacepedebay, 
lying in ihe centre of tlie coast of the K.E. district of the colony, within 63 miles from 
the W. boundary of the colony of Victoria, and is the nearest port to a lai^e and ^t- 
lile trai-t of bush country in S. Auetralia and Victoria, The township ot* EingatoD 
lies at the head of this port, and is the shipping township for the neighbouring district. 
A full description of tliis port ia given in a letter written to the S. A. Rtgiater, of 
June ]3lli, 1B66, by Messrs. J, and A. Cook, of Kingston, from which letter we take 
the following particulars ; " From cape Jaffa's outlying reefs, running nnnhwarda in « 
straight line SI miles, intersecting the coaat tine, there is within one of the most estra- 
□rdlaury harbours known; its msximum breadth is & miles. Without any protec- 
tion, to the eye, it is precisely the same as if it were land-locked against the ocean 
waves. To prove tliia, there is in all its main points abundance of nautical, official 
and non-official evidence, but of necessity briet and incomplete, from the absence to 
etsnal visitors and surveyors of the tett that experleuce of yesra on the coast only will 
gire in all weathers. This is the dnty imposed on us by onr position. It fOieyond 
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OUT Ability cleu-ly to explain the cfiii«e of thft appareot pLenomenoD-_tha barrier — 
further tfaaa to state that there it at all tloiea a hear; ocean ground-iwell outeide the 
entrance to Lacepede bay, running ita vhole length, with an under power gtronger 
tbftn any croaa tea, the itrength of which U aeen in It* gr&ndeat magnificence 10 
mDei northward from Port Caroline, on the CooroDB- beach. Entrance~-lS inU» 
wide, vith a clean aandj bottom. The depth of 16 of the 18 mllei rariei groduatlj 
fom £0 feet to 45 feet on each aide. When the lighthonie. now to be erected, is up, ships 
ma enter with perfect eaie. in the darkest nights, withoat a pilot. Capacit7~78 
aqoare miles. Sufficient depth and smooth water in all winila for the largest ship afloat, 
indnding Che Great Eaatem. Depth— 60 feet at its entrance, gradually sloping to tha 
•hore. 44 xiuare miles contain a depth of 30 to 60 feet, S3 square miles 15 to 3a f^^ 
&Dd 1 1 tqoare miles under IS feet. There ia 24 feet within three-quartera of a mile of 
the shore in several placet. The entrance, capacity, and depth correspond with 
QoTemment suFTey. Anchorage can only be prored by a conipariion with neighbour- 
ing liays. or ports, of results, during the worst weather, similarly exposed to the wind 
blowing in sbore, when resiels and Urea hare been lost there and saved In this bay on 
the aatne day." 

OAAOOMA BUN (y. dutriet;) leate, IDB; occnpien, J. and A. Haltett, area, SS 
•qnare mllet, graxing capability, se,000 theep, or 100 to the square mile; old rental 
and aiBetsment,£I06 13b. 4d,; Ooyder's ralnatiOD,£174 per annnm, excluding improve- 
menti, valued at £GS5. It la Mrly grassed and intersperted with belts of mallee tcmb, 
ftnd watered by the Newikie, Wira and Coroona creeki. The head station la at Wao- 
dlllah, near Eooringa. 

CASKACAI>17NaA HILL (Co. Slndmarth) is a lofty peak and surrey point in 
the N. part of the Tankalilla range, on the road firom Uyponga to Yankalilla, and 
about 3 miles ftum the coatt. ^^ 

CAXJL&OALinrOA CREEK (Co. BSndnartk) It a stream rising in the coast 
iftnge, and In the S. part of the hundred of Myponga by lereral bendi, and flowing W. 
abtmt 3 miles from Yonkalilla lnt« the sea. 

OABTLE ROCK [tf, dulricti la a peak in Chaae'a range, turmounted by a rocky 
top, whicli somewhat resembles an old forliflcationf It hea to the E. of the amia S. 
road, near Wonaka hilL 

CASTIiETOH ICo.Adtlaide,') a Dame given to port Noarlonga. (See NoABLmtaL) 

CASTRZ CREFK (.Flindert district) ii a small watercourse, lying to the S. of lake 
Bncfaaufio; sandy and grassy plains. 

CATASTHOFRE CAPE, 35° 1' S, lat., 135° 54' E. long., mag. rar. 6° E. iCo. 
Flindert,) is a prominent feature on the main land, and forms the W. point of entrance 
to Spencer's golf. Its S, extremity is cliffy and haa a round, smooth summit, clothed 
with vegetation, whence it trends N.E., by E. J E,,'3 miles, and forms a aanjy bi;;ht», 
which are separated by projecting cliffs of whitish and level appearanre. Behind the 
•bore the land rites to a rocky range of considerable elevation, with a few tree* but no 
iSreah water. At the E. loot of the range is Memory cove, and still further N., Shag 
cove. It lies 48 miles E. ot cape Spencer. This cape was so called from Uie melantholy 
loaa of Mr. Thistle and a boat'a crew of Flindert's ahip the Invntigator. See Tuibtlb 

CATTLE COMPANT CHEEK (Co. Hindmardi) is a small drainage creek 
rlahiK In the hills to the W. of mount Barker township, aod flowing ttirougli goud forest 
and agricultural land. 



CAITBHAMOMT STATION (Co. StuH) is the run of Mr, Hobert Thomson, 
lying in the hundred of Kidley, IS miles N.E. of Mannnm, the nearest post ofBcc, 
Murray Kiver; the area is 43 square miles, and grazing capability 300O sheep. 



I (,Co. Adelaide) it a snbnrban vllhtge lying near the towntfaip of 
Eindmarsh. 

CENTRE, MOUNT, 35° 30' S. Ut, 135° lO" B. long. (WiBders dittriet.) is tha 
name given by Hack, in IBST, to a remarkable granite hill lying in the midst of a circle 
of imaUer elevailons, fiirming a W. tpur of the W. part of the Gawler range. Ii lies 
In KMgh tcrabby country, with no gratt and bat little water. From iu summit could 
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be leen salt lakn Htretching to theN.W., bat there wai no niefnlTegetatiom, and except 
k eprinff at the fboC of the mount, no freah water. To the S., bowerer, ia a tract of 
tolerablj good gnt»y connti7 known at "Farta." 

OHASZirA EUN (W. IHtlrkt,') compriiing Cfaeetingoono, Anthems, Wonin- 
fnddaand Mietipj statiom held under 3 1«asea; occupier, nncertaln; total area, HI 
nilei, the lease* being S4, 17, and 10 milea reipectliely ; gnzintc capacity, 13,000 sheep 
and 20 head of cattle. This mn lies 8 milea S. of the post office at Cham. There 
are no freah water creeks, but there Is a s»lt one, known as fbv Davenport creek, which 
Is suitable fbr shipping cargo, as Teasels o( 300 tODi burthen can lie clote alongdde 
the banks, at a distance of SO mile* S. of Chadina. 

CHAJir OF PONDS (Co. Addaide) is a postal Tillage in the electoral diitrict of 
Qaineracka, hundred of Para Wirra, and under the control of the central road board 
and the district council of Para Wlrra. It is situated on the Chain of Fonds creek, the 
Torrens rirer being distant I| mllei SB., mount Ooald 5 miles E., and mount Gawler 
4 mites N.W. The district la an agricultural one; wheat, barley, oats, hay, potatoes,

£ lares are Kersbrook. 3^ mites, and Maidstone 4 milea N., Gameracka 4 milei R, and 
lillbrook It mile W. With the two latter places there is daily communication by 
BonnaeTell's mnil car, and with the two fanner by horse and private vehicle only. With 
Adelaide, 19 miles S.W., the commnnicatioa is by Ronnsevell's dail/ mail coach. Chain 
of Panda has a post office and I hotel— the Morning Star. The lurroundinf; country Is 
elevated, mountainous, and thickly scrubbed. 'lie geological formation Is of grey 
•andstune, showing ferruginous traces, and elate, with some hard freestone, forming 
good road melat. There Is a public ponnd, and a very pretty bridge on the main road 
at this place. The population numbers about 90 persons, 

OK&nr OF PONDS CB.EEK (Co. A dtiaide) it k Mma.il H. tributary of the Tor- 
rens river, ri ping near the township of Maidstone, and flowing In a S.W. direction 
through the Chain of Ponds village, where it is croesed by means of a good bridge by 
the main N.E. line of road. This creek falls into the Torrens river near Serabrook. 

CHAMBERS' CREEK {N. dietriel) is a creek flowing through a station of the 
«ame name, and situated on the A>ad from Nuccaleena to mount Margaret, the neat 
post office, iVom which atation it lies S.K til miles, or 1S7 mile* N.W. of Noccaleanft. 
The elation is stocked with cattle. 

Also a fine stream flowing into the S.W. part of lake Kyre. Thia creek was origi- 
nally known as Stuart's creek, but received its present riame from Stuart himself. There 
ia tolerably good pastoral country in the neighbourhood. 

0HABIB£U' mount, 30° 57' S. lat., 133° 15' E. long. [Flindfrt dUlHci,) iaa 
lofty peak and |i[iint of surTey in the pastoral district of the E. plains. It lie* on the 
N. bank of the Rose creek and 7 miles S.W. of Prism hiil and G miles south of the 
Uooroo copper mine. The mount Chambers mine (see Nuccalsbna) lies a little 
to the S, of this hilL Sandstone, slate, shale and calcareous rock, with boulders of 
primitive limeatone.

■tation. It I, as an area of 36 square miles. The next post office i* Flinder*, Streaky bay. 
CHABZiES MOUNT {Co. Addaide) is a point in the main range. It lies 3 mUM 
R. of the lowDship nf Woodside, and half-a-mi!e from Charleston. It it partly uader 
cnltivalion, wheat and other grain growing freely in the valleys. 

GKABXXiB MOUNT, 23° 25' S. lat., 136° 9' E. long. {Flinden diilHel.) is a hig^ 
hill, lying in the lioreeshoe-shaped pastoral country enclosed by the Denlton range, and 
on the W. side of the Davenport river. There are nnmeroua springs in the neighbour- 
hood, the nearest being the Fanny spring, lying to the N., and good water may b* had 
by digginii a few inches below the surface in all directions. 



f (Co. Addaide) is a postal township In the electoral district and

ToTTeni, 6 miles W.j and Lobethal, 2 miles &£.— tlie communicattoa being by Itoanse- 
Tell's dail; coaches. With Adelaide, 2S miles W., the commnnlcatlan ia by the saioa 
meams. Qlarieston has a post office, a distrieC scbool, and I hotel— the Charieaton; and 
tbere ia a steam Qour mill, lying 1} miles distant N.W. The lurrounding country ia 
mcHmtaiDaiu to tbe W. and flat to the £., the furmation being of sandatone and ctaj, 
ilste. There is abnndance of puis water in the neighbourhood, and the entire district 
ia noted for the excellence of the cereal* it produces. The population anmbeif about 
150 persons, the nnmbei of dweilinga being 40. 

CKASITOM (Co. Avne) ia a small township Ijing on the main N. road to 
Helrose, about IS mile* 8. of that place. Copper and lead hare been fonnd in thia 
ktcaUtjr. 

CHAXXL& (FlindtTM dittriel] la a poatal italion lying tn the centre of tbe pastoral 
diatrict on the W. coaat, 150 mllei If. W. of Streaky bay, and aoo miles W. of Adelaide. 
It liea 14 miles N. of W. of Davenport creek, and isreacbed by a lortnightly overland 
mail na port Lincoln. Tbe anrronnding country coniisls of low scrubby plains — tbe 
fcomstion being limestone. The populalioQ of Cbarrs nnmben 30 persons. 

CHASE'S BANUE (N. diilriel) U a spur of the main range lying to the E. of 
the N. road, a few milei S. of Wilpeua. The princtpal pcAk of thia range ia kuawn aa 
the Castle rock. 

'QftOMA STATION (W.duiriel.) <See Chu>ina Run.) 

„ (Co. Adelaide) is a smo!! agricultural hamlet lying to the S, W 

of the ciiy of Adelaide, about 3i miles distant, and inhabited by a few farmers. 

OKEKB.T GARDENS [Co. Adelaide) ia a postal village in the electoral diatrict 
and hundred of Noarlunga, and under tlie control of the diatrict council of Clarendon. 
It lies near the Onkapaiinga river, 12 miles S. of Adelaide, and S mile* S.E. at 
Clarendon, tbe commnnicalion being by horae or private conveyance to Clarendon, and 
tbtnce to Adelaide by Cook'a, Fox's, or Coble's conveyancea. The district is a &u» 
agricullnral one; wheat, peas, and potatoes being exteosively grown. 1 mile from 
Cberry Gardens is a silver lead mine, known by the same name, and alao as tlie Cuma- 
nilla mine. It ia sunk IS lathoms. The ore railed contains 75 per cent, of lead, and 
SO 01. of silver to tbe ton. At a diatance of aliout S mile* ia a promieing copper mino, 
known as the Wheal Maria, or Scott's creek mine. Tbe aarroondiog country is mouu* 
tainons with fine agricultural valleya and undulating flats, well grassed and lightlj 
timbered.

OLAPKAM {Co. Adelaidt) ii a tmaU agricultural hamlet lying near Mitcham, and 

inhabited b; a ffew farmers and gardeneri. See alto Mitcham, 

CZ>AKE, 33° 59 S. lat., 13B* 33' E. long. [Co. Stanlty,) is a poital townsbip In 

the electoral diitrict of Stanley, hundred of Clare, and under the control of the Clare 

district council. It is situated on the main road, via Auburn and Waterrale &om 

Oawler and Kapunda to the pastoral district lying to the S.E. of Fort Augusta, and 
leailing to that port, and on the Uutt rirer, a S. tributary of the Broughton run. Clare 
has a telegraph station, a post and money order otHce, branches of the English, 
Scottish, and Australasian Chartered, and National banks, and the South Aastralian 
insurance company, alargoflour mill, a machine manufactory, a court-house, and a large 
and commodious town-ball, the property of a company, an English and a Bontan 
Catholic church, and Wesleyan and Presbyterian chapels. There Is a local court and a 
Foresters' court. It has sereral well-built stores and shops, and 4 hotels — the 
Trarellera' rest. Northern. Bradley's, and Clare. There are several suburban residences 
on the prettily wooded hills to the W. of the township, and to the N. of it is Incbiqaiit, 
tiie residence of E. B. Gleeson, Esq., who was one of the first settlers in the locality, and 
who laid out the township. "The nearest places are Penwortham, B miles; Waterrale, 
II miles; Leasingham, 12 miles; and Auburn, IB miles— all in a S, direction; tile 
communication being by itoonseieli's daily mail coaches. With Adelaide, 93 miles S^ 
the communication is by the same line of coaches to Kapunda, and thenc4 by rail. 
The resident magistrates are A. E. Davis, E. B. Gleeson, and J. W. Gleeson, E^a. 
The township of Clare lies on a flat and under a range of well-wooded hills, in a ricll 
farming district, where large quantities of wheat are grown, the country to the 
N. being taken up by sheep aud cattle runs. The hills surrounding the neighbourhood 
are of moderate height. The main ridges, consist of blue, grey, andbrowo arenaceous 
•lates, shale, sandstone, and quartz rock. 

OLAKE (Co. Stanla/) is a district council in the electoral district of Btanler. It 
it underthe control of a chairman, the present one being M, C. H. Webb, of Windsor 
Lodge, Clare, and 4 couocillora. The population numbers SSSS persons; the anft i* 
108 square miles, or 69, 120 acres; laud under cultivation, 1 1,0S8 acres; and number at 
dwelling-hoiues, 4B1. 

O&JUtE ^Ca.SlanUy) is a central hundred of the connty, conaistlng almoat 
exclusively of purchased land, of which much is under cultivation. The townshipa of 
Clare and Penwortham are in this hundred.and the main road to the N, runs through it. 
Cl&aEIfSOX, 35° 10' a lat,, I3B° iff K long. {Co. Adt/aidt,) is a poital 
township in the electoral diitriot and hundred of Noarlunga, and under the control ctf 
the district cnungll of Clarendon. It is situated on the Onkaparlnga river, 18 mllea 
S.E. of Adelaide, in the midst of a flne agricultural district, where wheat, pea*, «nd 
potatoes are largely grown. Considerable tracts of country are also used for the 
depaslnrsge of cattle, and the cultivation of the vine and the manufacture of wine 
have fbr a conalderalile period attracted a large share of attention, and are rapidly 
progressing. The principal wine manufactory and distillery is Mr. Feake's, and there 
are several other smaller ones. At Cherry gardens, distant about 4 miles N.R. and *t 
Scott's creek, 5 miles distant, are capper mines, there being also strong indicstiona ot 
copper at mount Bold, to theE.,and at several other places in the neighbourhood. I^e 
nearest places are Kangarilla, 4 miles S.E., and Cherry gardens, 4 miles U.K., the 
eommunication being with the latter place by horte aitd private oonveyaac^ and Uw 
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Duiii beiug carried on horMback, and with the format b; weekly conTeyaiice. With 
Adelaide IS milea N. there is communicaticD bj three conTejancei, Tiz., Cook's tbrice 
*-week, Fox'* twice a-week, and Coble's once a-week. Clarendon hai a post and mooej' 
order office, » public pound, and a branch of the South Auatralisji insurance companr, 
» UCRued bcIhioI, and one hotel — the Kojal Oak. The reeideot magistrate is K. J. 
Fe»ke, Eaq., J. P. The sarronndlng country is mountainous, wiUi flne ogricultnral 
TsUeyt and midulatiDg flats, well grassed and highly timbered. The population mimbeii 
kbont SOO persons. The geological formation is of green talcose and chloritic slate*, 
with qoanz in their intei strati Bed kmius, similar in appearance and general mineral 
character to the metamorphic greeo chloritic states of Anglesey. To the S. of 
ClarendoQ the preseace ot tertiary rockt it indicated by the deep laudy soil, thickly 
covered with epacris, prickly acacia, dwarf Banksia, coarse grass, and other scrubby 
depoaits. Adjoining this township is the celebrated Clarendon lineyard, situated at an 
eleration of from 700 to SOo feet above the lerel of the sea, and baring a splendid flew 
ot the Onkaparinga river. The Tiaeyard is on the sninnilt and slope of a hill, and ii 
thickly planted with choice Tines, comprising the Pedro Ximenes, Palo-miiio-blanco, 
Temprano, Doradilla, Mantua, Castellano, Verdeilho, Gouais, Rcisling, and Tokaj of 
the white variety, and Uolar Negro, Ferastes-Colaro, tschiraz, Malbec, Carbonet, Mataro, 
Carigoan, Orenache, and Morastei of (he red. The wine made ftata this viaeywrd !• 
T«ry delicate, and is dry, spiritons, and bright. The wine cellar is a two-storeyed 
baiidlog, the lower cellar liaving an area of 62 feet by 23 feet, and capable of containing 
lOyOOO ^lons of wine. The wine is made in the upper storey, and the wine preuet 
and cellar arrangements arc excellent. 

CI.ASXMDOH (Co. Addaide) it », district council in the electoral district* of 
Koarlunga and mount Barker. It is under the control of a chairman, the present om 
being Mr. Jaa.

CLAJtKT'a CREEK {Flindtri district) 1* a mountain stream foaad by Hack, 
in IS57, in the Gawler ranges, to the S.E. of lake Oairdner. The country Is now taken 
up for pastoral purposes. 

CULT GULLY, or Mdku Woati. ( Torke't jMninsula) is a smftll tract of land 
king ID ft valley on the E. side of Yorke's peninsula, and adapted to agricultural 
derelopment. A amall stream of good water flows down the golly into the gulf of Sk 
Vincent during and fbr some time after rainy seasons. 

CLATTOM, 3a°S9'S. lat., 139° E. long. (Co. Ai'niJnvartA,) is a postal townehipin 
tlie electoral district of monot Barker, hundred of Alexandrina, and under the control 
of the Alexandrina district council. It lies on the Goolwa or lower Hurray river, near 
Bankine's crossing from HIndmarsh island to the main land, the Finniss river running 
lotbeM.W.into the Ooolwa, and lake Alexandrina being 2 miles If. E. The district U 
an agrictlttural one, wheat being grown in considerable quantities in the neighbourhood. 
The nearest places are Ooolwa, 8 miles W., and Hilang, S miles H.E.; with which 
places there are no regular means of com muni c'atloo. With Adelaide, 55 miles N.W., 
there are no regular means of communication, the usual route being by horse or dray to 
port Elliot, 16 miles, or Strathalbyn, about the same distance, and thence by Rouose- 
vell't coach. The nearest hotels are at Miiang and Goolwa. Clayton has a public 
pound. The resident magistrate is J. Bankioe, F.sq., J.F. The surrounding country 
u low and flat. The geological formation is of limestone. The population of the 
township numbers 6 persons only, although there la a considerable fiirming population 
in the neiglibonrhood, 

CIiATTSH RIVER (Flindert diitriel,) is the name of a stream riling in the S. 
■lopo of the Yarra hill, and flawing in a W.N.W. dkectlon fbr about 40 milM, untU it 
falls into the S.E. end of lake Eyre. 

eurroir (Co. Addaidt,) is a small agricultural hamlet lying to the B. of Bora- 
side, and inhabited by a tew fkrmert and gardeneti.

COFFZN'B bay, 31° sg' a lat, 13S° 18' E. long. (Co. Ftindtri,) Is a deep 
Indentation rnnning into the land in a S.B. direction, and lying between a nndy 
pcntnanla on the S. and tbe main land on the N, It is about 9 miles in width, and 
offer* excellent anchorage except in N. and N.X. gales. An indentation near the head 
ol the baj, and running in a N. direction, is known as port Douglas. Point Kir laaac 
fcrtns the 8. head of Coffin's bay. This ba;, called after Bir Isaac Coffin, who bad 
fitted oat Flindert's exploration ship, tbe /HmstiimCofi baa a moderatel; high coast, with 
but Uttle timber, and rocky and barren. The rocks are generally granite, corered 
with white limestone of the same formation as that fonnd all along the Anitralian bigbi. 

OOFFZX'B BAY RUN {W. dutrict.) lease No. 73; occupier, F. Levi; area, 56 
square miles; grazing c^wcity, 6000 sheep, or 107 per sqoare mile; Hr. Goyder** 
Taluation, deducting improrements, £140 per annum. This run lies on Cofflu's bay, 
10 miles W. by N. of port Lincoln, and 480 miles on overland road by the Gawler 
ranges from Adelaide.

OOOB^LL'S CREEK (Co. Li^t) Is a small creek, rising in the main range, and 
flowing into the Gilbert river at Saddlewortb, after watering a tract of good agrlcnl- 
' tural country. 

OOSZ^ll CREEK ( ninderM ditlrict) is a good gum creek with grassy banks, lying 
to the N. of the Bagot range and on Stuart's exploration route of IS60. There ii 
abundance of malga scrub in the neighbourhood of this creek, with gum trees, having 
large gouty swellings, growing in the sandy soil. The bark of these trees Is amootb 
and of a pure white; the trees are affected with gall-flies, which prodnce gall-outa as 
large as tamips, the larvie having somewhat the taste of artichoke*, and being conoi- 
dered a luxury by the aborigines. 

COLS A24D WET ( Titlaria dittriet) is a camping-place on the main road Irom 
Wellington to Border town, known also as the Thirty-eight mile well, from tbffiebwig 
» well on the roadside, dittaol 3B mUea B.S. of Wellington. 

00LLXN80V POINT it a rocky point, lying between point Brown and paint 
Demole, on the W. coaat of Streaky bay. Between point CollLisoti and polat Demcda 
lies a deep indentation called Gascoigne bay.

This luo lie* at the new towusliip of Fliudera or 
Blancbepart, on the E. end of Streaky bay. It is well supplied with water from a per* 
maacnt spring. 

OOOXATOO STATION {Co. Cardwtll, S.E.dUtrict;) occupier*, Walker 
Bankioe & Co. (.manager, W. Cook;) area, 36 miles. Thu •latiod lies to the S, of 
Salt creek on the Coorong lake, and on the main &.E. road, lis B. boundary being SI 
miles, and its N. boundary 34 miles N. of Kingalon (port Caroline.) There are no' 
oreek* in the run, waier being supplied by awamp* aod well*. There is a post offlee 
on this station for Lhe conTenienue of the surrounding district, and connectiou with 
Adelaide, 16U mile* S.V/., by Uounaerell's coaches twice a week.

COOannnU run {S.E. dUtriet;) part of lease 195; occupier, F. Begg; area. 
SO sqaare miles; grazing capacity, SOO head of cattle, or about 25 per square mlla. 
The ran consists of sandj hummocks and basins, tolerably well gratsed, with oak, box, 
wattle, flags, herbs, mesembryanthemum, and black grass; and swampy basins, chan- 
nels, and islands. It lies 260 miles S.S.E. of Adelaide, 42 miles S.K. at Guichen bay 
rRobe.) and 40 miles N.W. of Macdonnell bay. Rent^ as yalaed by Mr. Ooyder, 
aeducting improrements, £ea. 

COOPE, MOUNT, 33°3'S. Ist., 134° 35' E. long. (F/iNi/«r*(f»b-icl,) is a hill lying 
in good pastoral country, about S miles N. of the bead a( Venni bay. This range was 
discoTcred by Eyre in his exploration journey fVom Streaky bay to the bead of Spencer*! 
gulf, and is described by him as a higli granitic ridge, with both grass and water under 
its flanks. To the N. of it lies ■ scrubby and stony desert, with much spinifex {triodia 
irritaus) growing Dpon the sand ridges, which are interrupted by level limestaoe flat*. 
COOPXK {Co.Albert) is a hundred lying on the E. bank of the Hurray iItw 
below Blaochelown. It is taken up for pastoral purposes. 

GOOPEH'S CREEK (/'JiruicTiriuIncOi'B fine stream of fresh water, perhaps the 
most important in the history of exptorstion in Australia. The main stream lies in 
aboot 27° 44' S. Int., and extends from 140° 20* E. to across the border of the colony, 
and is known as the diamond of the desert. At this place it forms into S branches, one 
flowing S.W., and called the Strzelecki creek; and the other flowing N.W. , and retuning 
the name of Cooper's creek. This creek was discorered by Sturt, in October, 1845, and 
was named by him slier Sir Charles Cooper, the Chief-Justice In Adelaide at that time. 
Its natife name is the Barcoo, by which name it is equally well known. Mitchell also 
called it the Victoria rirer, and It was also proposed to call it the Cooper's riier and 
the Gregory. Slurt's name, however, of Cooper's creek is the one most used, although 
that is to a certain extent a mianamer, inasmuch as it Is a riTer, in some places, two 
miles wide. Sturt describes it as a splendid creek, containing abundance of fine reacliee 
of water, covered with docks and other aquatic birds, and its pools welt stocked with 
flsh. The grass was beautitul round it, and the banks were lined with Qdb gnm treea. 
Kennedy supposes this river— which certainly flows in the colony ol Queensland, under 
the name of the Barcoo — to be identical with the Thompson or Victoria river of that 
colony, a &ct which was proved by LAodsborongh in 1B62. The chief interest attached 
to this stream, however, centres in its coniiection wiih the heroic bat ill-fated Borke 
and Wills expedition from Uelbourne to Carpentaria. A depAt or cadie was established 
on the creek at fort While, and a depot party instructed to wait there with proTiaioni 
until the return of the exploring party; but on the arrival of the survivors — Barker 
Wills Bod King— on the SOth April, 1S6I, Gray having died at some distance np the 
creek on the 16th, they found that the camp had been deserted that very morning by 
Brahe and Wright's depot party. Thia lamentable error caused the deaths ot Burke 
and Wills, who perished in the wilderness. King being found afterwards by Howitt** 
party, living with the blacks near the bank of the creek. The history of this diaaatroua 
expedition is graphically told in Wood's "History of the Discovery and Eiploration of 
Australia," vol. 11., p. 347. Major Warburtoo who has lately been exploring Ihe N.E, 
part of the colony, in liis despatch forwarded to Adelaide in the latter end of September 
Ust, in speaking of his proceedings, reports that be has traced from its mouth in lake 
Eyre up to 27° S. lat., 140° 20' E. long., a fine river, wbich bo is fully convinced is the 
Barcoo river, altliough be could not reach the part of It known as Cooper's Creek, 
Be *ayi that he found on its course a large treah water lake, many good creek* and largv 
tracts of excellent well-watered country, some of it the best he has ever seen in tlia 
colony. He describe* the bank* of tliis river as boggy, with deep rsTlne*, and cowered 
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with tsogledmMaesof polygonum anddenie forests of gigantic iDanh-nisllDwsBndhe«T7 
Umber.uidiaTs that the naUres&ra rank cumib&lB.frequentlyestiDKDneanother. With 
regatd to tbii importaiit dlscoTery b; Maior ffarburlon, it may be remsrksd thM th« 
Ber. J. E. T. Woods, in hia Uialory of Eiplorntian, toI. JL, p. 388, expresses his 
conrictioii that Cooper's creek, or, as he speaks of it, the Barcoo rirer, flads a final 
receptacle foi its wateit in tba basin of lake Eyre. 

COOROHO CROSSING (Co. CardioeH) is a ridge of sand- banks which crosses the 
Cooroog lake, near ila lower end, In dry weather, and affords a road along the sandy 
beach [rf the sea Co KingstcD, Iwing a considerable saving in distance between Welling- 
ton and that place. 

COOROHa LAKE i,S.B.dutrict) is tbe nameof an arm or inlet of the lea, haTing 
ita opening in, the S.E. part of lake Alexandrina, not lar from the Murray mouth, and 
nuiniDg parallel with the coast in a S.E. direction for about 3S miles, in a narron sheet, 
whose greatest width is only about S miles. There is only a narrow strip of sand-hilli 
lying between this singular lake and sea for the entire diitancei In fact, it resembles a 
fringing reef to the coast more than anytiiing else. The Rer. J. E. T. Woods supposes 
that this strange geographical feati^re may hare long been a sand-bank under the sea, 
which has been raised by upheaval, while tbs intenening low land between it and the 
Cirmer coast is still covered by water. The Coorong lake covers an area of rather more 
than CiO square miles; it lies delween the coast hills which border the edges of the sea, 
and a continiiatioa of tbe Stone Hut range, but these two seem almost to join at the 
N. and S, ends, or, at least, areneirly continuous by a low range of sand-bills which lie 
between. The hills, however, on each tide am almost exclusirety sandy, aiid seem to 
atlain tbeir greatest height opposite the middle o( the lake. The hanks consist of level 
flats covered with black mud, limestone, and saltwator shells. The water is fresh or 
brackish and very shallow, end I or S creeks flow into it, but there are few outlets, and 
evaporation goes ou very rapidly. On this lake a brittle inflammable substance resem- 
bling resin in' appearance, was fonnd some time since by Mr. J. HanVine in considerable 
qnantitles. It bums slowly with aclear flame, and gives out a bituminous smeil. This 
discoTery points out that ere long petroleum welU may be worked in that part of the 
colony. 

COOKOMS aUK {S.E. dutrUti) leases Nob. 236 and asfli; occupiers, Bankine 
and Walker; area, IS square miles; grazing capability, 10^0 sheep; Mr. Ooyder'a 
Taloation, deducting Improvements, £19 per annum. This mn lies on the Coorong 
lake, about 130 miles S.E. of Adelaide, and 50 miles N.E. of Lacepede bay (Kingston.) 

OOrPEIiAZ>TA RUN ( W. ditlrki:) lease No. 103S ; occapiers, Hosking and 
Bryant; area, 13 square milesi rent, £6 per aunam. This ran lies near mount 
Southern; the next post offices being at Venus and Streaky bays. 



, ._a MINE, (IT. diMria.') is a copper mine, recently opened, and 

employing 6 bands. It lies on the property of Cariin & Co , and its value has not yet 
been proven. It lies near thePiinders mine in a chaio of hiits running S.W. and N.E,, 
having an elevation of from 200 to 400 feet. Tbe nearest shipping port 1* Tumby bi^, 
where safe aucliorage is to be obtained. 



HOUSE (.Co. Biara) is a small mining village lying 2 miles to tha 
W. of Koorin^ There i* one hotel in the village known as the White Hart, and 
another near it known as tbe Racecourse inn. The population consists of miners. 

eOVFIO BDN, {W. dittriet;) leases. No. 101 and 102; occupiers, W. J. and J. H. 
Browne; area, 62 miles, and 10 miles; grazing capability, 7490 sheep, although there 
are about 30,000 sheep and lambs on this run, with its outlying stations. The Copplo 
and S. Coppio runt pay a rent and assessment of £1S1 16s. per annum. Tbey lie SO 
miles N. of port Lincoln, ISO miles by water from port Adelaide, and 39S miles 
overland. The country is undulating and covered with heath, dwarf mallee, oak, 
honeysuckle, and patches of grass, and is watered by the river Tod and Piilawart* 
creek.

It lies about 9 miles to the S.£. ot Adelaide, and is celebrated for its 
manufactoriei of biscuits and colonial jams.

CORUmrA WATER (Flinderi ditlriel) ia a swampy lafoOD, ]f iug on tbe E. tide 
of Baxter's range, and found byEjre in 1839. It lie« in a barren and •cmbby couDtij, 
but freth water maj be had here moat of tbe year round. 

09TI8AJIT BAT (,Plmdtrs diitrKt) ii an Indentation In the main land l;iiig 
open to the sea, between Cape Bauer on the N., and point Weitall ou the 6. In ita Si. 
part are some detached reddish coloured rocks, which form remarkable objects from 
the sea. 

COTTEDIB CAPE (Sangaroo itland) li a headland, jutting out in a S.W. 
direction Inim the S.W, coast of tht Island, and having dangerous lockv retfs Ijlns 
off it.

COWAMDnXA. (or olbhei^) RIYER [0>. .dielaiiA-) Is the name of a branch of 
the Sturt rlrer, flowing into the gulf of St. Vincent, near Qlenetg. 

OOWAmS'* CLIFF, 39° 5u' 8. Ut^, 137° 35' E. long., is a detached rocky hill lying 
in the desert country to the N. of lake Torrens.

COX'S CREEK {Co. Adelaide) Is a N. tributary of tbe Onkaparinga river, rising 
in • spar of tbe mountLofty range, and flowing S.E. through good agricultural conntiT 
fbr about 10 miles, into the main stream, a tew miles from Hahudorf. The geolo«cie*l 
fbrmatiou conslats of thick beds of coarse siliceous browD sandstones, with black band! 
of silicate of iron dipping S. 30", W. B0°, 



__ 1 {Co. Addaide) ia a postal township in the electoral district of and 

hundred of OnkBparinga, and under the control of the district council of Crafers. It ia 
■itnaled about 3 miles E.S.E. ft'om the summit of mount Lofty, near tbeaourcea of tli« 
Bturt, BrownbtU, First, Becond, and Cox's creeks. The fertile gullies in the neigli- 
bonrhood are entirely devoted to the growth of garden produce, for which they w» 
eminently adapted, the soil being of good qnati^, and lirtgtjioii ooavenleat.

lying 3 miles to the S. of Monalta, and TOO feet above the level of the sea. It i* 
planted with Gooais, Tokay and Verdeilho tor white win^ Malbec, Shiraz and 
Grenache for red. The soil ia a pliable red clay mixed with decomposed aUte. There 
is a good cellar at the lower end of the vineyard, which overlooks the river Sturt. 

CRAZSLEI; (Co. Adelaide) is au agricultural settlement tying a few mlleidiatant 
from Adelaide, the land being taken up by a number of small fiirmer*. It ia celebrated 
for the flue fmit grown in the nnmeroua orchards in tha neighbourhood, and for the 
•icellence of the Jam manufactured there. 

CRAHi'S creek (Co.5(ure)iaa small salt stream lyingai mitesN. ofEeynetoD, 
ud falling into the N. Rhine river. 

omAWrOKO, mount (Co. Adelaide,) is the Dameof an agricultural and pastoral 
district lying to the E. of Gawler. It ii also the name ot the post office for tlie district, 
whic^ is In the electoral district and hundred of Barossa, and under the control of the 
monnt Crawford district council The post office is isolated, there being no township 
In the immediate neighbourhood.

At its base occur maasiTe homblendic rocka, pasting into ayenitic greenstone 
and homhlendic and anhorlaceoua granite, and these again into euritic and micaceou 
•chiats. The district waa aaid by Mr. Menge, the German geologist, to be rich In 
preciouB stones, and acTeral fine ones were collected by him. Mr. Selwyn, the Victorian 
geologict, found here some good apecimena of kyanile.bet^l, crystallized talc, amianthus, 
milk-white, wax, yellow and ferruginous opal, and i^reen and siirery-vhite mica, 
occurring oa a constituent of a Urge granite dyke, in which beryls are imbedded.

DASKWOOD'S GULLY (Co. Adelaide) Is a postal Tillage in the electoral district 
of mount Harker, hundreil of Kuitpn, and farming part of ward No. 1 of the'dlitrict 
council of Kondoparinpra. It is situated on the Daihwood'l gully creek, the Onknparinga 
river flowing about S miles distant. The Saddle-bags range of hills lie to the N. of &e 
gully and separate it from the Clarendon district. The district is an agricultural one, 
dairy farming being eilcnsiTely carried on. Whest and potatoes are the principal 
products. Sheep gpizine hu lately been abandoned in the neighbourhood, as the hills 
anrrounding the gullj are too steep and slippery for lambs in the lambing season. Gold 
has been found in the vicinity, but not in sufficient quantities to pay fnr the expense* 
of labour. Tbe township of GlensroTe Is about I mile N.W., Kangarilla !( miles in 
ttie same direction, Meadows 5 mile* S.S.E., and Wickham hilts 3 miles W. by N. behind 
mount Panorama. The main (Ball's creek) road from Adelaide to Ooolwa paaae* 
through all these places except Wickham hills, which lie on the road from EangariUa 
to M'I.aren Tale, BounsereH's mail coaches running daily, and Goble's passenger 
conTcyancea twice a-week. Tbe distance from Dashwood's gully to Adelaide i« S9 
miles, and via Happy vattey by Ooble's route 23 miles. Dashwood's gaily has a post 
office and a public pound. The nearest hotels are at Kangarilla and the Meadowa. 
The surrniinding country is mountainous, with fine low bills and sub-range* of decom- 
posing slate which are rery fertile; there is abundance of white and bine gum, black- 
wood, and common and siWer wattles. The higher ranges are sandy and sterile, with 
much stringy-bark. Quartz is freely scattered about in all directions. The material 
adrancemcnt of the neighbourhood has been severely cheeked by the failure, during the 
year* 1863. 1864 and \SSI>. of the potato and wheat crops, the former having suffered 
from tbe dry springs and early summers, and the latter from the ground blight and bag 
or aphis. The population of Dashwood's gully, including Glengrove, numbers about 
200 persons. That of the district (Kondopnringa) in 1861 was 1434, and is at prcMilt 
1 196, showing a decrease of 338, or 16 percent, daring the last 5 years, 

D ATlOrPOBiT (Cb. Frome) is a hundred lying f n the If, W. comer of the coaatj, 
and containing the Important seaport town of port Augusta. Only a small area of tiila 
hundred is purchased, the greater portion l>elng pastoral conntry. 

DATEHFOKT CREEK (FHndert dittriet) is a small saltwater creek falling 
Ipto Denial bay. It is bounded by mangrove bushes, but aSbrds secure ancbora^ce far 
small vessels. A sand-bar pTtends across it* month, upon which will be found 8 feet 
of water at low-water spring tide*. Gond water may also be obtained under some 
sand-hills near, by digging, but rot too deeply, nr the water will be salt Instead of 
freab.

To enter 
D'Estrecbay f^om the S.W.,8ive "paint Tinline," a low limestone point with a 
remarkable detached arched rock, a berth of fully a mile ; you may tlien round into the 
bay, and anchor, with the arched rock S., in from four to five Ikthomi. The bottom 
at the above deptlia is sandy, with occasional patches of a limestone crost. The 
anchor will draw over the rocky portions of the bottom, but generally holds well in the 
Mind, which forms the greater proportion of the anchorage. Fresh water will be found 
at the foot of aome sand-hiila between eape Linois and tbe arched rock ; a ship's boat 
will find shelter inside the reefs which run parallel to the coast about one-third of a 
mile from the shore. The Oimanli, a fine aleamcr, was lost on the reef which runs off 
about balf-a-niiie from point Tiniine, in ISSi. By an error in bis reckoning, the 
commander of tlie Osnonli mistook, at night, the lowjand a' the head of (he bay fiw 
the opening of Backstairs passage, imagining tliat cape Linols was cape Willoughby, 
and that (he Sturt light was eiiinguished. He soon ascertained bis mistake on 
ttc«ming in, by seting the land a-head, and it was in attempting to extricate his ahip 
from that position, that in steanilng (o seavrnrd, she struck on llie reef oS point TiuUne, 
where she soon became a total wreck, D'Eslree bay is a very valuable liarbour of 
refuge for vcsstls on (hit part of the coast, and may be entered with safety by day, and 
without undue tiik by niglic, provided (lie position of the ship be ascertained before the 
■hore is too closely approached. In entering at night, the preference should be gjren 
tothe more northerly part of the bay so as to avoid the reefuff point Tinluie. Thecoait 
between D'Eatree buy and Fiilse cape {B. by N. } K. I8| miles from point Tinline,) il 
bold, and sale to approach within 1 ^ miles. 

VESTSXE, CAPE, ia the N. head of Smoky bay, and the W. head of D'Ecreibay. 
It li a bold rocky promontory, lying S. 4a° E., sj miles from cape Vivonne.

■nd ID miles from K. to S. It ii continnalij raa through with little island slips or 
fpnTs of land, which are thictclj corered with trees and tcrab, so that it Unther achaiD 
cf marshee tbaa one fast moraM. There Is no doubt that It is a ahallow depression in 
a Tery large snrf^e of land, and that it collects the drainage b easily prored by the 
&ct, that in wet seasons there is a perceptible current in It flowing into the Glenelg 
riTer (Victoria.) With reference to the drainege of this swamp, and in fnct of most 
of the awampy eoimtrj of the S.B. dUtrict, Mr. H. E. Wells, of Mtngbool, writes aa 
follows: — "The Qreat Dismal, which more immediately concerns this particular locality, 
■nd which la formed upon table-land, seems to hare an outlet on tlie eastern euii, in the 
proTlnce of Victoria, through which it might be easily drained) but as far as my own 
ideaa go, taking a bushman'i view of the country, I should say nearly all tlie actual swamp 
itself was a d^ level, from the simple &ct ot its iuandatlcg such a Urge extent of 
cenutry as it does in wet seasons. I cannot be certain, but think It quite possible to 
open a channel in the X.W. end. and lead off the water la that directioiL As fur the 
Fenola country, I belteTe one channel or ditch teadiog down from the Mosquito Plain*, 
with a few smaller cats as tributaries, would be all that wonid be required to clear ofl 
the surplus water from the whole country; and that which lodges in the small swamps 
and hollows could be easily got rid of by breaking through the clay into the poroui 
limestone stratum. This could be done in summer when they are nearly or quite dry. 
making the openings at the lowest part. That the water will pass off in ibis manner I 
know from eiperieoce. One striking iostance of this I noticed at my old residence at 
Um Woolsbed, Penola. A welt was sunk for the purpoie of watering the horse* and 
mUch cows, aud to save labour a natural hollow or basic was chosen for the spot. After 
a beary ftXX of rain the hollow would be completely filled from the drainage of the sur- 
ronnding ports, forming quite a lagoon, with a vortex quite perceptible orrr the well, 
Aowlng tlie rapid dUsppearauce of the rain water into the limestone, Anutlier Instance 
ne at the Sheepwosh swamp, in sinking a hole to be fllled from the swamp. The work- 
men went beyond the clay Into the limestone, and the result was when a cut was mode 
leading the swamp into it, it all disappeared, and In a very short time the wlinle swamp 
might nave been emptied. I would strongly recommend the adoption of this simpla 
method of getting rid of the stagnant surface-water roond the township of Penolai laet 
year, the effects of which and its attendant evils was felt to a most serious nnd alarming 
extent; and there is no doubt that, if it were not lor the lime formation of the country, 
the malaria— the ill effects of which are partly counterbalanced by it — would sooa 
otose the churchyard to be filled. These are extremely unpleasant friots, and the 
•oooer those who take an interest in the progress of Fenola exert themselves to remove 
the cause of this pending evil, the sooner will they see Fenola ks healthy as any other 

e'ace in the district. The next item in Importance is the roads; for I do not believe 
giving them the preference when the country through which they pais U useless. 
ttj impression Is that one main line should extend from Port Macdunnell tlirougEi 
Peoola and Narracoorle to Wellington, with as many branches as tliere are place* that 
can And sufficient traffic to entitle them to considerAion— such as Guichen ami Liicepedtt 
tiayi — and these roads should be macadamized, or made with the most lusting material 
that can be procured in places where there is no stone; and the district, I think, shonld 
be satiafled with this until our trade entitles us to a railway. As for tramways and 
canals I have yet to learn how they can possibly be msde to pay back the Inrge sum* 
their construction would necessarily drain from the coffers of the state. Of course, In

•orface ii thickly covered with imail fragments of liliceoua rocks, angular, and of a 
dark reddish colour. There are undulating plaini, with low range* to the W. and 
watercourses running towards the E. la the direction of Iftke Eyre. The prcrailing 
flota is saltbush, except In the sandy belts of scrub, where a lew acacia and caeiia 
bashes are to be met witli. In the ricinity of the creeks are polygonom, with rough 
barked, atunted and distorted eucalypti. There are numerous springs, pn>ce«dlq( 
&om Tolcanic cone*, and (brcing thenuelTea through a marine argillaceous deposit 
containing nnmeroos sheila. The water, except in the spring*, is geaenmy brackiah.

DRmmOMB FOINT, 34° IV 30" S. Ut., 135° ir 15" E. long., is a prominent 
diSy head which prqject* 4 or 5 miles fhim the line of coast, and Ibimt the S. head of 
a bight of which the Walde^^ave islands form the N. head. An indcntatioa 
immediately to the N. of point Drummoud is known as Hall's bay. A BinaU dry rock 
and some bi'eakera lie close to the eibemitj of the point, with 25 to 30 fathoms, on a 
undy bottom, at S miles round it. The coast i« sandy, and rises gradoall; to some 
woody ranges 3 miles ftora tbe ihore. 

SKT CREEK, or Moittaou (Co. AdeUiide,) la a imall postal township and 
railway station In the eleotoral distnct of W. Torr«ns, handred of Yatala, and under 
tbe control of the Tatala district council. It lie* 8 miles N. ot Adelaide, and ob a 
■Kail io*ignlflcant creek of the same name which passes through it and Sows into the 
•alt swamp* to the W. of the Para plain, in which the township is situated. Tfaa 
district (known as that of Tatala) is a wheat growing one, that article of produce being 
cultivated largely and successfully. Tbe nearest places are Salisbuiy, 7 mile* N« and 
Grand junction, Sj miles S.W. With the former plaoe the comiannicalion is by 
rwlwBj, and with the latter by Bowden'* daily mail omnibus. With Adelaide, 8 
mile* 8., the communication 1* by both meuis. Dry creek ha* a po*t office, a stor^ 
and 1 liotel—tbe Blrd-ln-band. Tbe stockade, or Drj creek priton, for priaonan 
mdergoing long Kotences, Is at this place, and ii a fine large building. ^Hiera ia k 
branch telegraph line from Adelidde to the stockade. The MurouodiDg oooaUy it iat 
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md quite free from Knib or bmsh, the loil ii rich, and in the iirampi to the W. 
aecllent feed tor cattle ii to b« had. The land roond Che towiuhip U taken up hf 
•DntU fannen, who rent the half-acre hlocka Into vhich It I* cat up, the property heiw 
the estate of the late Sir Hontaga Chapman. The population of the toirnahlp mm 
mrronndiDg finmi nambera about 150 peraoDB. 

W,Y CREEK (Co. Adelaidt) U e. atream riiltig In the Tatala ran^, and IIowIiik 
In a W. dtiection tn the haadred of Tatala into the iwampj fiat lurroundiiig Poft 
Adelaide. The rlllagea of Modbury aod Dry creek are litQated upon It, aad Ita conrw 
li throagh a floe agricultaral diitrict— the Stockad^ for the conflnement of prisooen 
andergoing long tentencei, U titaated on this creek. 

DHT LAGOON (Co. Slanlei/) it a amall iwampj waterhole, lyiDg abont 6 mllM 
to the N.W. of the toimBhip of Apoinga, in the hnndrad of Han«oa. 

DtTBUV (Co. OaieUrJ U a W. hundred of the county, cootaiolnit lome imall 
bloclca of parcbaaed land in ita central part, neu the towDsbip of Port Peri, hut con- 
daUog fbr the moit part of paitorai coontry, 

DUOXPOMD CREEK (Plinden dittriet) U a amall stream, diacoTered bj Qoyder 
in 1857, Sowing into lake Blanche (then lappoied to be lake Torrena) on ita S. aide. 

BUTOHMAITB STERN {N. dUtrict) ii the name of a lofty hiLl in the Flindefa 
or maiD range, iTlng a little to the N. of mount Broim, and riaibla from Fort Anguita. 

BDFFUZiB (Oil. MacdamuWi fi a hundred of the county lying alonft the coast <tf 
ZACepede bay, and to the N. of the hundred of Lacepede. It consiita mostlr of sandv 
pastoral country and swamps, and has only two or three small patches of sold lan^ 
tdtuated on the main road from Wellington to Macdonnell bay, which Timi N. and 8, 
thnxigh the hondred. The lower end of lake Coorong is in its W. part, 

nVLWXOB C(7D.JtferaiJ«)!a a small agricultural hamlet lying to the S.E. of the 
city of AdeUide, and inhabited by a few farmers and gardeners. 

DmnrS run (Oo, atanltyi) leaie No. IDS ; occupier, Jaa. Dunn ; area, 6 tqnare 
mfles ; grating capacity, 640 iheep, or BO per aquare mile ; Mr. Goyder's Taluation, 
deducting improremenu, £4fl tOs. per snuom. This run lies IS mile* N.B. of port 
Wakefield, and 7SmileiN. of Adelaide. 

SmTZA MINE (Yorkt't ptninnda ;) aection 471, ia a copper mine In the 
Wallanio m'ining district, worked by a company. The ore ii black and ydlow, and Is 
ftjond In patches. 

DTJTTOH (Co. Eyre) Is a W. hnndred of the coanty, and contains about half Iti 
•Tea of purchased land, the remainder being taken up for pastoral purposes. 

DVTTOir LAKE (FUndtrt dittrici) is a salt lake lying In the deaert plain, to tlM 
W. of the head of Spencer'g gulf, and about 50 miles W. of the B. end of lake Torrena. 

WTTOM MOUNT, Si° 3S' S. lat., 136° SO'G. long. (Cb. niWers) la a high hfll 
tytaigonthe K. of the head of Coffin's bay, and abont !0 miles N.W. of port Uncohi.fai 
tolerably good pastoral country. 

SUTTOK BtVER (Ji'lindtri diitrietj is a small stream rising in the mount 
OHnthus ranges, to the N. of mount Hill, and flowing in an E. direction Into the W. 
■ide of Spencer's gulf, at the head of Datton's bay, through icmbby pastoral country. 

SUTTOM'K BAT (Flindtri dutriet) ii a bight in the land on the W. side of 
^tencer'a gulf, between port Lincoln and Franklin harbour. 

EAKTKT PLAINS, 26" S. Ut., 188° 30' E. long. {FlituUri dittrkt) is a tractof 
eonntry watered by a few small creeks, and conaiating of alluTial mud, which diiea vf 
te sammer, and becomes an impaaaable bog In wet weather. 

EASTZKX COVE (Kangaroo Uland) is a fine bay lyingln the S. part of Nepesn 
b^, in bight being lined by a aandy beach, and frequented by coaaiera and iinsl] craft 
OTertaken by had weather, although there ia plenty of wati^r far large shipa. At the ft. 
extremity of thia bay ia a shallow anlt lagoon, known as the Pilican lagoon. The core 
lies between Kangaroo head to the E. and Ballast head to the W., the dtatance between 
'' Iwo heads being 5 miles, and fresh water is obtainable on the W. aide of tbe 
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to tbe B. boandftry of the colon j. A large Brea of thii country ia t&ken up for pastonl 
pnrpoaei. The country ii fairly graned and Interapened with denae belti of mallet 
■crab, tbe 8. portion of it forming part of the celebrated Murray belt of malJee BCrab, 
There are nameront creeks running froni the low rangei. but they moatlj dry ap tn 
di7 irtather, irhen the itockowDcrs are obliged to rely on apringa and iraterholea. Tha 
poit offlcea iu the diatrict are tboae of Paratoo, Tetalpa, and Outaalpa. Id thia diitrict 
there are BO acrea of purchased land, 5140 acre* enclosed, and 5 acres of cultiratioa 
land. The l[*e Mock numben 1087 horses, 694S horned cattle, 339,305 sheep, S37 
Koata, 6S pigaand 1291 head of poalcry. The whole of the culliralioa land was lying 
&llow during the year ending Uarch last. The population numben SOS person^ and 
the number of dwellings la 19B. 

EB& (Co. Eyrt) la a N.E. hnndred of the county, coniiating almost eiduslrely cf 
putoial land; although a small qnautity haa been puniiased on ^e bank of the Morrsy 

£BA ISLAND (Plindtrt datrict) is a small islet of moderate eleTatioD, lying in 
Streaky '>ay. 

EBA MOmfTtP/iodert iiftrief) is apolnt In some low range lyings in the scrubbj 
deKrt, to the N. of lake Gairdner, and to the E. of tha Warborton range. It was aeea 
from those ranges by Stuart in 1858. 

EGRUMfiA {Co. AddaitUi la a postal township in the electoral diatrict of momit 
Barker, hundred of Kuitpo, and under the control of the diatrict council of Echanga. 
It is situated on the main S.E. road from Adelaide to Strathalbyn, abont 4 miles S.B, 
o[ the Onkapartnga rirer and iu the neighbourhood of the Echanga, Jupiter, and Cattls 
Company creeks. The district is an agricultural and gold producing one. The gold* 
Selda are S mites from the township, they are alluvial workings of small extent, bat 
moderately productive, and are known ai the Ecbnnga gold-flclda. There ia aailverlead 
mine, the Balmdorf, lying about 4 miles distant. It was dIscoTered about 5 years ago, 
and some rich ore raised. It is, howeier, not being worked at preieoL The holes annk 
(or gold working in this neighbourhood are Ihrougli quartz sand, with tbln layers of 
qnarlz gravel much water-worn, realing on a very flat bottom of white, grey, or brown 
•bit slate with sandstone hands. These diggings are situate about 1400 feet aboTe the 
IbtbI of the sea, on scrubby hills timbered with stringy bark. The toll ia a deep saod, 
and the whole deposit is analagous to the old pliocene tertiary gold-drifts of Victoria, 
which form the White hitla of Bendigo and Forest creek. Several diamonds of good 
water have been found at Echunga, where the breccia formation eiista The agricul* 
tnral laud is principally cultivated for wheat, but the soil being poor the crop* are 
generally small. The nearest places are theGerman tnwnot Hahndorf, 5} miles distant 
N., mount Barker the same distance N.E., Meadows 6 miles, and Macclesfield 6 mile* 
8. There are no r^alar means of conveyance except to Macclesfield, which ii reached 
by mail coach daily, the communication with the other places being by horse or private 
Tehicle. With Adelaide, 31 miles N.W., the communication is by UonnseveU'a dailj 
mail coach. Echunga haa a poat and money order office, a coach office, a public poond 
and 3 hotels— llie Hagen arms, and the Bridge inn. The aurrounding country ia 
considerably elevated and of a hilly character. The population of the town numben 
about ] SO persons, and that of tbe Echunga district about 1000. 

ECBmrOA (jOoi. Adelaide and Bindmarth) is a district council In tbe electoral 
district of mount Barker and Noarlunga. It is under the control of a chairman, the 
present one being Mr. F. U. Sonoemann of Hahndorf, and 4 councillors. The receipt* 
and expenditure in this diitrict council tor 1B65 were as follow;— A sseaament, fSSST — 
rate, is. in the ponnd; rates (ioliected, £339 13b 6d; total receipts, £1091 5s 8d; offlce 
expenses and salaries, £315 IBs Gdi expended on public works, £383 16s Td.

It is sitaaied on the Eden creek, 43 mile* N. Vf. of Adelaide In a direct Une, altbongh 
the postal roate via Angaslon Is 714 miles. The river Rhine runs S.E. and S. of the 
Mwnahtp, inadisUnceof 1| to 3 mile*. There i* a steam flour-mill (Hr. J, B.RaadalTa. 
•f Gumeracka) now In coutm of erection, and which will b« ready for work a* aooa M 
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the hbt crop coQies tomuket. Tbe district U mottly an as''l*^>i'tarkl onei the remmiDder 
Ubeld u puloral land for tbe grazing of cattls and iheep. The neareat minei are the 
N. Bhine mine, 4 mil«t N., and the Eaoappa mine, ? mile* 'S., both oopp«T micei. The 
neareit tovnihipi are Spriagitown, * milei S., and Eeyneton or M. KbiQe, 4 mile* N^ 
vith which place there Is no commanication except b; bone or prlrate Tehicle. With 
Adelaide the commanication ii b; hone or draj to Angoilon. aad tbence bj Roungerell'a 
coach. There i> one hotel in tbe townahip — tbe Eden Valley hotel. A couple of 
hone teami sapplj the tovnahip with good* from Adelaide regularly once a veefa. The 
ccuntry ii mountainouai the top-ioil U ■and;', wiib graiel aaderneatli, then clay; and 
the bottom landatone and bstd rock, nell adapted for road melal. The roada in genetsl 
are good, and vitti little eipenae may be kept in good order, aupposlng that tbe main 
lineot road get* a good metal coat, the traffic on it being groat. Tbe inhabitaotg of th« 
lownsblp number 130per*oii*, Wheat is bought at the atoreaof Pantan and GotUebalk, 
aod at the mill. Of new biiihilngi there are at the preaent time a iteam mill, two itotet, 
aad Bereral ibopa.

Port Elliott haa a IomI 
court, a poat and money order office, a rocket and lifeboat station, a telegraph atatim, 
Inanijica of the S. A. and Adelaide backs, and ol the S.A. in lurance company, al«lm 
ofOdd&llowB, (A.I.O.F.)and 2hotela— the Qlobe and tbe port Elliott The surroind- 
ing country la undulating, with hilta to the W. and TS., and flati and gentle rises I« tho 
!E. The popuiatton numbers about 4S0 persona in the towochip and neiglibourkood. 
There is a small barbour at Port Elliot, but it haa been abandoned aaaabipplng p*rtin 
ftronr of Victor harbour, where there ii better shelter, a floe jetty, good anchoage, 
abuiidance of water, and easy access. The Importance of port Elliot will, howeiir, be 
greatly increased wben the district becomes connected with tfaa S.E. by means oftram- 
way, a work which has been talked of for'many years.

The 
live stock numbeia 998 horses, 1339 horned cattle, 64,1G3 sheep, 158 goats, 7S4 ptgt, 
and 4375 bead of poultry. Of the cultivated land 6594 acres are under wheat, 333 
acres nnder barley, 1278 acres under hay, 20 acres under green forage, a acrea nnder 
peaa, and 6 acres under other crops, 1729 acrei are (allow, and 14 acres under potatoea.

A. Stow, Esq,, situated near Psynehamand the German hamlet of Klemzig, on the banks 
of tbe Torrens rtver.

Ue« on It* S. ride. The country inland cooiisci of wndy and tcrubby lidges, with lalt 
awampa and brackish water. There il a aniall anchorage in thi* bay known aa port 
Eyre; it hat a aandy bottom, holding well outride 3 fathoms, under that depth thers 
being frequent patches of limestone. This bay wat called after Mr. Fowler, the flrat 
lieutenant of the InmitigaloT, the ship ia which Flinders made bis exploraiiona on the 
S. coaat. The clIOs and rocks are calcareous. There ia no limber in the neighboor- 
hood, and but Tery little f^eih water. Near the bay are numerous ialandx, the bases of 
which are composed of granite, and upon which curious animals and plants hare been 
found. At the head of [his bay Eyre made his depfit, or cache for stores, whilst on his 
journey OTer the desert, from port Lincoln to Western Australia, in IS40. For a 
graphic acconnt of this terrible undertaking, see the Rer. J. E. T. Wood's " History of 
the DiicOTCry and Exploration of Anstralia," tqI. ii., chapter 1. The surrounding 
oountty is a psstoral (sheep) district; lying 90 miles N.E. of the great Anstralian bight, 
sad the moat W, settlement in the colony. It is situated on the bay, 300 miles W. by 
N. of Streaky bay and haa a post office; the communication with Streaky bay (Flinderi,) 
port Lincoln, and the intermediate postal staCiona, as also with Adelaide, 900 miles E., 
by land being by fortnightly orerland mail. The distance by sea Is SCO miles, there 
beiDg communication by occasional coasting ressels. Eyre's depot lies at the W. side 
of the hay, and the country surrounding it ia taken up for sheep runs. Water is 
obtained by digging wells in the aand-ridges, and at Mobeela Uaipe, Wadaemar Qslpe, 
Beringana Gaipe, and Deleemah Qaipe, aie wells of good water. Wallianippie, a postal 
Itation, lies on Denial hay, about TO miles to the E. The country is undulHting, 
consisting of lightly grassed plains and scrub. The formation is generally limeatooe. 
The population of the diitrict numbers about 200 persons.

FXXEUVG iCo. Light) i* a postal township and railway station in the hundred 
of Norioolpa and electoral district of Light. It is situated on a higli plain, 371 mile* 
N. of Adelaide, on the main line of road between Eapunda and Adelaide, and Is the rail- 
way entrepAt for the traffic from the Murray river. Blanchetown, Truro, Angaston, 
Greenock, r^uriootpa.

of Spencer's guU on its E. side, being bounded on the W. by that gulf, on the east b<r 
the E. plains, on the N. by the N. pasEor«l district, and on the S. by the county 
Victoria. It forms part of the electoral district of Flinders, and is, for the roost parl^ 
a pastoral country, waterad by the Willochrn creek and its tribiitariea. There is a 
lofty peak near its centre known as mount Remarkable, and the chief towns are Pott 
Angusta, at the head of the gulf, aod Meliose. There are 3 hundreds in this country, 
those of Gregory, WoDgyarra^ and Davenport, each containing small areas of pnr- 
chsied land. In the two former copper is band. The area of this coanty is I4M 
square miles, or 890.560 acres, of which 74,737 !■ purchased land, GS,180 acres being 
held by freeholders, 13,425 acres enclosed, and 75 acres under cultivation. The lira 
itoi^ numbers 9S7 horses, 39U homed cattle, 134,405 sheep, 818 goats, 350 pigs, and 
3295 head of poultry. Of the land under cultivation, 49 acres are fkllow, 5 acres ax« 
orchard, 17 acres garden, and 4 acres viaeyard — the latter hnvine produced ) cwt. of 
grapes during the year ending March 31st, 18B6. and having 3817 vines in bearing, and 
77(1 vines not in bearing. Tlie population nanbers I3l)8 persons, being ao increase ot 
919 over that of 1861. There are 433 dwelling-houses, as against 373 in 1861.

rS-OKE BIVEB {PUader* ditlricl) is a fine etream, riling by S heads— oos on 
the E. and the other on the W. of the main or Flinders range. The principal head is 
tbe E. one, and rises in the hilly country near Angipena, whence it flows In n N. 
direction about 40 miles past mount Serle and mount Rose. It then turns in a N. W. 
direction tor about 60 miles, until It &lls into the S.E. end of lake Eyre. During Uw 
course of tliis stream it expands into a large lagoon called iiuiiywyaona, near 
Fortress hilL 

raSW BIVEB (flinfsr* dUtriei) Is a large stream, tribuUry to the Neales riTar 
and flowing into it upon its N. side, near Uount Harvev. There is another stre«a 
flowing to the N. of this, and known by the same name, Staarl having supposed is to 
be tbe upper port of the same river; but it flows to the B. between Mounts Unnter ud 
Boblnion into Lake Eyre, throngha aandy plsJainiersperaed vltjifaad-billi and patcbo* 
of mulga scrub. At tjie upper end of this river flne, smooCh-bsrked gum trees, uid 
splendid hakeM, 10 feet in height, wUli bark like corli, are found.

Dtunbers about 100 personi, ohiefl; •mail formers. 

FWInfiif yOM (Cb. Addaide) is a small agiicaltural Tillage, lying I mile 
£JI.E. of the suburb of Uale;, and to the B. of Miicham. The land ii taken up bj 
tbe TcsideDcea «i pwsons hariug businoes in Adelaide, or by small farniers and 
gardeners. 

BAZKlUmi LAKE iFUnden diHriet) ia an immeoM salt lake iTing to the K of 
the Gawler ranges, in a sandy, stony and densely stubbed deeect plain. This lake 
Ibrms the S.W. part of what was formerly thought lo be the great inland sea of the 
continent, and lies at an elevation of 366 feet above the level of tbe ocean. Little or 
nothing ia known of its N. Bborea, which hare nerar been explored, bnt its S. part was 
trarelied over by Warbarton and Hack, in 1857, the latter of whom found, bealdee 
much sterile coantry, large salt-bnsb plains, whh graas and numerous spriugi of feesh 
water, and a rer; large portion of that part of its coait ia now taken up tor pastoral 
pucposea. It forms part of tbe N. boundary of Eyre'i peninsula, and its extent, as 
known, stretches from about 31° 30" to 31' iO" S. Utt., and from about 134°as'to 
13S° 10' E. long., meaanriog front N.W. to S.B. In the S. port are numerous large 
Ithuidi coTered, however, with sdine incrustations, and gltCteriog like snow, and near 
the S. end are two aim'htr islands. The whole of its shores for a oonaiderablie distance 
from the water are atao covered with thle white and glittering aait criuC. On iu B. 
aide are a number of salt lakns, probably coanected with it in times of floodj aume of 
tbtMe ari? very large, and are known aa lakea Younghoaband, Hart, U'lTarlane, and the 
Island lake, and appear to stretch acroia, with intersections of scrubby and moatlf 
worthless land, to the W. shore* of lake Torrena, 

SAMMOir HILL {N. dUtriet) la a peak Id tbe main rangea, Ifiag near Illlna- 

wnrtina, There Is a iioall creek, known as the Gammon creek, floviog paet its base. 

GAMBIA {Co. Ony) is one of (he S. hundiredj of the county, oonUining a 

cmsiderable amount of sold land. The township of Qambier lies to the W. of thi* 

hnndred.

OAWX-m, 34° 3S' 3. lat., 13B SO' E. long. [Cot. Oavler and AdAiide,) i» a 
postal township and municipality in the electoral district of itaroasa, and buodreds of 
Muriootpa. Mudla Wirra, and Baroasa. The town of Gawler is situated on the Gawler 
river, or rather between two brancliei thereof, which, meeting at the western boundair 
of the park Und^ form one river called the Gawler rli'or. It is 36 miles N. of Adeiaido. 
The town is situated on a flat or hollow near the foot of the Barossa moontaina, ■ 
continuation of the Mount Lofiy range, which lie about 10 miies S. and E. of the town. 
These ranges are generally considered to possess mineral deposits, lead, silver, copper, 
and gold, but, as yet. these have not been found In quantities to pay for ordinary 
working. Mo rivers or lakes of note exist near the lown beside those mentioned aboro. 
There are 3 mills of large power, both In the hands of Mr. W. Duffleld, M.P., firoin 
irhich large quantities of flour are exported to all parts of the adjoining colonies, and 
which have done as much as any other niUls to raise the fiime of South AuslnUian 
flour. The enormous quantity of wheat purchased at these mills constitute tho leading 
feature of Gawler trade and give a market for tha surrounding wheat cropi. Thera * 
•re four eiteniive agricultural implement factories and a foundry in the town, from 
wUch ntore reaping machlnet have been tonied oat than from the Addatde &ctonaa, 
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nniew fiictorlH *nd mill* gire employment to • ^re«t namber of men. Tbe d[itrict ia 
the oeighbonrhood of Qavler ia cliieQy agricnltunl.

The neareit 
bIbgci to Qavler are Lyniloch, 10 milei 1^, beftniifully gitiuted at the foot of ttta 
Baraua mountaini; Templeri, 9 mile* N. on tbe old North road, prettily sitiuted in a 
Talley aboot 3 milea W. of FraelioK aMtiooi Virgloia, about lO miles W., near the aca 
eoMt; and Smltliflitld G mile* S., on llie Adelaide road; Wiltaaton, Bertha, Gawler 
SoDth, and Qawler Weat, being adjoining townihipa maj be conaidered aa part of 
Gavter generally; alao ETuiiton and Baaietiown near the railiraj station. The 
aommuniuution with these place* is as foUuw* :— Between Oawler and Smithfleld, by 
raUway; Sandy creek, Lyniloch, and Tanunda. by dally malt cart*; alao a mall 
coDTeyance to Wllliamatovn and Uoant Crawford, 3 tlmea a-week, and to Willaaton 3 
tliDa a-day. The telegraphic comamaication ramiSes throughout tlila and all tha 
a^jtcent colony. With Adelaide, 96 mile* S., the commuoication 1« by railway, 3 
time* a-day, and the same northward to Kapunds. diatance SS Eailes. Gawler haa 
branchea uf the South Auttralian, National, Adelaide, aod Savings banka; alao of tha 
Adelaide and South Auatrslian anaarance com[ianiea. It haa ! volunteer riSe com- 
Mote*, s MatoDic lodge (lodge Fidelity, 584 K.C.,) an Oddfellowa' lodge, M.U., a 
Forealm' court, and a Rechabilea' tent. The Gawler Institute take* a leading part In 
the literature uf the colony, and almoat every religious denomination is repreaented and 
ha* ita place of worahlp. There i* a police court and locifl court, police atation, pound, 
teleitrapli office, post office with money order office in connection; also aprlnting office, 
-whence Imubs the Buayip newspaper. The hotels are the Commercial, Globe, Old 
Spot, Prince Albert, Unwler Artu*. and Old Buahmitn, in Gawler proper; in the 
adjoining townships, the Wlllaatun, Mill Inn, Terminu*, and Criterioni at Teitiplen, 
tha North Star, one of tbe beat faoiily hotels to be Ibund in the colony, the Lord 
Lyndoch, and the Smilbfleld hiiteis, in these reaptctire townaliipa ; al«o, the Wheat 
Sheaf Inn on the Tanunda road, about 2 miles from Oawler. The country on the 3. 
•ad R side generally is hilly, aa berore mentioned; on the W. and N. generally flat 
•ad woody, and well adapted fur agricultural pursuiti. Some of the best wines In tha 
colony are made on the Gawler riier, at the vineyard of Mr. Duffield (Para Para) and 
tl>o*e of Dr. Schamburgh and Hr. Winckell (Buchsfeldt,) and othera of amaller note. 
The extenaire forest of Mudla Wirra Ilea on the N. and W., but, being all sold by tha 
GoTernnirnt, is fa^t disappearing before the aie and the plough. The immediate 
noghbiinrbood ia of tlie carb<miferoiu formation, affiirding abnndance of Umeitone for 
HMd making and buildhig purposes. 

The municipality of Gawler haa an area of 487 acre* and a popnlatlon of I6M 
peraona.

From 
thi* came, and alio from the mineral reaonrce* of the anrronnduig diatdct, Qlenbnm 
promiaea to become a highly imporiant towoahip. The ancieared country i* coTered 
with tiiii'k Bcnib and aome nagniClcent timber, and the whole diatrict i* well watered. 
The geologlcti formation is of clay-alate and iimealone. The popalatton of OleDbom 
and ill a^hbonrhood Dumben aboot 400 peraoni. 

SLKHCOE STATION {S.S Dutriel) ii a atation occnpled by E. J. Leake. Esq., 
and lying near mount Burr. There ii a poat office at the Bub Inn, on thll atation, 
known a* the Mount Burr po*t office, which lee^ See alio Moloho Bdh. 

SLZMSORE [Co. Stanley) la a amall, agricultural Tillage, lying t mile S.W. of 
Um townahip of Black Springs, on the road to Adelaide. It consiats of a few acattet«d 
hoiuea and a atore, and has a chapel, and a acattered population of about TO persoD*. 

OUix^EK4 .is a mnnicipality and pottal township, in the electoral diatrict of 
W. Tarrens, and hundred of Adelaide. It ia altoated on the Holdfait bay, on th> 
B. *liore of St, ViDcent'a gulf, and on the emboDchure into that gnlf of the Start river. 
There i* alao a aalt-water creek flowing throngh the township, the entrance to which 
might, at a resaonable outlay, be converted into an excellent harbour. This creek or 
rather arm of the sea is known aa the Thames rirer. At this port ia a green, fixed 
light, -which may be aeen at a dlatance of 6 miles. Glenelg is the principal and faronrite 
watertng-place of the colony, and, being within an easy distance (6) miles) of tha 
capital, ia Tery much frequented during the aummer months by persons desirous o( 
enjoying the sea air and bathing. It is also rapidly growing in faTour as a place of 
periusoent residence, by merchants and othera having husineas in Adelaide, on accoaat 
of it* great salubrity. Agriculture la carried on only to » very limited extent, and 
pastoral pursuits not at all. The principal occupation followed by the working part of 
the population is that of flibing. A large nnmber of boats go out dally, when the 
weather permits, and their produce Is mostly sent to Adelaide for sale; but the absence 
of a good flah-market there prerenta the disposal of it at ao great an adTsntage a* 
would otherwise be the caie. The nearest placea are— Brighton, a amall township on 
the coast, about 3 [rile* S.; Marion, a smalt village, about 3 milea S.E.; and Plymplon, 
a Tery acattered Tillage, about 3 miles N. WiUi theae places there is no regular 
oommunicatlun at present, the population not being sufficient to support it. A mall 
coach runs from AdelalJe to Glenelg and back twice every day. A line of telegraph is 
always acceaaible, and 6 or 8 omniboaea each way, during the winter montha, but 
conaiderably more during the summer. A tramway has for some years past been 
contemplated, and aereral attempM made to form a company lor ita conitniction ; no 
•tepi have ;ct, however, Iwen tak^n for iha carrying nnt of the work, beyond making 
anrve;* and plans. The distance from Ade'xide to Glenelg ia St milea. There ia a 
meclianics' institute, and a good governuieiit school-house, with a residence fbr the 
iDaster. There are 4 places orrellgiau* worslilp— vlr. Episcopalian, Congregational ist, 
Wesley an, and I'rimitive Methodist — a post and money order oKce, telegraph •station, 
Foretters' court, public pound, volunteer riQe corpa, and a branch of the South Australian 
Ininranoe oompany. Id Glenelg are the following hotel*:— The Pier, the St. Leonard's, 
the Berkshire, and the LiverpooL Mr. Rimnievell, mail contractor. Is the proprietor 
of moat of the conveyance* running to and from Olenelg. A sptlng-van mn* to and 
from Adelaide daily, for the carrying of heavier merchandise — Wright, proprietor. 
Glenelg lia* lor the last 9 or 10 yeara had the advantage of a municipal gnvernment. 
It ia dirlded Inlo 8 wards— Olenrlg ward, St. Leonard's ward, and new Glennlg ward— 
Ita corporation cnnaiatlng of a mayor and 6 coniicillors. In the immediate neighbourhood 
the conntry i* flat ; but (liere is a lofty and picturesque range of hill* running from 
B. toM.E., wlihinadiatanceofa milea. The aoil la sandy in someplace*, and swampy 
tm etban, and lie* ovar a lormatkiD of limeatone and dolomita.

main road to Gameracka. It ti on the W. apur of mount Lofty range, aod about 1000 
feet above the lerel at the eea. A guUy ram thrflugh the euuloeed gronndi K and W^ 
and OB iu flat, and on the alopea of the hilli rising from It, Ur. McEirtn hai planted 
hie Tineyard and orchard. The Frontlgnac and black Uambro' are the pnaci^

of gentlemen baring baiinen In Adetdde In the eurroandlng locality. The countrj ia 
hill]', with fine fertile Talleya and alopea, many of them in a liigh atate of culliTaUon. 
GlcDoainond baa a public ponnd, an Oddfellow*' lodge (A.LO.F.), and 1 hotel— the Vltts, 
Tbe reaident magiatratea are T. Elder, J. Toung, C. Smedley, T. OraTei, uid 
C.Llndaay, Eiqi. Thuv iiaailTer lead mine in thii Tillage, on thepropertf of Oecaoad 
GlUei, Biq., who bai leased it on royalty to an English company. It contains serentl 
good lodee. and many hundred tons of ore hare been raised. There ii a fine Tineyard 
at Gleuoamnnd. the property of Hr. Oaroond Gilles, growing Tolcay, Riesling, Mouraetl^

Epes are tbe red and white Madeira {both used lor a white wine,] Gousii, Pedro 
nenes, Verdeilho, Fronlignac, and Falo-vl no- bianco. There Is a capital froit 
garden on the property. At tbe entrance to tbe bills are the Gleoosmond qaarrfca, ia 
which blue ataty shales and hard greeniah-grey fine grained eandstoaes are exposed, 
baring a dip W. 21°, 6. abont 10°. The beda are intersected by numerous N. and S. 
and E. and W. nearly vertical parallel joint*, and by veins containing galena. The 
bed* are limilar in lithologicai characier and general structure to some of the Ludlow 
rook* of the upper Silurian eerlea of N. Wale*.

OOOLWA, 35° 85' S. let., 139° E. long. {Co. HiitdnarA.) Is a postal townibip and 
port In the electoral diilrlct of Encounter bay, bundled of Goolwa.aod under the control 
of the dlatrict coaocil of Goolwa and port Elliott It ia liCuated on the W. bank of the 
Hurray rirer (aboat 7 milei f^om ihe Murray month,) which has been succeufully 
TWTigaied by the Tarioua >t«aineri tradiog between the Goolwa, the upper Murray, 
MBTTambidgee, and Darling rivecB, and ii about to be made more generally arailable by 
the introduction of veuels apeclally built in Great Britain for the purpoae, and under 
the snperriiion of Captaini J. Johnstone and King, who hare been for some years 
engaged in the river trade.

4RACE PLAINS [Co. GaviUr) 1* the name given to a tract of good flat *grt- 
eultural and pastoral land, lying In the hundred* of Grace and Dublin, on the N. aldo 
of (lie river Light. It coniists of lightly grassed plains, having occaaionni belts of 
malice scrub, and patches nf pine timber, useful lor building purposes. The township

The anrronnding country is Inken 
npfor pastoral pnrpoies. The dintrict to the S.K of this bill is a scrubby limestone 
table land, mostly covered with thick icrub.and lying from SOO to 1000 feet above sea 
teval. This bill attains an elevation of 1000 feet above tbe level of the sea. 

SKEEMOCK {Co. Light) is a townibip in the hundred of Nnriootpa, and In 
the electoral district of Light, and is a polling place fbr the same district, situated on 
the Greenock creek, 44 miles N.N.K from Adelaide, on the main line of road between 
Freelitig and Blanchetown (river Murray,} and on the main line between Gawler and 
Eapundii. A daily mail runs tram Truro and Angaston, no Greenock, to Freellng.to 
meet the flrst train to and from Adglilde ; and ihree times a week runsa conveyanea 
from Angaston via Nariontpa and Greenock to Freeling, to meet the same train.

KAHH90KF, 35° 3' S. Ut., 138* 57' E. long. {Co. Adtdaide,] is a postal 
township in the electoral district and hundred of OnkaparinKa, and under the control 
of the district councils ut Kchunga and Onkaparinga. It is ailualed on the Hahndotf 
creek, to the E. of the river Onkapnringa, and lies in an agricultural, wheat -producing-, 
and Tine-growing dialrict. There ia a rich silver lead mine, dlicovered about 6 year* 
ago, but not now wi>rked, aUbi>ugh much ore has been raised from it. This mine Ilea 
near the township, 14 m ilea S.E. by E. from Adelaide, and 4 mllei from Ethunga. 
Hahndorf haa a poat and money order offlce, a telegraph offlce, 2 good schools S 
churches, and ae'ernl stores and tradesmen's workshops. There a^e 2 hntela— the 
Oenoan Arms and the Union, nlaoa public pound and an Oddfellowi' lodge (A.I.O F) 
The nearest places are— mount Barker, 4 miles S.R. and GriiotliBl, 2 miles N. W, by N., 
the communication being by RimnfCTell's daily mail roach. With Adelaide, 18 mite* 
H.W., the communication ia along the main E. rood, by Rounsevell's daily mail coach, 
or by carrier's waggon. The surrounding counlry ia hilly, many of the slopes and 
valleys being underonlture.

•everal mile*, and is called " Waterloo plains." The district Is an agricultural one, 
wheat being largely grown. There is a large sheep station (F.H. Dutton's) S mile* K 
of Hamilton, and another smaller (Taybr's) Smiles S.W. of Hamilton. Sevaal 
ot the farmers in the immediate neighbourbood also keep small flocksof sheep. There 
is an old copper mine (Belviderel about fi mile* N.W., situated at the N. end oj 
Peter's Hill, the largest and highest in the range referred to shove. The mine faai 
been closed for some years past. The nearest places are Uiirrabei, 6 miles N., on the 
main road to Kooringa, and AUandale. 7 mile* B.. on the unain road (o Kapunda. The 
commDnicalion Is by meant of Ronnseveirs mail conveyance, running daily between 
Eaipanda and Kooringa, a distance of 90 miles, and that with Adelaide, GO mile* 
S.W, by mail conveyance to Kapenda (10 miles,) thence by rail to Adelaide, 50 miles. 
The hotels are ibe Farmer's home (Mitchell's,) and the Hamilton (Watson's.) N. audB. 
of Hamilton is flat, belogthe level land on each side of the river Light. S. it tg hlglk, 
undulating, and hilly. £. and R. hilly and nndulsLing for 10 or 12 miles, comiOB to 
the Murray scrab, which it generally flat. The population nombere abont SOOpoaona. 
Bamilton has S stores, and large corn store, a blacksmith's and wheelwright's shop, 
saddlers, butchers and bootmakers, carpenten' thopt, a public pound, a regttCrNtion 
i^ce. a post office and money ordet office, and a daily mail to and from AddiddB, 
Eapanga, Kooringa, Harrahel, aed AUandale, There la also a public Mhool-nNiB, 
Bpiscopaliao chorch, Bible Christian chapel; and in connection with tbe echool room 
ft Toung Hen'i Motoal Improrement Mcie^. B. J. Kelly, Esq., J.P. la the rnKtonl 
uailitrBta. 
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ITOM CREEK (Plinderi diHriel) is a imaU creek flaviagm good coqdUT, 

with malga scrub ind srssi, sod lying near the head of the Nealsi river. Stuart, the 
diBcoTerer, deicribeB the country aa conBistlag of flneflati.as fertile ai moit of theiand- 
slane plains to the S. At the upper end of the Blream fine smooth-barked gnm (reea, 
and ipleodid hakeaa, !0 feet In height, witL bark, like cork, are found. 

Also, a creek rising in the N. part of the Flinders range, and flowing tliroogh 
tolerablj good pastoral coantry, about 30 miles S.E, of Blauchevrater, In a N,E. direc- 
tion put mount Hopeleu, Into the S.E. end of lake Gregory. It is joined near mount 
Hopeless by the Macdonnetl creek, and fed by sereral smaller and Qnn%med ooei daring 
it« conne. It subsides into waterboles during summer, 

BAMZLTOK, LAKE (FUnderi dittriet,) is a postal station sitoated on. and 
taking its name from ibe salt lake of that name, and having numerous small salt lakes in 
the neighbourhood, the chief of which areihe Kound lake, B miles N.W., and the Three 
lakes, IS miles N.W. The neighboarhood is in the electoral diatrlcC of Flinders, and !■ 
pnrely pastoral, both sheep and cattle being depastured. The nearest places are Venui 
bay, 65 miles N.W. ; and port Lincoln, 75 miles S. E.; there being communication by 
fortnightly mail cart; and with Adelaide, 293 miles tC.by mail cart to port Lincoln, 
and thence by steamer. The nearest hotel is Syme's, Venus bay. With the exception 
of a range of hills running along the coofit, the country ia generally low and flat, and of 
limestone formation, and fresh water can be had by digging a few feet in the sand. Ths 
population of the lake Hamilton an<^ neighbouring stations numt>ers aboat ISO persona. 

HAMILTON, LAKE, RUN E. (IT. ifufn'r;!,-) lenses, Nos. 1027, 1031 and 107B; 
occupiers, Wilson and Featherttooe; respective araas, 7i, 13, and S3 square miles. This 
ronUes to the B. of lake Hamilton, and is also known as the Eapindee N. run. 

HAMZLTOM, LAKE, Blffl (_W. district;) leases, Nos. 134, 608 and 1018; occa- 
[Jer, Price Maurice; respective areas, 71, 11, and 33 square miles. The head station 
lease. No. 134, hu a grazing capacity of 7800 aheep, or 1 LD per square mile, and i* 
valoed by Qoyder at £93 8b. per annum, deducting improvements valued at £1233. 
On the entire block are S9,00o sheep and 250 horses. This run lies on the W. coMt 
of port Lincoln peninsula, the head station being at the N.W. comer of lake Hamilton, 
TO miles N.N.W. of port Lincoln toirnship. 

HAMTLTOW, MOUNT QFlinderi diitricl,) is a prominent hill tying to the K. of 
Margaret creek, and having same fine fresh water springs near it. One of these springs, 
known as the Blanche cup, is a conical monnd of limestone measuring 250 yards round 
tbe base, and 60 at the top. It rises to a height of 40 feet out of a flat salt pan, the 
cone being covered with a wreath of reeds e or 9 feet long. These conceal a uircolar 
baaio of water about 50 leet in diameter, and 10 or la feet deep, and from this the 
overflowings ot the spring runs out over the face of the rock In strong streama

BEReOTTS SPRINGS, 23° 35' S. Ut., 138° 10' E. long, {Fiinden dUtrkl.) it 
the name of a natural spring oa a creek koovn by tbe ganie name, and a few mile* S. 
of mount AttrauiioD. The creek riaea in tbeE. alope of a hill known uthe Dome, and 
flowi N.E. iulo the Frome rircr, near mount Attraction. Near theae springs some 
large foasil bonea were discoTered by Mr.Burt, which were atterwards pronouaced b; Pro- 
fessor Owen to belong to the Diptrodon Auatralia.a gigantic extinct manupial animaL 

HtOHSKCOKBE (Co. Adelaide) ia an extensive vineyard, the property and 
naidence of the hon, G. M. IVaCerbouae, and is situated on an elerated position, 
OTerlooking Rope valley and tbe reservoir of the waterworka. It ii a delightful ride 
from Adelaide, and is a resort for pleasure seekera, as affordiug a delightful view of 
the city and of a tract of flat land, dotted with patehea of cultivation and farm home- 
•teadi. It lies on the range dividing the head waters of the Torrens and Para rivar^ 
tuid has about HOD acres of land fenced in. of which 100 acres arc laid out as vineyarda, 
orchards, and gardens. The varieties of grapes planted are the Verdeilho, Riesling, 
and the Stein, from which the celebrated white Ulgherconibe wine is made, and the 
Shiraz, Carbonet, and Madeira, which yield the red Highercombe. The wine ia 4ll 
manufactured and bottled oo the premisea, the wine-houae being immediately adjacent, 
and having 3 coaks capable of containing lOOOgalloni. There is a Sne orchard, growing 
apples, oranges, pears, cherries, apricots, ptama, walnuti, chestnuts, filbert*, and 
barcelonst, and an apiary, to which great care ia devoted. 

KtOKEKCOBIBE [Go. Adelaide] is a district coancil in the electoral district id 
Gumeracks. It is under the control of a chairman, tbe present one being Mr. 
J. Q. CouUs, of Athelston, and 4 cotinclUora. The receipta and expenditure in tills 
district council fbr 1865 were aa follow:— Asaesament, £43311 IGa.—rate, la. in the 
pound; rates collected, £311 Os, 6d.; total receipts, £6SS 9s.i office expenses and 
salaries, £40 6a. ; expended on public works, £50S 6s. 7d. The popalation numben

elevation of 1 500 feet above sea level, and U a prommeiit landmark fbom the gull The 
nuTonnding country Is very icnibby. 

HII& RIVEa RUN (Co. Slimlty;-) lease No. 133; occupier, the hon. H. ATeni 
area, 5U square mlleSi grazing capability, 15,000 sheep, or 300 per square mile; old 
reolal, £133 6s Sd; Goyder'a valuation, ^1400 per annum, ezcludiog improvemaot^ 
valued at £475. The head atation lies 3 miles E. of the Clare run, and 30 miles 
N.N.E. of the township of Clare, on the UiU and Broughtoo rivera, and the run U well 
giatsed, except a few patches of spinifez. 

HmSMAAlK (Oo. Adelaide) Is a postal township and railway station in the 
electoral district of W, Torrens, hundred of Adelaide, and under the control of the 
HindQiLrsh district counciL It is situated on the river Torrcoa, in an agricultural 
district, where wheat and hay are grown to a considerable extent. It may be considered 
aa auburban to Adelaide, lying 2 miles N. Vf. on the road and railway to port Adelaide. 
Tbe nearest places are Bowden and Brompton, two viilagea separated from UiadiQK^ 
by the port road, and Carrondowo and Croydon lying respectively to the N. and N.W. 
The lueant of communication with Adelaide are by railway and by carders' draf 
kloDg tbe port road, that road being, however, very moch oat of repair, and a' 
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iinp«M*ble in wet we&tber. HindmanhbMapoitand moaeyorder offlce,a mechaaici' 
iDEtitnte, a public pound, t, Tolunteer rifle corps, and tui OddfellowB' lodge, 4 brickjardi 
(SheariDg'a S, Muggridge's, and Sutton'a,) a Bteani flour mill (Uagarey and Co's.,) s 
brewerj (Cnirford'a,) 2 tanoeriea (Uench's and Paacoe'*,) and 2 fcllmongering and 
wool-wuhing eatabliahmentj (Taylor'a and Peacock'a.)

HnrSKAXSK COUNTY lies on tbe S. part of tbe K coast of the golf of St. 
Vincent, which bounds it on its W. side. It is bounded on the N. bj the connij 
Adelaide, an tbe S. by the sea at Sackstaira passage and Kncounter ba;, and on the E. 
bj tbe county Slurt and lake Aleiandriua. It is divided into tbe bnndreds of Stratb- 
■Ibrn, Uacclesfleld, Eondoparinga, Bremer, Alezandrina, Goolwa, Nkangkita, 
Mjponga, Encounter bay, Yankalilla, and Waitpinga. A large tract of the central 
and S. portions of this county are nnsTailable, except as aflbrding scanty pasturage 
for aheep and cattle, from ita monnCainoaa and scrubby character, but more than half 
of It is pnrchaaed land, and of that abont a third is under cultivation. The chief 
towoB are Rapid bay, YankalillB, Strath albyn, mount Barker, Maccleafletd, port 
Elliott, Victor harbour, Goolwo, Myponga, and Mitaag. This county also includes 
the Hindmanh island in the W. part of lake Alexandnna. The principal atreama are 
tbe Goolwa, or lower part of the Murray, Currency creek, and Finnisa rirer, and 
nnmerona amall atreama. The W. part of tbe county in tbe neighbottrhoud ol Kapid 
bay is rich in minerals, there being aereral ailver l^d minea in Ibe neighbourhood. 
The traveller leaving Willunga by tbe mail route for the S. mounts at once a mighty 
hill , whence be can look back upon a great apace of St. Vincent's gulf, and quickly 
passing fh)m well-timbered fenced land, enters the sandy scrub which forms tbe great 
barrier between Adelaide and tbe S. coaat.' For aome SO miles tbe road rnna through 
country as yet untried, and only remarkable for the rariety and beauty of tbe delicate 
wild flowers, which in this country aeem especially to love auch barren spola. The 
view here is rot eztenaive, owing to the hilla, rising here and there to considerabte 
height and tenanted only by a few cattle run wild. Nowhere is there any trace of 
cultivation, except where tbe wreck of aome wooden farm buildings bear wiineas (o an 
attempt to utilise a small spot aronnd a permanent waterhole. Here, we are told, a 
market garden once eiiated, whence pntatoea and other vegetables were sent even to 
Adelaide, while SB yet gardens on the hilla were few— now nothing will pay Its carriage. 
Advancing coastward, a laat hill brings the traveller to a commanding euminit, whence 
a Tiew of the great bay of the 8. , called Encounter bay. is opened up. There is yet a 
deep descent, and the timber ia again large, and fences run on each aide of the road. 
Tie sea beach ahows a line of shining aand, with (especially towards tbe Murray for 
miles} the eternal aurf rolling in, line upon line. The Murray and lakes are well- 
defined to the eye in clear weather, and tbe low atretchof sand which dama intbeCoorong 
fades in tbe diatance from tbe sight. Bold and aharp in outline, Rosetta head, a most 
striking object on any coast, boncda the view on the right ; eastward from this lies 
Granite iiland, sheltering Victor harboar, while a few rocks at aome distance from 
land alone break the soriace of the sea, level hence to the ntmost horizon. The coast 
of Encounter bay ia specially striking from combining tbe picluresqueness of an iraa- 
bound coaat with long aweepa of hard level aand. From the Bins' to the Murray 
month a horseman may travel with ease and comfort, except where the rocks, near 
port Elliott, fbrm three or four Email inlets, where the sea breaks with great violenc* 
even in tbe very calmest weather. There is also at Middletan, 3 miles E. from 
port Elliott, a unall cluster of rocks, near which abundance of floe thonok 
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cmallith thelli of gre&t Tkriet; are found ; >t Umet there are mo«t exIeasiTe banki 
of beautiftil fcindB of 'leBweed, wbich dlMppetr t» aaddenly u they come, lie 
Inman and Bindmarah riTera enter the aea a. abort distance W. and B. of port 
Victor, reipectiTely; both are bridged now, though, except in winter, they are eaailf 
fordable at their moutba. The aeaboard of the Encouoter bay diatrict coaaiats of a 
more or leaa undubiting plain, increaaing Id width from Roietta bead, where the hill« 
approach the coast, aa it goea eastward. Not much of this plain ia good land, moat of 
it, aa the country round Qoolwa, being aandy acmb; Water is acarcej at port Elliott 
a TO feet well touched hut salt water, and the township ia aupplied by pipea carried 
from Waterport, a bqibU patch of black swampy land about balf-a-mlle from the coaat. 
Inman lalley runa tawarda Yankalllla on tbe W., and in that part of it wbich may be 
considered to belong geographically to the Encounter bay diatric^ is either black 
undrained BlIOTial soil, or barren sand. Hindmarah valley contain) aome good patdiea 
of arable and pasture land, but only patches, the rest being very poor. The great flr^ 
■ome years ago, ruined or crippled moat of the early settlera. A. few milea up tbe 
valley the river aasumea the form of a roclc-atrewn atream. flowing between high hUlf, 
dense with verdure, and, if traced to the limits of this glen, ia found to fall in a thin 
thread over a shelf or two of perpendicular rock into a natural hasia of some aize, tbs 
water in which ia in aummer a« clear as crystal. Tbe golliea of tbe port Elliott billa 
are farmed with as much ancceas as the eibauatory system allows of, prodncing averaga 
cropa. At Sonthcote, 2 miles on the Adelaide road, the residence of S. F. lAurie. £aq., 
8.M., there ia a vineyard of 8 acrea, and an excellent orchard and orangery. The soil 
being very dry, the wine produced ia of auperior quality, though less in quantity than 
where the vine roots can touch water. Gums, wattle, and cherry, grow as elaewbeie, 
and near the aea the abeoak, which once covered the coaat plain, wherever the soil wia 
not to poor to grow it. A ahrub called the Ooolwa currant produces a fruit wbich is 
In seoBoa in September, and makea very good jam; as, however, tbe natirea always 
root ap thai cshes to shake off tbe fruit, it will probably disappear soon. Tbe mesem- 
bryanthemum grows upon the granite rocks immediately over the sea. The bills ate 
composed of blueish gneisa and granite, while tbe plains have a crust of limestone 
embedded in marl, under the thin covering of soil or aand from which it cropa out 
perpetually. This crust at port Elliott Is aome S feet thick, under which ia the 
common clay. The rocks which overhang the aca are granite. Eangaiooa are plentilnl 
ia the Waiipinga diatrict W. of port Victor, at Currency creek and in the Finniaa 
scrub. OpoBsama are numerous and very destructive. The dasyure (misnamed the 
wild cat) is common. J'he wild dog has been Been lately near Currency creek. Aquatic 
birds are to be seen in hundreds of thouaanda upon the lakes near Goolwa; awana, 
geeee, ducks, teal, native companions, cranes, &c The aacred ibia, a beautiful white 
bird with red akin, is occaaionally aeen. Cockatoos, parrots, ha,, aie common hera aa 
elsewhere, and a largo flock of magpies baa colonised port Elliott ai sparrows haunt 
London street*. The shell parrot, so common north of Willungo, has never been seen 
here. The whale once was found in numbers on this coast, but after keeping up a 
thriving flsliery for years, deserted its old haunts, and is Dow rarely caught. A whale 
or two vif Lta Kocounter bay each aeasoa and templa a motley crew to give chaaa, but 
it is not often that a prize is made. Fiah in general are very plentiful, and a good manf 
crayGah are found near Victor harbour. Fine apecimena of tbe hippocampua are often 
cast up on ilie Middleton beach. We have seen one a foot long, and very beautifijl* 
marked. The climate of tbe S. is much more healthy than that of the Adel^de 
plaina, nay, men who have travelled esteem it the most favourable of any in Auntralia. 
Hot winda are not so frequent aa io Adelaide, nor do they last so long, and in the alQI 
days of summer the aea-breeze seldom fails to blow in the evening. Many people who 
who have been unable to rear children elaewbere, have found their families most healthy 
here, and there ia every prospect of this becoming ultimaiely tbe chief refuge for the 
delicate or couvalescent. At Goolwa there ia a land'breeze and aea-breeze daily in 
aummer, ao that a boat can sail to tbe Murray mouth and back with a fair wind each 
way. The area of this county ia 1032 square miles, or 660,480 acres, of which 323,386 
acrea are purchased land, 191,179 acres are held by freeholdera, 349,897 acrea aie 
enclosed, and 72,333 acres are under cultivation, leaving 177, S64 acrea enclosed bat 
not cultivated. The live stock numbers 7421 horses, I4,GS7 homed cattle, 101,839 
■beep, 317 goata, 80B6 pigs, and 3S.I67 bead of poaltry. Of tbe land under culUvadoa 
49,987 acres are under wheat, ISID acrea under Wley, S23 acrea under oats, 10,031 
acres under bay, 1105 acres under green forage, 215 acrea under peas, and 3G7 >cre> 
UDder other cropi, 7191 acrea are fallow, aod 47B acrei nndei potatoaa. Thwa an 350 
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aerea of orchftrds, 417 acres of gardetii, and 609 acret of Tinerardi, the latter luring 
4l3,45fl Tines In bearing, and S6S,B3S Tinea not in bearing. The cropa for the jtat 
ending March 31«t, 1866, irere 940,369 bushels wheat, 16,063 bntbels barley, 5990 
bushels oats, 10,013 tons hay, 910 tons poUtoei, 60,815 gBlloua wine, and 16S2 cvt. 
grapes. The population numbers 13,9S0 persons, against ia,S03 in IS61, being an 
increase o( 147S persons. Tbe number of dwelUng-hootei ia 2709 f^ainst 3943 la that 
Tear, being an increase of 163 houses, 

BXKSMAJtaS ISLAND (Co. Eisdmartli) is a large flat and iwampy Uland, 
Ijing in the S.W. corner ot lake Alezandiino, and separated torn the main land bj 
theuoolira or lower Murray rirer. The lea mouth of the Mnrra; lies to tbe S.ij. of 
this island, and is connected with the lake by three passages, known as the Goolwa, 
Uolmea'screefc,and the Boundary creek. Mondoo island lies to tbe 5. E. of Hindmarali 
island, being separated by Holmes's creek. On this island a brittle Inflammable sab- 
stance, resembling resin in appearance, was found same time ago by Mr. J. Bankio e in 
considerable quantities. It bnrns slawlj, with a clear Same, andgiTeeoutabitumtaons 
smell. This diacoTery points out that ere long petroleum wella may be worked in 
tbat part of the colony. 

HI1inW*"»" BTVElt (Co. Sindmarih) is a stream riaing in the hilly oonDtrj 
to tbe N. of Encounter bay, and flowing S.E. into tbe sea at Yiclor harbour. 

KnMSOirfl HILL [Plinderi dulncl) U tbe name given to a peak in tbe main 
or Slinders range, lying on the main N. road tMtween Angipena and Yudanamntana, 
and at tbe head of the Illinawnrtina creek. 

B0S BAT {Kangaroo uland) is the Dame given to a postal station situated on 
the Kf. coast of the E. peninsula of Kangaroo island. It lies 10 milea to the E. of tbe 
American river, and ia in a pastoral (cattle and sheep) country, 6 milea distant from the 
CnttteOah eilver mines (prospecting,) and TO miles by sea from AdeUide. Tbe country 
ishilly, and the soil cocaistsof alternating patches of black alluvial, with outcropping 
Modstone rocks, and barren yellow clay, intersperaed with dwarf casuarina covered 
awaoipt. The populaljoo ia amati and scattered. 

aoa BAT {Kaw/aroo itUmi£) ia a small boat barlwur lying on the N.B. coast of 
tbe island, 6} miles N.W. of cape CoutM. Tbe coast is bold, and trends W. tS. forS 
milea to Kangaroo head. 

ROO BAT-RIVES RUN {Kangaroo i*land;) lease No. B09; occnpier, R. Taplc^; 
area, 23 square miles; rental, ^i I per annnm. The post town is Hog bay. 

K0« BAT RUN iSangano iiland;) leases, Nos. 942 and 1064, occupier, 
W. Walker; toUlarea, II mUes; rental, £10per annum. Next post town. Hog bay. 

BnKSrAST BAT. or boak {Co. Adelaide.) ia a bight in the E. coaat of 
St. Yincenl'a gulf, lying to the S. of the entrance to port Adelaide, and about 33 milet 
N.N.E. from Cape Jervis. Tbe anchorage is off the town of Glenelg, and about 1} milea 
from tbe sliore, In 9 or 6 &thams clay, with the light or Sag-atuS in one, with monnt 
Lofty bearing E, by N. S.W. galea cause a very heavy sea in this roadstead, but a» 
the holding ground is good, ships may ride la perfect aafety, if provided with good 
anchors and cables. Coaatera may approach the end of tbe jetty closely, but care 
should be taken to avoid a shoal patch or an oyster iiank, tying about a mile to the 
S. of tbe townahlp. There is a green fixed ligbt, 29 feet high, on the end of the jetty, 
at Qleneig, In this bay, which may be aeen at a diatnnce of 6 miles. It lies in 34° 98' 
%. latL, or about IS miles S. by E. 1 K of the port Adelaide lightship. The holding 
groiudisclayof great consistency, and as the water shoata very gradually, a vessel 
moat drag her an^ornp hill for 2 milet Iwfore (be can auataln damage. About tha 
middle of the bay lie* an inlet or boat barbonr, oa which ia built ^ township of 
Glenelg. 

KOLLO WZLXITA {Ftvuden dittricl) Is the postal name of the centre of a targe 

Ktoral district, lying in the electoral dlatrict of Flinders. The postofflce Is at the 
ttawarmrngalla station on tbe Siccus river, about 13 miles from ita soarce. On tbe 
W, side of the mn Is a very uneven range of hilla, mnning N.E. and S.W., In which' 
range the Siccus river riaes. 6 milea to tbe E. of the station is the Wildamlnga creek, 
a luge gam creek, nearly always dry. The diatrict is solely a pastoral one, consisting 
of a f%w sheep runs ; it has, however, suffered very seTerely from tbe late dronght^ 
wUcb ha« alnutt lustooked It. A copper mine was opened in the district some jem 
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■go, but the ore wat not fbond to be of mfiideDtlj (rood qoalitj to pa^ for working. 
The nesreBt towoihlpa are Black Jack, 45 miles W. ; Port Aaguita (the neoreat port 
and polliDg-pkce,) 9S miles S.W. ; and mount Kemaikable (Melrose,] the nearest local 
cooTt, 90 miles S.W. by S. There are at present no meani of commaoication with 
these places except by horse or dray, the paisenger conrerancea haTiog been taken off 
tiie road In consequence of the droaght, bnt it is anticipated they will be remimed 
whenever the state of the conntr; will permit. With Adelaide, 27U mile* S., the com- 
mnnication is from Black Jack, by HounBevell's mail carta. There ia a post office at 
Eollowelcna. and also a depOt for anpplying the aboriginal inhabitanta with the neces- 
saries of life during aevere seaaona. The earrounding district is, to the W. rery rongh 
hilly apinifez country, and to the E. laltbuab plaina (at preaent dried np) witb tntKh 
mallee scrub. This part of the country haa aufiered much from the influence of the 
late drought — one of the moat acTcre ever known in the colony — all regetable matter 
fit for the Bustenance of animsl life haTing disappeared. It is, howeier, hoped that ere 
tbja the heavy raioe which have fallen in almost all other parts of the country will haye 
reached thia diatrict. The population Is amaU and scattered, that at Mat ta warm oigalla 
consisting of 1 white persona and 1 aborigines. 

HOULOWXX.EH& RUN (N. district :) lenaes, Not. 318, 343, 419, 439, and 
537; occupier, J. Warwick ; total area, 189 aquare miles i grazing capability, 12,000 
sbeep and 100 bead of cattle. This run lies C miles N. ot the Siccus river, the nest 
post-office being at M attawanumgalla, better known by the postal name of Holtowelena. 
The shipping port ia port Augusta, distant 100 milea, the coramuiilcation being by 
bollock teams, 

ROIdKEB' CBEEE (Co. EindmaTih) is the name of a channel of tbe lower 
Murray, running between Hindmarsh island to the W. and Mnndoo ialaod to tbe E. 
It is sballov, and much impeded with sand banks and palcbea of mangrove swamp. 

■OULOTS'l RDN (W. dutriet ;) lease. No. 146 ; occupier, B. J. H. Holrcnd ; 
area, 14 square mites ; grazing capacity, 1650 iheep, or 1 18 per square mile ; Qoyder's 
Tolnation, £43 per annom, deducting improvement* valued at £85. Tblt run lies 13 
miles W. by N. of port Lincoln, and 415 miles from Adelaide bj overland road. 

KOOKmA {Plindert dittrict N.) la the name of a amall roadside township on 
the BookioB creek, and on the road from Port Augusta to Blinman. It lia» 94 mile* 
N.W. of the township of Kstiyaka, and haa I hotel — the Hookina inn— and a small 
paatoral population. There la a public pound at this place. 

HOOKHIA run {N. diitrict.) See Sleep's Ran. 

BOPr BANE, 3S° 30' S. lat., 139° 10* K long. (FlituUridulrict,) is a detactied hill 
lying in the pastoral district of Eastern plains. 

BOPE BANK STATION {N.E. dittricl.) lease, No. 946; occupier, W. Cocknun; 
area, 67 square milea; rent, i£33 lOs. per annnm, Thia station lies to the N. of Nakan 
hill, to the N. ot Kooringa. 

ROPE DOWNS IHindtT) diatriel) it a tract of tolerably good paatoral comitt; 
lying on the N.W . side uf Streaky bay. 

BOPE DOWNS RUN()f'. liufritf;) leases, Nos. HOB, 1111, and 1154; occa[Her, 
H. A. Crawford; total area, 6B aqnore mile*. This mn oocnpiei B stations, and lies E. 
and N.E. of Paria, and from 40 to 90 miles E of Streaky bay. The grazing capad^ 
has not yet been properly tested. 

BOPE LAKE, S3° 34' S: lat., 139° 10' E. long. (Flindtri dutrid.) ii the name of 
a fine sheet of ireeh water about 26 miles in circumference, and having an average width 
of about 3 miles, lying in a sparsely grassed flat, lightly timbered with lx>i, and sitiutad 
in the undulating sandy plains almat SSO milea N. of Blinman, and between the Barcoo 
river on the B. and lake Eyre on the W. It ia fed by Cooper's creek, and has a depth 
of 36 feet at the S.E.and !9 feet at the N.W. end in time of flood, and of abont 11 fe«t at 
theS.E. and 6 feet attbeN.W. end iutimeof drought. The water remains ft'Oah for ovec 
S years atler flood, and (ben becomes ttrackiah from the quantity of soda contained in 
the bed and surrounding country. It contains an abundance of fish, 4 kinds of which 
are known to exist in its waters. The native name of lake ilope isPando-Penunnit^W 
big lake. To the N.W. ofthe lake and 14 miles distant lies lakeFapperdaar,orApperdaar, 
and at the month of Cooper's creek, where it debouches into lake Hope, Is tbe lain 
Bope station and post oBUx. When the lake was flrst settled in 166S the native* were 
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rery nuinertiua upon iu banks, u many m 600 or TOO baTiag been teen there, bnt latelj 
tbey bare aetUed about 50 mQea W., frequenting tbs lake, bowerer, for the fl<h in it* 
wBten and Iheroota and leedaoDita ahorei, npon irbicb they aubiiit. The ■uiroandioK 
conntrj consiit of suid-hllli mnning nearly N. and S., with polygonum flats of about 
400 yatda In width lyin^ between them. Tbeae lAnd-hilla extend to the S.W. about 
SO miles u tbr as lake Torrena, to tbe N.E. to Cooper's creek, to the W. 60 miles to 
Eoiritt's depot, and to the N. tor an unknown distance. On some of them are foand a 
plant with a beantifbl flower roaembling the pink oxalis, and called by the natirea 
"Parakilya." There areantnerou* sduII kangaroo mice, aomewbat resembling jerboas, 
ationnding in the locality. 

BOFE, LAKE, STATION (f7iR(£n-icfutru^)iaac&ttle station and thepost office 
for the surrounding district, situated in tbe electoral district of Flinders, and on tbe 
N.W. end of lake Hope, near the point where Cooper's creek flows into the lake. It 
lies S5U miles N. of Blinmao, the mail being carried OQ horseback to that place. With 
Adelaide the communication ia by hone to Blinman, and thence by Bounaevell's mail 
coMCh. The nearest hotel is the Blinman. The aarronnding country consists of rolling 
Band-hills with intermediate grassy and clorer coTered flats, %ht]y timbered with bos 
and polygonum scrub. 

The lake Hope ma leftae, No. 1090, it occupied by the hon. T. Elder, and has an 
area of ) 8S aqtiare miles, paying a rental of £93 per annum. 

BOFEZ.ESS, MOUNT, 33° W S. lat., 139° 4S' E. long, (FlinJtrt diitrict,) Is a 
solitary hill, lying a few miles to the S.E. of Blanchewater. This hill is peaked, and 
to it E;re steered his way in 1840, throngii 35 mitea of arid country. The view from 
its summit so sickened him of the sorrounding country that he gare it the name It 
bears, and retraced bii steps to mount Arden, where he had left most of his party. The 
geological formation is aUte and metamorpblc achiat. 

ROPE, MOUNT, 34° 10' 8. lat., 136° 35' E. long. (P(i"niin-« diatriet W^) is the name 
given to a prominent hill on a low range lying to the £. of Hall's bay, and to the N.B. 
of tbe entrsDce to Cofflo's bay, the peak forming a landniark to the naTlgatioo of both. 
It lies in pastoral couolry, at the back ot which is the rast waste of scrubby desert 
known as Eyre's peninsula, conaistiog of aaady and limestone plaina, with hanlly any 
grua, and destitute of permanent water. 

HOPE'S PLAINS [Flindert district) Is the name given to a vast tract of country 
lying oo the N.E. corner of the colony, and consisting of sandy, slouy, and occasionally 
graasy and aaltbush plaina. Ta the S. of these plains lie sevml salt lagoons, aod toe 
country to the W. is known as Sturt's stony desert. 

HOPE'S RUN {Co, Victoria;') lease, No. 58; occapler, 3. Hope; area, 95 square 
miles; grating capability, 19,500 sheep, or 205 per square mile; old rent and assessment. 
£197 18s. 4d.| Hr. Goyder's valuation, £1140, excluding improvements valued at 
£176a This run lies 4S miles N. of port Wakefletd, the shipping port, and on the 
Bronghton river atvd Kocky creek, 80 miles N.W. of Qare. It contains well-grassed 
Und, with nndulating, scrubby, and spin ifex- covered hUla. There are IT wells on tbe 
run, and 3 small dams, and good roada to port Wakefield and Clare. 

HOPE VALLEY {Oo. Addaidt) la a poatal village io tbe electoral district and 
hnndrcd of Yatala, and under the control uf the district coUDcil of Tatala. It ii 
dtualed on tbe Dry creek branch, about a mile distant from Anstey's hitls. The 
district is an agricultural oee. the principal articles of produce being wheat, barley, 
and OHts. Hope valley lies 9 miles N. of Adelaide, the next township being Highbury. 
The communication is by horse and dray, or private conveyance. Hope valley has a 
post offlce, and one hotel — the Bremer. The country is hilly, with good agricultural 
fl«ta. The population numbers aboat 30 persoDB, mostly engaged in wood-«atUng and 
farming. 

H0PXZW8 ISL£ {Co. FlmierM.) See Thoskt Fawaqe. 

ROHBOOK'B MOUNT (Co. Stanlq/) Is a peak in the Wakc^eld ranges, lying 
ftbont Smiles E. of the township of Fenwortbam. 

KOKaOOE'8 PASS ICo. Stanlty) Is an opening in the Horrock's range, on the 
S. load ft'om Stirling and Fort Auguita. The formation Is of thick-bedded sandstone 
and siliceous freestone, with soft aluminous stone nnderlaying iL An attempt was 
made some time ago to sink for coal at this place, but noneof tbe strata eiarDJnedby 
Hr. Belwyn, the TIctorian geologist, bore the B%hteBt reaemblaoce to carbonUerons 
tocki. 
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BOKSX8BOX (Co.Addaide) ii a name given to thetairniMp of Nou-longs, 
ftom Ibe &ct of iu being titiuted on a bend of the Onkaparinga ilrer, which bwd 
Bomewhat reaemblea a honethoe. See Noixlunoa. 

■OMtESHOE (Flindtn dittriet N.") it the name fbrmerl/ appUed to the rut 
tosct of cauntr> lying to the N.E. of lake Torren*. It irai m called becatue that lake 
was at one time Buppowd to extend in ■ temicircular form, fbom the hiad of Spencer'a 
gulf to the 8. end of lake Blanche, encloBing an immeme sandy deeeit which recelTed 
that name. 

BORSESBOi: CRESK {Plindtri dUtrict) it the name given by Babbage to a. 
■mall tributary at Chambers' creek, having leveial saltwater holes in its coarse. 

BOKBBAK, postal name Totmu-'s Creek, {Co. Light.) is a postal township hi 
the electoral district of the Burra, and hundred of Waterloo. It is sitoated on TothiU'i 
creek, and near the foot of the Tolhill's range of hillH. The district la an afnicultanl 
one, wheat being the principal article of produoe. The nearest places are Manabel, 5 
miles S.W., on the main line of road to Adelaide; Apoinga, 10 miles N.; andSte^ton, 
6 mile* N.W. The communication with Marrabel and Apoinga Is by Bounsevell'a dwly 
mail coach, and with Bteeiton by borae or dray only. With Adelaide, 68 miles 3, W. 
tbe communication is by Kounaeveiri daily mail roach to Kapunda, and thence bj 
rail. Horsham has a post office, atchool, and a Primitive Methodist chapel; also ooa 
hoteL— the Koyal Oak. Whyle park, the Epglish and Australian patent copper cran- 
pony's central Btation, lies in the neighbourhood, whence coals are conveyed by hora»- 
wsggous to the Burra mines, and tbe Burra copper to Kapunda. The surroiuding 
country is undulating and lightly grassed and timbered, and is well adapted for agri- 
cultural pursuits, which are extensively carried on in the neighbourhood. The district 
embracing a radiua of about 8 miles, is generally known as Tothill's creek. The 
population of Horsham numbers about 8U persons. 

ROuaBTOIf {Co. Addaide) Is a postal viUage in the electoral dittriet aod hnD- 
dred of Gumeracka, and under the control of the Utghercombe district cotmciL It ia 
an agricnltnral (wheat growing) district, and lies 4 miles S. of Millbrook, and 2 mileaE. 
of Steveolon) the commanicatiou, as with Adelaide, IS miles S.W., being hjRouiueTdl'a 
line of daily mail coaches. There La an hotel in tbe village (the Travellers' Rest), a Forca- 
tera' court, and a public pound. There are2 small vineyards near this village (Beed's and 
Keedham's), the vinea being very productive. The surrounding country is mountainooa, 
and Iteeatone ahouadi. The population numbers about 200 person*. The geological 
formation is of siliceous and metamorpbic rock, granite snd greenstone dykes inter- 
secting micaceous, euritic, and gneissose rocks, with hard white and brown quartxoie 
rocks, tbe whole having an E. dip of from S0° to 60°. 

KDCTB CREEK (Co. Hitulmarak) ii a small stream flowing put tbe township of 
Uaodergrove. 

HVOH CBEEK {Piind^r* dittrkt) \t a small N. tributary ot the Nealei rirer, 
flowing from the N,W. through a sandy plain with sand-hlUs. It was diseoreied by 
Stnart hi 1859.

strong indications of copper and other minerals, and lying 2 miles N.W. of the town- 
ship of Kersbrook. 

^VMHOOK HILL,33°S'B. lat, isr 25' E long. {Flinderi diitriet,) is tin 
name given to a rugged peak standing on the W. side of Spencer's gulf, near point 
Lowly. It is situated in pastoral country, and forms a landmark both for vessela in 
the gulf and for the surrounding country. 

KVmOOKS RCN [Co. Stanley,) lease, No. 124; occupier, J. ElUs; area 851 
square miles; grazing capacity, 61,500 aheep; old rental and assessment, £491 10s.; 
Goyder's valuation, ^055 per annum, deducting improvements vataedat X484S. This 
ran consists of salt lakes and lagoons, dense scrub, with mallee, pine and buaboi, 
graaty plains and saltbush, well grassed spurs and hills, with oaks and wattle 
on the Broughton river.

MUT HOTEL (Co. Burra) ii a roadaide hotel on the main road fhm Eooringa to 
Eapufida, and lying 2 milei from Stony gap. 

aUT RIVER {Co. Slanlig) li a fine itream rising near SereD-hill, and flowing 
abont 20 miles in a general N. direction past the township of Clare, and through good 
pwtoral country into the Broughton riv^r, on Iti S. side. 

HTV&MRUN iS.E. dUtrict;) lease, No. IGG; occupier, Hr. A. Smith; arcs, 
63 aqoare miles; grazing capacity, 16,000 sheep, or 235 per square mile; Goyder's 
Talnatioo, £i72 p«r annum, deducting improrements rnlued at £i890. This run Uei 
aaomiles S.3.E. of Adelaide, and es miles E.X.E. of Eobe (Ouichen bay,) where the 
wool ia shipped. On this run, and on the parchaLed land round the head station, are 
20,000 she«p, I?0 head of cattle, and 30 horses. 

nXAPXMXPA. STATION (iV. dMrict) is a portion of the Jlitcbelili run, h^ 
nnder a sepaiate Icaae by J. Williams. See Hiicreliu Rch. 

ILLirsiOn PLAINS (_FUndert dittricl) is the name given to a large tract of 
flat country lying on tlie Frome river, and to the S.E.of lake Eyre. It was explored 
by Parry in IBiS, and was found to consist of poor country, with large patches of 
pebbles imbedded io sand, bat at times these were replaced by clay plains, rent and 
Sasuced if dry, and baggy if retaining moisture. 

nraiEWOOB iCo. Adtlaide) is a amall Tillage on tbe Para river, lying 31 
miles from Sterenton. It has a scattered agricultural population, and 1 hotel— Ui« 
luglewood . 

mSKKAJf (Oa.Oamler) la a N.W. hundred of the county, containing a 
small quantity of purcbated land on its N. aide, tbe S. bank of the Wakefield river. 
The area of this hundred, including those of the hundreds of Balaklara and DaUray, 
ia 204,800 acres, the cultivated land being 1433 acres. Tbe population numbers 253 



[ RIVER {Co. Hindnanh) is a stream rising in the Tankalilla range, and 
flowiag in an E. direction tiuangh Inman valley, into the sea at Encounter bay, to the 
8. W. of Victor harbour. 

nnCUr VALLET [Oo. Hindmanh) is the name given to a tract of good 
a^cultural land lying lo the N. of Victor liarbaur, near Bald hill, and inhabited t^ » 
number of amall farmers, chiefly engaged tu the cultivation of wheat. The Imuait 
river flows through the valley. 

XVMA.N VALLEY (,Co. Hiadmanh) is a postal vUlage In the electoral dittrict 
and hundred of Encounter bay, and nnder the control of the Encounter bay and 
Yankalilla district councila. The upper part of Inman valley ia situated on the Kiion 
river, and the lower on Che Inman river. The district is an agricultural one, wheat 
and oats, chie9y the fbrmer, being cultivated. The nearest places are Encounter bay, 
12n^e«E.; YaokaliUa, S mile* W. i and Myponga, 10 miles N.; there being no pnbllo 
moan* of conveyance Co those places. With Adelaide, 58 miles N.N.W., the commnni- 
c*Uon is from YankalUla by Bounsevell'a coach, and the nearest hotel is at Yaokalilla. 
Ininaii valley baa a post office, a Congregational chapel, and a common achooL The 
reaiileDt magistrate is F. A. Lindsay, Esq., J. P. The surrounding connlry is elevated, 
and nearly surrounded by a chain of high hills. The population numbers aboot 
360 persons. Fur a description of the neighbouring country, see HiKDMinaH Counti. 

XMYEKBRAOHBB {Co. Adtlaide) U a amall village lying on the S.W. of tbe 
pleasant suburb of Woodslde. It has a Scotch kirk and a manse, the residence of Um 
pastor, the Rev. J. HcBesn. The population Is scattered, and Is chiefly engaged in 
stgikultmal and gardening pnnniti. There ii » public pound In tbe viUi^ 
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lllandg ]j'iag off the S.E. head otAniioua bay, od the W. part o 
c*lled bj Flinders, from the InvatigaUn- having anchored to the N. of it in 1803. It 
comprises Flindeia iilaod. Topgallant isle* (3,) Ward lilandt (2,) Fearaon Islands (6,) 
and Waldegrave islands (2.) 

nTTESTXO&TOK STBAIT {Plindrra dutriet,) formed hy Kangaroo ialand with 
the ftouthern part of Yorke's penininla, is upwards of 17 leagues inleoglb, and averages 
about 23 miles in breadth, with the exception of Altborpe isles, and a shoal flat that 
extends 4 or G miles off a veiy low poinc to the westward of Troubridge hill. This stisit 
Is trte fl'om dangers, and of ao ample depth of water. "From 45 fathoms in the middle 
of the western entrance, the depth diminishes qiiickir to 25, then more slowly to 20 ; 
after which it is Irregular between IS and SO fathoms, as far as tbe mouth of the gnlf 
ot St. Vincent. Of the two sides, that of Kangaroo island is much tbe deepest, bat 
there Is no danger in any part to prevent a ship passing through the straits with perfect 
confidence. The bottom is mostly broken shells, mixed with sand, gravel, or coral, and 
appears t« hold well" Since Capt. Flinders wrote thus, the safe navigation of the 
Btiaits has heen much facilitated, by the establish meat of lights on cape Uonia and od 
Troabridge efaoals. Between capeBordaontheN.W. extreme of Kangaroo island, ftod 
point Marsden on the N.E., the land presents no remarkable features, and the chart 
will afford a much better knowledge of it than any written Uescription. There appears 
to be from IE to 19 fathoms water within a moderate distance from the shore. A reef 
extends about a mile to tbe north ward of cape D'Estaing, the neighhourhood of which 
should be avoided, as the soundings near It give no warning. Near capes C^sini and 
Button, tbe chart also shows rocks extending but a short distance from the shore. With 
these exceptions, the north side of Kangaroo island appears to he free from danger. 
This strait is so called after the ship in which Flinders performed his voyage of dis- 
covery on the S. coast. 



t {Co. Ad^aide] is a small residential village, suburban to North 
Adelaide, and tying on tbe E. slope of the hilt on which that township is bnilt. It 
consists chiefly of the dwellings of labouring men and their families. The Tortcos 
river flows to the S. of the village, and la crossed to tlje S.K. hy the Company's bridge, 
near a flour mill (Stevens's) known as the Company's mill. 

ZROH PEAK RV^ (.N.E. dittrict;) leases Nos. 673 and 67 G,- occupiers, J. T. and 
B. Srowne ; areas, 60 square miles and 98 square miles respectively ; total ren^ 
£79 per annum. This tun lies round a hill called by the same name in the B. plains, 
the next post town being Kooringa, to the S.W. 



I LAKE ^Fliadtrt dUtrict) Is B large salt lake, lying to the E. of lake 
Oairdner, and probably connected with that lake in flood time. Mr. Babbage com- 
puted the area of this sheet of water at 4S0 square miles, and it is probable that in 
times of heavy floods this and others of the neighbouring lakes are united, fnroiing one 
vast inland sea, whilst in periods of drought they shrink into mere oozy swampe. 
The losses recently sustained by sheep-fermers who have planted Blalioos there show 
how dangerous it is to depend upon them in dry seasona The N. part of this lake is 
called Ked lake, and the S. part lake UcFarlane. 

ISOLATED EThh (Flinders dittrict) is a remarkably solitary bill, lying 1 2 mila 
S.E. of Blanchewater, and 20 miles S. of mount Hopeless. This hill is described br 
Babhage as being 7S0 feet high, and being in the midst of wellgrassed plaina, with 
numerous springs of good water, and a creek flowing past its loot to the E. 

XTAKKI-XT&XXX RUN (Flindert diitrict;) lease, Ko 99; occupier, E. J. Sicb- 
mao) area, 37 square miles; grazing capacity, 445U sheep, or ISO per square mile; 
Ooyder'a valnation, £77 8s. per annum, deducting improvements valued at £1278.

Thii creek farms the N.E.boundatjt of the coonty 
of Adel^de. 

JACOB'S PLAINS (Co- Stanley) it the name giTca to » tnuit of fine agricultoral 
ludnlating land, Ijing about 3 milei to the W. of SsTen-hill, and watered b; the tribti' 
tartea of the Hatt riTer. The whole of the diitrict it thicldy aettled npoo by a clan of 
iodiutrioDi farmer* who grow large qiuuititiee of whMt in the fertQe allaiial nil ol 
tfatn plaint. 

JAFFA CAPE {Co. AoAe)— (Cafe Bbbnodilu of the lait edition of the Admiralty 
09(ut-«ft(tC).) — In Int. 36° 57' S., and long. 139° 42' E., ii a piece of aand j land, bat rising 
from the beach,to a moderate elevalion, aod well wooded. W. A miles baia the cap« 
lies a small islet, on which a beacon has been erected. Thi«lilet is 300 yards in circum- 
ference and is Tiiible S miles oC There are seTcrsI olher rocky patches in the 
Deighbonrhood. From the cape northwards the land trends to the E.N.E., forming a 
sliallow bay with good anchorage, called Lacepede bay. 

JAGOED MOCNT (Co. Hindiaarih) is a high peak and surrey point in the 
ragged conntry in the E. part of tlie hoodnd of Myponga, and about 6 miles N. W. erf 
Cwency creek township. 

JAHZ, MOUNT, {IP. (iutrfrt,) See Ulibbie Run. 

JXFFCOTT, MOUNT [Ca. Mindmarth.) is a lofty peak and W, spur of the N. 

Srt of the Tan kalilla range, aod lying about 1^ miles S.E!. of the S. putof the Aldiiiga 
y, whence it forms a prominent landmark. 

JEM CBOW'S FLAT [Co. CardtBtU) is a camping place on the mala road ih>m 
WeUingion to Border town, lying 48 miles SE. of the former place. There are wme 
swings at this spot, known as the Heedy, or Forty-eight mile wells. 

JSB.TIS CAPE, 35° 40' S, lat.,13B° 10' B, long. {Co. tf^nrfmariA,) Is a bighbold 
OTojectloD of the main land, forming the E. point of entrance to thegulf of St. Vincent. 
The high land which forms this cape is much intersected by gullies, and project* 
oocadonally in bold chfly extremes; the norlhernraast of which, marked on the chart 
N.W. of High bluEF, is 7 miles N.N.B. from the western extremity of the cape, and 
ronndits N, side forma a bight open to the westward. The S. W., or most projecting 
extremity of this prominent headland, does not present so steep a face Co the sea as in 
other parts of it, but slopes gradually from the hilla, about 2 miles ioland, A ledge of 
rocks runs off the northern part of cape Jeriis, about 12 cables' length. Inside the rocka 
will be found a conrenient little boat harbour. The soundings oS the reef jncrease 
Tery rapidly from 4 to 11 fathoms. This capo is separated from Kangaroo island by 
Backstairs passage. There is a resident m^iscrate in the neighbourhood, F. Bausford, 
Esq., J.F. 

JOAinVA {Co. Robe) is a hnndTed in the B. part of the connty, cootalning but 
little purchased land. The country is pastoral, and is watered by the Mnsquito creek.

There has also been a tramway laid down and latel/ opened for passenger and good* 
'tTaffl<^ bat prindpally for the transport ol ore from the Moonta mines to the port of 
shipment. There being no rirers, creeks, springs, or anj permanent really fresh wat«r 
in tbis portion of the district, it was never considered even aniCable for the proQtable 
depastnrage of ibeep in farmer years, and agriculture wa» never thoagbt of. In 
&ct, the country wag never fit fur auything nntil one of the oHest resident settlen. 
Captain Hughes, discovered that under the valueless surface there were chances of 
great wealth in store for himself and others. He fbund traces of existing copper-beailng 
todea on the beach near his station, and for years tried to follow those traces back into 
the country, but □□successfully, nnlil at length in the year 1860 a shepherd, wbo waa 
a remarkably intelligent mau, discovered copper ore thrown to the surface by the 
wombats in their burrowing under the limestone crust covering the coontry jast onder 
the sabsoiL Upon this discovery rested the future weal of the peninsula, aud it having 
fallen into energetic hands, operations were commeoced forthwitti, and the result haa 

Eved, iotar, highly satiafaccory, inasmuchas now there are in the district some of the 
^at and best paying mines in the world. The first discovery is named the Wallaroo 
mines, comprising several sections of SO acres ea(±,on which are sunk several pumping 
•hafts, and Innnmerable whim, whip, and minor shafts, from all of which inmenae 
qnantitie* of ore are continually being obtaioed. There is one SO-inch cylinder pumping 
euKioe, supplied with steam by three large Cornish tubular boilers. There are alao 
! powerful double-acting horizontal high pressure engines employed in winding, 
crushing, and pumping operationg. In addition, there ar« other itcrge engines arrivinK 
and to be erected as the work of developing the mine progresses. It will be understood 
that all this work is carried on on one immense lode running E. and W. throagh the 
country, and in following its coarse E. will be found the Matta mine, on a low flat. 
This is only second to the former, in consequence of the hitherto confined nature of 
Uie works, which, however, has been improved of late under a public company, who 
have erected a large engine GO-inch cylinder. There has been a large adit or diaiu 
CDuatructed some 3 miles in lengtb, for the better conduct of water away from the 
mines. The next principal mine may be called the New Cornwall, which haa S 
steam engines, one SO-inch cylinder and the other of 35-borse power high preaame, 
besidesaqrtantity of other machinery. In Kadina there is a local and police court 
taouae, a post, money order and telegraph office, and several churches and chi^Mla of 
varicua sects and denominations. The hotels are — the Kadina, White Lion, Wombat 
Uiners' Arms and Exchange. Theonly conveyance booking office Is that of SounaeTtil^ 
Une of daily coaches to Adelaide, at the Exchange hotel. The luh^tants haveoflen- 
ttmu attempted to form themselves Into either a district council or corporate body, but 
have failed hitherto, as the greater portion of the mining community seem opposed to 
•uch a course; The surrounding country it for the most part slightly ondnlatlng, the 
nearest hills or ranges of any consequence beiug the Humotocks, some 30 miles dntant, 
bearing nearly E. The land js exceedingly barren and stn^e, tbe Hirbce being eonred 
with limestone in most parts, and the geological formation <tf the limestone crast ii 
' paaaed In sinking. The shelf or rock is met with at from 6 feet to 6 fiUhom*. gaoeially 
composed of micaceous sandstone, with, in places, dykes of porphyry^ rock, fosailiferoiH 
santbtone, and in some few places granite appears in amall quantities. In some of tbe 
fbsalliferouB stone many carious and complete fossils of ammonites and other shell &A 
have been obtained. In other parts of the conntry hornblende, wavelile, mangmneM^

Another, dated September 4, was aimilar in purport. Since this another branch of 
the lode in the ao-fhthom level had been cut, and the sample of it seemed to be of a 
YOj good cbaracler. 

K&vaAKOLA. (or Eras'i) FLAT (Co. Adtlaidt) U a township 37 tnUes 
from Adelaide, situated on the 3.E. branch of the 8. road fhim Adelaide to tile Goolwa, 
in the hundred of Kondopnringa, and under the control of the district councils of 
Koodoparigga and Clarendon, the boundary line of the two passing through the middle 
of the tewnahlp. Deahiirood's gully creek also passes through the township, and mount 
Panorama lies about IJ mile. The dlatrlct is an agricultural one, and there are 
nomenas vineyards in the neighbourhood producing flne crops of grapes. The nearest 
idacea are Clarendon, 3J miles distant; Meadows, 7 mlle«; Morphett vale, » miles; and 
Houtnnga, 11 miles. There are no r^ular conveyances to those places, but with 
Ad^ide, 97 miles N.K.W., the communication is by public conveyance, leaving on 
Tneedayi, at 10.30 a.m., or by Oobel'i conveyance ftom the Meadows. There is one 
hotel — the Eangarilla; alao a booking of&ce, a poet oflice, and the usual stores and 
diopa. The country is elevated, quart* supposed to contain gold aboonding In die 
dUtrid The population is toutli and seattmd.

XAHGABOO FLAT RUN, DESERT [S.E. datrUt;) leiue, No. 692 ; occupier, 
P. McDonald ; area, la square miles ; grazing capacity, 1000 slieep, or 83 per aqnare 
mile ; Gofdei^* Tuluation, £3i per annum. Thii run has no mrlaca water, and the 
wella haTc fallen in. There ia no stock upon it at present. It lies 105 miles 8.E.af 
Adelaide. Tbia run also comprim iesaes,llDB. STB and 883, which have retpeetiTe 
ueaaof SI and li milea. 

KAHQ&KOO BEAD (fanjTarvo u^antl) ii a bold rockj headl&nd, forming the E. 
hom of I'^tero cove. It lies on the N.B. end of the lalaud, 2 miles W. { S. of Hog baf. 
Bud on the S. side of Backstairs passage, 

K&HO&X.00 ISLAND is a large island extending from 35° 3S' to 36° 5' S. bit., 
and from 136° 35' to 13S° 10' K. long., and meaaaring 75 miles from E. to W., and 30 
miles from N. to S. 'This island lies Co the 3. of the gulf of St. Vincent and Investi- 
gator alrait, the latter separating it from Yorke's peninsula. Between the N.JE. end of 
the island and cape Jervis, the E. head of the gulf of St. Vincent, is a narrow paiaa^ 
known as the Backslairi, and used by Tessels making Adelaide from the E. Flindeia, 
the discoverer, landed upon this island on the S3nd May. 1802, finding the beach grassy, 
and the country further inland covered with thick scrub, he gave it the name it bears 
in consequence oCflndicg large numbers ot kangaroos upon it, 31 of which were shot by 
his crew the first day. These animals were found to be large and fat, and difieiiog 
only from those of new Sooth Wales by the fact of their being darker in colour. It is 
in form something like the shape of a Malay creese, the E. end, which isnetu-lj detached 
from the main b<3j-, forming the handle, and the remainder the blade. Its E. point il 
known Hs cape Willoughby, and a lighthouse known as the Sturt light, and showing a 
revolving white light every 1 i minutes, Is erected there upon the edge of the cliffs. The 
W. extremity is cape Borda. which has also a lighthouse called the Flinders light, 
showing a revolving white and red light every half-minute. This island is for the most 

C't covered with dense scrub, and sSbrds pnstureooly for a few sheep and cattle. Tile 
d is ol tolerable elevation and well'wooded. presenting on its N. side a steep cliffy 
shore, vitli sandy beaches, and ranges of sand-bills, with white perpendicular stripes. 
The harbour of Kepean bay, in the N. E. part, is scarcely to be surpassed, and wiU 
accommodate hundreds of vessels. The entrance is protected by a aandsplt or shoal, 
which leaving a deep passage to the S. forms a complete breakwater. The spit is dry 
at low water, and can always be avoided by the soundings, which are very regular. Ships 
of TOO tons burthen can anchor within balf-o-mile of the landing place. It ties in lat. 
35° 33' S., and long. 137° 41' III. Kingscotc, the principal post oOlce, is situated on the 
■lope of some hills, looking down a steep precipice into the sea. On the beach stands ■ 
Htorehouse and a tew hnts built of bushes. The soil of this island, in the vicinity of 
Kittgscote, Is composed of sand left by the retiring sea, mixed with a small portion of 
vegetable m<iuld. The want uf rain upon so dry a soil, renders it impossible to prodac« 
vegetables, except during the rainy season. About 20D or 300 yards from the sea, good 
■oil is found, where yonng potatoes, plants, and peas will thrive, but no sooner is the 
run over than tlie eaulb is heated to that degree that every vegetable perishea. Nine 
miles in the interior there are belts of iron and limestone running through the islandl, la 
the interstices of which good soil is frequently found. The animals fbnud in this island 
ore kangaroos, wallabies, bandicoots, otwssums, and Iguanas, Snakes, from the circnni- 
■tonce of the island being one matted bush, are most abundant, and are seen winding 
along in all directions. Tarantulas, scorpions, and mosquitoes ore alto very numerotti. 
"There is an abundance of eagles, pelicans, cormorants, crows, mBgpiee,robln redbTBUla, 
swallows, and small birds remarkable for the brilliancy and variety of thetr ptnmago. 
A bituminous substance, resembling tar in appearance, is found largely scattered upon 
•ome parts of the beach of this island, aud p'dntsto the discovery ere long of petroleoDi 
■prings. In this island there are 2375 acres ot purchased land, 1189 acres enclosed, 
and 676 acres under cultivation. The live stock numbers 9S horses, 29i horned cattle, 
S3S9 sheep, 211 goats, 206 pigs, and 7S1 headpf poultry. Of the land under cult ivatioo 
398 acres are under wheat, 176 acres under barley, 55 acres under hay, 39 acres fUIow, 
3 acres under potatoes, 2 acres of garden, 2 acre* of orchard, and 1 acre of vineyard, 
the latter having 610 vines in bearing, and 6160 vines not in bearing. The crops for the 
year ending Msircb SI, 1866, were 5701 boshals wheat, 3475 bnaheli barley, 77 tons hay, 
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KAMMAMTOO (Co, AwQ ia s pottal totrnthlp In the alectonl dirtrlet of 
Oakkparlngs, tmd under tbe connol of the Niirae district cooacil, ftnd is pleuBatly 
■itiuted on ma allnTial fist on tbe main line of road tiora Adelaide to Siran port on 
thertrer Uditbj. The rtrer Bremer runa 1 mile to the E. of the townihip, and Uitni 
itt riie in tbe nmghbourhood of mount B«aver, 14 milei N.E. of the toimahip. The 
Qdghboarhood is partly mining, pastoral, and sigricoltural, the farmers for the most 
part comhining wheat growing with the rearing and breeding of sheep. There are alio 
3 copper mines situate 1 mile S. of the townahip— E. Kanmantoo mine and W. 
KaDmantoo mine, both io full work, and employing a niimber of men. Gold in quartz 
hu recently been diaooTered on the eastern alopes of the Bremer mngea, 10 miles E. 
of Kjanawwtoo, and a companj been formed to test itsprodactireness. Staughtoa and 
ParingK villages, sittlate S milee S. from Kanmantoo. derire their existence tWim 
the mine*. Callington, 4 miiei S.E., conUini the largest copper mine in the district, 
woriced by an English proprietary— the Worthing mining company. There Is a daily 
mail and coach between Kanmantoo and Callington, anda daily mail and coach between 
Adelaide and Kanmantoo, along a good macadamised road, diilance 34 mites. 
Kanmantoo contains a school of 50 acholara, a poat office, public poand, a branch of 
the Sonth Anstrallan inanrance compaoy, a Foresters' court, and 2 general atores. The 
liotelf are tbeEannutntoo aod the Mlners'arms; and 3 places of worship — thePrimitire 
Hethodiit, Wetleyan and Roman Catholic churches. The surrounding country is 
nndnlatinK, lightly timbered, and well adapted for pastoral pursuits. The population 
nnmbers ISO persons. There Is a very fine vineyard of 25 acres, near Kanmantoo 
(Ur. C. B. Toimg'e) which promises to produce wiueof arery superior class. 

Tbe Kanmantoo mine lies to tbe E. of the township, and was worked until lately 
bj B company formed in Norember, ISSl, with a capital ot £13,000, in £i ahares. It 
is, howerer, now In the hands of a company called the New Kanmantoo company, who 
bare had it a few months, and who are proaecutinf the works with vigour. Austin, 
who Tinted the mine in 1863, speaks in the following terms of this mine : — "Since tbe 
commencement of thia company (the former company) 1930 tons of ore have been 
raised, and smelted at the company's smelting worka, in the nelghbonrhood of Scott's 
creek. These worlu consiBt of a caldoiog. a reTerberatory, and a reQning furnace, and 
other necessary buildings. The principal lodes are the Kangaroo, Emily's, and the 
Bonndary lode. The 3 former run N. and S., and the latter is a counter lode. The 
flrat is a large lode yielding yellow ore oi a moderate percentage. Emiiy'a lode haa 
prodnced Urge quantities of yellow ore, which, at the lo-fatham level, gave place to 
red oxide and native copper ; 1 large block sent to Adelaide for exhibition weighed 1 1 
cwt. S levels have been driven on tbe lode, at 16 and 36 ftthoms respectively, showlag . 
a considerable quantity of ore to hare been left in tbe mine. The copper produced at 
the smelting works trota the ore now being raised amouots to about 13 tons per month, 
and the rate of cartage to Adelaide ia SOs. per ton. A large smoont of work has been 
done at this mine since its first commencement. The South Australian company raised 
about 4000 tons of ore, and opened a large extent of ground. Mr. W. B. Dawes, who 
(nbsequently rented the mine, rsiied above 1300 tons. Some of the old atopea and 
drives in the mines testify, on eiamination, to the immense deposits of ore which for. 
merly existed there. This mine ia paying the proprietors. B4 hands are at present 
employed on it, and 16 at the smelting works." In the hands of the new Kanmantoo 
comiiany the mine appears to be in an exceedingly flourishing condition, and since 
Aaatin's visit many improvements have been made, and a very large quantity of ore 
bM been raised. The Kanmantoo W. mine ia sltoated on the side of a hill, about 100 
feet above the valley. It ties to the W. of the ol'd Kanmantoo workings, and to the 
N. of the Farlnga mine (an important mine now cloaed, but from which 900 tons of 
copper ore were raised, and which, probably, may be again worked to advantage at 
aome tutnre time.) The principal abaft oi the Kanmantoo W. mine is down 34 fathoms, 
the lode at the bottom being about 7 feet wide of good sulphnret ore,aud a payable lode. 
Several levels are driven on the conrse of the lode at various depths, vl«., II, 33, and 
98 lathom levels, the lode in the end of the two latter being payable. There are 
•everal other workinga, which are much the same aa the deep ahatC, the country roimd 
tbe lode* being hard mica achist, with every probability ol kllla* country a Httla 
deeper; this has been proved by a shaft snnk to the depth of 40 feet in tbe Farlnga 
mine. ThcM is little doubt that when the worU&ga an taken de^eitMid whin 
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mftcbinerj li pUced on the pqand, bj which the extroctioii of the ore can be expedited, 
thii mine will become one ol the bett in the colony. At preiait, on tbe iin«ll lotle 
on which it ii ctuiied on, it payi »11 working ezpentea, *nd le«ve« a coQildenble proflt 
to the good. The namber of htudi at work m this mine It mboat 40. The miiie \* 
lewed from the South ADBtralinn companj. 

XAXM AirrOO ^Co. ;^rt) ia a bnndred Ijlng in the W. part of tbe conDtjr, and 
mo«tl7 taken np as pnrcbaied luid. AgTicaltnre i> cairied on to some extent, and 
copper ia obtained from the Sanmantoo and W. Kanmantoo minei, both of which lie in 
tbe hundred. The E. portion of*ihe hnndred extendi into the Mairay belt of mallee

L (_Flindert dUtricl JV.) ia a poital mlalng townablp in the dectoral 
diatiict o) Flindera, and situated on the W. of the Eanjaks creek, and on a namber of 
prominentwaterbtjea, tfaepriucipalof «bich,aboutt mile* &om the township, it the 
well-known Rocky waterhole. (See KanYjUU Ckebs.) TbeWillocbtscreekpataet tbe 
W. tide of tbe Eanyaka run. The diitrict ii a pastoral and mining one, the former 
loterett being represeated by sheep runs, and the latter by the celebrated Kanyaki 
copper mine, wliicb lies aboat 3i milee S.W. of the township. The nearest places to 
Eanyakasre Willochra, about 18 miles distant, S.; Hookina, 24 milet S.W., and 
Edowie, 50 mOesN.W, With these places the communication Is by horse and prlTato 
vehicle only, prirate maila being csrried on horseback. With Adelaide 360 miles 
S. the commonicaUon Is by RounieveU'i weekly mafl coach to Eapunda, and 
thence by rail, or by UounieTell'i weekly mail coach to Port Augatta, and thence by 
tteamer. Kanyaka is prettily aitnated, and hat a poatand money order ofSce, and 1 
hotel — the Great Normern. It has sereral good stone buildinea, one of whichitaflne 
woolabed. Tbe retident magittrate ia J. R. Fhillipt, B«q., J.F. The surroanding 
country ia elevated and mountaiQOua, the bills, etpecially on the R tide of the guUy, 
being bold and lofty, and haTJng clomps of good timber. The graas, except in tlmea 
of draught, it plentifuL The formltian of the country is of pipeclay, decompoaed tlat«, 
and aott aandstonB, with occaaional outcropping beds of limeaione. The popnlatlon la 
small. The Kanyaka copper mine lies 194 miles S. i W. of Adelaide, about a mQe 
from the station, and in acountry consiating of pipeclay, decomposed ilate, and toft 
tandttone. There is a well-deflncd lode, which improTes as it goes down, and is from 
S ft. to 30 in. in width. A good deal of grptum ia found at the tides of the lode. Tbo 
country is nearly white, and the ore of a darit blue and grey colonr. 



iEK (Plindtri diitricl) it a creek rismg in Wonaka bill, and 
flowing through a fine pastoral sheep country ia a general W. direction put the E. 
side of the Kanyaka township (where It flows nearly N. and S.]into the S. end of lake 
Torrent. It is joined at its lower end by the Willochra creek, and has, near Kanyaka, 
a number of pools of water, with springs which supply the nelghbourbood the entire 
year. One of these is known at the Kocky waterhole, and taket its name from a large 
maaa of rock directly OTerhanging the spring. Thia rock measures about 22 feet in 
height from the plain, butwherethe water has been washed away it is fully 10 feet higher. 
The waterbole it overhangs so nearly corresponds in dimensions to the rock that many 
pertont fancy it has been thrown out of tbe bed of tbe creek by tome extraordinary 
convulsion of nature. It it compoeed of bard granite rock. Tbe Datirea in the nagb- 
bourbood attach a euperitltious importance to tbe rock, as they manifest an anxiety 
when At the point of death to be brought and laid down to die under itt shadow. This 
waterbole lies on the road from Kanyaka to port Augusta, about 4 milet from tbe 
fbrmer place, and ia well known and much nted by teamttert. The course of tbe 
creek conaists of pipeclay, decomposed slate, toft sandstone and Umestoae.

C.,) 3 Odd- 
flows' lodges (M.D.O.F., and A.1.0.F.,)a Druid's lodge, and a Forester's court 
There is a newspaper published in the township. The hotels are the N. Kapnnda 
(CiMe's,) Sir John Franklin, and several others. The i««ideDt magistnitei are : — 
G. Tallis, D. Shannon, 0. Roberts, H. H. 3. Blood, W. Oldham, J. S. Browee, W. Lewis, 
B. Eellj, and J. White, Bsqs. 

The receipts and expenditure in this mnnidpaiit; for 1866 were as fbllow :— 
Assessment— £14, 7 SO— rate Is. In the pound; rates collected, £306 3i., being the total 
amount collected; office expenses and siUaries, £137 Ifiaed.; expended on public works, 
£138 151. 6d. The population numbers 2S40 persons, being an increase of 642 since 
IB61, and there are 513 dwelling-houses, being an increase of 38 since that jear. The 
area of the mnnicipaltty is 574 acres. The siFairi of the corporation are mannxtd \tj a 
mayor and S coanciDors, there being 4 wards, known as the &., W., ^., and S. waHt, 
each of which is represented by S councillors. Within the munictpaltcj there are 81 
shops kept by tradesmen of Tarious branches of business. 

The Eapnnda copper mines, N. and 6., lia 60 miles N.N.E. of Adelaide 
and S4 miles flrom Oawler. " It is the oldest copper mine In the colony, baring beet 
dlacorered In 1S43, by Hr. F. S. Dutton and Mr. C. S. Bagot (now of London.) the 
yonngest son of Capt. Charles Harrey Bagot, then a sheep-farmer and also a member of 
the Legislatire CouDCil. The mine workings are on hillygroand of moderate elevation, 
and which was originally tightly timbered with peppermint gam, but the settlement of 
the adjoining township, the workhig of the mine, and above all the carrying on of 
■melting operatlani, have denuded the country of almost erery stick of timber for 
miles round ; abundance, howerer, remains for the requirements of the mine for some 
years to come, and within a moderate distance for cartage. The first ore was raised at 
the Kapunda mine on the Sth January, 1844, and on the 33rd of tha same month fi 
diay loads were despatched to Adelaide. The ore was good, the mine promised well, 
and search soon began to be made for copper ore in other directions, and it was not 
long before farther discoveries were announced. With reference to the statistics of the 
Kapunda mine, a concise and ralnaWe little work by Mr. Frederick Siunett, called 
■ An account of the colony of South Australia, prepared for djstribation at the Inter- 
naUonal Exhibition of lS<i2,' says; — 'On 4th March, 1845, the flrat horse-whim 
commenced work drawing water, and kept the mine dry to the 15-fathom level for some 
time; but as the works were extended it was soon foand that it would be indispensable 
to procure engine-power, and during 1847 a 30-inch cylinder double action engine, with 
f, supply of pumps, was obtained from England, and erected on tbe mine, commencing 
work on 1st July, 1848. Shortly afterwards machinery was added for crushing ore, and 
tot drawing or hauling; and tlii* engine, with a brief interruption, caosed by tha 
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bresUiiB <tf the mata ituft In Jane, 1850, hai been at work ever tince. Aa the extent 
of wQTking increawd lo did the water, and in 1890 a larger auKfue wa* parduued and 
erected — commenciog work in Jaaoary, 1851. Both enginei were employed fa pamping 
ft>r aome years, bat latterlj all the water has been brought to one shaft, now sank a 
depth of GO bthoms, to which level the mine Is kept in fbrk by the laM-mentioned 
sigine, which is of 36-inch cylinder, aing:le direct actioo. The other engine ia u«ed in 
banting and crushing. In December, 1849, the first smelting fomace commenced 
work, and w&i ihortlj fbllowed by a second; and for aome time a Large portion of tbaorea 
were reduced to regolua beftiK diipnient. Tha great attractionB preaented by the 
goldflalds of Victoria daring the year 18S3 induced mott of the men to leave. Tha 
smelting works ceased altogether on 17th March, and ware not resumed till March, 
1856. Nearly all the miners also left, and it was with considerable difficulty the eugiiM 
was kept going, and the mine kept dry— at one time there were but 1 miners. Daring 
I8S4, however, and especially In the early part ot 1BS5, large number* returned or 
came to work, and rince than t^ere has not been any material latermptton. Tba 
ores comprise almoit every variety, aa yellow ore, or pyrite, bine and gieen carbooatM. 
muriates, grey and black solphurets, oxides, bell-metal, and peacock ores, and natiro 
copper, or malleable, The percentage also varies much, from 66 downwards. The 
oigines on the mine are a^ follows : — 1 30-inch cylinder, 6>feet stroke, double action 
condensing, now used only fbr haaling and crashing ores. 1 36-lndi t^llnder, 6-feet 
stroke, single action, direct expansive and condenung, used only fbr pamplng ; those 
at present attached being a la-inch plunger column, and drawing lift at the bottom; 
between S and 6 strokes per minute keep tlie mine in fork. Rach of Uteae engines 
has S large tabular bailers of about 30 feet by 6 feet, all ot which were built on the 
mioe, as well as another spare boiler. A lO-horse power portable high pressure engine 
is employed in turning, tioring, chaff-cutting, &c. tui. There ii also on the works, txit 
not yet erected, 1 50-inch cylinder condensing engine and a tubular tmiler, in plates. 
One set of stamps and a plunger jigging-moeliiae, fbr ore dressing, to be ere<!ted 
immediately ; 1 water wheel, and perpandicahtr and circular saws. The baildisga 
now erected, are— the S engine-houses and boiler-houses above named, with crusher 
and lathe-house attached, and drdnlng case. A large and very substandal erection of 
Btnne, with slate roofing, jnst completed—and comprising engine-house, l>oiler-hoDte, 
crusher, and mine stores.

It ia still tba 
Cf inion of some practical men that the Karknlto mine will nltimately prove rich In 
copper, though, as tbe depth at present resched ia upwarda of 40 fathoms, it wQl 
pNbably be necestary to eink considerably deeper before the desired result can be 
attidni^. His Sonth Aoitralian mining saaocintion, who cannot be accused of a 
waatefnl expwiditQre In the development of their property, seem to have bad great 
oonfldence in the Earkulto, for they have laid out npwarda of £30,000 In opening tbtt 
ailne." This mine ties 3 miles ft'om Stony gap, and is at present worked by a Helbourna 
OOtDpaoy, who are sanguine at to resiilta, and although the lode is not cat as ye^ 
copper of rich percentage has been found.

Stntthalbyn, 9 milea W.; Wellington, SO miles E ; mount Barker, ao milea N.; there 
being no direct mail communication except with Strathalbyn and WelUoglon, with 
which placea, aa with AdeUide, 45 milea S.W., tbere ia commonicatian by mail coach 
four timea a week. There are also 4 carriers' waggooa plying to Adelaide and 
Welllngtoa weekly. The aurroandiog country is flat; the soil consists of light sandy 
land, abounding in limestone, and admirably adapted for the growth of wheat The 
popniaiion oombera about 100 peraons.

S RANGE [Plinderi diitrict) js a range of Umesbme hiUi, CKMeed 
bj Stnart, on hi« tint explarstion joomey, and extendliig N. and 8. &om nbont S8° 40' 
to 29° 35' S. lat., and in 13S° SCf E. long. To the N. of the range, and iTing between 
it and Stoart's range, is a large open plain, apparently of good country', with plenty of 
grass and Baltbiuh. There are a few mnlga creeks to the S.E. To the 8. of monnt 
Paisley, the most eaaterlj point, are stony plains, with sand-hills, and at fntemla 
patches of grass and saltbash. 

UHESTOXE WELia (Cb. CunZioelZ) Is the name of a campiog-plaee on tha 
main road from Wellington to Border town. There Is a native well at thu place, wiucb 
lies S6 milea S^ of WeUington. 

LnroOUr bangs (Oo. msden) is a hnndred lying In the B. side of the 
county, on the bay of the same name, and in a pastoral district, of which a tolerat^ 
large block is pnrehased land. This block lies roond and near the townibip of port 
Liacoln, which is situated on the shore of the bay. 

UHOOUI FORT, 34° 48' 35" 8. lat., 135° 44' 51" E. long. {Co. Flinda^) u m 
postal seaport town in the electoral district of Flinders, and hundred of Lincoln. It is 
sitnated on the &.W. part of the coast of port Lincoln, and in tha S.E. part of Eyre'a 
or port Lincoln peninsula, 15 miles S, oi theriTer Todel, SB miles £. of lake Wangary, 
IS miles S. of monnt Gawler, 30 milei 3. of monnt Lirerpool, and SO miles E. of the 
Marble ranges. The district is a pastoral one, sheep and cattle, principally the fomter, 
being grazed. The principal care of the sqnatters Is the production of wool, there 
being no market for the increase of the flocks. A small quantity of land in the 
neighbourbood is taken up for agricultural purposes, and produces some of the flneit 
aampies of wheat in the colony. There are several mines in the neighboorhood, the 
principal ones being the mount Liverpool and port lincoln copper mines, 30 miloa N., 
and the Mumtnnie copper and bismuth mines 130 miles N., and bismuth, tin, lead 
and gold are said to have been found in rarions other parts of tlie district, bnt only in 
small qnantitles. Iron ore of excellent quality ii found in great abuidance to the W. 
and S.W. The nearest towns are Parkin, 150 miles N.W., a new settlement at Venn* 
bay; Flindctfl, at Streaky bay, aoo miles V.W.; Wallaroo, 100 miles B.N.E.; and 
port Augusta, ISO miles N.E. The communication with the two Srst-named places ii 
by mail cart, which carries letters and occasional passengers to the various post offlcea 
in tha W. district (the post offices being Wangary, Warrow, lake Hamilton, Brsmfidd, 
Talia, and the townships named^ With the two latter towns the communication is by 
steamer and coesting vessels, with Adelaide, 210 miles E., the communication is t^ 
steamer. The township ol port Unccin is situated on a gentle rise on the S.W. aide rf 
Boston bay, an arm of port Lincoln. It baa a court of petty sessions, a book club, an 
Oddfellows' hall (M.U.,) brtinches of the Sontb Australia and Adelaide insuranoe 
companies, a post and money order office, an aboriginal station, a life-boat and rocket 
apparatus, a police office and gaol, and 3 hotels — the Pier, Fort Lincoln, and Northern; 
there is also another hotel lying abont 5 or 6 miles distant on the W. road, knowii aa 
the Sportsman's arms, and a favourito resort for shooting parties. Fort Lincoln waa 
surveyed in 1B36, and was then selected and marked out as the capital of Sooth 
Augtrolia, but Colonel Light, after seeing the place, abandoned it in favour of the site 
of Adelaide for a metropolis. The surronnding country is undalating to the N., awl 
near the coast there are patehes of good well-grassed land, admirably stilled lot 
agriculture purposes, and having rich soil lying over a granite formaUon. To the W. 
and N.W. the conotry la sandy, with limestone ridges, and covered with scrub, and is 
only fit Ibr pastoral purposes. The population of port Uncoln numbers about lOU 

rfOD*. The resident magistrates are E. J. Smiih, W. B. Mortlock, J. C. UatthaoC, 
Holioyd, O. A. HuDmond, and F. W, frampton, Eaqs. The conntry to the W. ii

bnncta«i — port Lincoln propec, Spkldlng cove, and Boiton baj, and fau a large Uland 
jut within it* oitnmoe known aa BoUon laland, and tbralng the entrance into 3 cluui- 
nela. There aie abo Mine nnall blanda called the Bicker lilandi^ lying between 
Borton Uland and cape Donnlngton. Ita name waa giren to it by Vlinden, the dla- 
eoverer, who called it after hU naUTe connly, and who spent bia time, from the latter 
dd of Febroary until the 6th March, in torfeying and naming the TariouR place* In 
and near it. Be deacribea the land in the neighboiuhood ai exceediogty rich, and the 
■cenery besntifiil, an opinion shared hy Hr. Peron and Freycinet in " Baudin'i Expedi- 
tion." They deicribe it as baring "shores of gently rising slopes covered witli 
nmbrageoni loreals," and as bearing certain indicatiooi of riToleU and copions springs, 
comparing it in uipearance and capacity with port Jackson in New South Wales, 
Notwithalanding tbli, howerer. and althoagh, in tbeword« of Eyre, "port Lincoln 
po aao M e a a beantlfnl. secnre. and spaciooa harbour, with a coureiiiect and pretty site 
for a town, and Immediately contiguons to which there exists some extent uf fine and 
fertile soil, with seTeral good grassy patches of oonntry beyond," yet from its compara- 
tire isolation, and iVom the limited nature of it* own resontcea, it is not likely, as yet, 
at all eTent* to become more than a settlement available for sheep and cattle gmung, 
and certainly nerer snch a large or important harbour aa both Flinders, and the Frendi 
explorer* thought probable. Near tjie entrance to this part is a small hill, npon whose 
■nmmit stand* a white obelisk, erected by Sir John fSanklin, in memory of Captain 
Flinders, under whom Sir John serted in the Terra Amtralia voyages of diacotery. 
It i* mnch weatlier-wom, and is about to be encased in colonial marble in order to 
preserve it. ITie following inscription is engraved npon it: — "This place, from which 
thegnlfanditishoreiwereflrst snrvejed, on theSethFeb., lSO!,by UatthewFlinden, 
B.N., commander of H.M.S. Invtttigahr, and the discoverer of Uie country now 
caUed South Australia, was, on 12th January, 1841, with the sanction of LieuL-Ck>l. 
Qawler, KiH., the governor of the country, set apart for, and in the first year of the 
government of Capt. O. Qiey, adorned with this monument to the perpetual memory 
of the liinstriou* navigator, by John Franklin, Captain B.N., Lieutenant- Q over .lor of 
Van Die men's Land."

UX3MU.T CREEK (Pliitd^t dittriet) is a fine gum creek, with well-grassed 
banks, flawing from the N.W. into the Stevenson river, through good country, 

LUniBAiT CREEK {Flinderi dutrict) is the name of a stream flowing at a'dl*- 
tanceof 4 miles from Wallianippie, into Smoky bay.. It is not navigable. 

Also a stream in the N. part of the colony, on Stnart'* route to the S. territory. 
It is (urroanded by stunted scrub and aaltbuth.

ZiIirDSAT POINT {Flutdert dittriet W.') is a small iowpromontory In Blancbe- 
portl^y, lying to the W.of the entrance to Acraman creek. 

LnrWOOD (Co. Light) is a postal township in the electoral district of Light and 
hundred of Ijght. It is situated on the S. bank of the Light river, and on the main 
road to Rlverton, Clare, and Penwonham, and is distant from Adelaide 48 miles nearly 
dn* N. The river Light runs at Linwood the greater part of the year, but by the 
latter end of summer )>ecomeB very brackish. The district ii an agricultural one, the 
principal product being wheat. The n^reat places are Kapunda, 9 miles E. by N. ; 
Stockport, 3 miles N.W. With Eapunda there is no regntar communication, and with 
Stockport the mall car runs thrice a-«eek. With Adelaide, 4B miles S., the communl- 
CKtion is by mail car to Freeling, and thence by rail. Linwood has a post ofHce and I 
hotel— the IJsht Bridge.

KIWETHJUi {Co. Adelaidt\ is a postal township in the electoral district and 
hundred of Onkaparinga, and under the control ot the district conncil of Woodnde^ Vtta 
main E. road, however, which paasEa through it, being under the supervision of the 
central road board. It is situated po the Western Branch creek, the Onkaparinga river 
flowing a miles to the B. The district is an agricultural one, and wheat, rye, oat*. 
barley, potatoes, and other products are extensively cultivated. The cullJvatioa of the 
vine also attracts considerable attention. There is a steam flonr mill (Lange ^nm,) 
in the centre of the township k tUli work, and another one to the If. not working, 
a brewery (Klelnachmidt's) to the S,, a tannery to theN.,audadistillery (Kummi^'a.)

■ebool, and a small popnlatian of gardeners and agrlcaltoriati. The resident magistrata 
is A. Hard;, E>q., J.F. 

ZiOrTT, MOUNT (Co. Adelaide) Is the highest peak of that part of the mala 
or Adelaide ranges, known as the monnt Loft; ranges. It is a surre; station, and 
attains aa eleration of 3400 feet abore the lerel of the sea. . It lies about 12 mile* 
distant from Adelaide in an E.S.E. direction, there being a good carriage road (leariag 
tbe main road near Crafers) to the fer; samoiit, where a rooted shed, with a table and 
teat*, ha» been erected for (he convenience of pic-nic and pleasure parties, and whence 
a most magoiflcent view aver the fertile Adelaide flat and the interreoiilg ranges, and 
far out into the galf ol St. Vincent, ma; be bad on a clear day. A cairn of itonea 
•upporling a flagstaff lias also beeu erected, and the table and seats in the arbour ara 
Hterall; coTered with the names of persons who liave Tiiited the place, and hare 
recorded their visits b; carving their namea The drive is one of the prettiest in tba 
colonies, the road being good, although steep in one or two places, and the views from 
the anglea and wlndiagi of the route charming. Tbe geological structure of the hlils 
in this neighlionThood Is chlefl; of thick beds ^hsrd and soft coarsc-graioed mlcaceona 
Mnditone, dipping S, ii°, E. 30°; also of metamorphic rock, coatlnuall; changing in 
itsgulliestoslateyorphjnes, schlatB, and black limestone, and tbeKag^n are covered 
wi£ tertiary lim^Kone. Near mount Lofty, Mr. A . Hardy has a vine;ard, planted at 
an elevation of S!00 feet above the level of the sea, on the mountain side, and presenting 
tbe appearance of a white patch from the Adelaide plains and Che golf ol St. Vincent 
below. The soil is a mixture of disintegrated rock, black aad, and stone reduced by 
the action of Are. Tbe principal varietlea of grape are the Red Madeira, Carbonet, 
Shlraz, and Biesling. 

LOHQ HILL (Co. Sjfre) la a peak in a low range of hills, lying in tbe W. part 
of tbe coanty. 

LOHG HARSH (Co. HindnuirA] is a tract of swamp; country, lying on the W. 
bank of the estua^ of the Finnlsa river, in the hundred of Nkangkita, and about 4 
inilBa to the E. of Currency creek. 

XOTnrS'B ISLE (FUndtri ditiriel W.] is a small rocky Island, lying E.S.K \ E. 
5 mile* from the Fnrdie islands, and fbrming one of Nnyt's archipelago. 

XOimS'S REEF IPlindert dvtrict 17.) is the name given to a dangeron* reef of 
rocka in Nnyt's archipelago, lying 51 miles S. 76° W. from point Peter. It only 
■bows in bod weather, when the sea breaks heavily upon it. 

ZiOVTK (Cb, Flmderi) Is a hundred, lying on the B. side of the county, and on 
tbe shore ol Lonth bay. It contains 3 blocks of purchased land, which occupy about 
ft Uiird of its aiea. 

LOVTH BAT (Co. Flindtrt is an indentation 5 mile* deep and 10 mile* wide^ 
formed by Boston point on tbe S.W. and Bolingbroke point on the N.B. It ha* a low 
latands in its S.W. part, the largest of which is about a mile in length, and about the 
same distance from the bottom of the hay, which has never been thoronghl; explored.

A compaDjr haa 
lately been formed for the working ot a claim, heiiered to be rich in (told and copper, in the 
iiDDiedlatenei^bbourboodofthetownaliipof Lyndoch valley i andin July.lses.ameubH 
of persons holding deposit receipts la that company was held at the Exchange hotel, 
Adelaide. Mr. J. T. Bagot presided, and expressed hii belief that the property waaa valu- 
able one, and rich, not only in gold, but also in copper. The captain would be able to 
produce specimena of gold which itappearcd were to be found alloTer the mine, and showed 
without doubt that it waa bonA fide a good one; and the question for them to conaider 
waa how to work it to the most advantage.

4 miles from the sea-beach, on the main rood between Noarlungo and WUIungn, and 
near a high range of hills. The district is an agricultural one, chiefly wheat, a few 
ebeep and cattle being also depastured on the hills. McLaren's vole has a post office, 
a steam flonr mill, and o tonnery. There is 1 hotel — the Devunshire. The nearest 
places are Noarlnnga ond Aldingo, each 5 miles distant ; the communication, at with 
Adelaide, 35 miles N„ befog by BouDseTeH's doily mail coach; and for goods, by the 
drays continually passing along the rood. The surronnding coantry is elevated. The 
rendent magistrate is T. Calton, Esq. Sinking tor copper is going on at present, and 
traal! quantities of gold have been found in some of the creeks in the neighbourhood. 
The population numbers about 300 persons in and round the township.

A Atei or opealag, 6 milea long, leadi ftlong tbe H. side of ths peuiiwiilt 
dKUU lake Aleiuidrina into liie Albert, irbich latter liea to the S. S., the former Uka 
b^ogoo theW. aodN.W. The CooraDgUes to the S. and S.W. of'tbe penlii*nla,uid 
about 10 milea distant B. fTom Poiot Macieay, which ii aitiialed on a remarkable lookiDf 
MUid; cliff projectins oat into Uke Aleiandrina on its S.E. aide. On the W. aide i 
tbe peniniDla, and to the S. of the pohit, ii a deep indentation <rf the lalie, known a* 
Lovedaf bay. The district la chiefly pailcral. both cattle and dieep b«dng depattored, 
ftlthoagh there ia much land suited for agriculture, some patches of which are tkken up 
for tbe cultiration of wheat. The nearest places are Uilang, i a milea N.W., Goolvi, 
!1 milea W., and Meoingie 30 miles S.E., all across the lake, and Welllngloa 30 miles 
N.E. on the rirer Mnrrar. The communication with these places is by water onlj',and 
with Adelaide 100 milea N.W. by boat to Milaug or Wellington, and thence b; Bonnie- 
Tell's coaches thrice a-week. Point Macleay has a poat offlce, aud a Diiuion Htation te 
the aborigines, where some hnndreda of them are fed, clothed, instructed, employed, and 
cued for. This ioatitution is established ander the Aborigines' friends associationirf 
Adelaide. Tbe BarronndiDg country is partly flat, with nameroni salt lagoons, but 
consists chiefly of rolling hills with much outcropping limestone. The soil is a red 
■andy loam. The rocks are generally of magneaian limestone, and large boulders of 
grauile crop np in and about lake Albert, some of them in the middle of the lake. The 
prailnsnla on which point Maclea; is situated Is celebrated for Its salnbrity, tlie hot 
winds which prevail In the neighbourhood in summer having to pass over SO nllea of 
water before reaching it. It is alio celebrated for tbe excellent fluiing to be bad npon 
Its shores, and the shooting in its scrubs. The Hurray cod, called by theuatlTBB ponde, 
is very abundant, and is caught in large quantities. The popnlation (whit«) numben 
4S persons, there being 9 dwelling-housei, 

ICVXTTIII'B HILL {Co. Adtlaide) is a detached peak of the main range of 
moimtains lying in thehnndred of Talunga, about 5 miles N.E. of mount Torr&na. 

M'VITTZE'S (or Oilbeht's) RUN {Co. Burra;) lease. No. Si; occopte*. 
J. Gilbert; area, t square miles; grazing capacity, 1000 sheep, or 350 per square mile;

JSAOZUb {Co. Adtlaide) is a small postal suburb of Adelaide, lying 4} mile* 
distant, aud a faroorite place of residence for gentlemen having business in the city. 
The communication it hy cars and 'busses, which run throughnut the day. Magill is 
embosomed in orciiards, vineyards and gardens, which anrraund it on every dde. It has 
1 hotel, an Oddfellow's lodge (A.I.O.F.,) and a public pound. The resident magiatrUes 
are W. Scott and L. B. Murray, Esqs. 

XAaHXnCEirT mount (Cm. Adelaide and Bindmarih) is a krflypeak In tbe 
main range, tying about S miles E.N.&. of Willmiga, and forming one of the boundaiy 
points between the counties Adelaide and Hindmareh. 

lULOKATH'B FLAT {Oo. CardatU.) See M'Skath's PiAr. 

BCAntSTOXE is an agricultural township, lying a qnarter of a mile diatant 

S.S.E. of Eerabrook. and 10 miles S.W. of WiUiamstown. It has a daily mail, and

persons, scattered over the neigbbonrhood, and chiefly engaged in the callivatioii of

It ii eitnated on the Grace 
plaini,abont 3 mile« N. of the river Light, upon arast extent ol very lerel conntrr, in 
vhfch there ore no hilU of any size nearer than the Barosaa range, abouC 24 mile* 
distant. The river Light mm fW)m [I.E. to S.W. through the diitricC. The neigh- 
bourhood of Uallala ii a rapidly incresKlDg agricultural one, wheat being tbo cMof 
article of produce, and the Gofeniment having lold large areas of land there of late, 
the population hoa doubled within the last 12 tnonthi. The larrounding goremment 
lands, portions of the hundredi of Grace and Dnhlin, are principally used ai sheep 
pasture. The nearest places to Hallalaare Redbanki, 4 miles, and Two-wells IS milM 
distant, there being no means of coniejance, and the mail being carried on horseback 
twice a week. With Adelaide, 37 miles S. the comoiunication U by couch from 
Two-wells to Salisbury, and thence by raiL Mallala has a post office lor the cocTenience 
ot the surronoding dintrict. a daj and night achool, at which about 50 children attend 
regnlarly, and a Primitive Metbodiet chapel (alio the tchool>room.] The nearest hotels 
ace at lledbaoks and Two-wells. The surrounding country is very flat and rather 
lowly situated, consisting principally of level, open, grassy plains, with belts of dense 
mallee scrub and patches of pine, the former being nscd as Brewood, and the latter for 
bnilding purposes. Tbe soil is admirably adapted for aKriculture, and consists of light 
sandy loam, with occasional outcropping beds of good limeBtoce available for bnildjng 
porpoiea. One of the most important aubjecte occupying the minds of the wheat 
growers and others, at present, is that the inhabitants of the district of port Gawler, 
which lies adjaceot to the W., intend trying to open a port of shipment on theu 
coaat, the most likely place being about 16 miles from Moilala. This would consequently 
be a great benefit to tbe neightraorhood, as the distance is considerably less than that 
tothe nearett railway station. The population of Maltala head station ii generally 
abont 20 persODs, and that of the district wiUiin a radios of about 4 miles, (excluding 
the township of Redbanks) abont 3S0 p««ions. 

SCRUB (Jfurrou dirtriel.) This portion of the 8.E. district of Sooth 



Eua^yptui dtanota, (hy the native* termed mallee) sometbing like a bushy willow in 
appearance. It commences about 100 miles from the southern eitremity of thecout, 
and goes on, as far as we know, without any interruption of a diSbrent deacriptioa of 
country , right on to the N. and N .Vf. boundary formed bj the River Murray to this diitriot 
One roaii passe* acrosa it for about lOO miles from tbe Tattiara country to Wellington 
ferry, or the crossing-place of the Murray. There is also a small patch of graasy ' 
oountry on some porphyry ranges, about 26 mites within its edge, but beyond thii ft 
ia considered impenetrable. Occasionally, however, an adtenturoua settler has takea 
s few days' aupply of water and proviaions and has gone 50 or 60 miles beyond tlie 
nearen settlement, hot sach jaumeys have only confirmed the Idea that the scrub ii 
totally onflt for any purpose. There are only few places, however, where it can be 
even explored. The trees grow close together like reeds, and certainly not thicker, 
withont a branch until about 14 feet from the ground, and so dense are they that 10 
and IS stems may be conoted springing from 1 root, and occupy little more than a 
•qnare foot of Kronnd. Where a road has been cnt through it, it appears as though 
Aere were a high wall on each aide; indeed, the eObct is not unlike that prodnced hy a 
load through a trench.

It is situated on the Davenpott cre^ 
at a place called the Mussel waterbole, and lies about SO miles a little N. of E. ^ 
mount Margaret, and 40 miles W. of lake Eyre. Tbe district is essentiail; a pastonl 
one, stocked with cattle and horses, and watered by springs, which raise np knolls 
or noall eleTations in tbe otberwlM flat or undulating country — the water being 
found in imall bauns at the top. The nearest lownibip is Nuccaleeua, about 300 
miles 3., the nearest hotel being there. The communication is by horse or dray 
only, along a bush track, which passes the followiog stations, *iz., the Strangways 
springs (sheep,) go miles; mount Hamilton (cattle and sheep,) S3 miles; Chamberaa, 
creek [cattle,) 18 miles; Finnjs* springs (cattle,) 37 miles; Calanna (sheep,) 37 inilea; 
Leigh's creek (anstocked) 80 miles; and thence to Nnccaleena, 43 miles. With Adelaide 
the communication ia from Nnccaleena by RounseTeU's mail coach, which runs weekly 
when the state of the weather and the country will permit, tiie distance being 
aboat 700 miles between mount Uai^aret and Adelaide; and horse mail going onca 
a fortnight.

MABJUAEL (Co. Light) is a postal townibip in the electoral district of Light, 
and hundred of Gilbert. It takes its name from Mr. Mairabel, formerly a landowner 
in the neighbourhood, and is sitnated on the main line of road from Kapnnda to 
KooKnga (the Bum Bnrra mines) being abont 15 miles N. at Kapnnda. The road in 
coarse of formation, and nearly completed, is a flue macadamised one. Marrabel is 
adjacent to the river Ught, which lies to the £. of the township, and In the course of 
which are several large and deep waterholes. The inhabitants of this township have 
a great advantage in being able to obtain, at a depth of 16 leet from the surface, ftesh 
wholesome water, well adapted for domestic purposes of all kinds— no inconsiderable 
boon in the colony. About 1^ miles to the W. of the townslilp lies a range of bills, 
portions of wbich are koownaa the Butcher's gap, Belvldere, and Fianiss point Tbese 
hills abound in fine stone and timtier, both suitable for building purposes. Marrabel 
has a steam flour mill, neatly and firmly constructed, and containing grinding and sllk- 
drestiog machinery of the beet kind. There are also a general stores, a blacksmiths', 
1 wheelwright's, I butcher's and S ihoemakei'i shops. There is a post office, and good 
school recently erected, a lodge of thcM.U. order of Oddfellows (Marrabel lodge,) and 
a commodious hotel— the Marrabel. The district is nn agricultural one, wheat being 
extensively grown in it. Gold Is reported to have been found near the Belvidete range 
amongst some quartK-reeft, but it has never tempted the pnbtio to test its value, 
altbongh many persons have visited the locality. The nearest places are Hamilton, S 
tnllei S. on the main road, and Steelton, 6 miles N. The communicatian is by Rounae- 
vell's daily coach, and with Adelaide 63 miles B., by Ronnsevell's coach to Kapuuda, 
and thence by train. The surrounding country is flat, a plain extending for several 
miles between the Belvldere range on the W. and a •mailer range to the £. This plain 
is well-watered, fertile, and much of it under cultivation. The townsliip is only abont 
S{ years old, bnt it is in a flourishing and promising state. The population nnmbers 
aboDt 90 persons.

'grey solphureC, with red oxide and malleable copper ore. This mine is a very wet aan, 
and operations have occaiionally to be stopped in consequence. It is at present being 
worked by a company, who are progressing tavonrably. Tlie following is an abstract 
of the directors' last report;—" Id submitting the osual half-yearly statement of account 
and Uie captain's report on the mine, your directora have much pleasure in congratu- 
lating the shareholders on the improved position of their property since last mcetioc} 
the six months* operations liaving resulted in suffliuent profit to pay off the old debt to 
Ifessr*. Hughes and Horn, The main drain has entirely fulfilled the pnrpose for which 
it was coastmcted; and the itrotig hifiui of water, which at one time prevented sink- 
ing below the 30-fiitliom level, has now been reduced to very moderate proportiona. 
and is readily kept under control by the engine at a speed of only four and a-haif strokM 
per minute. Sinking the main abaft has, therefore, been resumed, and it has now 
readied IS feet below the 30-fathom level Ibe quantity of ore ralaed diiring the lix 
mcaitlia amonnts to 909 tons, o( which 407 tons have been sold to the English uid 
Anitralian copper company) but considering the low price ol ore, and that a change 
for the better may reasonably be expected to take place in a tew months, your directors, 
have latterly considered it more advisable to avail themselves of the low rates ij 
&^ht to England to ship thdr ores in pr^eience to selling them on the spot, and «M 
tona bare accordingly gone forward per Omagh and Mtmtdtr, leaving 94 tons oa luuid 
at the mines."

Fnme,) i* a postal township in 
tbe electoral district of Flioder*, and hundred of Wongyarra. It lie* at the E. foot of 
moult Remarkable, whidi i* bnif-a-mile doe W-., and oa the mount Remarkable creek. 
The auTTODnding diitrict is a paitoral one (sheep and catt1e,j and the Spring creek 
copper mine lies on Spring creek, abont 10 mile* distant N. The nearest place I* 
Stirlfog North, abont 35 mile* N.W., and near port Augusta, the port of the district. 
There is a mall twice a-week to the port, and a tel^rapb line nearly completed. With 
Adelaide there ii a mail conreyance twice a-week, via Kooringa and Clare, the diitanca 
being about 195 miles. By the telegraph line, which is nearly completed, the distance 
167 mile*. There is also communication from port Augusta, distant about 40 miles 
N.W. to Adelaide, by the steamer Lvbra.

HXLAMG 35° 30' S. laL, 138° 3' E, long. [Co. Bijidnarik) is a postal townabip 
and telegraph station in the electoral district of mount Barker, hundred of Brerner, and 
nnder the control of the Bremer district council. It is situated on the border of lake 
Alexandriua, and is the nearest port on the Murray waters to Adelaide, posseanng 
every accommodation for the shipping which trades on these waters. Tlie Angas 
creek flows into the lake abont S miles N. of Milang, and lAnghome creek, in the wjne 
direction, about 6 miles distant. The district is both a pastoral and an agricultnrsl one, 
the former interest being largely represented by both sheep and cattle, although 
the latter interest is rapidly auperseding it. The nearest mines are those of Stratbalbyn 
and CalUngton, distant about 17 milea in a W. and SM. direction respectively, llie 
neareat townships are Clayton, 7 miles S.W,; Langhorne creek, 10 miles N.; Bambnrg, 
10 mUes W.; and Stratbalbyn, IS miles W. The communication ia by Bounsevell's 
conveyance, and with Adelaide, 48 milea, by Bounsevell's mail coach, twice a week, or 
by the Milang and river Murray carrying company's drays once a week or to order.

It ii iituated oo the creeh of the aame nam^ 
and DD the mala N.E. road from Adelaide to mount PleaiaoL The diatrictia both agrlcul- 
tnral and partorat, wheat 1b grown in small qnantitiea, and much of the land laid oat 
in Tinej'ardi and fruit gardeoi, raipberriea, goosebeirlea, and apples being cnltlvaled. 
Comiderable numbers of catlie are depastured in the hillj parti, and imall quantitlet 
et gold, generally in quartz, have been found in the beda of toaie of the creeki. 
There ii alarge quantity of iron ore of a high per centajre in the □eighbonrhood, and 
in KHne of the hilli lodes of copper hate been discoTered, hut not worked.

MIurE SPRINOS, ar SC a lat., 1S6° 2' E. long. {Flmden dulnt(\ is the nsma 
giTen to a duster of fresh water springs lying to the N.E. of the N.W. end of the 
Denison range. They were fbund by Stuart in 1859. 

KUiimOA, [Co. Adrlaidt') is a small Tillage lying on LefcTre'speiiinsnls, oppo- 
rite port Adelaide, and being a residential suburb oi that place. Ttie flagstaff and 
semaphore lie near this place, aod there is a public ponnd in the Tillage.

MITCKAK ((7o. Adelaide) ii a po(tal tovnihlp in the hundred of Adelaide, 
electoral district of the Sturt, and under the contiol of the Milcham district comidL 
It is altuated oo the Brownhill Creek, in tbe bed of which small quantitiei of vata- 
worn gold have been found, no diggiage, howerer, being carried on there. The 
district Is partly pastoral, but chiefly agricultural, the principal prodaoe being wheat, 
&uit, and Tegetables. The nearest places are Glenoimond, on the main S.E. rcsd. 1 
miles K from Mitchami W. Mitcham, on an adJoiDtog section, in a 8.W. direcllon: 
lower Mitcham, I mile distant W., adjoining which are Clapham and Sprlngbatik;ind 
Unk'j', 3 miles diitant, on the Adelaide road. There is communication by omnibiu 
at nearly e*erj hour in tbe day, through lower Mitcham and Unley, with Adehide, 
whicb ilea 4^ miles distant.

The snrrotindiDg country is exceedingly picturesque, the towoship lying imuieiiislrif 
under the N.and W. slopes of the mount I.o<ly range, whilst the plains from the tod 
of the range stretch away to the sea.

direction, between mounts Wallaby and Sturt. They are situated in a tract of couotiT 
coTeted with dense mallee scrub. 

MOOH HILL (Co. Hindmarak) is a small hill, lying In the acrabbj rangts to 
the N. of the hundred of Encounter bay, 

KOOHTA, 34° S' S. lat., isr 3S' E. long. {Co. Daiy) is a postal copper mldiif 
. townahip, in the electoral district of port Adelaide and hundred of WallanM. It 't 
situated near a small bight oa the E. side of Spencer's gulf, known as Moonta bay, wi 
in an undulating country, the plains being crossed at InterTole by bills of a undf 
formation Tarylng in hdght, but none of them worthy a more digniSed name ttuui 
hillocks. There are no running streams in the ueidhbourhood. but there is a remid- 
able spring about IS miles S. of the townahip (see Tipaoi.) Fresh water is obuiati 
by distilling salt water by mesna of stilli, of which there are several of conndersble 
magnitude. The surrounding diatrict Is a mining one, although pastoral pursuits tn 
carried oa to some extent, from Moonta in a S. direction about 120 miles, or to the eaid 
Torke's peninsula, in the N.W. part of which it is situated. The mna are, for the mo* 
part, well grassed, the drawback throughout bdng the absence of creeks. Weill an 
snnk in various places for the supply of the stations, end the watering of cattle sol 
sheep. These wella vary in depth from a few feet near the coast, to 150 fbet and 130 
feet farther inland, where the water Is frequently brackish, that nearest the ses bslsi 
best. The mining interest is largely repreaented, there being unmeroua iwpper niliHS. 
The most Important is the Moonta mine, which employs about 1000 hands — ami snd 
boys. Next in order are the Earfcarilla and Telta mines, each employing from W n 
SO men; wliilst there are sererai ■mailer claims of considerable promla^ sndi m tin 
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Enko, Poona, Wheal Haghea, WilksWKt, Wheal Jatnec, N. TdU, ParraniBUa, and 
Cballa^ eraplojing fnm S to 15 men each. Some of th#K minei hare copper, othen 
Are (imply proi pectin g; bat all are more or leu raluable. The neareat placet an 
Kadlaa, 11 milei N.W., and WaUaroo, 13 miles S. With tlie fbrmer place the direct 
ctmiDinnfcationlibjmail tnp, which itarti at night (about 10 o'clock.) A new line of 
Toad baa been survejed, but ii not ;Gt cleared. With the latter place there t* com- 
nmnicatlon tbrioe d^l; hj the tramway from Hocmta to Wallaroo and Radina, b; meani 
of which both paisengeri and gooda are conreyed. With Adelai<Ie, 94 milea S.B., the 
ennmonlcatlon it by tramway or car to Ejulina, theoce to port Wakefleld by moil car, 
and thence by iCeamer or EalUng veasel. The weekly itcamera between Wi^laroo and 
Adelaide alio call at Moonta bay (or paaaengera and cargo; this latter ronu being 
^nerally used Ibr goods, and Irequeatly by commercial and other travellers, who thiu 
reach the largest centre of popnlition first. So imn as a township is laid out and iidd, 
on the beach, and a jetty extended to deep water, the adrantage of Moonta bay as a 
flipping port will be more adequately realised than (in the abaence of these desldenta) 
it £■ at present Moonta possestes a floDriahingr n'echanlos' instllQte, with a serriceable 
idrculatiog library and reading-room, in which the colonial and intercolonial and English 
papen may be read. Lectures are given monthly in thia institute, and are well 
attended. The institute has over iOO membera. There ia a mutual improTement 
>B*ociation affiliated, boldiog weekly meetings for debate, the rending of essays, elocu- 
tion, &c; the anmber of members being about 40. The township haa 9 hotels — the 
Prince of Walea, Royal. Globe, Moonta, and Miners' Arms; also a tramway station 
wber« passengers and goods are booked for Wallaroo and Kadina, a poat and money 
order office, telegraph atalion, court house, police ataUoii, Oddfellows' lodge (M.0.,) 
Foresters' court, and branches of the South Australian and National banks, and the 
South Auitralian insurance companies. There is also a Toluoteer riSe corps in the 
township. The places of worship In the town are in connection with the Church of 
England, Bible Christian and Baptist penuasions, and on the mines with the We»- 
leykDs, the Bible Christians and the Primitive MvthodistR, a Baptist chapel being 
contemplated but not yet commenced. Theresidentmagiatrateis J. Meredith, Esq,, J.F. 
The soil is loose and sandy, and abundance of limestone is fbund in nodules and blocks 
on the surface. The whole of tliis part of Yorlie'a peninsula ia moderately grassed in 
large patches of pasture land, surrounded by malice scrub. The population of the 
toWDthip and Ifoonia mines, with smaller mines, numbers about .^000 persons. 

The Moonta mines are sitnated in the N. part of Torke'a penioenia, in the htmdred 
of Wallaroo, and to the B. of the Wallaroo and Eadina mines. They are the great 
iiTals of the Bnrra Burra mines, and are described as follows by Mr. Austin, in his work 
on the mines of South Anstralia :— "There are 4 distinct lodes in these mines, all 
newly parallel, within a space of half-a-mile, and running about N. and S. The first 
dlacoTeiT of ore here was made about a years ago (1B61). when a quantity of sm^ 
■tones ot green carbonate waa found upon the aurlace. tiome boles were sunk, and • 
lode of fine ore cut at a amal) depth. 'Thia lode was named after one of the proprieCon 
Taylofa lode. Four ahafis have since been sank on it, and named alter proprietors; 
Elder'a, the deepest, ia now 30 (athoms, and Smith's, Waterhouae'a. and Taylor'a, 30 
btbomseach. 'A house for an engine of 60-inch cylinder ia now in couraeof erection hero 
lor the purpose o( pumping the niioe. In the drives from Smith's shaft, a fine lode of 
yellow ore, ftwm 18 inthes to 2 feet wide, is being worked at the 20-fathom level. The 
lode is 4J feet wide in Elder's shaft; in which shaft, at the lo-fathom level, a splendid 
lode of rich black ore, largely mixed with mallcabte copper, has yielded great guandtiea 
of ore; at one time it was being hauled up at the rale of 3l) tons a day. Erom the 
drirea fitua Taylor's shaft a qoaniity of rich ore has been raised, consisting of black 
and grey aulphorets, red oxide, and malleable copper.

Umestone, which farm lofty and precipitoni blufis on thebaoksof the river, alternating 
from side to side at it bends in its Cortoous coarse. 

MnmAT RIVBR (Pattani dMrict) is a sab-district of the N.E. dlstriot 
lying in the S. part of that district, and along the banks of the Murray river. It also 
takes in theN, part of the S.C. pastoral district, and comprises the Murray scrob, and 
extends in an E. direction to the Imrder of the colony. 

KmULAT RIVRR is the moat important river, not only of the colony, bat 
alao of the continent, and is the only river navigable for vessels ot any size in the colony, 
excepting the entrance to Port Adelaide, which can scarcely be considered a river. It 
rises in die Snowy mountains of New South Wales, and fiowi in a general W. direction, 
(dividing the colonies of New South Wales and Victoria) until It arrives at North-west 
bend in S. Aostralia, when it takes a S. direction, and empties itself into take Alexan- 
dlina, at Pomonda pidnt, near Wellington, whence it Bows into the sea by a narrow 
opening from thatlalts called the Murray month. It is navigable during B months in 
tba year tor large steamers for a distance of over 1700 miles, and, with its tribntary, the 
Darling, which Is naiigable 3000 miles in New South Wales, enables the settlers of 
Qaeenslaod, New tteubb Wales, North-we>t Victoria, and theB. partof Sonth Anstralia 
to draw supplies from, and forward their wool to Ooolwa (on the W. side of lake Alexan- 
^na, or the Lower Murray, as it is called,) which is looked upon as the natural port. 
The Murmmbidgee, another New South Wales river, is also navigable as far as GundagaL 
About 30 steamers and barges are engaged in navigating tlie Murray and its tributaries 
from Goolwa, and convey a large amount of merchandise for the supply of settlers 
and of the variong townships, bringing down annually several thousand bales of wool, 
for decpatch to London direct, MeltPiurne, or Fort Adelaide. The Sooth Australian part 
of tiie Morray river was discovered by Slurt, in January, 1830, the upper part of that 
portion of it being tbund to be a noble stream, flowing throngh dense loresti of sand;y 
■crab, and bonnded, sometimes on one side and someiimes on the other, by high cliffii, 
fanning precipices from 150 to 500 f^t high. The rock was white, like chalk, and 
quite at soft. Parts of these ciiSs were very beantU^l. A great many of the fbisili, 
Hmetimcs a whole precipice, was changed to selenite, whl(£, while retaining all the 
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TRTied foriUB and faoclful tritcer/ of mitriDe ornaments, vai m clear u cryatat, and 
looked like face; work in ice. When the lettins: aan ihooe fall on the face of the« 
cliSi, the red rajiwere reflected back off the crystalline laceti into the dazzled gaze of 
the eiploren, and made them imagine that they were in tairj' land, and that palaces of 
diamond* were not quite thing* of fable. Start voyaged down the river to lake Alei- 
andrloa, which he partially examined, lad then retraced bia «eai7 waj backward, 
CsptaiD Barker, after whom mount Barker ia called, being the next to explore the 
newly-found region. Thia gentleman, however, having iwum acroaa a channel of the 
lake to a aand-bill on the otlier aide, for [he pnrpoae of obtaining a better view, waa 
treacherouily murdered by the nativea, and liia body thrown in^o the water. On tbe 
Sooth Anatralian banks of the Murray are large tracti of dense mallee scrub, the mallee 
being a amall tree whoae roots apread horizontally, and retain water, often found uaeful 
for travellerB; and the quandong, or native peach, ia alao plentiful.. There are but few 
streams flowing Into the Mnrray in this partof its course, the principal ones being the 
Burra creek and the Rhine river, both of which fall into it on ita W. bank. The lower 
part of the river, known as the Ooolwa or lower Murray, Is, in point of fact, % narrow 
arui of lake Alexandrina, separating the main land in the W. comer from the low 
sandy iaiand known aa Hindmarsh island. It ia, however, navigable, and the channel 
which the Murray steamers uae. Moat of the land lying along the river banks i* 
reserved In hundreds for agricaltural purpoaea, although taken up in fkct nnder 
pastoral leases at short dates. The river ia crossed at Blanchetown, Swanport, 
and Wellington, by roada leading from Adelcude into Victoria. The tovna and 
post offices on lu banks are Overland comer. North-west bend, Btanchetown, 
Moorandee, Mannum, Wall, Swanpart, Chucka bend, and Wellington £. and W, 
The sea mouth of thia river bears from the Start light on cape WiUoughby, N.B. byE. 
i K, 41 miles; and from Kosetta head, E. by N., about 13 miles. The bearings are 
magnetic; magnetic variation 6° 35' E. The sea mouth of the Murray may be 
recognised by Barker's knoll, the first bare sand-hill of any elevation or extent to tbe 
eastward of the high land of Encounter bay. This extraordinary sand-hill, which is 
ever-chaogiog in its form and appearance, according to the prevailing winda, and is 
fast receding to the eastward, in which direction the entrance has sliifled 500 yards in 
4 years, ia about 90 feet high, and forma the eastern side of the entrance of the Murray; 
\he weatern side being the terminatioo of the tow aand-bllla of Sir Richard'a peninsula. 
Prom the baae of Barker's knoll an extenaive aand-hank trenda in a south-westerly 
direction, forming the eaatern limit of the cbaonel. On the higheat part ot point 
Pullen, the termination of Sir Richard'a peninsula, is a flogatafl, from which the tidal 
and other signals are made. The Qsgataff Ilea in lat. 35° 34' &., long. 138° 57' 15" £., 
and bears from port Elliott obeliak E., distance 10^ miles; and from Victor harbonr 
N. 81° E,, 13 miles; whilst a course of N. 69° E., for 19 milea, leads directly ftom 
Porpoise head. On the opposite or weatern shore, point Pullen and its adjoining bank 
forma the western boundary of tbe channel. The bar, on which the least deptha of 
water have been found recently lo be from 6 to 8 feet, is conatanily shifting in extent, 
depth, and relative position to the western extremity of Barker's knoll. The channd 
will generally be found deeper and more direct In the winter months, trending more in 
a westerly direction, aa the descending currents become lessened in volume during the 
summer. The bar itself is compoaed of aand, covered with masses of seaweed- Inside 
the bar the aoundinga vary cooaiderably, bnt, in all placea between the Gootwa and the 
mouth, aSord plenty of water for all vessels that can pass the bar in safety. In order 
to point oot the deepest portion of the channel over the bar, two large triangi^ 
beacons have been placed Inside the entrvnce; these beacons ore shifted at occasacw 
requirea; at the present they bear N. 19° E., and S. 19° W. reapectively. 

KUKKAT SCRUB iCo4. Slurt, Eyre and Burra) ia a belt of sandy connti?, 
thickly covered with mallee scrub, lying on the Murray river, along its lower end, 
below the great or N.W. bend, and extending to the N. into the plains to tbe E. o( 
Eooringa and monnt Bryan. There are numerous patches of good paatoral land, whkli 
are taken up by squatters. 

mnUtAT SCRUB HTTN, DUTTON'S (_Co. Surra;) lease. No. T3I; occuider, 
F. H. Dutlon; area, SO square miles; grazing capability, ssno aheep, or ISG per square 
mile; old rental and asaesiment, £78; Ooyder's valuaiion, £140 per annum, wiiboot 
improvements valued at j;iOO.

KTFOMBA (Q}. SindmarA'} is an agricultural settlement, lying In a valley to 
the S. of Selltck's hlU, and 14 miles S. of Aldlnga on the main road from Adelaide to 
Tankalill^ It lies 44 miles 5. of Adelaide, and has daily communication with all the 
places mentioned, by Sounsevell's mall coach. Myponga has a post office for the 
ctmveDieQce of the neighbourhood, a store, and 1 hotel— the Myponga. The popalation 
is smatl and scattered, consisting chiefly of farmers. There is a pahUc pound in this 
•ettlement. 

MX'OMCIA {Ca. HindmanK) is a district coancil fn the electoral district of 
Enoonnter hay. It is under the control of a chairman, the present one being Mr. W. 
Pavey, and 4 conncillors. The receipts and expenditure in this district council for

ICTTOHSA {Co. ffi'iu/nuriA) is a W. hundred of the county lying on the coast 
of the gulf of St. Vincent, at Rapid bay. The district is rich in minerals, and tiiere 
are several silver lead mines in operation in the neighbooihood. About half of it* area 
is purchased land, mostly agricultural. 

KTTOliaA HILL (Co. Hindmarih) is apeak and point of surrey lying in tlie 
scmbby country to the S. of Myponga township. 

■CTPOMQA RIYEB {Co, Bindmarih) is a stream rising in the coast ranges 
in the hundred of Hyponga, and flowing H.Vf. into the sea by a wide channel. 

WACKABA HILL, 32° 45' S. lat., 139° lO* E. long. {Flindert dUlnel If.) is a 
detached hill lying 1° the pastoral district of Eastern plains. 

■AOXAKA MINE {N. district.) Under this name there are some small copper 
workiogsupon mineral claims. No. 2354, dated June 12, and Nos. S387 and S388, dated 
June ae, situated between SO and 60 miles N. of the Burra. The proprietors, tliree 
Cbmishmen, named James Pott, Thos. Williams, and Thomss Hodge, called at our 
office recently with samples, producing at the sai* time for our satisfaction the 
Government documents relative to their claims, and a eertfflcate ftom Mr. Elphick, of 
which the following is a copy;—" Koorioga, August 24, 1866.— Assay of two samplu 
of capper ore from Nackara mine for Mr. Thomas Hodge.— No. I, produce 53^; No. 2, 
produce 51.- (Signed) Wm. E. Elphick, assayer." No. lappeara toberedoiide,BndNo.S 
grey and green ore and oxide. The men state that they have been working the mine 
without assistance, pecuniary or mannal, for the last 3 months, and have sank 3 shafts, 
viz.. Pott's shaft, which is now 12 fathoms deep, and in which they passed through a 
bunch of ore about 7 fathoms down; and Williams's shaft about 60 fathoms N. of the 
Other. This is 7 fathoms deep, and carries a good copper-bearing lode. The samples 
are from Pott's shaft. They atate that they have about 5 tons of ore at grass, and 
that the lode is 3 f^t wide. Another sample was shown us— silver oilde^ 
wliicb we were informed had been assayed by Mr. Thomas and found to contain 61 
per cent, ot copper, but of this no certificate had been given.

VAIKnX \Co. StuTt) is an agricultural Tillage In the handred of Eanmantoo, 
council district of Nairne, and electoral district of OnkHpsringo, situated on Nainte 
creek, 24} mllei from Adelaide, on the main line of road between Adelaide and the 
Murray, via Callintcton, moont Barker lying It miles S. In the township are S 
flout mills (steam) and a tannery. The Nairne district Is an agricultural. pasConl, 
copper and gold quartz-mining district, there being 1 copper mine near the vilUge, 

Eromisiug well, but not having yet been thoniughly tested. The nearest places are 
lawesly, a copper- smelting village, i\ miles E.. and consisting of about 12 cottag«s, 
prettily situated on Scott's creek; Kanmantoo, B mQes E., and Callington 12 miles E, 
both mining townsbipa; and Harrogate, II miles N.G,an agricultural village of 9 
cottages.

Adet&ide uid MelbooTDe. A mail coach raid to Eid^Iod, 57 mileiiPeoola 3S milca, 
twice a veek, and to Border town, &6 miles, twice a weeli. It ba* a local couit, a 
mecbanics' iaitlCiite, a telegraph office, an aboriginal lUtiaQ. and a poit and mone7 
order otBce. It i« iituated on the Kacracoorte creek. Mosquito creek flowi panllel to 
Namccxirte creek, 10 mile* N. from Nairacoorte. There ia a large lake oa Mr. 
Se/monr'i run, 19 miles S.W. from Narracoorte; lake Ormerod, aboQt S miles long by 
1 wide, 4 milea W. from Narracoarte and Geary's Rwanip, i mites N,W. from 
Narracoorte. The district is a pastoral (iheep-&rmiDg) one. The surroundinK country 
contains excellent soil, with landy ranges running through it N. and S. (tromPenoU to 
Border town, Narracoorte beiog situated in a gap in the rangeO I' i^ all either the 
property of Che sheep-brmer or the Crown.

There ate 29,000 sheep, SBU head of cattle, and 30 horses on this run, 
and on £300 acres of purchased land round the township of Narracoorte, the next post 
towd. 

HAT AH {Co. Light) is a postal towniblp In the electoral district of Light and 
fanndred of Gilbert. It is situated on tbe river Gilbert, 70 miles N. of Adelaide, and 
19 milea N.W. of Eapuiido. Finnlss point, a high hill, lies to the E,, and on the W. 
are some low hills, dividing the valley of the Gilbert and AIidb plains. The district !■ 
an agricultural one, large quantities of wheat being grown in the valley, and slieep are 
depastured on the hilly ranges to the E, and W. Tbe nearest places are Qilberton, 
3 miles S., and Hiverton, 3 mites N. (tbe next telegraph'Stadon.) Tbe commnnication 
with these places is by horse or pritale vehicle, and with Adelaide, 64 miles 8,, b; 
Bonnieveirs coach from Qilberton to Kapunda, and thence by rail. Navan haa a 
pott office and a Romun Catholic chnrch and school. The aeoreat hotels are at 
GUberton and Biverton. The surrounding country consists of low hills lying E, and 
W., with rolling plain and valley land between. The formation la slate with fossUa, 
and occasional basalt and freestone, also surloce limestone. The population of Navan 
•nd lis agricultoral neighbourhood numbers about 300 persons. 

irllAXJES (Co.iVr*) U a newly-formed hundred, lying in the N.W. partof the 
county, and containing only ft small .quantity nf purchased land. 

HXAUBB FALL IPIindert dittricl) is a picturesque waterfall on section 1410, S. 
of the Yudonamutana workings. It Is abont SO feet In height; but the surrounding 
J Is vety beautiful. The walerflows nloog a narrow gully, between steep, rocky 
— ' 800 teet high, covered with porcupine grass and pine and gum trees. The 
wdifi !■ iinfaiilng. Near the end of the gully there is a peculiar formation of rock, 
which rlsei perpendicularly to a height of about 70 feet, forming two-thirds of an 
elliptical basin, about 100 fWt long and 60 feet wide, llie water flows out of this bailn 
tbnmgh a cleft, and under a uatimJ rocky bridge. 

HXAI.XB RIVER {FUnderi dittriel N.) is a fine stream, the recipient of tbe 
dnlnage of Stoart'i and Hanjon'i ranges, and of the (able land to the W. of tbe N 
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ptrt of lake Eyre. It aprnulB ont OTsr a. tuidy and gran j pl&fa in nnmeroiu chuuoela 
ID it! lower part, where it occupies a Bpace of nbout 4 milei in width, although it ia 
bnt seldom that anj bnt the main chEuinel containa wsler, nnd haa abundance of green 
feed and flue gam tree* along it* banks. Thla riTei fluwi in an B.S.E direction, and 
empties itself into lake Ejre hj a tiroad salt channel. A little abore its moath It it 
fed bj a small creek flowing torn ipringi, so Mlt ai to crystallise erery oiyect it flow* 
orer. At its npper end It is fed by the Frew, Blyth, and Davenport rirers, and the 
Hame, Fincke, and other creeks, in same of which the water is salt, bnt where fresh 
water can be e&aily obtained by digging near the banka. The channel of the Ifealea 
may be described as a aeries of gorges cut in the sandstone leTel through which it 
flows, and which is generally of a light-brown colour, with stones on the sar&ce and 
plenly of vegetattoD in the wet season. Sometime* the soil shows gypsum underoeath, 
and thus opens ont into Sne grassy undulating country of a dark-red colonr. slightly 
coTered with scrub. Stuart found a bulbous plant somewliat resembling the Egyptian 
amm in and near the bed of the river. At the upper end of thie stream flne smooth- 
barked gnm trees, and splendid hakeas, 20 feet in height, with bark, like cork, are found. 

nSPEAlT BAT (Kangaroo iiland} is a wide opening in the E part of the N. coast 
of the island, lying between Mariden point on the N.W. and Kangaroo Island on the 
BM. It contains Eingacote harbour, and at its S. end ts a shallow channel leading 
Into the Pelican lagoon. Flinders discovered this Sne bay on the SOth May, 180X, and 
named it after Sir E. Nepean of the adTniralty. 

irarOWZE CREEK (Plind^i datrlet If.) Is a small stream rising in the Nepowie 
peak, and flowing In a S.B. direction into lake Blanche, oa its W. side, through tile 
pastoral district known as the Elastem plains. Its flows about 30 miles from Tudana- 
mntana. Shales, slates and sElico-calcareous rocks. 



3 PEAK [Flindrrt dutrict) is a lofty peak on an E. spur of the main 
range, lying about 30 mites S. of Yudanamutana, and at the bead of Nepowia creek, in 
good pastoral country. 

HEPOWZE BUN (N. dittrict;) leases, Nos. 615, seOA, and esS; occupier, 
M- M'Callum; total area, 200 square miles; grazing capability, SOOO hud of cattltt, 
This station lies 40 miles distant from Tudanamutana, the nearest post town; and is 
watered by the Nepowie creek, the John, Itelowie, and Bulkuona creeki, flowing in 
the locality. 

XEPOWXE N. RUN (JV. dUtrict;) leases, Nos. SGO and 689; occupiers. HcTa^art 
and McCallnm; area, S9 square miles. This ran lies near mount McEinlay, and 
adjoining the Nepowie run. 

XEVTUn ISLES, between 3S° 12' and 29° 32' S. lat„ and 136° 1' and 136° 9' E. 
long, (Co. Flindcn,) is the name given to a cluster of small low Islands lying to the S. of 
Thistle island. They are rocky and surrounded with breakers, with some low detached 
reefs amongst the North isles. Captain J. L. L. Stokes, of H.U. surveying ship Beagle, 
passed close to these isles in 1840, and place* the lODthemmoat in 3&° 22' 15* 8. tat., and 
136° 17' 45" E. long, 

XXTLET (Co. Adelaide.) See Twiceskhaic 

HmUlOU' (Go. Addaide) ts a small agricnltnral and vfnegrowing settlement, 
inhabited chiefly by Germans, and lying half-a-mile distant from the postal township <k 
Lobethat. 

HETEK-HEVZa C&EEK {Co. Vu:toria)l» a small stream watering the central 
part of the Bunilaleer run, and rising in the middle range of Scrubby hiiii. 

MEVILLi: ((7b. CardaeU) ia a hundred lying In the S.W, part of the county, and 
taking in portion of lake Coorong, upon whose E bank are a few small patches of pur- 
chaaed land. 

WKW COBJnrAZ.L MQfE (Co. Daly) i* one of the Wallaroo ooppv mine*, 
lying SS milts N.W. by N. of Adelaide and 1 mile KS.E. from Kadina. Austin, 
writing in IS63, describes the mine as follows:—" It is now about two years since tliia 
mine was opened by the present company, and during the former part of the tima 
operations were pursued with great vigour. Several shafts were sunk, drives cut, and 
sloping done. There are two main lodes— Lucas's and Sismey'*. The former I* the 
principal. They are almost parallel lodes, running nearly N.W. and S.E, bnt con- 
verging both as to their direction and Uieir underlie. All the vein* and Btrbigs of ore 
met with alto converge towanl* the main lode. It 1« therabnexpMtod tbMwtunratbB 
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lodet meet then will be a veir Urge depoiit of ora. Lacu'i lode bai Tiried in width 
from I to 14 feet. Squarey's (engine) ihsft is now sunk to a depth of S9 fathami 
OD Sinner's lode, and No. 2 shalt, on the «ame lide, i» down !0 bthomi. A croaa-cat 
b being driTeo from this lerel to interaect Lucas's lode. Thii is cansidered one of the 
leading points of the mine, as, 8 fathoms below- the aur&ce, the lode was opened on for 
ft length of 15 fnthoma, presenting a strong and promising appearance, and containing 
qnartz, green carbonate, and muriate of copper. The cniB«-cat now being made will 
cnt the lode at IS fathoms lower. The lodes at present are not flrat-rate courses of ore, 
but disturbed and dreilgej. There was a considerable influx of water in this crois-cnt, 
but arrangements are being made to pat the machinery in order to keep it in fork. 
DnibrtDnately, an accident, similar to what occurred some time lince, has recentlj 
happened to the engine; and to prevent a recurrence of it the engine will hare 
to be reset, which will cauae the works to be saapended tor about a month. The 
conotry in Sqnarey's engine shaft ii ae faTOarabte ia appearance as could be 
de^red, and contains some good stones of ore and piece* of natire copper. 
The ground throughout the mine is generally farourable. I most not omit 
to mention that a large block of ore, said to weigh nearly S lous, was sent 
to the International 'Exhibition of 186S, having been raised from Lucas's lode, out 
of White's shaft. Between 3000 and 4000 tons of sins' are now at grasi, and will be 
dressed up so as to yield, probably, fromSOO to 1000 tons of ore. worth IS per cent, ol 
copper. The buitdiags on the mine are substantial — being cbiefly of atone and brick — 
and comprise eapiain'a houae, store, offlce, smilha' and carpenteri' workshops, beeidet 
engine-bouse and chimney -stack (72 feet high,| also a crush! ng-hnuse, with a leparate 
engine to work up to 12-1iorse power, driving 2 feet rollers. There ia also a still fbr 
distilling water, and a taok to hold 15,000 gallona, atone stables, and sevenl miners' 
cottages. Close aC hand is Mr. Kodda's smelting establishnient,which will be deacribed 
la another place. Though the prospects, or rather I should say the present position, of 
the mine is anything hot satiafactory, Captain East, who is evidently a very mtelligeat, 
practical man, entertains the beat hopes for the future, and I think not without good 
reMOD. I trust, for the soke of the shareholders, these anticipations may be realised. 
I ahould recommend them Dot to aell out; bat to hold their shares for another six 
months at least." Since the above was written the mine has been actively worked; 
ud, in July last, the third ordinary half-yearly meeting of the New Cornwall mining 
company was held in White's room, Adelaide; Hr. W, O. Luxmoore in the'choir. The 
directors' and captain's reports were received and adopted. The tialance- sheet showed 
■nestimatedbalancein&Touror thecompany of £11.8B6 9s. 6d. Captain East wai 
preeeat, and reported a freah discovery in the new north lode, of a promiaing nature, 
coosisting of a soft clayey ore, containing a good quantity of green carbonate. This is 
lo the westward of the other portion of the property, and several sections have been 
taken ont by the directors adjoining the property in the direction in which the new 
lode is expected to run. It was resolved in accordance with the recommendation of 
the directors that a further call of 10s. per share be made — 9a. payable in July 25, and

water lajtoon lying along the E. coast of Anxious bay, about 12 miles S.E. of Tentu 
bay. Tlie surrounding country is taken ap for pastoral purposes. This lake lies S 
mllei 6. of the Talia post offlce, and IS miles N.W. of Bramfield. Salt may be 
obtained in large quantities on its shores, although there are several fresh water springs

HO&aLimaA, 35° W S. lat., 138° 30' £. long, (Co. AdtUaiU,) is a postal 
tovnihip in the electoral dlslrlct of Noarlnnga, hundred partly of Noarluuga and partly 
of Willunga, and under the control of the district council of Noarlunga. It is aitoatcd 
on tbe lunlu of the rirer Onkaparinga, about 3 niilei Irom its moulh, and is almost 
muTOunded by the river wtiich at this portion of its coarse flows in a curve of the form 
of a horseshoe, lirom which &ct the town is Icnown as "The Horseshoe,'' Tl>ereisa 
creek called the Pedler's creek, flowing about S^ miles distant 8., but no other creeks 
or rivers in the neighbourhood. The district i« a purely agricultural one, growing 
wheat principally; small flocks of sheep are, however, kept by many of the farmen. 
Both capper and gold have been found on the banks of the Onkaparinga river, but oat 
in paying quaotities. The nearest places are Hackham, 3} mites N.; and Bellevue, or 
McLaren's vale, 5 mites S.E. The communication aa with Adelaide, SO miles N., ii by 
Rounsevell's duly mail coach, and by drays and p&ssenger conveyances. Noarlunga 
has a post and money order office, a telegraph station, a council chamber, \ Episoqial 
church, ! Wesleyan, 3 Bible Chriitian, and 1 Primitive Methodist chapel, a pu^ic 

Eund, a volunteer rifle corps, and branches of the Adelaide and South Anstraliao 
nirance companies, and 2 hotels— the Horseslioe, and tbe Jnll^ Miller. There is a 
■team flour mill in full work in tha township, a brewery (unoccupied,) and a brickyard. 
At the port of Noarlunga (Castleton) which Is 3 miles distant, N.W. by W., is a 
harbour fbrmed by a natural barrier of reef, about hall-a-mila from the shore, befaiDd 
wliich vessels can ride in safety la any weather. There is a jetty alMnt 400 feet long, 
nnder the care of tbe district council, who receive jetty dues. Most of the wheat grown 
in the district is shipped thence to the other colooies. The resident magistrates ars 
J. Clark, R. Budgen, and R. Bosnorth, Eiqs. The township ties low, not being taany 
ftet atwve the level of the sea; the surrounding country is hilly, but none of die 
elevations are of great altitude. The formation is principally of limestone. The

Adelaide city, between the rivers Sturt on the N. and Onkapariuga on ihe S, It cua- 
•irta for the moet part of purchased land, much of which is under cultivaiion. The 
knmahlps of Clarendon, Glenelg, and Noarlunga are in this hundred. 

■OWWOVS' {Ftindtrt dutrict) is a poiul township in the W. part of the electoral 
diitarlct of Flinders. It is situated about G mile* N.E. of lake Macdonald, in the centre 
ofa pastoral district taken up as sheep runs. Streaky bay lies to theS.E., the township 
of Watts being about 124 miles diaunt. The communication is by horse and dray only. 
Use mail being carried no horseback once a fortnight. With Adelaide,S:i4 milet illstant, 
tbeeommunicatton is by horse to port Lincoln, 3:i4 mites distant. and thence by fortnightly 
•teamer SOO miles, or by horse to Streaky bay, and thence by occasional coasting veaseL 
The sntroanding country is low, aandy, and scrubby, alternating with limesLone ridges 
and large open well-graned plains, the ridges running generally E. and W. The 
pt^Hilation ii scattered and snuU, conalitiog principally of the residents oa Ihe neigh- 
faoniing stations. 

JIOWKOKO (or Point Bcll,) STATION' ( W. dUirici;) leases, Nos. ST7, 1D33, and 
1168; occupiera, Marrabel and Miller; total area, 101 aquarc milei; graz:tig CHpacity, 
a(\DO0 aheep. This station lies at point BeII, to Che Vf. of Denial bay, and has a pust- 
(Ace(thelurthest W. in the colony) lor the convenience of the diatriet. It lies 3^4 mile* 
N.W. of port Lincoln, 1S4 miles N.W. of Streaky bay, and 18J miles N.W, of Vena* 
)ltj. It is watered by wells dug in the saod-hills bordering the coast. 

Jl OKKAHTIUiB (Co. Himdmartk') is a postal township and small harbouria 
tbadectoial diitnct of Encounter bay, hundred of rankalilla, and under the conlrul 
of tbe district council of Yankaliila. It is situate on the liungala river, and is sur- 
Mtuded by liiils and fresti wHter creeks, fresh water being to be bad by sinking in any 
part of the district, which is both an agricultural and a pastoral one. Tiiere are Several 
copper and silver lead miles in the neighbourhood, the principal one bi-ing the Big 
Go^ silver lead and copper mine. Tliereis abundance of ailver lend in Mr. tlarritt's 
•eetions, and gold has been found in small quantities. The Big Gorge mine lies 3mile* 
S. of tbe township, on the face of a steep hill rising almost abruptly fr'iui a flat half-B* 
rnilo from the sea. The copper lode runs about N.N.E., and is traceiible for above S5U 
yarda on the sarfkce. It Is couipoied of a guartzose ruck, strongly impregnated with 
ohu amd green carbonate ttf copper, and contaiuiag three veins of ore. Barri it's stations 
Ue II miles N. of NovmauTille. A mine (Barriit's) was opened on a hill in sight of 
Uie sea, in this place, in lB6i. and ore, rich In gold and silver was raised. A discovery 
haa been made at the Great Gorge mine which warrants the a u tic 1 pat ion that that pro- 
VKiJ will become one of [be most valuable in the South. An adit level has been lately 
anTeo on tin foot of tbe liill. and at 32 fathom* a lode haa been cui fully 13 feet widt^ 
oatiTittg anlpfaate of eopper and peacock ore. interspersed with felspar and mi(Aceuus 
slate. Sevenl mining " authorities" who have seen tbe lode speak \a the highest terms 
of it. It is intended to drive further on the level, as it is expected there are two other 
bdM •>«■ richer than this. The discovery was made only a short time ago. The 
GMfanlinelaidminblyailltablelarUiedressingBndBlupuienlof urei — it bei^goa tl 
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TaakalilU rirer, and not more than ft mile and a-half tttim the NoraiRDTUIe jetH-, with 
a good metailed road the irliole distance. The following is an extract from Captain 
Price's report of tha above mine, dated 7th September, 1B6E : ■■ T find that there is stUI 
fire Inthoioa more to drive before we can commence the rise to hole the ihaft. Thew 
a lathoms I have let at £4 per fathom, and when thii ig driven the rlne will be Im- 
medlatelj commenced. I am happy to lay that the nine looks well. We have drireo 
throDgh orey gromid on the course of the lode N.E. 2 fiithoms, and 8.W. 1 fathom 
from which a quantity of stuff Is laid aside for dressing. We have also sank a 
winze on the lode in the N.E. side of the adit to a depth of 4 fathoms, in wbich, I am 
happy to say, the lode looks remarkably well, and yields some fine rocks of yellow 
aalphurets of copper, in fact, the lode in the winze is all paying work.'' The nearest 
places to Normanrille are Rapid hay, 10 miles S.; and Yankalilla, the next telegraph 
station, 3 miles TS.; the communicatioa being by mail coach. With Adelaide, 53 miles N, 
the communication is by RoiinseTell's daily mall coaches from Yankalilla. Norman- 
ville has a post office, a district court house, a custom house, 2 steam flour mills in full 
*wark, a brewery, a brick yard, a Forester*' court, an Oddfellows' lodge, a local court, 
a branch of the Adelaide Aasuraace and Guarantee company, and 1 hotel — the 
Normaoville (Bryant's.) There is a coach office (RoansevelHs) at Hewitt's auction 
rooms. A new jetty is in course of construction, and will be, when completed, a great 
boon to Che district. Tha surrounding country is mountainous, with abundance of good 
timber and fresh water, and the entire district is in a very flourishing state. There 
are some quarries of good building stone, and in the township several good sab- 
■tantial stone buildings are erected. The population numbers about ISOO persons in 
the town and neighbourhood of Normanville. The geological formation consists of 
g;raaite, euritic schist, mica, and chlorile schists, with magnetic iron ore, and occasional 
deposits of hornblende and epidote. There are beds of gravel and ocuaaionally good 
))ed8 of marble found in the locality, 

jrOKTB AKM {Co. Adelaide) is a, branch of Uie entrance to port Adelaide 
mnniiig off from the main stream in an N.K. direction into the swamps which lie at 
the back of that part of the coast. The imal! village of Newbaven is situated \a a bend 
of this creek. 

HOB.TB AVENUE STATION (Ct. Qreyf) leaee, 3S5a; occnpierg, lUley and 
Ormenidi area, 50 square miles. This station lies 30 Diilet W. of Feoola, at the head 
of Beedy creek. See Avasne Rnn, North. 

VOB.TEEBJr PASTORAL DISTRICT Is the name given to the vast area Ot 
country in the electoral district of Flinders, lying to the N, of the settled districts, and 
comprising the whole of the waste lands of the colony, to the N. of about lat. 34°, 
excepting the W. and N.E. paBloral districts. It Is an immense tract of coantry, 
consisting for the most part of sandy and stony desert, arid, or covered with dense scrub 
and spinifei grass, and badly watered. Larcre portions of it are taken up by immense 
salt lakes and marshes, the principal of which are lakes Torrens.Qalrdner, and Eyre, 
each of which is many thousands of square miles in extent, and lie in a depresaiao, 
supposed to tie volcanic, which extends from N. to S. across the continent. It wi* 
formerly supposed that these lakes were connected, hut explorations have discovered 
tha fact that there are vride tracts of country separating them, and that much ot the 
country which was supposed to be desert is Bvailable tor sheep and cattle runs. V"eiT 
large blocks of land are now taken up under pastoral leases to the S. of lake Kyre, n, 
and W. of lake Torrens^ N., and on both sides the main range, and to the 3. ot lake 
Qairdner. Moat of these suffer, however, in dry seasoni from tha want of water, and 
the losses in the N. district during the drought which has prevailed for the last 3 years 
have been very great, many of the stations having been totally unstocked. In the 
counlry to the S. of lake Galrdner, and that to the W. of lake Torrens, there are some 
tolerably good streams and numerous native wells, whilst in the neiphbourhood of the 
main range and lake Blanche, to the N. of the main range, and to the S. and S.E. <d 
lake Torrens, the squatters have to rely In a great measure upon surface water, and have 
anffered exceedingly. In the connlry to the S. of Inks Eyre Is a series of singular 
springs, many of them hot, which afG>rd a supply of water the year round. (See 
BuNcsB Ccp.) The portion of this district tying to the W. of the main range is usually 
known as the Western plains. The towns and post offices tn the district are Melro»^ 
Beautiful valley and port Augusta in the S.; Kanyaka, Hollowelena, Blinman. Nacca- 
leenaand An/ipena on and near the main range ; mount Margaret and (.>omberalanaiB 
the N.W. (to the S.W. ot Ube Eyre;) and Tudaoamutaoa, BUncbewater and lake Ui^e 
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iDtheN.E. In tbii district tbere ue 1511 &creB of purchiued laad, 8001 acrci eadosed, 
knd 13 «cre« under cnlliration. The lire stock numbers 2092 horses, 14,643 horned 
(sttle, 183,199 sheep, 963 goats, 44 pigs, uid 1712 head of ponltiy. The land under 
coltiTBtion comprises T acres foUov, 4 acres gardeii, aod 1 acre Tlneyard. (he latter 
harlog GOO Tines in bearing, and 230 not in bearing, and prodadng at the last crop

t PASTORAL DISTRICT. Sea Eastbbs Pl*in3. 
I RHINE {Oo.Esrt.) See Rhinb N. 
NORTHERIT TERRITORY is a rut tract of land annexed to the colon; of 
South Anstralia b? commission under the great seal, bearing date 8th Jul;, ises, 
comprising all the country which lies to the N. of the 26th parallel of S. lai., and 
betveen the 129° and 138° of E. long., together with all bajs, gulf^. and adjacent 
islands, within those limits. The E. boondar; line of this territory cnts the coast near 
the mouth of the Weatworth rirer on the W. share of the gulf of Carpentaria, and the 
W. near cape Domett on Caaibridge gnll. The foltowing accoDnt of [he proceedings la 
re^reoce to the seltlemenl of this part of the country is extracted frooi Forster's work 
on South Australia: — - 

' In consequence of the snccess of Mr. Stuart, in crossing the Australian continent, 
from Adelaide to Tan Diemen's gulf, and the &Tourable report given by him of the 
character of the country upon the northern coast, the South Australian government, 
baring obtuned the protectorate of the new territory, resoWed to undertake the 
experiment of colonising it. A town was to be laid oat in the most convenient 
sitDStion, in allotments of hatfan-acre each, and country seclloos were to be surveyed 
of a minimum area of 160 acres. It was proposed thai, Qrst of all, land orders should 
be issued for ESO,000 acres of country land, »t Ts. 6d. per acre, half to be sold In 
Adelaide, and half by the agent general in London, each section of 160 acres entitling 
purchasers to a town allotment. A second survey of 250,000 tores was afterwards to 
take place, bnt the price was to be raised to 12s. per acre. 

"The Srtt land orders were offered, simultaneously, In England and in South 
Anttralia, in March, 1364, and were all disposed of, a company having been formed in 
Mch place to buy np the residue, after the applications of the general pnbllc hod been 
satisOed. And on the 2Sth April, 1864, the official staff sent to prepare the way for 
the settlement of the new colonj took their departure &om Port Adelaide in the 
Btniy EUii. They consisted of ;— B. T. Finclss, government resident; J. T. Maiiton, 
engineer and surveyor; F. K. Goldsmith, surgeon, and protector ot aboriginesi E. Word, 
clerk and accountant; Clement Young, clerk and postmaster; Stephen King, store- 
keeper J John Davis, assistant storekeeper; W. Pearson, K. U. Edmunds, U. P. Pack- 
ard, J. Wadham, and A. R. Hamilton, surveyors ; R. Watson and J. W. O. Bennett. 
draughtsmen; and sizty-scvcn chainmen and surrey labourers. 

"After arriving at his destination, the government resident flied upon Escape 
cliffs, at Adam hay, as the site of the first town. The rest is soon told, though volumes 
have been written fivm the new settlement ou the subject of the official proceedings 
there. Several of Mr. Finniss's officers and men became disaff^ted, and sought, 
through the medium of the newspapers in Adelaide, to give pubiicity to their grievances, 
tbe principal of wliich was an objection to the locality chosen for the town. As many 
as could leave the settlement did so, one party having proceeded to Champion hay, a 
distance of 1600 miles, in an open boat. Tbe Government called upon Mr. ITinnis fol 
explanations, and finally recalled him to Adelaide, until the complaints against hia 
administration could be Investigated, Mr. M'Kiolay, io tbe meanwhile, being sent to 
Adam bay to report upon the general slate of affairs there, and particularly upon the 
site of the proposed town. Looking at the correspondence published on both sidei, it 
is dif^uk to come to the conclusion that Mr. Finniss has greatly erred in his proceed' 
faigs. Writing to a friend in England, he attributes the failure of the sclieme— If 
Ulare there should he— to the unnecessary condemnation of his site for the capital, 
sod to his being recalled at a time when it would have been much more rtasunable 
to have sent him addiiiuoat men and means of transport. The considerations which 
guided him in tbe selectioo of tbe locality for the town he states aa follows:—' There 
is an abundance of fine grnilng for all the cattle of South Australia in the belt of 
country pataliel Co the coast, at the distance inland uf Bliout 2.') miles, and extending 
along the bock rountr)' of tbe Adelaide down to the Victuria on one side, and I believe 
loiraid* tbe Uoper on the other. I have been up the Victoria iio miles, to Palm 
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bland, In a boat, and landed at aereral place*. I coold «ee enough Of tbe Whbtwind 
plaina, of Scokea. and of the distant hilli, to be able to form a certain coscltidan fa 
ay own mind tbat Litchflcld'i dlicoveries on the Dalj river are connected witb Um 
Wtiirlnind plains b; alinilar countrj thruughout. The eitenglon from the Adeldita, 
«t the back of the AlIigBtur river. Cowards the gnlf of Carpentaria, of this same fertflt 
tract, I conaider establjihed bj the Blmilarity of geological formation in tliat direcftn. 
This belt of country comprises all the ranges, ridges, and spurs, viilh their ioterrenln* 
Tallevs. which itreleh out from tho line of Gregorj's march between the Boper ud 
the Victoria. The problem with me was, having Out accercaiiied thai there was good 
land enough to supply the demands of purchasers to the extent of 500,000 acres, with 
an unlimited back run, to connect this Land with a port of call fot shipping. Sow, 
this, 1 consider, exibts at the mouth or the Adelaide, to the N. of the IfarrowK 
But shipping, if aided by steao?, can pass up the river fur at least SO miles, and smd 
vessels and steamers much higher. Moreover, boats and barges can be worked In 
•Imoat all the creeks which brancb out of the Adelaide, and carry produce either to 
a vessel at the head of the navigation, or to the more convenient port of call near 
the Narrow*. I would have put Che capital at the head of the navigation, bdt I 
consioered It Impossible for the vessels ustd In trade at present — sailing cr^, and 
frequently clippers of great length~-to go up Che river witliont steam. The tides an 
•0 strnng. the bends so tortuous, and the winds so unceriiun and light, that they most 
be towed either by ateam or by boats, or tliey would constantly gi^t ashnre on the toll 
■nui', and lose many tides in reaching a capital so placed. I found, also, that the 
stTMiiips, and marshes, and prairies — or river flats, as they might be called -whi<^ 
conaiituie ihe valley of the Adelaide, would be injuriuus to the health of a poputatiDa 
locatt'd within close proiimiiy to the fogs and malaria at tlie rivers and creeks. I 
tberelore prepared a town for residence within Ihe sight and itiSueuce of the sea, and I 
found a, level plateau, dry in the wettest season, at Escape difla.' Its situation, on a 
aarmw peninsula, exposes it to the influence of coualant breezes either from the SlE. 
or N.W.,or I should rattier say from tlie E.S.E. and N.N.W., which are the prevailing 
winds— indeed the constant winds. Ic whs the consideration of its evident liealthfbl- 
Deas, and my extreme doubt as Co the healthlulness of other parts more eipoxed to 
malarious influences, which made me ^lun all inland harbours for residence. Thai, I 
never dreamt of malting the Narrows a principal town, but only a place of busineai, 
to be deserted Bb snnsel for the more genial climate of Escape cliSa. With reptrd te 
the country, Mr. rinnisa says;— 'The belt of Gne land which I have proved to exM 
S^ miles, on the average, back fTom the coast, is separHled from the iaCerrentag 
lanil by low ridges of, aay 1 30 feet elevaCinn, sinking gradually Co 30 feet on the coast; 
»nd these ridges run N. and S., striking tlie sea at right angles to cbe line of shore. 
Between them are the various rivers, all tortuaua and muddy, with flat plains on ^ich 
side, uf a black clay soil, which in dry weather breaks up into deep crackn, and in ttw 
wet weather retains the water, apparently from want of fall towards tiie river. Thete 
plains are clothed with long grass, as indeed are the ridges, which are composed of a 
■andy loamy soil, frequently of a reddish-brown hue. I consider this aecond-rale soil; 
hot 1 have tried its character, and find that it produces cotton, I believe equ^ In 
qualiiy to the Sea island cotloD, of which I had seeds to plant,and sample to compare 
it with. Vegetables of all the kinds grown in Adelaide, or nearly so, ma; be produced 
in this land, not from Adelaide seeds, but from seeds of varieties aocliniatised Id Jarft 
•nd Timor. I have only now to add, that Adam bay itself affords excellent shelter for 
■hipiiing for 9 monChs in the year. During the months of Decembtr, Jsauary, and 
Fenruary, thete are sometimes strong gaies from the N.N.W. and W., but I iiever saw 
any sea, even in the worst weather, ihaC could cauiie a ship to drive from her anchor*, 
silcliough it would at such times be undesirable to land goods over the reefs In open 
bouts. At first, until stores and wharfs are conatructed at the Narrows Inside ptnnt 
Ayers, ships would remain outside, and discharge at the Cliff, at a place which I hBT« 
named Beatrice bay. I have no time to go Into the question of port Darwio; bnt m; 
reasons t^r not preferring that superior harbour ore to be found io tlie face, that Its 
Bavai capabilities are perhaps its only qualiScatioo for settlement, and it has tnany 
disadvBnLs.ges.' Some interesting meteorological observations were made at PaloMp- 
aton— the name of the embryo capital at Escape cliffs— for the ninntha of JanDarTV 
February, and March, 1S65, by Mr. Jacob Bauer, formerly connected with the 
Uelbournc Obaetvatory. The longitude nf the locality is given as 131° 15' Si' B., and 
the latitude 12° 3' 42" S. The highest mean tempeiaCare for January was SB'S; t&n 
maximum day temperature for Pebroary waa 97'9, and fur JIanfh 9S% and n ' 
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3S-«0S iBchM; ttw fail in Jannarj iwing 19-673, in Febniarr 13993, and in March, 
S-a4S inchei. la Jannvj it nined 25 dija, in Ptbruar; IT <)«;■, and in March It 
d»;». Tbs Ml In the Lut raoDtti occurreil prinulpallj between S p.m. and S a.m. 
Pram tbe IMh to Ihe 31K of Juiuar; tbe large quantity of inose iochea of rain TelL 
Tbe plaB for colaaiiing North Auitralia. proposed by tlji: Governtueot, irat faulty from 
ttw beginning. If, inilead of Qrat of all laying out a large town, tbey bad accepted 
maat of tbe propoaali KDt in to them tor deputuring itock in the ne* territory, the 
niBal and only aafe conrM of aeltlemeat would ha>e been initiated, the gradual 
derelopment of which woold bare led to the further arrangementa necetsary for 
meeting tbe wanti of an increaaing population. Perhapi it wuuld be well to recur to 
thia mode now, without any greater expenditure of time and money in purauitig what, 
at tbe beat, can only be looked upon at a duubtful experiment. As there appears to 
be little qneatJoD a« to the luitability of the country for tbe rearing of aheep ai)d cnitle, 
it wovid be a ptty If ita BXteoaire and splendid paaturea were not occupied as speedily 
■a poasible." 

The (oUowlBg extncta from the report of Mr. Waterhouse, who was employed m 
Naturalist to Stuart's expedition, describe the character of the couuti? In the inttrinri 

"Near here (moant Hay) are some broken raoges, gome of which are runuing 
aeariy parallel with the UatxloDnell range, forming broad and level Talleya, in which 
tbe soil it much enriched from the washings from the ranges on either side. An 
abundance of fine grass is found in these valleys, which, judging from a distant >iew 
wbicb I obtainail, on our return, from ■ high part ol the mount Hay range, I think 
mvtt be Tery exienuTe. A continuation ot tlieae well-graaaed ^alleys seemed to extend 
in a Qorth- westerly direction a* far as I could see. • • • From central 
moniit StoarC we crossed again the Hanson, whii^li was dry, hut found, at a fevi' milct 
farther on. some water in small lagoons under some sHnd-hills; these on our return were 
dry. Near here I aaw some baan-trees In bluuiii ( Erilkrina.) The blossotn <if theie 
treM is rich and haDdsome.of reddish colour, in clusters of papilllonaceous flowers; 
the leaf is biloped; the foliage at the tree is scanty, and the wood exceedingly soli and 
Vongy. We next came to the Stirling, where we camped, with plenty of water. 

• • • Tbe ilontiey, S. lat. 2iJ° 2V 30", was the first running stream 
Ihad aeen since leaving Adelaide. Tbere was a plentiful supply of water here, and tn 
parta a fine broad alream of deep water; on our return in September, there wtrc but a 
few loDg sliaJlow waterhole* letl. A few smo'iili- barked gum trees are growing on the 
banka. • • • This creek (Attack trtek) bad some very long, brnnd, and 
deep waterholes, with much conglomerate nek in the bed of the creek. '1 here were 
tome flne stnoolh. barked gum trees on its bank*. On our return In Scptemhtr, the 
water was moch reduced, yet there was tiill a gnod supply. We next crcii<sej (he 
Wbiiingion range, and cumped on one o{ tbe siiurtesol the Morphett, where »*■ found 
water This range is ot a very hsnl, ci'mpact, siliceiiui sandstone. From theiiie we 
Tcnt to the Tomkinson, where we found plenty of water ; and then we proceediKl to 
tbe Borke, whtre we found some good waterholes. > ■ • KlostofllieM 
watercourses have Ihe appenranceofnot tiaving bnd water In them for many ytar*. In 
Dk b«d> o( the most considerable are to be sten growing gum trees of all nges, ns well 
•• acacias and shrubs. In some places, large gum trees, now black with age, thnl hare 
\teta deposited by great floods, are to be i>een scaiii^red over the valleys near Ibe linnka. 
Tbe only water 1 saw in these creeks, either going or returning, was in valerlioles in 
the deepest parts of the beds ; many of ihei-e were s nail, and i^ontalned but a scanty 
■apply, and u^n a gteal distance apart; they hud not the appearance of being per- 
mancut. Many of tliem we found drird np on our return. I found this portion of the 
ooontry very poor in loology, having met with, whi^e travelling, very tew spichs of 
birda or animals. The common rock wall.iliy whs found thnmglioat In rocky rmigea, 
and the uroo kangaroo was occaaionally seen in the same localities. Ttie dli>go 
or native dog wxa heard and seen ibroujihout th-' continent. The birds whiuh 
were aeen were cliieAy those that are con.nion in Ihe far north, lach as the 
■nwll ruck pigeon, the blue-cresli^, the bronzed. winged, and brown flock 
pigeoiM; ktt««, on Bturt's plains (where they feed on grasshopper*,) were very 
Doneruui. • • a These ponds {Howell's ponds) consist of a chain of 

small waierbolcs In a low part of tbe pliiin, winch arc supplhd by surface diaiimge. 
Moat of them are deep, and I should think would hold water a long time, the soil bting 
of B ISQaciouB diiyey nature. Jndging from the nppeurance ot the surrounding 
eosDtrj, in wbiah t^^« are mai^ depressions, 1 think It probable (httt when it becomei 
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better known m&Dy Eimilar chaiai of ponda may be discovered. SmaJI twunp gams 
are genenlly erowias orunud them, bnt oo arc tbey alio in other low locMlitiea where 
no water is, lo that they aSbi'd uo indication tliat con aaslst the explorer: the geoeral 
nature of thecouuir; iiBUcb, that thewaterhotcicanoQlybeBeeDiipoaBneBrBpproadi, 
and Rre Ihui difBcuU to find. These Sne opeo plains are evidently very extenaive, and. 
of a dark alluTial Boilof a loaiewhat clayey nature, covered with luxuriant gnus, lUQ 
very suitable for pastoral purposes. Btlts of thick scrub are frequently met with, where 
Mwd has been accumulated by the action of the wind. Whilst camping at HowelTa 
ponds, I met with a beautiful arborescent species of bignonui, with a loug yellow trumpet- 
ihaped flower. This was the only tree of the sort 1 found in blostom, thongb after- 
wards I met with man; iu fruit, which I was enabled to collect. The tree grows abfiot 
14 tect high, with a delicate foliage; the leaves are long and narrow j the seed-vessel !• 
a long pod, with a curiously winged seed inside. • ■ • The Dalj water* 
consist uf some walerholea in a coQgluioerate rock In the bed of a creek; the one nemr 
which we camped was about 8 leet deep, although not large. Id it were many small 
flsh of the percli tribe, some skins of which I procured; these flsh are of the Sftme 
species as those I found throughout the country from Merchant's springs to the RopCT. 
I here met with a very pretty species of green and red parrot, which probablj is new, 
as I do not Bad It figur^ In Gould's work; also a singular black and while, with long 
bill curiously notched {eraeticvt picalaa,) and several other birds, which I shat and 
akinned. 'Ihere are several new species of handsome gum trees near these waten, 
tlie Ibilage of wbicti is bold, the leaves being the largest I have seen, some of the leavei 
were broad and nearly a foot long; ooe species has a very smooth bark of a pale nankeen 
colouTi these trees give a very pretty and vaiied effect lo iho scenery. The nut tree*, 
a species of terminalia, or, perliaps, achrat, are very plentiful near here, and a second 
species was found with a long leaf. The gum of these trees is readily soluble in cold 
water, and Is good to eat when pounded very small and dissolved; three large table 
spoonsful we tound would make one quart of thick gum water. In appearance- it is 
very similar to gnni Iragacanth, Another new tree was found growing on the banks of 
thecreek; it was about 50 feel high, with a fine thick foliage; ihe leaves were dark green 
and shiny, the barli was rougli, thtf barrel straight, and about IB inches in diameter. 
The wood of this tree is exceedingly hard, and much resembles ft^um viUt. I 
regret being unable to procure any flowers or seeds froni this handsome tree. In the 
neighbourliood of Daly waters many very interesting plants were common, as several 
matvaceous plants, a species of caper, some acacias, among them acacia farinetiana^ a 
ffrtaia, K terminaiia. , * ■ * The banks of the river (Strangways) are deep 
and steep, and there are many small creeks running into it; the bed is with a rapid fall, 
and watdry, with the eiception of a few waterholes in deep places, generally at agreat 
distance apart. From this camp, still following the river, we passed over a country 
with good alluvial soil, well timbered and with good grass, till we arrived at Ihe Hock 
camp, where we camped by some immense detached blocks of sandstone rock. To 
the W. and N.W. were seen many sandstone rises, one of which 1 ascended for the 
purpose of obtaining a view of ihe surrounding country, which I found in the direutioB 
of tliese stony rises appeared to have much porcupine grass, but moderately w^ 
timbered with small gum and other trees. To the E, the country appeared mudi 
belter, being level, and having larger trees and good grass. s a • 'j^ 
general character of the Blraugways is that of a narrow, deep river, with sleep bankt 
in a clayey soiL The banks are well lined with a large species of eantarina and other 
trees, which keep them from falling in. The detccot is rapid, whiih may acconnt S>r 
the bed being dry, except in a ft:v> deep pans, where there were small waterholes. Tttt 
■oil mar the banks was generally of a rich alluvial character, and tiie grass botb Tall 
and good, aliliough dry. A lev good dams, placed at intervals across the river, would 
keep the water up andprevent fo much running away. • • • • Leaving 
the ciimp on the West lloper, June 36th, tor the purpose ofmakingthe' Adelaide river, 
we returned by following up the river in search of a ford : after passing over soma 
excellent and well-watered country, having rich alluvial soil with most laxuriant grass 
and well-timbered with guio trees, we succeeded in finding a ford on the second day's 
journey. The river winds very much, and the banks are so thickly lined with trees, 
palms, and canes, that It is quite concealed t^om view, and we often found it diQcolt 
to reach the water from the thickness ut tlie growth of the vegetation on in banks. * * 
These fine springs (Keckwick's springs] furnished a good supply of water to severd 
rivulels, the number and extent uf which were concealed by dense vegetation; several 
■pedes of ferna were growing near these springs, and some of the largest and S 
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eallitleMoia that we bmd Ken. Webere met with, for the first time, a beaalifal spcciei 
of puTot [liekoglotnu rubrilor<}ui4) very umlUr to the one kaovn near Adelaide u the 
Blue Diount&ini. Proceeding from the ipringi we loan arrlTed at a iton; riw, 
aacending which we came on some table-land extending, in the part orer which we 
GToued, about 13 qiile*. The whole of thia table-laod wai well-timbered with tall, 
atraigbt gum tree*, of from I foot to 18 inuhei in diameter, of aipeciea much reiembling 
Utiitigybtzk. {tacalj/ptiu fabroran,) occaaioually a few natJTe pinei [/reaela,) were aeen, 
•• well a* (ome Ian palmi (^LivUtona) in seed, tome of which I collected. After 
faarelling ahont 4 hours through this fbreit of trees, we luddeuly came on a deep 
precipice of rough porou* Tolcanic rocli,from the top of which we had a very exteniiTS 
■ud beautiful view. la the fon^round was a fine broad deep Tallej, through which a 
■tream was lunuing, but lo overgrowa with trees and palmi, some of which were from 
60 to lO feet lugh, that the stream was completely concealed from view, a ■ ■ 
To the N. and N.E., beyond the »alley, the country was flat as far a* 
could be seen, and appeared to be well grassed. Fur to the N.W. the coontry appeared 
hilly and well timbered. • • • Aflei leaving Biiliatt's springs, July ISth, 
S. lat. 13° 17 22". we met with frequent stony rites, soma composed o jTery bard 
taodstoue with reins of quartz, others entirely of very white granular quartz — occa- 
aiooally a little coarse-grained grey granite whs seen to crop out in Ihetbrmof boutt^n, 
and near which was generally some hlue scliistoze rock of a very finely lamiuated 
nature. This part of the country is much intersected by narrow deep creeks of running 
water concealed by palms, bamboos, gum, and other trees growing on the rich allnrial 
soil oa the banks; and in the ratleys, which were welt-grossed, and timbered with 
aeTeral species of gums, with occasionally a few natiie pines {frtaala) aud other trees. 
• • • On coming on the Adelaide river, which, at the part where we 
struck it, appeared to be about BO yards broad, with steep hanks and deep water, the 
edge of which was well-lined with palms and large bamboos. The water wa« withoat 
any apparent curreot, and there was no Indication of a tidal mark on the bank. Soon 
after leaiiug the rirer, we came on an eilensiTe marsh, in parts thickly wooded with 
Urge gum trees. ■ ■ • From Anna's creek the country gradually falls, 
«ud is intersected by deep creeks of water, thickly lined by beautiful palms, bamboos, 
sod tree*. Occasionally volcanic rock was seen in small rises, and some thickly 
timbered belts, with a dense undergrowth of scrub and woodbine, which were passed 
through with difficulty. This sort of country continued till we arrived on a very 
extensive and luxuriantly grassed fresh water marsh, on the margin of which wa 
camped, where there was some slightly elevated ground a short distance from the river. 
The neat morning I went down to the river for the purpose of examining It, and I 
found B flne sheet of water extending in a northerly direction as far as I could see, and 
probably about 80 yards in breadth. » • • » » 

To tlie E, the marsh was skirted by a low rise df well- timbered ground. The hank 
of the river being too boggy to proceed that way to its mnuth, we were obliged to skirt 
the marsh by fallowing the rising ground to the E. , which after passing over well 
wooded and watered country, with occasionally some fine open grassy fl&ta of rich black 
alluvial soil, we came on a belt of marshy ground, crossing which we found on Ihe other 
•ide a narrow belt of scrub, composed of mangrove and several sorts of umbrngeous 
trees with a thick growth of underwood, in which was much woodbine, which we were 
firequentiy obliged to cut to clear a passage for the horses. After forcing our wajr 
through this, we came suddenly on the sea (July 34;) the tide was out at the time, 
»nd the shore presented to our view nothing but a level slieet of blue mud extending 
balf-a-mile to the water's edge. There was a narrow margin of sand above high- 
water mark, ou which were found a few dead shells, bat no sea-weed was anywhere 
to be aeen." 

The following extract from the South AtutraJian Segultr of 26tEi December, 1863, 
»lao iKurs on the same sutgect: — "Our readers will doubtless be glad to have an oppor- 
tunity of perasing such statementi at are recorded by other explorers relative to the 
country which has now been opened up by Mr, Stuart, aod which lies between the scrub 
recently passed through and the sea coast wbicli formed the terminus of his journ^ 
northward. We are fortunately able to supply full particulars on this subject from 
having obtained a copy of Leichhardt's journal, which contains a detsiled descripilon 
of that part of Arohem's Land, which lies between the Roper river and Van Diemen's 
golf. When Lelchhardt described this country in 184G, public attention was struck 
with his account of the magnificent scenery which he had passed through; but, ihough 
« itooiv impteHioD wai produced, the new counti7 appeared to tlie people of thwit

colanie* ao far diitant, and eo completely unconaected irlth eiistiiii; ■ettlniHniti,tlMft 
no more immediate reinllE were anticipated firom the explorer's diit»Teiy than tf bli 
trairel* had been in Borneo or Java. But cow the ca«e li diftferent. The glowlnf 
deicription giren b^ Leictihardt of a country eeparated fhim Sydaer and Adelttda b^ 
a dsn^terouB Journry of man; thousand miles, will be applied in the diary of StDUt to • 
eonnlry within easy acceis of onr northern boundary, and litely, at a tgij nriy AlU. 
to be occupied by stocli f^om thi» colony. When Mr. Stuart statea that, thepubUcwiU 
be astonished to learn the partJcDlars of this part of hl« journey; and when Mr, 
Eeckwick remarks, as he does in a communication nlven eliewhere, that tfae beaat7 «f 
■onie part of the country, with its palm-tnei and other tropical Tegvtation, was komA. 
able, OUT readera will have no diffloulty in understanding the extent at thete itatcmenls 
alter the report wliich Leicbhardt has giien of the aBine region. The Roper lirer, wUdt 
8iu*Tt struck loott after getting; through the belt of. scrub, ii thna described by Lalidi. 
bardt:^' As far as the tide extends, this river ia from ISO to 200 yarda broad, deep, 
with steep banka lined with dense hedges of the pandanns, of the drooping tea-tree, aim 
several other bruah trees, amongat which jaimin in blossom rendered ths air fngnut 
with the perfume of its floweia. Vinea hung from tree to tree, and a fine luguminooa 
elimber. with green flowers, big pods, and big brown seeds, grew In abanduee." 
These seeds, cniahed and boiled, formed, it ia taid. a very nutritious fix>d. Speaking of 
the lioper in another part of his journal, Leichhardt says: — " The country along tba 
tiver is openly timheied, particularly its upper part, which opens into flne ptalna, and 
would be well-adapted for paatoral purposes. There are, howerer, many rn^ ran^M, 
bluff isolated billa. and mouutalns which frequently approach the ri*er, and render tlae 
IrarelliDg along its banks difficult." The South Alligator and the East Alligator ai« 
afterwards fully described by the same exnlorer. He says: — "The valley of the opper 
Eait Alligator, which I rather ahould call Gooae river (for nowhere we observed so laway 
geese, and what is called an alligator is no alligator, but a crocodile,) is one of theiaoM 
romantic spots I have ever seen in uij wanderings. A bmad valley, levd, wtth tba 
mnst luxuriant verdure; abrupt hills and ranges rising everywhere along ila E. Msd 
W. aides, and cioaing it apparently at ite southern extremity; lagoons, ftnnli^ 
flne sheets of water, scattered over it; and a creek, though with salt water, w1b£ 
ing through it." Descending from the high laud through which 'these rivers ran, 
ard approaching the coast now reached by Mr, Stuart, but more to the eastward, 
Leichhardt gives a full account of the low country around Van Diemen's gulf. Ona 
of (he flrat things which attracted hia attention was the appearance of buffalo tracks, 
which increased as the eipedltiou neared the sea shore. Describing this part of (be 
country Leichhardt says^ — "The stringjbark, the melalura gQin. and the legntulnaiia 
' fronbark are the prevailing timber. The cypress pine is abundant on the neck of itae 
peninsula, the cabbage-palm with long piunetiScd leaves grows along some of tbc 
creeks, and even on the ridges, and lorms a grove and almost a forest at Uotfejolk. 
Along the creeks and in the swamps the lea-tree grows to a stately siie, and ytehja tat 
excellent liniber. The small fan-leaved pa!m is very abundant; the little goovebenr- 
tiee become* a tow shrub." Aa the party proceeded, herds of buffitio were Men, nndl, 
U Leichhardt says, the whole country became aa closely covered with buffalo trackta* 
a well-stockL'd run in New South Wales could be with bullock tracks. Hie natlTM 
whum Leithhardt met in the neighbourhood of Van Diemen's gnlt were ftiendlj. 
Uniiy of ihem used Malay words, and some of them, from having been in contact wab 
sailors, were acquainted with a little Kngllsh. Some attempts at theft were defected 
■miingst them, but there was exiiibiled none of that fenicity which bad been nM 
with amongst the natives on the other side of the gulf of Carpentaria. Tile tAM 
reauli of his journey through this country was, he thought, that it demonstrated tbe 
existence oi a practical route between the eastern part of the continent and ttc 
Alligator rivers. It aeema never to have entered into hia imagination that tbe flna 
conntry which be waa paasing through could be poasibly approached fhiiti South 
Australia, or that the magnificent rivers which he was descending would at tuiy time 
be regarded as possible outlets lor a direct overland trade between these colonic* uad 
the Indian ocean. Gregory, who in 185S made a journey from the Ylctoria rtTcr, 
around the head of the gulf of Carpentaria, to New South Walea, passed at do gntt 
dittHnce beyond the belt of scrub which Mr. Stuart baa now penetrated. It was Ml 
oltjfct with Gregory to keep aa Ar Inland as possible. But the coantiy towards the 
centre iif the continent looked so hopeless that he went round by tfae Boper river, aad 
availed himself of that naeltil atream as Leichhardt had belbre, and as Stuart baa nmr 
doue^ thtnigh tor a different purpose. Gregory describes tbe coontry In tbe n 
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hood of the BopwH the bettTiA which b«iiMtafU»]eBThiBtbe^etarim. ThonngH 
he foiud were of bualt, uid there were feed sod w&tev for itock In abandmiice, Thii 
MmetiTTeDt teiUiDinif in favoar of the ooiuitiy sniand the Boper ii Talaable. for it 
■ppMta, from Mr, Stnarfa chut, thu It I* bj the war of thf* river that the tMbleland 
and the •<« coaat bejotid oiiitt be leaebed. It U in Uwt directhm, after failing io a|l 
etbert, that he ha* now ivccceded Id pnetrating the bad Doaiiti7 wtdch repelled hfan 
la hi* laM expedltloii — the bad ttmutrj which made Gregory ahnn the interior, and 
lAtcfa liad pre<rioarir canted Lefchhardt to hog the coaet u much aa poHlMe. Jt f* 
b; way of the Roper that the whole rirer lyKcm of Arnhem'B hiad can be readied. Bj 
brlogiDg thii raluabie coagt conntrj into ^rect comniDDicatioD wilh BonUi Australia 
Mr. Eteart haa done more than he woald if be had explored new tandi io the interior. 
He mfgbt hare ■faowo ua. a* wme explorer doobtleas will before long, wbat kind of 
Kgloti llei between the centre of the continent and Weitero Auttratia. An immenae 
eonntry nerer yet trodden by the fboi of while iu«n there Mill reiii»in» (o be examined. 
Bnt no diecoTerj of new lerrliory conid be hall so Important b* thin extenaion ot Mr. 
Stmrl'* prevloos tnek to a part of the eoail which is aapplied with good liarboun, 
and backed by a fertile tableland, acroaa which vait rlfera take their oouree downward 
to the aeB. We look upon thli exteniion a» praetically giving South Australia another 
aea frontage. By a coincidence, which we hare a rljiht lo accept ■■ »■ good omen, the 
great rlrer which Mr. Stuart followed down already benre the name of Adelaide, and it 
ttiiti awociated wttb South Anatralia in the minda of all peraona." 

Tbe following ii tn extract from the South Aiutralian Adverliter oi 3t.a\a,tj ii, ISSS: 
— "In a kind of poiticript to hit journal, addrCMed to the hon. the Commisuoner of 
Crown Landa, Hr. Stuart thua snma np hit vlewa of the newly diacoTered country: 
— ' Id coDcluiioD, I beg Co aay, that I belicTe thia country (i.& from the Roper to the 
Adelaide, and thence to the ahoret of the gulf.) to be well-adapted for the aettlemeal ot' 
Ml European population. The climate being in every reapect auiCable, and the 
■uronnding country of excellent quality and of great extenL Tiniber— stringy bark, 
fmnbark, gum, &0., with bamboo, So to 60 feet high on the banka of the river— la 
•bmidant, and at conyentent ditLancea, The country ia Interaected by Dumeroui 
q>rlngB and waterconraea In every direction. In my journey acroaa I wsa not fortunate 
in meeting with thunder ahowera and heavy raina, but, with the exception of two nighta, 
I waa never withcnt aaufflclent anpply of water. Thii will show the permunency of the 
different watera. and I aee no difficulty in taking over a herd of horaea at any time.' " 

On Mr. Finniaa'a departure from the new aetttement, Mr. Manton waa letl in charge 
ma Government reiident, and between him and Mr, M'Kinlay diiHgreemenla aoon 
Bprang np— the latter atatfng that he waa totally unflited for the poat, and that instead 
n forwarding reaeerchea into the country he remained at head quarteri loipeding bU 
inveetigatinn. M'Kinlay, however, penetrated to a conaiderable dlatance Into the 
interior and found aome good connlry, but waa obliged to return in conKqeence of the 
fkwdt be experienced during hia journey, and having eipf nded nearly all hia proviaiona, 
and being unable to retrace hit steps by land bad to pcrrorm « considerable portion of 
hia backward route In a boa), conatrucled of aaplinga and akina, After reaching the 
■eltlement, and atill finding dianflection and niiiunderatnndinga eniun)[st the ofBciala 
there, he left for Adelaide, which place be readied in Ocinber leal, when be bitterly 
complained of the conduct of Mr. Manlon, hia repnit atatlng, in effect, that under the 
^■tem of miamanagement which had been carried on, the nndertaking had proved a 
iailure. On thia, tbe Lofitalstore, after aome delibemtion, came to the concluaion (hat 
tbey could not, without breaking teith with thoae person who had inveated money ia 
tbe acheme. abandon it, and advertiaed for tendera for the completion of the aurvey of 
that part of the eouniry lying near the new aetilement. Whether this will be 
Mrrled out, or whether the acheme will prove a ancceasful one, remains yet to be leeat 
KORTKUMBXERLUni, CAPE, SS° i' S. lat.,and M0°4a'33''S. long. (Co. 
Ortj/,) la a prominent bead of the S.E. coait atanding boldly out In to the aea. and having 
» i«ef of rucka running off it. The land about tliia cape may be easily known by S re- 
markable monntaina near each other.

■OKTB-WZBT BEND, or Yoh BixBn'a, 84° 8. lat, 139" *V E. long. (A. 
Mgr4,) la the name of a poet oOce at tbe Kotlii- West bend hotel, on tbo vain raad from 
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Adelaide to Wentirortb, and on tbe rlrer Mtimy, the hotel being aitiiated on a Ift(aoa 
lyJDg parallel with the river, and half-ft-mile distant to the W. of it. Thii Wood ia 
deep and containt permanent water) It aboonda in tkb, and ii the breeding-^ace of 
itnnente flocks of aqnatic bird*. It lies in the hundred of Eba, the dlatrict being a 
pastoral one, slocked vich sheep and cattle. The nearest towashlpa are Blanchetown, 
S3 miles S. ; and Kapunda, 45 mitei W. by direct road ; the communicatioa with the 
ibrmer place being by RoDnieveU's veeklj mail coach, and with the latter b; horse or 
prirate conreyance. With Adelaide the comnranication is hf Boanaevell's weeklj 
mail coach oia Blanchetown to Freeling, and Ibence bv rail, the diilance by that route 
being 117 rolleti or by horse or dray to Kapunda, and thence by rail, 92 miles. There 
Is alio commnnication by the river steamers to Goat wa, and thence by coasting ■tea.Toa'. 
The North-West Bend hotel (Von Rieben'g) ia a calling place for Eounsevell's line of 
intercolonial coaches, the next hotel being Mallyon's, : 6 miles N.E,, and also on the 
main road to Wentworth. The surrounding country consists of an extensive plain, 
which lies about 100 feet above the level of the river; it extends about 40 miles K. and 
W., and Is sandy and intersected by dense belts of mallee scrub. The predomlnatiof 
formation is tertiary, represented hy limestone very rich in tertiary fossils. The popo- 
lation within a radiue of about SO miles numbers about 100 persons. The reaident 
magUtnite is E. N.Bell, Esq., J.P. 

HOB-TH-lnUT BEND HUH (^Co. Yoangj) leeae. No. 91; occupier, G. H. 
Armytage; area, S5 square miles; grazing capability, 5600 sheep, or 100 per sqnaie 
inilei old rental and ssiesament, £82 lOs.; Goyder's voluatioii, £184 10s. per annum, 
deducting improvements valued at i:'8S5. The sheep are shorn at the woolshed in ibe 
hundred of Stuart. The stock is watered from a deep well and the river Murray. Thia 
Tun lies on the great hend of the Murray river, 60 miles E.S.B. of Kooringa, and IIO 
miles N.K. of Adelaide, The post office is on the main road, at Von Reiben's North- 
West Bend hotel, near the run. The main overland road passes through the run, and 
on It about 1S,000 sheep pass every year. This run also includes leases, Nos. 253, 370, 
441, 342, 805, 896, SOO, 9U1, and 944.

MORWOOS {Co. Adelaide) is a postal township suburban to the city of Adelaide, 
and furniing part of the municipality of Keusingtan and Norwood, in the hundred ef 
Adelaide. It lies on th% E. side of Adelaide, at a distance of about 2^ miles IVom the 
central part of the town. There are 2 creeks running through Norwood, known as 
the First and becond creeks. Both rise from the hiLis about 4 miles K. of Norwood, 
and only flow during the vet season of the year, or atwut 3 or 4 months, aud empty 
themselves in the river Torrens. In Norwooil there are 2 lirick manufactories, and 
•everai wine manufsctories. or diiiiiieriea of brandy j also, in Kent town, a brewery; 
»nd in Hackney, a flour mill. Both these places adjoin and form part of Norwood 
township. GlenosDiond is the nearest mioe lo Norwood; it is a silver lend mine, and 
lies about 6 miles 5. Norwood is bounded on the K. by UenBington and Marryalville; 
N., by Stepney and Hackney; and W., by Kent town. It has 4 sections, the otbat 
places I section each. Conveyances run to and from Adelaide cr Kensington, pasdnf 
through the above towns eveiy 10 minutes.

Norwood, 
Keo^ngtoD, UaiTjatTiUe, and Kent toirDi, are uader the corporation ol KeniiagtoD and 
Norvood, coniiitiag of a mayor and 8 couacilloH; and Stepney and Uackaef under a 
dialrlct council. The connU; ig flat, enrrouuded E. and S. by hiU>. The College of 
St. Peter it titualed in Backoer, St. Bartholomeir'i church, Narwood-, St. UaCtliew'i 
chorch, £eaiingtoiii and DinenterB bare 6 ptacei of vorthip in the above townghipa. 
(S«e Kbrbivoton AND Norwood MtmiciPiijTT.) At tlie N.E. eitremity of Norwood, 
Mr, E. Cartwright baa a Tineyard, where be grovi table grapei, and Grenache, black 
fortngal, Molbec, and %iraz. for red wine. Under the houae ii a capital cell^. Near 
Hr. Curt fright's, Mr. A. H. W. Meyer hai a vineyard of ^ acrei, chiefly planted with 
the Grenache Tariety. 

waoaAI,KKVA, 91° 3' S. Ut„ 138° 30' E. long. (M dittricl,) is a poital miDing 
Tillage in the electoral district of Flinders, and lying on Che W. aide of the main North 
road, to the S, of nftunt Hemmona. The reaideat magiatrateii P. Morrlaon, Esq., J. P. 
The Muccateena mineia aituated about lau miles to the N. of port Auguala, and ia the 
property of an English miaiag compnny (the Great Northern mining company, limited,) 
which was formed in the year 1SA9 to work the several mineral claims taken out by 
Heasrt. Chambers and Fincke. A targe deposit of very valuable ore waa found on the 
surface, which yielded in liltle more than IS months about 800 tons. This deposit, 
however, ran out in a few fathoms, and thaogh the lode continued, the yield of ore ao 
tu diminished, and the difflcnltiea of mining operations were so much increaaed by the 
drought which then prevailed in the north, that tbe works were suspended about 3 years 
ag>o. Another of the company's properties is the Two Brothers mine, about 2 miles S. 
of Nnecaleena, and exceedingly promiaing at SraC, a lode of rich red oxide, nearly S (tet 
in width, being traceable the entire length of the section, but being lost when linking 
was commenced. The Oratunga, Mooroo, and Mount Chambers minea all lie in the 
diatricr, and there are strong indicatioos of copper in them all, malachite and green 
carbonates being plentifully scattered oo the surface, particularly of the last named 
mine. Operations are, bowever, suspended at present on them all. The formation of 
the country is hard pipeclay, with boulders of primitive Umestooe. 

mrHBEB. TWO CREEK {Co. Addaidt) U a smaU creek flowing past the foot of 
O'Hallorau hill. There are some quarries of excellent road metal in the neighbourhood, 

MTKXOOTPA [Ce. Light) is a postal towDshIp la tbe electoral district of Light, 
and hundred of Nuriootpa. It is situated on the Qawier river, and lies in an agricul- 
tural district. The nearest places are Angaaton. 4 miles B.; Tanuoda. the same 
distance S.; Stockwell, the same distance N.E.) and Greenock, the same distance W.; 
the communication with them being by mail cart, and with Adelaide by mail cart to 
Freeling, and thence by rail, the entire distance being 47 miles. For goods there is also 
comntuoicatiou by means of S 4-horse carriers drays to freeling. Nuriootpa has a 
post and telegraph office, brancbes of the National bank of Australasia, and of the 
Adelaide assurance and guarantee compauy, a brewery, a lemonade and soda-water 
manufactory, a ateam flour mill. 2 brickyards, 3 stores, and the uaoal tradesmen's shops. 
There are 3 butels— the Nuriootpa, and the Angas Park. The surrounding country ii 
fiat and taken up by small farmers and vignerons. The population, within a radius of 
atMut 4 miles, numbers about 350 persons, mostly German; tbe number of dwellings 
being about GO. 

■rVBlOOTVA (Co. Light) Is a S.W, hundred of the conn ty, lying to the N. of the 
H, Para river, and consisting for the moat part of purchased land. cliMy agrlcnltiir^ 
and taken up by an industrious race of farmers, who grow wheat and other produce in 
large quantities The toanshlps of Greenock. Freelmg, and Nuriootpa are In tbll 
hundred. Its area la 64,l>()0 acre*, of which 38,890 acres are under cultivation. The 
population nnmbers S968 persons, mmlly agriculturiata. There are 3 steam fiour 
mills in thla handred. working 7 pairs of stones by an aggregate of 46 horae-power. 

wm ABCniPELAGO {Ftiaden ditrict W.) is the name given to a number 
of inUnils contained In a larRe bight of the main coa<t between point Bell and cape 
Weatall, or between 32° 18' 36" and 32° S3' 4S'' S. lat.. and ;33° 8" 30''and 1 34° E. long, 
Thia arcbipelago ia the E. extremity of New Holland as discovered by Fetw Nuyt in 
1627.

The country inland item this cape cooslets of l»XX swimpi, with Mody bills aU 
scrubby ridge^ having interTiiIs of sparsely-grMsed plains, and oocaaioDal poob if 
brackish water.

The nearest hotel is at Bslhu- 
nnh. Theresident magistrate is J. Johnstone, Esq., J.P. The surrounding coDntryil 
mountainous, well grassed and timbered, and excellently ad^ted for agcicaltwat |a^ 
(nits. The formation is mostly of micaceous slate. 

•AK0EH HILLB (Flindert diitHci) la the name given to « nage of low 1*1- 
topped bills, lying between the Island lake and ' the Pernatty lagoon, in the countrr ts 
the f. of lilie Torrens. Messrs. Oakden and Holkes found good country and pltetf 
of wnler about this place in 18ST, and afterwards took up a run there, but were obliged 
to hare it in consequence of drought. There it, however, good Available pMleral iid 
in the district. 

OAKLAHD8 (^Co. Adelaide) is n vineyard, the property of B. and J. H. Esane, 
lying on the banks of the Sturl river, about 6 miles from Adelaide, and I milefromlkt 
inoreof the gulf of St. Vincent. This vineyard is leased by several gentlemen, and i> 
managed by Mr.*Ketsey. I'here is a large cellar, and 4 kinds of wine are made oo tbe 
property, pure Vetdeillio, pure Itoualllon, pure Gros Rubico, and a mixed white «>m- 

OBBSRTATIOX, MOUNT (Oo. Hindmarih.) is a peak and survey poiatlDOa 
hundred of Nkangkitn, on tlie S. bank ol the Finniss river, and about 9 miles N.K. « 
Currency creek township, whence it is a prominent land mark. It lies near tta 
Flnnlss bridge, and 11 miles S.E, of Meadows township. 

O01IEM, KOVST {Co. Stanles.) istbennmeof a hill tying about U "■i)"^'*' 
ttw towntliip of Penworiham, and abounding in iron ore, with traces of copper. 

CHAXiLOKAH CREEK, sr 30' S. lat., 189° SO' E. long. (FUnden ilulna,)at 
creek of consiilfrable size, having a pond of water at its lermiastiun. It was du- 
eovertd by M'Kinlay. It lies to the 8. of a range of irregular sand-hills, whid 
•eparete it from the Tooraringana creek and lake M'Ktnlay. In bis despatch of the 
end of September last, Uajor Warburton states that he had traced tlila creek, vl"!^ 
lie says, ought to l». called a river, to its junction wilh the Barcoo river. Ue rejxf** 
that the country in the nelf hbourhood it of good qnality, and not wholly depeadentiiB

Bishop ft Beard) area, 54 aqoare 
miles; grazing capability, S6S0 sbeep, IS head of cattle, and 4 horses. This run Ilea 
140 miles N.W. of port Lincoln, and 8 miles from the post office at Talis, 

OXJHTUUB, MOUNT, 33° 20' a lat., 136° 33' E. long. (Pindert dittrict,) is a 
lo^ peak of a low range, lying in Eyre's pen in aula, oo the W. side of Spencer's gulf, 
and to the N.W. of Franklin harbour. This peak attains an alcicnde ot SOiHI feet 
above the level of the sea, and forms a prominent landmark both from the gulf and tlw 
rarronndlng district.

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toral country. The Onkaparinga has numerous tribntaries, the principal ones being 
Cox's, Scott's, EchungH, Jupiter, and Cattle coriipan; creeks. This rirer formsacurre 
round the township of Noarlunga, near its entrance into the sea, whence that tocoihip 
derived its former name of "the Horseshoe." Small quantities of gold have been 
foand in its bed in the district of Echunga, but the diggings have never been properlj 
or regularly worked.

It lies about the middle of the Oawler plains, alraut T miles S. of the Gawler river, 
and 3 N. of the Para. The district is an agricultural one, grain of rariou* kinds being 
grown hj the farmers, who also graze a few sheep in the nelghbonrhood. The nearest 
place* are Salisbary, 6 miles S.R.; and Yirginia, 4 miles distant. The commonication 
j« by RaonseTeirs daily mail coach ^ and with Adelaide, IS^ milet S., by that coach to 
Salisbury, and thence by train. Fenfleld has a post office, a larfte wheat store, and the 
regular tradesmen's shops, a literary institute and library, and 1 hotel — the Plough and 
Harrow.

The vineyard lies 
round the residence, and bears Verdeilho, Gouaii and Reisling for while wines, and 
fibirax and Carbonet for red. There are also Malaga, Muscatel, Chuselas musque, 
black Lombardy, white Malvaria, and black Morocco or Black prince. There are 
excdlent wine cellars on the property, the lower part being used for tbe storage of, and 
the npper for man ufactu ring wine. On this property is also an ezteoalve range of 
stable*, where Mr. Gilbert keeps his blood stock, comprislog some of the best in th« 
colony. A smsll creek flows Ihrongh the eitate into tbe Para river, and a small church 
(Sl Thomas's) has been erected by Mr. Gilbert for the neighbouring Inhabitants, In 
which the clergyman of Lyodoch valley offlciates each alternate Sabbath.

miles N.K.W. of moant Pleasant. 

V£T1KFT0H {Co. Adelaide) la a small postal agricultural village, Ijing about 
34 miles distant, S.W. from the city of Adelaide, in the midst of an agricultural 
district taken up by small fcrmers engaged in the culture of wheat and hay, principally 
the latter. There is a poat office in the vilhige for the convenience of the neighbouring 
locality. There is also a public pound in the neighbourhood. The population ia amall 
and scattered. 

POtVT PIERCE {Torke'M peninmla.) Bee Pibbce Point. 

rOLUTXA STATION (_W. dutrict;) occupier, J, Foreter; ia a part of the 
Chandada run, and lies fiS miles from the bead station Chandada— which aee. 

VOMONSA POINT (Cm. Stvrl and Rvm^ ia a point into the N.E. end of lake 
Alexandrina, and forming the W. head of the entrance of the Murraj Kver Into that 
lake. It is a small peninsula running out boldly into the lake in a S. direction, and 
having a hill at lis extremity, with a swampy lagoon lying behind it. 

VOKAXAi or Houht Gkahitb {Flinderi dialriel,') is an elevation lying on a well- 
grassed plain, and l;ing about SO milea N. of Parta. About 6 milea further is a good 
waterhole, known by the aboriginals as Wsroona, where water can be had all the year 
ronnd by scraping in the sand. From this place Koondoollea spring lies B miles, 
Tatblnda 16 miles, Koorahkilda 8 miles, Yanna 10 miles, and Wanea 30 miles, lUl 
through indifl^rent salthuah and scrub country, known only to the aboriginals, and 
leading to a large salt lake. This country was discovered and tracked by Mr. Hack, 
in IS57.

PBBAIOMBU. MINE ( Co. Shirt) ia a copper ralne situated 39 milet £.S.K. of 
Adelaide, and Ijiag about 6 milea N.B. of CallingCon, on a hiil near the Murray scrub. 
This mine was opened 1B54, some good ore being raised, chiefly cirbonatei; after a 
time the lode was lost, and the mine abandoned. It was, however, reopened about 
4 years aince. Grey and black ore, and alao muriates of copper are found in this mine. 
The mine ia, however, not regularly worked. 

PXZHa.OBE HILL AND SPRINGS, £8° G' & lat., 136° SC E. long. {FHndtr 
ditlriel,] is a sand hill lying on the W. of lake Byre, between the Bavenport and Nealee 
rivers, and near mount Chajrles. Upon the summit of this hill are several hot spriaga^ 
and on its E. side some colder ones covered with reeda. This hill and the springs upon 
it were found by Stuart in 1859. 

dtPKZliCXSS ROYAL MINE (Co. Surra) Is a copper min^ now not wor^d, 
lying in a. special survey to the S.E, of the Durra mine, and opened about the same 
time as that mine. It was worked with ixinaiderable succea* for a time, and a great 
quantity of rich ore was raised and shipped to England, the average percentage d 
copper being above ST. A large parcel made over 29 per cent The workings woe 
carried on until the year ISSl, when the water was cut at about the 30-fathom level, 
and the capital of the company being all expended, as well as the proceeda of the ore, 
— in machinery, buildings, wages, &c. &c., the shareholders lost heart and determined 
on abandoning the mino. The land was auhaequently sold, and enclosed for a sheep 
run, the price paid being £9000 for 10,000 acrea. The total proceeds of the ore raised 
were above £7000, and the mine ultimately paid a dividend of about 13s. in the pound 
on the original coat and outlay. The aharea, however, at one time rose to above £SDO 
each. It is not at all unlikely that if a company were to recommence irorklng this 
mine In a legitimaie way, and with the determination to link £30,000 or £'30,000 at 
the outset and look for no return beyond what would pay for the labour employed fx 
IS months, the mine might yet prove to be one of great value. Its comparatiTe ptozimj^ 
lo a shipping port is greatly in its favour. 

PHIXCtXTOinf {Co. Burra) is a small village on the BuRa mines lying to the 
8.W. of £ooringa. It is priDcipally a place of residence for the miners empkiyed on the

PKOWT CAFE lKtatgara« isload) is a prominent headland oD the N. ctwat o 
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r TILLAQE (Co. Adtlaide) t« x bdibII suburb of N. Adelude, lying 
to the N.ot that place, and separated from it b; the Park lands. There are iiaineroiia 
mbniban reiidencM of geotlemen having buiineaa in tovn in the village. The com- 
nmnication with Adel»l3e, about a mile distant, is by the Wslkerville 'bus WTet*! 
timei in (he day, ot by car from the N. Addaids stand. The village Um on • high 
plktan of limeatone and dolomite, covered nith tolerably good soil, wbicb prodooei 
GzcelleDt gimpes. The population numbers about ISO peisons, mostly gaidenars and 
laboarers employed in lime-barning, whicti i« carried on to a considerabie extent in the 
nejghbourhood.

rrUUar'i island {Co. SindTMrti.) Ii a small rocky islet lying off the point 
kuown as Freeman's Not, at the S. extremity of port EUiott, It Uw about a quarter 
of B mile from the land. 

VUIfAJrCB, or Cbibbha Like, ST" 37' S. lat., 139° SC K long. {FUadert 
dUtricI,) Is a imall_ waterhote lying to the S. of lake Buchanan, in the grassy plain io 
which M'Kinlay camped before starting to crofi the continent. 

VUM OKBOin (Co. Qres) is a crater In the extinct volcano of mount Gambier, 
lying im the S. side of the moantein, and looking like a hollow scooped out by an 
emptloA in its side. It is very deep, and aomewbat resembles a funnel in form, with 
one side mnch lower than the other. A sort of pitch-stone porphyry la common, 
especially on the Inner or lower aide. 

Pnim ISLANDS are the north-westernmost of the islands forming Nuyt's 
archipelago, and consist of one principal island somewhat elevated, 6 miles S.E. by E. 
from p<unt Bell, with a ledge of rocks, on which are some smaller islets extending 
3 miles from it to the £ N.E. A small separate islet exists also 3 miles E,, and 
a smaller one, Ihree-qnarters of a mile off its S. end. They ore probably joined to It 
by sunken reefk. There is also a sunken rock, on which the sea does not always break, 
lying between it and point Bell, S4 nules N.N.W. } W, from It 

4 VEmrSTO WM (Co. Adtlaide) is a small agricultural settlement adjoining the 
township of Alberton, of which it forms part. The population is a scattered one, and 
engaged principally in the cultivation of wheat, hay, Ac, which are grown in 
eonslderable quantities In the neighbourhood. Clay, swamp, and sand^ drift. Thie 
place forme part of the district coun<^ of All>ertonBnd QQeeoatowo^which see.

QVZir'8 ROCK {Kangaroo Wond) is a ro«k (awaah) 3 miles to the westward 
of cape Gantheaume, and may be avoided by keeping tbe Pelorus rock off the cape, 
besring E. f S. until a sufficient distance is attained. A reef projects about 1 mile in 
a S.B.E. direction from the cape; the sea generally breaks on its outer extremity, 

HABEIiAIS, CAFE (Co Rabt,) is a promontory on tbe S.E. coast, lying at the 
point of division between the counties of Robe and Grey. 

HAIMTOCK, CAFE, 33° 11' 45" S. lat., 134° IS' au"E. long., la one of the most 
remarkable projections on the W. portion of tbe coast, and forms an unmistakable 
guide for mariners bound either ^om the E. to Streaky bay, or standing in from 
■eaward towards Venus harbour. The cape is of wedgclike form, and, being 34S fbet 
in height, may be distingnished for a oonsiderable distance. The land to tbe N.W. 
becomes gradnally lower towards cape Blanche, and also to the E towards Beard's b». 
Cape Radsto<:k forms the N. and W. bead of Anxious bay, and lies 12} miles W. by N. 
fr<nn point Weyland, the soundings between the two being generally abont 35 ialhoms, 

KAIMTOOK, CAPE, (or Cau^. or Baibs's Bat) RUN, { W. diitrict;) leases, 
Nos. 354, 795, and 651 ; occupiers.

BindtaarA:) alto knoirn ai 
SecoQii ralle;, Finniaa vale, and Bandallna; ia the name of a poatal toimihip in Uia 
bnndred of YankalUlo, electoral diatrict of Encounter bay, and under the control of a 
diatrlct couDcil. It ia aitoaCed on Rapid bay, a boat harbonr on the S.E. aide of the 
gatf of St. Vincent, and on the Faramacoana creek, mount Bapid being W.&W., 
dittant 5 mile*, and fnrmlng the blnS' of the wme name in the gulf. There an 
nnmeroaa amall creeks in the neighboorhood, with abundance of water. The diKrict 
ia agricultural and paatoral, both abeep aud cattle being grazed, and the Mil bean 
■trong mineral tracea. The Talisker ailver lead mines are 10 miles S.W., and the 
Wheal Coglin mine S.W. b; W. 3 milea distant. The towosbip of NormanTille lies 8 
miles N,E. by E,, and Glenbum B miles S.W. by W„ the communication being l^ 
horse or draj, and the mails being carried oo horseback. With Adelaide, .ea milea ^ JL, 
the communication is by horse or dray to Ysnkalilla, 13 miles N. (the next telegraph 
■tation,) and thence by KounseveU'i daily mail coach. There is 1 hotel in the township — 
theF!Dni*Valehotel(Ma}or'a,)andl on theroad tocape Jervii, lOmilesdistant W.S.W. 
There la alaoa poat office, a store, and a steam fluar mill (Leonard's.) The surronndiDg 
country Is elevated, and the ground bears eridencea of lead and copper, a mine of' 
which was some years ago (1844) opened by Mr. W. A. Phillips. The lodes of lead 
were close to the surface, and yielded 75 per cent, of lead and about 33 oi. of sllTSr 
per ton. The copper lodes were found cropping out on the surface, and showing aUo 
in the face of the cliffs fronting the sea at a depth of about 900 feet from the summit 
The ores consisted of grey, yellow, and peacock ores. AbonC 50 tons of sllrer lead 
ores were raised, when the works, from some cause, were stopped. The gronnd ia 
hard, bat Ihe situation is unaurpaased for the facilities which it sBords for dressing and 
ihlpping away the ore. Some fine white marble ia found in the niiighbourhaod. The 
country ia Tory pretty; but to the S., between Bapid bay and cape Jervis, • bdt of 
stringy bark forest interreDea, relieved towards the coast by beautiful and fertila 
valleys, which aie taken up for grazing purposes, and some of which are cultivated. 
The geological formation of the district is of granite and limestone. There is a mag- 
niflcent spring of clear water in the township, which has a population of about 60 
persons. £apid bay has a public pound and a volunteer rifle corps. The residoit 
magistrate is W. Randell, Esq., J.F. The geological formation consists of dark 
earthy schists, with glistening surfaces, interstrati^ed with bands of hard quaitx 
sandstone, and irregular bed* of white and grey ciyetaUine limestone, or coaiM 
Kccharoid marble. 

BAPIS BAY {Co. Bitul»arMh) Is a district councU In the electoral district of 
Encounter bay. It is under the control of a chairman, the present one being Mr. F, 
Banafbrd of cnpe Jervia,and 4 conacillors. The receipts and expenditure in this district 
council for 1869 were as follow: — Assessment, £9349 16s.

KAPZD, MOUNT [Co. Hindntarth,) la a lofty hill lying about haU-a-mlle fhim the 
coast, and IJ miles S. of Bapid bay. 

■AT ISLAND (Co, HindmarA} is a small sandy island lying near the junctioa 
o( the lower Hurray aod Holmes Creek, and off the £. point of Uindmarsh isihuid. 

HAT, MOUNT (Torhf, pminnda) is a hUl lying on the W. aide of TorkA 
peniniula, a little to the S. of port Victoria, to the entrance of which it fbrmi a land- 
tnark for navigatoti. 
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KAT, MOUNT, RVS (Torke't penmnda.} SeeOmiFLAT Bus, 

KA.Tm' DB CASO AHS (Sangaroo Uland} b ft remarkable gorge In the diflk on 
the W. coait of the Uland, Ijing abont S mile* 9. of cape Borda. 

KAW1ISX.BTR' BLDFF (JV. dulrict) u a Ion; peak in that part of the maio 
range known aa the Wklpena range, and Ijing between Kan^aka oa the S. and BUnmui 
on the Ef. 

KAXORBAOK, HODNT (Co. Bum,) ii a peak of the range Iring to the N. of 
Eoringa, and rauning into ths E. plaina. It Ilea to the S. of monaC Biytnt, and 
attain* an altitude of 3992 feet above the level of the eea. The geological formation 
coniitta of blue, grey, and browp areaaceons date and landilone, dipping E. and W. 
from S0° to vertiotl. 

mx&rHOOK (2V. dUlrut) U an E. ipur of the mun range, Ijiag In the putoral' 
district of the Eastern plaint, between the Batcoranna and Yudnaponda creeks. 

KEAVHOOK RUN (JV. dufriei;) leawi. Hoi. 605 and 1133; occupier, 
B. Beation; areas, 12Dand 110 square miles. Thil run lies to the N.W. of Bawnaley'i 
blilfi, the post town being Koorlnga to the S. 

KXB BAHXS {Co. Gaaler) it a recently surveyed township (laid out and sold 
laat year) lying 9 miles E.of the township of Two-wells, and 4 miles N.W. of 
Mallala, to which place, however, there is no direct road.

KED LAKE (^Flinders dutricif it a talt lagoon in the scrubby undy pUIna lying 
between lakes Torrens and Gairdner, and forming in wet seasons part of the Itland 
lagoon— wliich see. 

KKSKHTH, or Abbkdbbn (Co. Burra,) is a small mining township in the dec- 
toral district of the Bnrra and hundred of Kooringa. It adjoins the Burra mine, and 
it situated on the K aide of the Burra creek. On the W. aide of the creek is a small 
township, named Aberdeen, but generally called Hcdrnth. The two townahipa are 
united by an excellent atone bridge, with 1 arch, span GO feet, and are supplied with 
excellent water from wells about 30 feet deep, sunk on the surrounding hills. Bedruth 
is chiefly inhabited by miners who work at the Burra mine, and by smelters and 
labonrera employed at the Kooringa smelting works. There ia a mine, now not work- 
ing, called the Bon Accord, adjoining to the Burra mine, and although large suma have 
been spent la sinking and driving, apparently in the direct line of ore at the Biirra, no 
copper hat yet been found over the Burra boundary. Within a few yards of that 
boundary some of the richest ore discovered at the Burra haa been raiied. But little 
land has been ploughed, but in wet seasons good crops can be grown. In dry aeasoni 
the crop* are generally stunted. The chief pursuit in (be country round it Is the 
rearing and depasturing of sheep, the dry nature of the soil and excellent grass affording 
peculiar advantages for this occupation. Copper has been found all around the Burra 
at various distances; but, although lodes are clearly defined, they have not had tufflcient 
ore to pay expentea. There is reason to believe that if a sufficient depth were sunk, 
plenty of payable ore would be discovered. The names of the abandoned mines are 
the Wheal Sarah, the River Broughcon, both situated ou the river Bronghtoai ths 
North Bnrra, at Caroona; the Princess Royal, the Royal mine, hear Black ipringi, 
and now being tried; the Kingston, B miles N. of Kooringa; the Scrubbers' Camp, 3D 
ndlea N.; and the Hakara, GO milei N. of tlie Burra. 'The neareat townships are — 
Hampton, half-a-mlle distant; Kooringa, scarcely a mile distant; and Coppcrhoose, 1} 
milea distant. With these places the communication is by rough bush-roads, that hava . 
nerer been repaired. ITrom the dry nature of the soil, the roads, however,'' except 
between Kooringa and Redruth, are very fair. With Adelaide, loo miles S.. the com- 
mimicatlon is by toor-wheeled mail vehicles between Redruth and Rapuada, and thence 
by railway. There is 1 hospital, for miners' use only. In Aberdeen, supported by the 
mine.

and Two-wells, 74 miles S.Vf, The cotDmnnication Is bjr horse or dray, and with 
Adelaide b^ horse or dray to the port Wakefield and Adelaide road, which lies a bw 
mltoi to the W^ Ihenoe by eoaoh to Saliibary, and thence by rail. The lurrounding 
oouDtfy ii low and flat, and the population small and scstterod. Beere's plains form 
pan of the dectotal district of Stanley. 

mEMAHXABIX. HOnNT (Co. Frame,) Is a lofty hill l,rlng to the N. of the 
township of Morose, and attaining an altitude of 1S57 fbet abote the surrouoding 
land, and 3000 feet above sea level. The geological formation coniisti of soft ainmlnoas 
(tone, similar to that at Kapunda. The bed* In which It is firnnd dip SS° W., and are 
OTerlaid by soft, red, grittj quartzose sandatone. Near the top of the moanC are thick 
bedded sanditonea of this description, and ailiceoua freestones, dipping abont IS°to 
35° W. There is a local court, a pQblic pound, and an aboriginal atation at this place.

KEXMBKL& {Co. Adtlaide) U a postal township In district B of theoounty, 
in tbe hundred of Noarlonga. and under the control of the central road board and the 
diatrict conncU of Horphett rale. It is siCaated on the Fandlotlnga creek, a nevei- 
fatUng stream, the mount Lofty ranges, or rather the continuation ol them, passing to 
the B. and S. of the township. The diatrlct is both pastoral and agricultural, princi- 
pally the latter. There !a an eicdlent 3-storey steam flour mill in the town, having all 
tbe most modem improrementa, and Uallett'a, mines, now abandoned, lie within 2 miles. 
Ibt nearest places are Morphett vale, B miles distant on the main S. road; CHallo* 
ran'a hiU and YoDDgrllle, 1 mile N. E. ; and Clarendon, 5 miles I^ by S. ; the commn- 
■Ication bsiDg l^ coach along the main S. and district roads. With Adelaide, 13 miles 
N., the commmucatton Is by mall coach. Keynella has 1 hotel — the Crown— a post office 
« store, a public lohool, and Wealeyan chapel. The snrrounding coontry is undulating 
and billy, with an altuiial flat known as Hurtle vale, and running down to a tea-tree 
Bcrab swamp S. of the bridge on the main South-road. The formation is limestone, with 
red loam and aandy aoil on Che sur^e, and black allnvial eorth in the low grounds. 
Itie population of Reynella township has not been ascertained separately, bnt the nelgh- 
botirbood, from Morphett vale to O'Halloran'a hill, including collateral groups of allot- 
ment settlers, such as the " United States," " Midville," Ac, the population is large, 
and for tbe dialrict. probably the densest country population in the colony, the district 
baring been settled immediately the land was sorreyed, about 1838. The population of 
the district mentioned numbers about 1000 person*. This district is eminently adapted 
to the cultivation of the vine, as well as to agriculture generally, the seasons bringing 
to perfection all the later kinds ot grapes just before Uie rains usually >et in. The 
climate in sainbrlons, partaking of the purity ol that of the hills, with the iniigorating 
properties of that of the seaside. The rainfall li somewhat above the average one M 
the colony. About a quarter of a mile S.B. of this lownihip lies Reyrella farm— the 
vineyard and tkrm of J. Iteynetl, Esq., — it comprises about 4S0 acres, iif which isact** 
are ander vines, some of which were planted 33 years ago. The principal varieties of 

Kpea are the Verddlho, Carbonet, Malbec, Plnrau Oris, Qouals, Kouaillon, Pedro 
oenea Doradilia, Temprana, Falo-mino-blanco, Shinu, and Fronllgnac. The 
orchard 11 also worthy of mentioo, and produces exceedingly floe apples and pears. 

mxniOZJM, LAKE {Flmderi ditlrici,) is a small Ugoon lying in Uie StoliT 
plain, with sand-hills and nnmarons lagoons, to the N. of lake Tonnghasband.

The liwiet recently luMsloed by Bheep-fermar* who ha»e pluted 
WMioni there ihow how dangerons it ii to depend upon them in dry Mawnii. 

XHtHE, NORTH, RIVER {Cot. Eyn a»d Slurf,) ii the name glren to k fine 
■tream rialng by S he»dB in the hilly country to tlie W. of the hundred of N, Khfne, 
Co Eyre, and ftowing in kd E. direction Into the Murray river. It ii fed by the 
B. Rhine river and the One Tree hiU creek. 

BBXNE, NORTH {Co. Eyre,) is the S.W. hundred of the county, being nearly 
aU porehwed land, and Uken up for ftinnlng purposes. Thii li n wine-making 
dirtnct, and in it is a public pound. The resident magistrate la J. Keynes, Esq., J.r. 
The area of thi« hundred is 79,360 acres, of which 8241 acres ate under cultiTatwn. 
The population numbers 1010 perions, chiefly small settlers. 

XSnrE MINE, NORTH {Co. Byre.) Is a copper mine on sections 563 and STO 
in the hundred ot North Rhine, the land being freehold. There are a lode^ runoitiK 
nearly parallel, upon it; the ores found near the Boriace being green and blue carbonatv, 
of DTOmisinB appearance. The works on this mine have been suspended for aome time. 
Atutin deacribes the mine as follows:-" This mine is sitaaled on sections 563 and 570— 
the company having also the adjoining sections, numbered 5S0 and 562— all freehold. 
Conper ifl found on the whole of the land, and one of the lodes is traced through % 
iectoiiB. There are S lodes, running nearly parallel, in a N. and S. direction, with an 
underlay towards the W. of about 1 8 inches in the tathom. The ores found near the 
■nr&ce were green and blue carbonatei, of promising appearance. The eastern lode 
was first opened; and about 20 tons of ore, averaging a little over 20 per cent, of copper, 
were sent to England; but as the water soon became too strong to be kept in fork by 
animal power, an engine-sbaa was sunk near the main (or Nicholls') lode, and a 70 
horse power engine and pump work flied; this lias been working very efflcienily since 
March 1860. Another shaft, near the engine-shaft, had been commenced prior to the 
present company taking the mine, and this was continued by Captain Barker, until the 
lode was cut ac 20 fathoms, where it was i feet wide, being composed of black ore, 
raundic and spar. The sinking was continued to 30 lathoms, and it was after this that 
the engine-shaft was sunt. The lode was, nnfortunately, not found to yield ore in 
paying quantities when cut again at the 30-fethom level; but tlie indications were 
deemed such as to warrant further sinking. When the 43-fathom level was reuhed ■ 
drive was made and carried on for 70 fathoms on the course of the iode; but although 
the lode YBried fiom 3 to- 6 feet in width, it contained too large a proportion of mundic 
to allow of its being worked lo advantage. The engine-shaft has been sunk to a depth 
of 60 fathoms, and another drive made for 50 fathoms, but the lode unfortunately 
remains unremuoerative, although containing black sulphuret throughout. The drive 
ia being continued, Id order to communicate with a winze which is in course of sinking 
from the 43-fathom level" 

KHIirEi SOOTH (C7o. Sturl,) is o district coundl in the electoral district of 
Gumeracka. It is under the control of a chairman, the present one being Ur. 
J Bennett, sen.. Dale-view, South Rhine, and * councillors. The popuUtion numbers 
1267 persons. The area is 101 square miles, or G-l.GlO acres; land under cultivation, 
14,102 acres; and number of dwelling-houses, 204. 

KKZIfEi SOUTH (Co. Sturl,) is a hundred in the N^W. part of the coun^, 
consisting in a great measure of parchased land, and water^ by the S. Hhine river. 
It Is taken up by a Gterman farming and vinegrovring population. 

KKHrE, SOUTH, RIVER (&. Start) Is a stream rising near Keytie'a hill, and 
flowing in an K direction into the N. Rhine river. 

BlTTiTrB, 34° 2S' B. lat., 136° 45' E. long. [Co. Coaler,) is a road-board postal 
township in the hundred of Alma, and electoral district of Stanley. It is aitnated at 
the Government Freshwater reserve, and on Springs creek, TO miles from Adelaide ai 
per mail route, and on the main road from Adelaide to Clare, Mount Remarkable, and 
the far north. The river Wakefield lies 5 miles N., bearing W.S.W.; and the Woolshed 
creek, iulo which the Springs creek falls, flows 3 miles N.W. The dinrict is both 

Sricullural and pastoral, the former pursuit being extensively carried on. The soil ii 
mirably suited lo the purpose, and all the land within a radius of SS miiet is taken ap 
for cultivation fitrms. The chief product is wheat, but little ot|ier being attended to. 
Tlie paitoral intenst, sheep and cattle, is carried on upon a small Kale only. Bltjtia 
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bM a Sour mill ia coune of erection, a machiniil'B workihop, atore*— and the qbiuI 
tndeameo'* ihopt. There ia a post office. There i« 1 botel— tbe Springs hotel, in the 
tovnthip. A copper mine, having rich IndlcatioD*. Is worked bj Ueun. Nickolb 
Brotben. There are alio indicationB of copper nod of tin in varioiu parts of the neigh- 
bourhood. The Deareit placet are RJTerton, 4 milei G.; Gilberton, 9 milea S.; and 
Uadalja, S milea N.; the two latter placea being aittuted ao the main North-road. 
With Adelaide, 70 milea 8., the communicatioD ia by mail coach to Eapunda, and thenoe 
b^ rail The diatance b; direct road tor draya, waggona, Ac, la 60 milea. The aur- 
roanding coantr; ia aligbtly bill; and undulating, the portiona not occnpied for •grionl- 
tural purpoaea being richlj graiaed and veil timbered, there being abuoduice <rf' good 
bnilding atone and road metal. Khj'nie ia a new townahip, eatabliabed in 1B59, before 
which jear there waa not a dweUiag-hoiue wilhin milea of it, nor waa it iurve;ed bj 
GSTemment. It ia now a rapidl; improving place, and aa prettj and pictnreaqne a town 
aa anjr in the colon;, being well laid ant, and dotted with productive orchards and vlue- 
;aTJa. ' Itcontaiaa 31 dwelling-hoaaea, and haa, within a radiua of a mile, a popnlatloD 
ol S48 peraona. The realdeat magiatrate ia J. Nicholla, £aq.

ROBE TOWN, 37° 9' 45" S. Jat,. 139° 44' 15" E. long, mag. Tar. 3° E. long. 
(^. Bobt,) is a poital seaport town in the electoral district of Victoria, hondred of 
Waterhouse, pariah of St. Peter, and under the control of tlie S.B. district road board. 
It is Hiiuaied ou the S. side ot Quichen bay, lake 'Butler lying to the W. of the town, 
lake Robe about 3, and lake Eliza 4 miles distant from the town. Mount Benson Ilea 
about 3 miles from the N. shore of Guiehen bay. The district is a pastoral one, sheep 
and cattle being largely depastured. There is a considerable quantity of good agriiral- 
toral land In the neighbourhood, which will probably be rendered available for cnt 
Uvation in the course of a j^ear or two. The nearest place is Kingston, on the main 
road to Adelaide, about 30 miles due N., and within I mile of port Caroline, lAcepede baj. 
The communication is by mail car twice a week, and with Adelaide, by mail car twica 
a week, or by the steamer Pencla once a fortnight, the distance by land being atioDt 
330, and by sea about SOO niile«. Tlie sveratie length of passage by the Penola is is 
liours. Robe has a post and money order office, a telegraph ststion, custom hoos^ 
local court, Tolnnteer HQh corps, branches of the National and South Australian bank*, 
and of the South Australian insurance company, an aboriginal itatian, a rocket and lifa 
boat itaiion, snd a literary institute, tlie subscription to whlco (one guinea per annum) 
entitles subscribers to tlie use of the readitig-rooni, and the perusal of all the leading 
colonial, intercolonial, and British newspnpers and magazines, and to the uae of the 
library, which contnini a well-selected number nt works of variuus classes of literatare. 
There are 3 hotels in Robe— the Kobe, the Criterion and the Caledonian— about S niilei 
bma the town, the Newton and the Carriers' arms. On (he mount Gambier ro8d,distant 
about 12 miles, is the Slone Hut inn, and on Adelaide road, the Telegraph hutel, 
(9 miles,) and the Emn inn, (IS miles.) The resident magistrates are J. Ormerod and 
E. Oower, Esqs. Robe town is situated amidst a dreary country of sand-liills, but 
lies on a limestone tertiary formation, which supplies a while and durable building 
•tone, of which most of the buildings are construcied, giving the town a pecnliarl* 
cheerful aspect. The population numlwrs 409 persons The surrounding coantrj is 
flat and in places iwampy, the soil is a light sandy loam. 

ROBE COUKTT is a county lying in the S. G. part of the colony, and bonoded 
on the K. Iiy the cuunty of Grey, on the N. by that of Mscdonncll, on the W. by the 
aeo, and on the E. by the colony of Victoria, The E. and W. parts of this county 
only are taken up, the central part consisting of immense swampy plains and brackish 
lagoons, dmined to the W. by the Reedy creek. The settled portions are divided into 
the following hundreds: — E. Iiundreds— Joanna, ICillanOEila and Comaumj and W. 
hiuilred, Waterhouse. The principal townsliip In this county it that of Robe, a lesport 
on tlie H.E. shore of Guiclien bay, and Narratoorte, a roadside village, and the centre 
of a flue pastoral district in the N.E. The W. side of the county consists of sandy 
and rocky hills, with some swampy lakes, the principal of which are lake Eliia and 
lake Hawdon. The central plains are known as the Mosquito plaini, and extend ovk 
the N. border of the county. In the W. part ot the county is the celebrated Biscuit 
flat, so culled from Its Iieing covered with round Bat pieces of limestone, as like wine 
biscuits as stones can be. Soiiietines they are stnall, about the size ol a penny piece, 
coTering the ground so thickly that nothing else can be seen, and at other time* mon 
like duiiiplingi than biscuits, being of large "ize and nearly spherical. They are 
■npposcil to be caused by the lime anil pipeclay in the water, which settles in the tniail 
dq>ressioi]S in the plain becoming hardened after drying up, curlmg up to some eilral 
in the suTi, and thus becoming detached from the ground. IhU county is comprehended 
In the electoral district of Victoria. lUi county ha* an area of SOaa tqnaie miles, or 
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1,197,990 Bcrei, of vhich 83,035 ures are parchaaed laDd, 63,007 icrea being held br 
fieeholden, 994,474 kcrea encloted, and 719 acre* ander cnlliTation. The live itoii 
nnmben 4S58 honet, 4487 horned cattle, 393,507 iheep, ISO goati, 1B4 pig), and 3438 
head of poaittr. Of the laud aoder culture B acre* are ander wheaC, 7 acre» uodet 
barley, 436 acres uader hay, 6D acres under green forige, 136 acres are fallow, IB acres 
under potatoes, 9 acrea orchard, 28 acres gardeo, and 10 acres Tineyard, the latter 
baling SS9G Tinea in bearing, and 2150 vines not in bearing. The crops for the year 
ending March Slat, 1S66, were IBD buahels wheat, 102 bashels barley, 521 tona hay, 39 
tons potatoes, S50 galloo* wine, and 26 cwt. grapes. The population nnmbera 1T40 
penoD*, being an Increase of 363 since 1861, and the nnmber ot dwelUngi ia SOS, beinjt 
an Increase of 40 since that year. 

SilBC, LAKE [Co. Sobe,) is a awampy Lagoon, lying S mile* distant from the 
township of Robe. 



(TOn(i<r«(iMfrirtJV.)isa 
high flat-topped hill, lying in a aandj plain to the S. of the Frew rirer.and being the source 
of a. small S. tributary of that nver. It was discoTered by Stuart in bis eiplorationa 
of 1S59. 



KOCKWELt CREEK {Flindert iufrid) Is a spot In the pastoral connty to the 
S of take Gairdner, and lying in a low range to the S.E. of that lake, where b fresb 
water spring was discoTered by Hack, in IS57, in his explontioD journey front tbe 
Gftwler ranges to the head of Spencer's gulf. 

XOCKT ISLAND, 34° 50' SO" S. lat., 134° 42* 30* E. long. (Co. Flinderi.) it a 
precipitoDs granite rack, 17 feet in height, with a reef of mcka running in aN.W, 
direction for about balf-a-mlle. It lies to the S.W. of point Sir Isaac. 

AIko, another small rocky itlet, lying N.W. by N. from point Dmmmoad, and 43 
miles £. of the Pearson iales. 

WLOOKT POINT [Fliitdtrtditfriet) is a peak of th« monnt Norwest range. 

KOOKT BITElt [Coi. Promt and Victoria) is a fine stream rising to the S. of 
mOTmt Remarkable, near Melrose, and flowing in a S. direction throogh pastoral 
country into the Broaghton rirer, on its N. side. In the neigh boarhood of this riTer 
ue belts of finely timbered land, wooded with large gum and pine. The country is 
very flne, and forme mngniflceot aheep runa. A aingular Tariety of the wild dock has 
been obaerred in the locality, being only half web-fooled, and having the power of 
perching on tbe boughs of trees. There is a resident magistrate in this neighbonrliood 
— H. B. Hughea, Esq., J.P. 

KOOXT SPRINGS (Flindert distriH) Is the name of a apring, lying about halt 
a^mile S. of Weatbered hill, and found by Mr. Ooyder In IS57. It is, as its uaine 
imports, bubbling out of a pool surrounded by large niaaset of rock. 

KOOKT WATERUOLE iFlinderi ditli ki) is a name given to a deep waterhole 
on tbe Kanyaka creek — which see. 

ROSWEU.'! CREEK {Co. Hiadmarih) Is an C apur 
MxccleaQeld, and flowing in an E. direction, about 10 miles 
mile* N.E. of Strathalbyn township. It ia fed by Areher'a and several other small 
tributary creeks, Sowing into it from the N., and watering the agricultmMU country la 
Uie hondred of Strathalbyn. 

M,0EBO0K, MOUNT, 30° BO" S. lat., 139° 2' E. long. (_Flmder, dUtricI) Is a lofty 
peak and survey point, lying about 15 miles S.E. of Angipena, on the S. bank of the 
Bose creek. 



- J GULLT, or Moirri Wort* {Y<irke'$ peninala) Is a small tract of 

land lying in a valley on the E. side of Torkn's peninsula, and adapted to agrtculiural 
derelopcneut. A small stream of good water flows down the gully into tbe gulf of 
St. Tlncent during, and for some time after, rainy aeaaons. 
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KOSB CREEK (FIbidcn ijurrict) Is a One ntouatafD itrcftin Tutog Id moDDt Hack, 
and flowing in a S.E. direction, put maaots Boeback, John, aad Frome into lake 
BlaDcbe. 

KOBE, MOUNT iFlinderi dittriel,) is a copper mine, lying about S15 milei SS. 
of port Augusta, and not noir worked. At the time of stopping the following report 
fiiirl; shows tlie operationi wliich had been carried on upon it :— " Ma. it shaft is abong 
13 fathoms io deptli. The lode liaB been stoped awajr N. ftom tliis shaft fbr 2} 
bthoms, and it is more than 3 feet wide, of solid black and gi«j ore of higli per 
centugc, and wtiicb is atanding 7 feet bigli In the M. end of tbe stopes. No. 3 giiatt is 
sunk 10 fathoms, on the uaderlar of a large counter lode, 5 feet of which have been 
cnt through, and only one wall foaod at present. A few feet were driTen oa die 
course of the lode, and a branch or leader of fine ore, IS inches wide, was cnt in tbe 
bottom or the lerel. No, 4 shaft is sank to the depth of 10 bthoma, and coataius a 
qnontity of mundic, also a lode, 3 feet wide, and composed of green carbonate ol 
copper, mixed wiili Ironstone and gossan. This lode is parallel with that In No. 1 
shaft. The ore ahipped to Swansea was assayed by Messrs. Bath and Co., there, and 
yielded a produce of 381 P^ cent." 

aOSE, MOUNT, STATION (AT. dittrictj) leaae, No. 527, la part of the Oombei- 
atana run — which see. 

ROBEMTKAK, 34° 34' B. lat., ias° 32' E. long. ^Co. Addaide,) is a postal 
township in the electoral district and hundred of Barossa, and under the conCiot of 
the Barossa W. district council. It is situated on the Oawler or S. Fara rirer, and 
on the road from Sandy creek to Sheoak log, the Salt creek being about three- 
quarters of a mile N.W., and Sandy creek 4 miica S. The district is a wheat-gra«ring 
one, a few glieep being depastured in parts. The nearest places are Sheoak log, S 
miles N.W.; New Mecklenburg, 4 miles N.E.; Lyndocli, 54 miles S.E.; Sandy cr^ 
bi miles S. 1 and Oawler, B miles S.W. The communication Is by horse or dray only, 
the mail being conTeyed on horseback twice a-we«k. With Adelaide thecommuoioation 
is by horse or dray to the Tanunda and Oawler road, 4 miles S., where a daily ciMch 
passes from Tanunda to Oawler, and thence by rail, the distance being 34 milet, lite 
snrronading country is monntainous, with undulating plaloe to tbe N. Boseothal has 
a post office, 3 stone-boilt German churches, and a public school. The nearest hold 
and telegTa|)h station are at Lyndocli, The crossing of the rirer at the township is 
Tery dangerous In wet weather, and a bridge is much wanted. The soil roond tlie 
township is good, and flne grapes are grown in the vineyards attached to tome of tlie 
houses. The population numbers about 140 pecsons, principally Qeraians. 



k COVE AND HEAD (Co. ffindmarih) is a smaU core available fir 
small craft, and a bold headland forming its S. point, lying 3S mile* E. of cape Jerris, 
and on the N. side of Backstairs passage. The bottom of the cove is smooth and 
afibrds excellent holding ground. At liosettn bead, and from it to Euconnter bay them 
is a gradual passage from granite through gnelM to sandstone, caused either by the 
intrusion of granitic matter amongst the layers of sandstone, or by a metamorptdsai 
Into granite and gneiss of some ol the original sedimentary beds. 

KOSEWOKTHT (Co. OatolerJ is a pestal towniblp and railway station on tbe 
N. line, in the electoral districl of Stanley, hundred of Mudia Wirra, and uoder the 
control of tbe Mudla Wirra district oouaciL It lies about S miles N. of the river 
Gawler, and on a plain near the foot of the Barosaa range, in an agricaltan) disnid 
where large quantities of wheat are grown. A copper mine is eupposed to exist aboat 
S miles S.W. Only one shaft has yet been sunk, and that not at a sufflciem depth to 
teat the discovery. It is on private property, and the owner intends sinking another 
■haft to ascertain if copper exists in paying qoanticies. Tbe nearest townahipa are 
Willofton, Sheoak log, and Templers, Willaston is situated about 4 miles S.; Sbeoak 
log lies H.E. about 4^ miles; Templers lies 4^ miles N. No direct commaiticatiaD 
with any of these pUces, aUhangh conveyances to them may be easily obtained, and 
there are 3 passenger trains dolly to Adelaide, 31 miles S. The only boildiiigt in 
Koaeworthy are a railway station, with post and tel^japb office combined, a McUradin 
ebapel, and a Government school. Roseworthy is situated on table land abotU 900 
Ibet above the level of the sea, with a large plain running N.W. The popnluiaii b 
■mall and Boattemd,

KOWUUnW FLAT ( Co. Addaidt) is a postal village In the electoral dtitrjct 
of BaroHs, hundred of BaroMa, aod under the control of the BaroMa E. dUtriot 
eoanci). It is lituated on the S. Para river, Jacob's creek Ijlug aboat I milo 
diatsnt N., and the Barotsa range S miles to the E. The district is an agricultural 
one, growhig wheat and other cereals. The neareat township is Lyndoch rallejr, 
S miles S., the cammnmcatlon being by hQrte or dray. With Adelaide, 3SJ mlleaS.W., 
the communication is by hone or dray to Gawler, and thence by rail. RowUndt' 
Flat has a post office, a store, and tannery; the nearest hotel being at Lyndoch. Tha 
(urronnding conntry ii Sat, and the soil of a black sandy character. The population 
■ambers aUmt iSO persons. 

KOT, LAKE, KUN (5.f. diatrid;) leue, No. lOB; occnpler, W. Laidlaw; area, 
17 square nilesi grazing capability, 3700 sheep, or SIS per square mile. On this mn 
are 4500 sheep, 30 head of cattle, and 6 horses. Ooyder's Taloation, £136 IGs., 
deducting improvements valued at £75S. This ran lie* 190 miles S.S.E. of Adelaide, 
and 66 miles X.B. of Bobe (Ounben bay.) The stock ia watered from veils, water- 
boles, and swamps. 

KTtrUB, M0T7NT (Co. Eyre,) ia a lofty double peak, lying about Smiles N.B. 
of the township of Truro, in thick, scrubby, pastoral country.

[. COUNTT lies in the N.W. of the country known as the S.B. district, 
on the E. side of lake Aleianddna, and of the lower part o( cba Murray river. It b 
bounded on the N. by that river, on the W, by that river and by lake Alexandrina, an 
the 8. by the sea and the county Cardffell, ar.d on the E. by an imaginnry line dividing 
It from the scrubby, pastoral country of lie N. part of the S.B. paatonl diitriat. It U 
divided into the following hundreds: — Yonnghnsband, Burdett, Seymour, ttalcolm, 
Bonney. and Baker. The sold lands are hot limited in extent, and lie along the bank 
of the river, and on the border of lake Albert, a large shpet of water which runs from 
the K side of lake Aleiandrina, and occupies a large aren in the centre of the county.

SA3IDKE8AS8, UOUNT (Co. Jifsfaujc.) is a lofty pokk ofthe spurofthe main 
range lying to the 9. of the Onkaparings river, and separating Dashwaid'i gully and 
the district of Clarendon. There Is but little depasturing carried on in this nelghbour- 
bood, the sidesof the hills being too steep and slippery ibr the lambs during the lambing 
Mason. It receives lis name from tlie peculiarity of its shape, the summit somewhat 
raMmbllng a wddle with a saddlebag on each side. It is a survey station. 

SA]H>&SWUtTX is a postal township, under the control of the centr^ road 
tMMfd, In the htudied of SaddleworOi.aodelecIona distrk»ol thaBurra, It ia sltoated 
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on the JDDCtion of the Gilbert rirer and Co^hlU't creek, Pine creek flowing >t & i 
of S milea, sad there being a range of hilli (a contlDuatioa of the BelTidere range) U a 
diiUnceof a miles E., and aouie high iloDjr hiUi and rough itoay country to theN.W. 
Saddieworih i* euentially an agricultural dlitrict, producing large quantttie* of wheat, 
bat very little elie. There are no mines, although there are iodicatioDi of copper, and 
•bundanceof ironstone in the neighbourliood. There is 1 Iteam flour mill, jiut erected.a 
poit office, and ■ public pouod. The nesreat places are BiTertou, 6^ milei S,; Ching- 
ford, 6 miles N.; Marrabel, S miles S.E.; and Auburn, T milea N.W.; there being no 
legular passenger commanicatioo with thoae places, Baddleworth is aboat 65 miles 
N.E. of Adelaide bj direct road via Kapundi. There ii 1 hotel (Stuart's) in the tovD- 
•hip. The surronnding coontif is elevattd and broken, haTing occasional small rich 
lUlBTial flats tying amongst the bills. The geological farmaliou consitt* prindpajly of 
undstone ridges rnnaing N. and S., with oL-caai anal q oar tzoie and micaceous scbiM 
interreoing. In some of the quartz, particularly in tbat fouad in the bed of a small 
cr«ek to the E. of tba township, apeck* of gold bare been found. The resident magia- 
trate is A. Coleman, Esq., J. P. 

SABDUEWOBTH (Co. Light) ia a hundred lying m the N. part of the conntr, 
and consisting cC purchased land, most of whicli is used for agricultural purposes. The 
lowaihip ot ^ddleworth, on the main North road eta Clare, lies in this hundred. It ia 
watered by tho upper part ot the Gilbert river and its tributaries. The area of thia 
hundred it 4S,0OO acres, of which Sl,8iS acres are under cultiration. The population 
nnmbers ism persons, cbieSy faTmeri.

OLAZR, LAKE (Co. JUacdcnnell,) is a sheet of salt water, lying to the 8. of 
lake Eliza, near the &.E. coast, and separated ftvm the lake by a narruw strip of saiidy 
land thickly covered with shells. There ia little doubt that at a recent period the two 
formed one lake. 

ST. CLA.IK, LAKE, RUN [S. E didrict;) leaie. No. SSSA) occupier, G. Harding, 
area, 13 square miles; grsiing Capability, 2000 sheep, or 154 per square mile. On thia 
run are 5<J horses, and 100 head of cattle, sheep only being depastured on it for a short 
time during the year, as they suffer from coast disease. Ooyder's valnaUon, £50 Ss. per 
annum, deducting ImproTements valued at £73. This run lies 2:25 miles S.S.E.of 
Adelaide, and LG miles by road S.E. of Itobe(Guichenbay.) 

ST. FKAirOIS'S GROUP, 33° 30' IW 8. lat., 133° IS' 50" B. long., mag. war. 
1° 3S' E. (/iiMtferi dittrict W.,) is the name given to a cluster of 10 islands, compriaiDg 
the south -western II lost group of Nuyt's archipelago, and lying S. 27° W,, 8 milea 
diaiant from Lacy'* island. The largest island is in the middle of the group, and be«ra 
tbe name of the whole, it is 3 miles in lenKih N.W. and fj.E., and abont faalt-a-mila 
across near the middle, which is a sandy isthmus connecting two moderately higli 
and clifiy extremities, the breadth of each of which is from 1^ to 2 miles. There is a 
hay called Petrel bay on its N.E. side, having from 9 Lo 10 fathoms water on a dear 
sandy bottom, with excellent anchorage in its W. comer; tbe E. part of the hay alao 
affords good anchorage, bat the coast is rocky, and that portion of the roadstead ia 
exposed to the swell coming round the west end of the island. The anchorage ii ia 
the lat. and long, given above, and the rise and fall of vacer is G feet. Un St. I'rancia'a 
ille water is found trickling duwn a ravino nt«r the S.E. comer of the islaud.

ST. PKTEB.'a ISLAND (Flindert duiriet W.) U a large granite iataad of 
moderate elevation, Ijing in Nnyt's archipelago, oppoifte Dental bay. On lEa E. eml 
la a lilll called mount Younghuiband, which may be teen at a coniiderable diilaocs at 
aea, and which formi a useful landmark for the naiigation of the neighbouring waten. 
There ia a long «aady beach trending to the W. from the foot of mount Younghuiband, 
and a amall bay at the end of it, where freih water may be found by digginu a few feet 
in the land. There is aecnre anchorage in thia place, except with alrong winds to the 
W., when a heaiy roll iet« In. Opposite the bay, and In S fathDCiu water, is a amkll 
rock awaah at tow tide.

(uxf F(in<i«r( liiUricf IP. ,) ii a deep indentation of the aea running in a N. direction in to tho 
main land. The harbour known as port Wnkefleld lie« at iti head, and on it* K ahore 
are poria Gawler, Adelaide, Willunga, Noarlunga, and Ilapid bay. The gulf of 
St.Vincentia formed between the E. alioreofYorke'apeninanlaand a rangeof moderately 
elevated hilla which extend to the northward, in continuation of those over cape Jervis. 
The breadth of ita entrance between that cape and Troubridge hill, whii^h bears 
N.W. i a from it, la neurly 13 leagues; and in Ibis ipace there are regular aoundlnga 
in 18 to SO faihoma, which dtcreaae lo 1 1 and IS on approaching within i miles of 
Troubridge shoals, and afterwarOa deepen to S2 in mid-channel to the eastward. Oa 
(be eaitero shore of the gulf, abreast ot ibis danger, there are some patches of clifi 
with ao fathoms at 3 leagues W. from them, and IS talhomi wichin 3 miles; abore 
these the shore becomes low and landy, aod ia fronted by a shoal flat, which extend* 
S mile* off it, and gradually increaees ita breadth to as many leagues In lat 34° 30'. 
Here the eastern shore a]>proaciieB son^e cliffli on Torke's peninsula within fl leagues, and 
ia very low, haring the abore-menttoned shoal Bat extending a third across to the 
opposite shore, and B or 9 fathoms 'in mid-channel between its rerge and the opposite 
Clifls. At the distance oF 4 leagues above the latter la a low mangrove point, opposite 
to a sandy projection of the low eastern shore, where the breadth ii contracted to 
t miles, and the depth is only 3 lathomi in mid-chnnneli the shore on each siile then 
oorves round In almost a circular bay, which is nearlj filled with banks of sand and 
mud, and forms the head of the gulf of St. Vincent in 34° V S., or 3D leagues due

It is litaated on the little Para rlTer.near the Fart hill^ 
and lies in an agricultural dtttrfct. The neareit placei sie Smlthfield, 6 mile* dinanl; 
Fenfleld, 6 miles-, and Virginia. With Smlthfield, the communicalioa u b; rait, sod 
with the other placet by horse or ptlTatu conTejance. With Adelaide, \^\ miles S^ 
the comuiunicatioD is bj railway. Salieburj has a poit and monej order offlw, a 
telegraph office, a railway gtation, a local court, a public pound, a volunteer rifle corps, 
•nd a branch of the Sonth Auitralian inaurence company, and 4 hotels — tbe GoTcnur 
Macdornell, the Saliabary, the Fanner's, and the Railway. There is a iMBch ofBce, 
where pasaengere and parcels are booked for Kadina, pee Rounsevetl'i ooachei.

8C0TT8 CREEK ICo.Adelai^) ii the name of a mine, also known aa tbg 
Wheal Maria, lying IS mile* from Adelaide, about 3 mile* from the Cherry gardeo'i 
nine, iind 3 mile* E. from Clareniioo. Thia mine baa been found to contain copperore, 
chiefly grey oiide, and green and blue carbonatea of high percentage. The aamplei 
■GDI for assay, recently have been pronounced to be ric^hly impregnated hoth with tilTei 
and gold. Thia mine it upon Government land, and has every proapect of becoming 
a valuable property. It is on the aide of a ateep but not very high hill, on the aurfice 
of which, to ironetone rock, atray staina of copper are found. The lode ii well 
defined, but at the depth of 5 fathoma ia compoaed chiefly of goaaan. The same lode 
is ibund at the oppoaite aide of the aection. The ground la favourable, and tlie lode ii 
Dearly a downright one, having but little underlay. Scott's creek, from whence the 
mine lakes Ita name, Saw* through the aection; it has good water, and timber ii

SCOTT'S HILL iCo. SluH) la a peak in an E. spur of the main rang^ about 
6 miles N.K. of the townahip of St. Vincent. 

SCOHPXOH WELL (Ftcfona di^Tiet.) la a waterhole lying in the N.E. part of 
the DOW S.E. paiioral dlitrict, near the Victorian border. 

SCKAPER, THE (Kan^roo itland.^ S mllet N. of caps Willoughby, and e(m- 
tiguona to cape SL Alban's, ia a shoal termed " The Scraper," with a paaaage about * 
cable's lenglli wide inahoie. Tlila bank is at times nearly dry, and from the rapidity 
of the tides io ita vicinity, which set directly over the shoal, should be most canfuUy 
avoided by commanders of veaaela keeping the W. abore abroad. 'The aouadingi 
about here vary from A fatboma in the inahore pasaage to T fathom* dote to iti E, 
edge. In dormy weather the aea breaks over it, and in fine weather there is a strong 
tide ripple. 

SCRCBBEK'S CAMP (Co. Burra,) ia the name of a copper mine eitaated about 3S 
mile* distant N. from Kooringa, 9 miles N. of mount Bryant, 9 nillea from WoorLon- 
garie, and S from Mungibbie. Thia mine is worked by a company, occnpying aectiooi 
Mos 2124 aod 21 S6. There are atveral shafts sunk, and promiaing ore fuund id every 
direction, and almost In every spot in which the pick ia put. The ground ia eoft ind 
ea*ily worked. There are at present 6 men at work, some driving and others following 
what appears to be a lode. There is plenty of wood aod water; the former bath 
mallee and pine, and the latter within a very short distance. This mine, altliongh 
only as yet partially developed, ia a promising one. A good iron lode alio eiiitt no

SELUCX'8 HILL (Co.Ilinilmarsh) is a postal township In the electoral district 
of Koatlunga, handred of Witlunga. and under the control of thd district council of 
Aldinga. There is no river or creek near tliia place, but there are deep gullies down 
wUch the water run* afler heav; rains on the hilli, of which there is a range running 
N.E. and S.W., which divide the Aldinga plains and M;poDga flat, There is a lagoon 
1} mite to the N.W. by W., called the Aldinga bay lagoon. The township is situated 
about li mile from Aldinga hay, which lies to the W. There Is a beautiful beach Sir 
3 miles in length, rnnning N. and S. ThsFe ig a good road from the township lo the 
beach. At high water the tide comes in close to the bank, which causes the beach to be 
free from loose rand. There is a cove on the beach where pleasure seekers resort in 
tbe summer. The district is agricultural and pastoral. Wheat is gmwn on the Aldinga 
plains, and both cattle and sheep graze on the hills. Silver lead ore has been discovered 
in the bills to the 8.W. by S, about a mile from the township ; the proprietor has just 
commenced working it, and it promises to turn out well. The nearest townships are 
Aldinga, which lies to the S. S miles distsnti Willunga. 8 miles to the N.W., at the 
bottom of the san^a range; and Myponga to (he S. There is a daily mail both to 
Aldinga and Mypooga. A cnach passes through from Adelaide to the'Talisker mine on 
Thursdays and Saturdays, and returns lo Adelaide Mondays and Thursdays. There !■ 
no conveyance from this to Willunga. There is aWealejan chapel, with which Is con- 
nected a Sunday-school, in the township, and steps are being taken (or the erection of 
a day school, which is much wanted, as there ts not one within iS miles. The only 
hotel at Sellick's hill is the Norman's Victory. Tbe Adelaide and Yookalilla mail 
conTeyances stop at the Norman's Victor? hotel for the night, trom which place passen- 
gers are booked. There is a horse-dray which goes to Adelaide and bock once a weelt. 
The country to the S. and R, is mountainou*, with steep hills and deep raviiits to the N, and 
W. plain until it reaches the sea. The plains are of rich dark loam, with * light clay 
subsoil, well adapted for wheat, which yields good crops. Most ot the land on the 
plains has been cleared and fenced. The hills are composed mostly of limestone and 
basalt, thej are lightly timbered and well grnsaed, and sheep and cattle do well upon 
them. The population numbers about SOO persons. Sellick's hill is situate on the mala 
South road ; through the winter months the Adelaide rood in places is in a very bad 
■tate; so bad, lif fact, that drays with store goods come around by Willunga, which Is 
6 miles further, as they And it to be almost impossible to travel between Nnsrlunga 
and Aldinga. The cutting ot the road at Sellick'a hill exposes beds of very bard blue 
calcareous siliceous rocks, probably overlying the Willunga slates. 

SSFABATZOM, MOUNT, 32° 33' S. lat., 138° 35' E, long. (Pliadtr, dofrielj ll 
a peak in a low grantie range, lying to the S.E. of Uke Galrdtier. and between the 
Gawler and Baxter ranges, crossed by Eyre in 1839. The country is now taken up 
fbr pastoral pursuits, but is rough and scrubby, with little gross or water. 

BXFVELTSFXCLD (O. Lii/hl) is a small agricultural t<iwn>hip, lying a milM 
S. of Greenock. There is a distillery at this pisca (J. E. Seppelt'sJ and at the Mel- 
bourne Exhibition of 1S6S were exhibited trom it samples of the fallowing liqueurs: 
Wachholder, Kiimmel, Wermuth, peppermint, Maraacliiuo doppel, Vanitle doppel, and 
of tpiriu of wine.

Captain Drake, of the fluDftria, made it out in 
1826 to be in 36° 35' S. lat,, 1 39° SO' E. long, and lU milea from the land, while FUa- 
den ls;a it down ae IB mites W, \ N. from cape Bernaailli. 

SETEimObL {Co. Slankg) ia a postal towoahip In the electoral dtatrict d 
Stanlej:, hundred of Clate, and under the control of the Clare district counciL It il 
■itnacwiattheheadof tbeHult riier, ia the midat of a hilly country, to the E. of whicb 
la ahigh range running N. and S., anddiriding thewatenof theHuttandtheHillriren. 
The district ia chiefly agricultural, t>eing under wheat and a little oati. Horaea, homed 
cattle, and a few sheep are also depaitured in the failla. Serenhill liea 4 miles S. ti 
Clare, 3 miles N. ofPenwortham, andemiiesN.W. of Uintaro. It ia on the main North 
road, and Kounsevell'a doily coaches run to Clare and Penwortham; with Ktintaro the 
communication is by horse or dray; with Adelaide, 80 miles S^ the commooicitioa 
ia by RounseTell's mall doily coaches to Eapunda. and thence by rail — heavy goodi 
being usually sent by private carriers' drays. Sevenhili lias a post ofGce and 1 hotel— 
the Black Eagle ( Itogera's.) The SevenhiU college, or St. Aloysius' college, is t fine 
' building, tying half-a mile E, of the township. It is the most renowned educstiaaal 
estaliliabment (out of Adelaide) !n the colony. Thia cnllege is the only Koman Catholii; 
educational establishment in the colony, and has pupils from nearly all the other colnnita 
in Australia. Extenaive grounda are sttached to the college, and there ia a flee large 
garden and a well-kept and productive lineyard; alsa play and recreation grounds for 
til« use of the pupils. A Koman Catholic church, under the title of St. Alojiiiu' 
church, la in course of erection, and will be when completed one of the flueii ud 
largest oni of Adelaide, measuring aboat 9(J feel by 4u f^ ezclusiTe of the chaocel 
and side chapels. A part of it has just been opened fbr Divine worship. Uerideitiia 
aecular education which Is imparted without distinction of creeds, the establishment i> 
particularly intended for the training of such young gentlemen as are deairoas of qusfi- 
lying themseWes far priesthood in the Boman Catholic chorcb. It is intended ts 
enlarge the college io a short time, as the building, although of considerable site, does 
not afford sufficient accommodation tor all applicants. It is situated about bslf-am'le 
from the main North road, and is distinguished by Its healthy location. It ia under the 
charge of the lier.

SZIiTIStTOH (Co. Hindmarth) ia an agricultural village in the electoral district 
of the hundred of Tankalllta. and under the control of the Rapid bay district counciL

aiXTH CREEK [Co. Adelaule) is an auriferous tributary of the Torrens river, 
tieingin the main range to the N.E. of AdelHide. There are some aurifbroas patcfaea 
on this creek, and on one of them a company Is at work with good prospects of snccesi. 
Some time ago this company sent to Melbourne several tons of quartz taken promi^. 
cnously from the section, only a part of which was auriferous. Subjoined is an extnurt 
of a very gratifying letter on the subject, which they received from Hr. 3. G. Knight, 
the Secretary to tbe Commissioners tor the Intercilonial Exhibiiion: — *' Tonr quarts 
arrived when Hart's machine was just about to he taken down to be sent to Castlemaine. 
I, however, induced them to crush your samplei, and have just received one of thtt 
results, which I think very satisfactory: — 16 bags, weljihing IS cwt. 1 qr. 13 Ibt., hav« 
yielded 3 dwt. 6 grs. of gold. There could be no secret kept about the quartz being 
from Adelaide, several samples having been previously sent to Hart's mill, and when I 
went there they were crushing some for a party at Nairne. This sample is not so good 
OS yours. Some oilier samples, which Hart has been trying, contain no gold whatever 
out of 10 tons experimented upon, so I think I must congratulate yon. Hart says that 
your qnarlz also contains silver." The above yield is at the rate of nearly 5 dvt. to 
the ton, considerably above what is reckoned the paying point ia Victoria. By an 
estimate of Mr. Jas. Hart, maker of crushing and amalgamating machines, it {* 
calculated that a machine crushing 300 tons a week, yielding 3 dwt. to the ton, will 
return a profit of £MS 1 Gs. Gd , exclusive of the cost of raising done and laterest of 
ontlay for machine. Since the above quartz woa sent away some sinkings have beeo 
made in the flat between the creek and the reef proper, and boulders have been fbood 
coaUtining nnggeta as large and Toliuble a* those previously exhibited.

SOUTH AUSTEALIA Is the name given to the colony, or province aa it is 
called, lying on the S. coast of the continent, and origtually comprising that portion 
■itualed between 13S° and 141° of E. long., and between the Southern ocean and 36° S. 
kt., amounting to nearly 300,000 aquare mites, or 192,000,000 acres. Since then, 
however, the boundaries of the colony have been greatly extended. In 1881, a strip 
of territory, known as " No Man's Land," occupying 80,000 square miles, and lyiog 
Itetween tbe W. boundary of South Australia and theE. boundary of Western Anstndla 
was added, the W. boundary of the colony being now 129° E. long. In 1863, a still 
further territory was added, the Qorernment having undertaken the task of founding a 
new colony in the N., and the country from 36° S. lat. to the Indian ocean, and Irom 
139° to 13B° E. long, being annexed for the pnrpoae. This tract is known as tbe 
'* Northern Territory " (see Northkhh Tbrbitobt.) South Australia was erected into 
a British province by Act 4 and S William IV., c, 9B; No Man's I^nd was annexed by 
Act a* and as Vic, c 44; and theHorthern Territory by Her Slajesty's letters patent of 
June 6tb, 1863. The survey of the S. coast waa i^mmenced in January, 1802, by 
Uentenant Fiinderi, who had been appointed to the command of the JnTettigaier far 
that purpose: he flf't sighted the land at Fowler's bay, and to this date (Jaiioary 98tli, 
1802) may be ascribed the discovery of Banth Australia. He sailed eastward, finding 
and naming the various points and bays from that place to Encounter bay, where. Mi 
the Sth Apnl, he fell in with the French ship Lt Oeogrnplu. From the report of 
Flinders, a number of gentlemen in I^ndon were induced to form an aatodatioo for 
the purpose of foonding a colony on tbe shores be had surveyed. In 183S, a noraber 
of gentlemen, calling themaelvea the South Australian land company, of which Colonel 
Torrens waa chairman, made an effort to carry out the project, but It waa not until 
1833 that a proposal to purchase waste lands from the Crowa by a joint stock company, 
nnder the presidency of Hr. W. W. Whitmore, by a scheme known aa Mr. Gibbon 
Wakefield's, waa carried oat. SeTaral otihec companies were also fi>rmed afterwards,

Amtralian compaujand the commiiBionen. The firit ibipdeipatchedwaatbe Cygnet, 
with mrvej oQlcera and itorei, and wai followed bj the Rapid, commanded by the 
Snrrer or -General (CoIoqbI W. Light,) who arriTed at Kangaroo island in Anguit, 
IBSG, and who went on to port Lincoln to sutrey that place as a site for the capltaL 
He, howeTsr, abaodoned it, and proceeded to the E. coast of the gutf of St. Vincent, 
diBCOTering the creek now known ai port Adelaide, and lelecting the lite for tbe 
metropolis on the Torrens river, 7 miles from tbe place of landing. It was called 
Adelaide in honour of the queen of William IV. The flrslgoTernorof the colony was 
Captain J. Uindmsrah, R.N., who arilTed at Adeiude on Becember Sittl^ 1BS6, and 
took poiaeasfon at Glenelg, where he iaiued a proclamation establishing the gOTemment 
of the proTince in the presence of the assembled coloaists, aboat SOO in number. 
lienteiuat-Colonel G. Gawler succeeded Governor Uiudmarih in 1838, and in faim 
was Tested the duties of a resident commissioner, with power to borrow from the laud 
fond for the purposes of erecting public works, and of carrying on the goremment 
more eflectually. SeTcrai new buildings, amongst which may be mentioned the 
government house, gorernmcnt oSIcei, hospital and custom house were erected, roadt 
were formed, the surrey department extended, exploring parties tent out, a police 
force embodied, and prosperity — for some time — prerailed. Goireraor Grey followed 
GoTemor Gawler, arririog in May, 1841, and during bis administration some of the 
settlers began to turn their attention to pastoral pnrsuita, the Burra Burra copper 
mines were discovered, and South Australia soon tiecame famous. In Uclober, 1S4S, 
Lientenant-Colonet F. 11. Ilobe arrived, and during his governorship minerals ttecame 
the staple article of exportation. Burra shares, that originally cost ooly £5. suoii 
realised £lOU, and, as at a late period in connection with tlie Wallaroo and MooQta 
discoTeries, mining hecame a mania. Sir 11. B. P. Tonng succeeded Gorernor Robe, 
arriving in August, 1818, and during tlis ad mini strati on the river Murray was first 
practicatly navigateil by Messrs. Cadell and Randall, who reached a point ISUO miiet 
Irom Goolwa. In IfiBI tbe discovery of the Viclorian gold mines caused great excite- 
ment in the colony, and in a very short time 15,000 persons had left her ahm^t or 
proceeded overland for the gold diggings. This caused an embarrasanient to the colony 
in a financial point of view, and to meet it the " Bullion Act" — enabling tbe governor 
to eatabliib an assay office, and to cast into stamped ingoti all gold taken In for bbat 
purpose— was passed. Sir H. Toung was succeeded by Sir Richard G. Macdoooell, 
before whose arrival in the colony, a short interregnum having taken place, Mr. B. T, 
Finniss, for many yean colonial secretary, assumed tbe position of scting-gavemor. 
During Sir Bichard'a term of office, responsible government was inaugurated, and the 
material advancement of the colony is summed up by the late lament^ Mr. SinneCt In 
these words : — 

" The history of the last six years in South Australia has been the history of steady 
industrial and political progress. Tbe iutrodnction of tbe new constitution has been 
tbe most remarkable event ot this epoch, and the change thus produced will elsewhere 
be found described in detail. It is over tbe whole face of the country that tbe histiDty 
of this period iiaa been written. Koads have been improved and bridges formed, so aa 
quite tocluuige tbe character of Inland travelling for hundreds of miles from Adelaide; 
surveys for railways have been carried on to a large extent; the railway of 8^ miles to 
tbe port in one direction, and tbe N. line lo fiapnuda (S! miles) in anctber direction, 
ha* been opened; telegraphic lines throughout the country have been established, aa 
well a* telegraphic communication with Sydney and Melbourne; the city of Adelaide 
has been supplied with water: a large entent of country has been surveyed for puichaM 
infections, thacoast has been lightedwhere necessary; numerous buildings for public 

Snrposes have been constructed by the Executive, including a new hospital, Parliament 
oose, government house, government offices, mounted police barracks, and tbe Institute 
irlth Its free Utiraryi the Murray has been navigated as far as Albury, aud the first 
■teamer taken a considerable distance up tbe Darling by T^ptaln Cadell, with whom 
were Sir Richard Macdoonell and four others. Nearer home, tbe new mining district 
of Wallaroo, on Torke's peninsula, has been discovered and &lrly tested, so that what 
waa two yean ago a sheep run, now exhibits townships, mines, and all Uie customaiy 
adjuncla, includlDg the commencement of a railway and a system of drainage, further

ceot's ^1f, Nepean bay Id Kangaroo island, Victor harbour and port Elliott in 
Encounter bay, and LAcepede bay (port Caroline,) Guichea bay, Riroli bay, and Uac- 
doonell bay dd the S.E. coaat. At nearly all tbe>e place* jettiei and mooringi haT« 
been laid down. The corporate towns of the colony, besidei Adelaide, are Gawler, se 
mllee N.; Kapunda. 34 mitei farther N.; Gleuelg, G miles S.; Brighton, 3 miiea fartber 
S.; Norwood and Kengiogton, in the E. suburbs; and port Adelaide. There are >lao 
nnmerous towndiips studded over the country, the pi^cipal of which are Salisbury, 
Virginia, RiTerton, Saddleworth, Leasingham, Watervale, Auburn, Penworthsm, Min- 
taro, Rhynie, Stockport, Clare, Koorlnga, and Melrose to theN.; Fsytieham, Hongli- 
ton, Steventon, Gumeracka, Williamstown, Angastoo, Tanuoda, Nuriootpa, Greenock, 
and Blumberg, to the N.E. ; port Lincoln, Kodina, Wallaroo, and Moonta to the W, 
and N.W.; Stirling, Hahndorf, mount Barker, Balhannah, Woodside, Lobethal, Ch>rlea- 
tOQ, mount Torrens, Oakbank, Littlehampton, Naime.

CODwey- 
ancea of Tarioue kinds run between all the important townships, the prindpal coach 
propTietora being the Messrs. RounseTell of Adelaide, and Cobb and Co., who have 
noently established scTcral lines of coachef. 

The goverument of the colony is carncaoQ by a Governor and EzeculiTeCoiincil, and 
9 Houses of Legislature, (the Council and the Assembly.) Tbe EiecutlTe comprisea a 
President^ (hia Excellency the Governor,) Chief Secretary, Colonial Treasttter, Atlorat^- 
0«Deral, Commlaaioner of Crown Lands and Immigration, and Commiuianer of Public 
Works. 

The Legialative Council coDsista of IB members, elected by the whole body 
of electors sa oive constituency, one-third of whom go out every 4 years. The members 
of this house are entitled to the prefli of " honorable," and the following is the list of 
present members;— the hon.

The foUowuig article, an abetiact of 
the SlalUtical Stgitlar ot South Auitralia for t()6a, dated Septenber Uth, 1866, ia 
from the pen of S. Boothby, Kaq., Aiaiatant'Secretiuyand GoTemment Slatiat, mat 
afibrdi a clear and practical view of the Mate of the colony at the present time. 

"During 1BG5, there wag a larger addition to the population than in any y«ar 
■lace 18S&, amonnting to 9264 penoiii, giring a rate of increoae daring the yeftr of 
6^ per cent, ai compared with & per cent, during 1864, and 3) in IB63. The total 
iiihabitanta ol the proTince, estimated from the returns of births and deaths aad of 
immigration and emigration by sea. numbered, on 3lHt December lait, 156,605 peracuu 
— 80,6S6 males, and 7$,ei9 ifemale*. The fbllowing Aow« ihe soorees whence tho 
additional populntion lias been obtained i—Popnlation on lat January, ISGS, nuJea, 
75,888; females, 71,453; pertoni, 147,341. lacretue of population by ezcecB tfiauiu- 
gration over elDigration (by sea) to 31st December, 1865, males, S649! femaJea, 3117 ; 
persons, 4766. Increase by excess of births over deaths, to 31at December, ieGS,inBlea, 
SUSj females, 2349 1 persons, 4498. Total on Slit December, 1865, males, S0,686; 
females, 75,919; persons, 156,G0S. Increase in 1863, malee, 4798; femalea, 44S6| 
persons, 9964. From the foregoing it will be seen that the natural increase has yieldad 
3 per cent., and immigration by sea 3J per cent, of the total addition to the popalatioii. 
There are no means of obtaining an approziination of the balance of arriTals ortr 
departures by land, which ate now nnmerous, and consequently afTect Uie popalatioii 
returns; but to what extent t»o on); be aacertained at the qoinqaenuial census. 

"The increase to the population during 1S6S, from natural causes, wa« at a >«ta 
much exceeding those diown in the previous 3 years ; the number of births not cnlj 
increaaing in a higher ratio, but the mortality diminishing mach below that of 
)S63 and IS64. During the past 19 months the excess of births over deaths aaioaiit«d 
to 4498 soali, or 30-9 per thousand persons liTing at the commencement of the y^tr; 
whilst In 1S64 the additioual population from this source was only 36'43, or 36 ia k 
thousand, and in 1863 of 3745 souls, or at the rate of 37-7 per thoasand persons. Tba 
rate of increase in 1S65 vaa therefore 45 per thousand over tliat of its predeceaior, and 
3-e above the rate exisling in 186S ; it most, tiowever, be borne in mind, that the low 
rate in 1864 was owing to the great mortality among children during Ihe prevalence of 
an epidemic In 1865, 6672 births were registered, or 464 more than during tbe 

Erevious year. The birth-rate was there&re 45 per thousand persons, or 1 per thouaand 
Igher than in tbe preceding 2 years. Notwithstanding the augmentation of the papa- 
lation since isei, the birth-rate is now O'S per thousand more than was reconled at 
that date. Of the total number of births, 3369 were males, and 3S03 females, or 103 
boys to 100 girls. From a comparison of the quarterly returns, exiondiugovetS jvmn, 
it will be found that the September quarter shows the highest number of births, next 
the June quarter, then tbe last qnarter, whilst that ending in March is the lowen of 
all. Fewer deaths were registered dnring 1865 than in either of the preceding i ytmn, 
Ihe number being 3174, as compared with 2.^65 in 1364, and 2S91 in 1863. Owitig' u 
tite epldemk! prevalent during IS64, above referred to, the mortality In that year, IS-S 
in a tnousand persons, was exceptional -, it will therefore be necessary to compare tbe 
rate exiiting dnring 1865—14-8 per thousand, with that of the year 1863, I6'4 — whrai 
it will be seen that the mortality last year was I '6 per thousand below what saay be 
taken to be Ihe average rate of mortality in this colony. Uany more males died thtm 
femaiee, especially at the later periods of life, the excess of the former bdng noch 
greater than nsnally exists; out of 31T4 deaths,oaly954 were deaths of femalea; whilM 
in the previous year, in 3&65 deaths, 1917 were female*. In 1864, ftxim the eanse pi«- 
Tionaly mentioned, the deaths among children under 9 years of age formed nearly two- 
Airds of tbe whole mortality; daring I86fi, they formed little more than miB-half ; the 
nwaber In either year behig 1639 and 1336 respectively. It i* tatisfoctory tonotethat 
m marked decreaae ia apparent in the rate of mortality among lafani»— the actual 
somber of deattai of children imder 3 yean of age being leu thaa in IWl— 4ioMlh- 
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ftuidlng the rapid increue of populadon. Omlttfug the eieeptioDsl jear IBM, tLe 
deatbs of in&nU have nnged m)m 10S4 to 1044 annuaUy. The nnmber at deatbi of

only IS. Dnring 1S65, 143S marrlagee were solemnised —many more than had bees 
rerorded in aaj previous year, ani^ showing an Increase of lis over tlie number regis- 
tered in 18B4, and of 276 above those celebrated la 18SI. 

" The ezt»ss of immigration over emigration (by sea) was greater daring tbe year 
-ander review than was recorded ineltherof the past ten jean— the total addition to the 
population ft-om this source amounting to 4766 persons, of whom 2649 were males and 
2117 ftmales. The number of immigrants introduced at the public expense, or partly 
•D, wu 46IS, of whom 3693 were males and 1 933 females. From these figures it would 
a^^iear that 141 persons were gained to the community, over and alrave the whole 
□umberoflmniigntDtt introduced by the State. Since the resumption of immigration 
in October, IB62, 998S Government immigrants have arrived; during the like period 
the net addition to our population b; the excess of arrivals over departures was 993S 
•Dills — showing that the community hEis increased b; S53 persons more than the whole 
DUmtieT of Government immigrants landed on our shores. The following table shows 
tlw general immigration (male and female) daring the past decade, the emigration, tbe 
lalancB of arrivals over departures, or vitt virtd, and the Dumber of Immigrants at the 
puMic expeoie :— Immigration, ISse, 9S3S: ISST.

The total nnmber of arrivals daring the ten yeu« 
comprised in tbe above return was 59,779, of whom 34,081 persons were introduced at 
the public expense; the departures numbered 38,383, showing a balance in lavour of 
Mrivala of 31,397 souls ; it wonld, therefore appear that 2684 persons — a number 
equivalent to 10 per cent, of the whole number o( Government immlgntnts^han left 
Ibe colony during the whole period ot ten years. If, however, we divide the decade 
into 3 perioda cf 5 years, it will be found that this loss occurred only during the flnt 
9 years ending 1860, the second half ending 1865 showing an excess of immigration of 
17 per cent, upon the whole number of sssisted and fr«e immigrants. For Instance, in 
tbe 5 years terminating 1860 the excess of arrivals over departure* amounted to 
10.412 persona, the nnmber of Government immigrants being 14,678— sbowing a loss 
of 4266. In tbt last S years the excess of immigration was 10,985 persons, of whom 
9403 were assisted by Oovemment — showing that during that period l5S2inilividnala 
have arrived in the colony at their own expense. This latter class would, of course, be 
Inoreaied by the nnmber of Government immigrants who may have lelt the colony during 
tbe period; but, as it ia Impoasible to distinguish them in the emigration portion of the 
returns, an approximation even cannot be arrived at. Bofflcient data are, however, 
given CO prove satisfactorily that without the aid of assisted immigration the progress 
of the colony in regard to population will be tardy in the extreme. Boring 1865 
fourteoD Immigrant ships arrived, landing 4635 Mula, the average contract price for 
each adult's passage bcdng £13 lOs., the lowest rate, I believe, on record. The total 
ezpmdltnre tor immigration purpose* was £55,383, fbr the 12 months. Between 18S6 
to 18«0 the sum of £393,163 waf disbursed, and £131,398 during the S yean 
jut closed. 

" Six additional places (rf worship appear to have been opened during 1865, aflbrding, 
vhb extensions of present baildings, farther accommodation for 4248 persons, making 
In all, 461 churches and chapels, with seats for 83,343 peieons. Besides which, ITS 
rooms were used for religions s^rices—beiug a few less than last year, owing to the 
kbwadonment ot several preaching stations, during the drought, in the Far North — 
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MCommodatioD aaffldeiit for 90,3BO pertoni, or three-flfthg of the popnUdoa. The 
following flgurei ihov the progreu effected to thU direction dnring the pait thne 
jear* -.

Salii&Ctory ■dlauoemeot 
Is alao evidenced by the Mtendance at Sunday schools, the large nnmbu recorded in 
past yean not only being mainUuned, but a ilighl addition shown In the nnmbv of 
schools, teachers, and scholars. 

"During the year 1865 It appears that the increase of both schools and scholars hd 
been tn a less proportion than in former 7ears, owing to the closing of 3 schools In tbe 
distant Norlh from the long continuaDce of drought, and of some other country schooli 
^r want of sufSiient local support. The increase in the number of schools was 12, or 
only 6 per cent., the addition in the number of scholars being at the same ra.U, or 
727 only. At the most favourable period of the year, the month of October, tlM 
number oftchool* open wh 279, the number of scholars on the rolls, 7677 boys and 
6103 girls, total 13,680; of whom 10309 were in attendance. The averse number on 
the roll at each school was 49, and the average attendance 38. 79 per cent, of ttis 
scholars on the roll were in attendance. These Qgares show a slight improvement on the 
returns of former years. The proportion of the sexes at school was nearly the suds 
as in several preceding years, viz.: boysSS'S and girls 44'5 per cent. The ages of the 
scholars attending are as follows: — Of 6 yean and under, 3T'4 per cent.; of 7 to 10 years, 
42'4 per cent.; oT II and 12 years, 14-5 per cent.; and as only 5-7 per cent, of the 
children were 13 years of age and upwards, the proportion at the higher period of sge 
is tberetbre still decreasing. 6 additional school-bouses were placed under truat of tbs 
Board during the year for educational purposes, making the total number so held Vi 
be 62, assistance having been given by Uie Government by way of grant to the building 
fund in all cases, amounting in the whole to £1 1,209 since the introduction of ths 
system. The flnaudal returns show £13,611 to have been paid by the Board during 
the year in stipends to teachers, or an average of 19s. lOld., for each scholar, whilst tin 
aggregate amount of school fees received from the parents of the scholars was £13.04!, 
or an average of £1 Os. Sd., showing the total cost of a child's education at the connDon 
schools to be .C2 Os. *\i. per annum. The greatest number of destitute children 
at the Bchoole dnrmg the year was 934, and for which the Board paid school leei 
amounting to £979 4s. 9d., or £1 Os. lljd. for each child, showing a decrease on the 
previous year of 71 children. The returns furnished by the secretary of the SouUi 
Australian Ingtitute show very satisfactory instances of additional means of usefnlnesi 
in the cause of education, and particularly with respect to country institutes, which 
DOW number 39 in active operation. During the past decade £160,849 have been 
expended by the State for educational purposes, the disbursemenls during I8U 
amounting to nearly £30,000 sterling, 

"Medical relief was granted to a greater number of persons than dtirii^ 186*— W 
more patients receiving treatment at the Adelaide hospital in the coarse of the psM 
year. The total number of coses treated In 1865 was 1146, as compared with 1092 in 
1864; of these 760 were males and 386 females, the additional number of the fonnct 
sex being 93, and of the latter 1 only. At the commencement of the year there wenia 
the hospital 115 patients— 79 males and 36 females; at its close, 98 maiesaQd39feinsH 
or 137 altogether. The daily average number of inmates was 121 — 82 males snd 39 
females; the proportion of the latter sex being less than in former years. Outof IIU 
patients treated, 899 were discharged- 752 being cured and U7 relieved— and 111 
died'77 males and 33 females — leaving 1ST resident at the end of the year as stsud. 
The average duration of a patient's residence in the institution, was in acute diseasei II 
days, and in chronic cases from 80 to 89 days. The records of the lonatic asylum 
eiiiibil a more favourable aspect than has been the case for some years, there behig ■ 
reduction of 4 in the number of inmates at the close of the year. The admissioos ilss 
were 12 less than in 1864, numbering 63 — 39 males and 24 females — of the latter sei, 
the number admitted was the same in either year, the decrease appearing In the numba 
of male patients; 262 patients were under treatment, of whom 43 were disehaqid 
cored, and 8 left the aayinm relieved. The deaths numbered 16, nr 6 len than Uit 
year. The dally average number of if"wt^ wai 195, which wu alio tbo niinlw 
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„ u tbe 31it December, ot wbom 108 were maXet ind 9T Semslea. The vhole 
of the iDiD&t«i, with the exceptioQ of 5 male* and fi femalei, on whaie behalf luiteQenca 
ttm were paid by their triendt, were lupported entirelj at the cost of tl;e State. From 
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t Bight to be a Urge addition to tbe number of distreaeed peraoni, whereas on 
examioing tbe TetnniB it will be fouQd that of the whole Dumber of penoDi relieTed, 
vii., 704, no le» than 313 were children; the total number of ailnlt recipient!, both 
indoor and ontdoor, being only 193^97 males and 95 female*. The whole of tiiem 
were aged, infirm, or uclc pemns, no able-bodied person being at an; time adniitted 
iato theaa7lnai,«hOM adult inmates numbered 104perEong. S3 males and 44 females — 
a burden not greater tlian ma; be expected in a population sach as oura. It shontd be 
stated that many of the outdoor caseB are females whose husbands have deserted them, 
or who are widowed, and who with their children receive partial relief. With regard 
to tbe children, howsTer, it is a lamentable fact that the numbers of destitute orphans 
anddeserlodcbildrmlsTitpidlyincieaAing. On theRrerB4ie5i2 children were receiiing 
aupport from the Qoveinment (aa BgainBt356 tbe year before,) 76 being inmates of the 
dertitute asylum, the remainiog 436—310 boys and SZS girls— being distributed 
tbronghout tbe colony; receiving, it is to be feared, but little of that care and attention 
'wbich could be deroted to them were they congregated at industrial scliools, or simitar 
institutions, In the neighbourhoad of the chief centres of population. The Board of 
Eklucation disburses about £1000 annnally in tbe payment of fees for destitute children 
attending licensed schools. The amount expended, exclusire of buildings, during the 
paJt year in the relief of the destitute poor was i£sl7S; on acconnt of the medical and 
hospital departments, i;764S; and at the lunatic asyltim, £SS91; or altogether, 
1621,675 — being just SO per cent, advance in the coM to the State for these serTicea 
doling a period of 4 years. 

" The criminal records of the province exhibit an unusual number of oOencea 
cooamittad in 1B65, as compared with previous years, and especially so in felonious 
offences against the person and against property, in wbich classes the number of con- 
Tictlons in tbe preceding year had been smaller than in either of the previous ttn yean. 

" In the Supreme court, 134 prieoneri were convicted out of 197 committed for 
trial, ahowing an increase of 93 commitmenls and 64 convictions. In IS cases the 
«flence was against the person, as compared with 4 in 1SG4; and 98 against property 
as compared with 37 in the previous year, the remaining 24 convictions being fbr mi*. 
demeanours. The crimes of most frequent occurrence in 186S were embeizlemenC, 
larceny, stealing from dwelling-houses and from the person, and forgery. This sudden 
^creaae in crime is more strikingly apparent from the fact that of late years we have 
been singularly free, the commitments per thousand persons having gradually been 
reduced from 2289 in 1859 to l-SOti in 1864, rising, however, in 1865, to 1-705. The 
average fur that period was l'TS9 in a thousand, or one commitment in 595 persons. 
When the rapid influx of population during the past two years ia t^ken into acconnt 
.kod also that some aaieasions have not been from a desirable class. It is more aatisfactorr 
than otherwise to find that the commitments in 1S6S did not exceed the average 
number. It may further be stated, as evidence that the exertions and vigilance of the 
peace-offlcers have not diminished, that the proportion of offenders convicted before a 
jory has increased fhim fi in every 10, to 7 In every 10, persons placed on their trial. 
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" WithreferBDco to the aboTe, it needlmnHy besaid th«t the amoDnt of crime tlra* 
•hown to eriit In Sonth Auitralla la below that eihlbitod in the retnm* of the idoUmt 
coDDtry, and fiir beneath that preraillng in the neighbouring colonies. Again, if com* 
parison be ioalitQted in like manner with r(^rd t« the natnre of the crime* perpetrated, 
it will be leen that this province has been remarkablB for the absence of Crimea of m 
MrioTU nature. Daring the past 10 years, oat of 820 prisoners tried in the Sapreme 
coDTt, only 95 wereforoflfencesBgainat the person, or less than 10 per annum; whiltt In 
the same period it was neceagary to carry the extreme penalty of the law Into effect in 
bat S instances. 

"The reveone retnrna fbr the year 18E5 exhibit a remarkable increase inallioiira* 
of Income, bnt more etpecially in the land fonil receipts. The total rerenne for the 19 
(nonthi amonnted to jEJ,089,1S8, bi compared with £776,837 In 1B6*— an addiliDn of 
je313,S9], or 4! per cent. The great demand for land and the high price paid, 
■welled the amount of the land sales to the large mm of £504,877, or an increase of 
£356, G7S, or nearly twice the sum received in the previous year. The cnttoma reveniiB 
waa also greater than had been collected in any preceding year. Thia — the only totiree 
of taxation— prod Qced £210,183, or one-flfth more than last year, being at the rate of 
SOs.perheadof the population— a lower rale than is imposed upon any other AoBlratian 
community. The moneys derived from the occupation of the Crown lands increaaed t>y 
SOpeicent., or from £48.361 in 1864 to £73,891 in 1B6S— the angmented rents imder the 
newpastoral leases having become dne. The receipts from the railwayaalao JncFeaaedfram 
£118,307 to £134,070, or by £15,763— nearly 12 per cent. Other sources of rtvenne, 
ai water rates, harbour dues, poatagea, licenses, flnca. fees, and fotfeitores, and tele- 
graph receipts, also show marked advancea, indicating considerable activity and 
progress. The total expenditure of the Government amounted to £790,504, or £1G3,81& 
more than in 1864. The chief items of Increase are ia public works, immigration, 
contingencies, and BBlariee provisional and temporary, which latter item indadea the 
wages to workmen in Government employ. The amount expended on pnblic works 
ont ot the general revenue was £233,083, in addition to £18,flS4 out of the loan fiuid, 
which, together with a anm of £93,056 set apart for the payment of intereat on and 
redemption ot loans for public works, makes a total disbursement on account of per- 
manent improvements of £334.793, as compared with £248,004 in I8S4. Theimmi- 
gratioQ expenditure was £53,688, as against £36,650 in the previous year. The public 
kccount showed a surplus of receipts over payments of £298.634 6s. 4d., or more tbsn 
one-fourth of the total amount of the year's revenue, augmenting the balance in hsnds 
oftbetreasurer.which stood at £219,015) 7a. 5d. on the 1st January, to £5 17.640 3a 9d. 
at the close of the year. This accumulation resulted principally from the beneSdil 
operation of the law known as ' Sutherland's Act,' which provides that two-thirds cf 
the amount received from the sale of the public estate should be devoted to the ptoseca- 
tion of works of public utility, and one-third to the introduction of imrnigranta. On 
tlie 31st December the balanco to the credit of the public works fbnil was £]59,23E, 
Uld that to the credit of theioiniigrBtion fund amounted to £2n7,9')3. The disbursemeats 
from both funds are regulated by the annual vote of Parliament. Up to this date the 
departmental charges for the management of the public lands and for the ezecatiaD of 
pablic works have not yet been made a charge on those funds, having been defrayed 
fb>m the ordinary revenue; but steps will, doubtless, shortly be taken to place lbs 
4CCoiint on a proper fboting in this respect. The surplus of the ordinary reveoK 
which has amounted annually to a large sum, after meeting the ordinary and eiti*- 
ordinary expenses of Government, is carried to the debit of the public works acconsL 
The treasurer was debited with the following balances of revenne on the 31st De- 
cember, 1865. vis.;~-To balance of ordinary revenue, £105,558 i6s. 7d.; to balance of 
Pablic Works tatui, £159,336 I5s. 9d.; to balance of Immigration fiind, £207,903 la; 
and to balance of Fart UI., Pnblic Works, &c, £51,941 8a. 5d.; making a total of 
£517,640 3s. 9d. to the credit of the province at the opening of the present yesr. 'nis 
treasury balance was deposited with the aeveral local banks, and all tmt a small portuiD 
required in current account, was bearing interest at 6 per cent, per annum, being Its 
rate paid by Government to holders of the bonded debt. 

" A farther reduction has been effected in the amount of the bmded debt Incomd 
fbr the construction of reproductive public works, bdng in aid of sums appropnald 
from the general revenue for aucb purposes. Bonds to the amount of £43, 100 have 
been redeemed during the yeu, leaving the inm of £796,200 outstanding on list 
December, 1865. The rate per head of the popnlation at that date was'£G ti. Sd., v 
newly two-thirds less than tne rate of indebteuiesi eztstlng in the ft4)oii>Ii>fl oolcdfa. 
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Tliera hM been no fredi h>«a kotborfied unc« 16G3, when tbat (or the port Adelaide 
wttervorkB iru contracted. Our [tfeieot debt will be liquidated gndu^ly dariiig the 
nut as jeKTw. 

** Retnnu of the KTcnge MMti and liabilltie* of the flre banki cAnytng on biutneta 
in Adcdafde tbrongbout the year 1 BBS, have been published bftlf-yearty bt the nmal 
manner. An eicIo^TBl? local baiih m» opened in December, bnt waa not required to 
make a return; the following at&teinent, therefor^^ of the bnatneaB traamcted during 
the 6 montha Ending Slit December, 1865, applie* only to those in operation during the 
whole Tear. It will be seen that the total arersge liabilities ol ChebankibnTe increoted 
from 1 million In 1863 to 2 millloni iu I86S, and the aTerage aiiet* from ! mtlUona 
•terllng In tbe former jear to 3 millions In the latter: and, further, that during the yeai 
■ ees, tbeMsetiincreaaed&om £S,361,300 to £3,031,705, or by the anm of £67D,40t>, 
irfailn tbe liabilities adTanced from X1,49B,473 iu 1864 to £1,947,317 in ISflS, or by 
£44fl,7M only. Another important (teture in theie itatemeuti it the large increate la 
dqioalta dnring the tweWe montha, viz., from £1,15B,931 to £1,563,131, an addition of 
^409,9SOi whilst the diKonnta were augmented from £1,724,759 to £9,424,924, or by 
the luge sum of £700,165 sterling. Since 1863, the note circulation hu tranced by 
£103,031, standing now at £340,519; the amount of coin, bolUon, and Oovemment 
BBcnrities held by the banks increasing in a soiDewhat less proportiou, namely, from 
X331,47S in 1S63 to £450,596 at the date of Che returns now rerlewed. The following 
•tat«ment of the aggregate ameti and liabilities of tbe several banks collectiTcly fortbe 
A montha, lerminating in December of 1863, 1864 and 1665, reipectiTeIy,will be fbuud 
BKfiil for purpoiea of comparison;

' Tbe rates of interest allowed on deposits for Sled periods bave been maintained, 
excepting particular lodgetnents, for which special arrangements were made. The 
conrse of exchange has gcnenlly mled lower than in fbnner year*. Tbe average 
•nionnls of notes In circulation, and tlie reserves of coin held by each bank during the 
put ten years, are also comprised in the relurns now given. 

"Theadvantagesof this InstltDtion were further rendered arailable by tbe opening 
of three branches dui^ng 1665, at the important towns of mount Gambler, Gawler, 
and Kapanda, aflording facilities to depositors largely availed of; the new accounts 
opened numbering 3333, or nearly one-third more than during the previous 12 
montbi. The additional number of depositors was also greater than recorded in any 
pievlons year, numbering 1933. Tbe total funds of the bank on the 31*t December, 
1865, aaoanted to over a quarter of a million sterling (£374,071,) the balance to Che 
credit of the depositors reaching £358,693, and Che reserve fund £15,373. The amount 
deposited wss £131,115, and the sum withdrawn £115,751, an Increase over 1864 oo 
tbefbrmer Item of £10,191, and on the latter of £38,020; the increase in the total 
amount of the depositors' balances being £26,731. Although It may be expected that 
as the opeiations of the Institution are extended in number and amount, so will tho 
d^Kralt acconnts become more active, it will nevertheless be observed that Its palrons 
have tbund other employment for their surplus impita! mure readily than In either of the 
past fe« years. The extension of the boslneee of the bank daring the last quinquen- 
nial period has been so remarkable that the fallowing comparative statement will be 
read with interest, a* it shows tbat since 1861 the new acconnts opened during 13 
months, and the yearly locrcaM in depositors more than dovUad; that the Ijalaoce to 
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credit of depositors haa increaaed 100 per cent.; that tbe reserre fiuid hu increued 
BO per cent.) aod tbat the tot&t aueCa of the bank are now twice the amoDot they 
were 5 years ago:— New account* opened (number,) 1861, 1081; 1862, ISMj 1863,

The flinda of the depoaitori are secured 
by loans on mortgage of freehold prapert;, bearing interest at 7^ per cent., amounting 
to £181,895, by bank deposits and by Goieroment aecariti^; the profits allowing S 
s rate of interest of 5 per cent, per auoum, which has been the rate paid to depoailors 
for several years. 

"Compared with the trade of 1864, when the external commerce of the colony 
Increased nearly one-third in a single year, the operations of 1865 show but a sligtu 
advance — namely 6 per cent, only; it is, faowerer, important to note tbat «o great sn 
extension of business has been more than maintained during the past year. Tbn 
combined import and export trade of 1865 amounted to over £6,000,000 sterling, bdog 
just double what it was !0 years ago. The total imports in 1865 amounted lo 
£2.927,596, and the exports to £3,129,846; together, £6.057,442— as compared with 
total imports in 18S4 of £3,412,931, and eiports of £3,306,545; together, £5,718,476— 
ahowing an increase of ^'3.338,966 !n the trade of the year, or 6 per cent, as above 
stated. Compared with the year before last the increase in business would amonnl to 
38 per cent. Following upon a year of unexampled prosperity, and one in which the 
exports of staple produce alone Increased to the extent of £1,000,000 sterling, at 45 
per cent, it is not surprising that tbe total imports of 1865 increased one-fifth, and 
that the enhanced purdiasing power of the community necessitated a tike advance in 
the value of goods cleared fur home consumption— £2,122,923 and £2,553,407 bdog 
the value in the respective years, a difference of ,£428,484 sterling. The increase in 
the imports of 1864 over 1863 was likewise at the rate of 20 per cent. In 1B65 «e 
coniamed in the colony imported goods equal to £16 Gs. per head lor each iodividiul 
of tbe community (the rale in the previous year being £14 8>. per head,) all but * 
fraction being the manufacture or productions of the uother-country and her pos- 
sessions. Turning to the exports a decrease will be seen oF £175,699, or about 5 pa 
cent, below tbe total shipments of 1864 — in which year they amounted to tbe unpn- 
cedented gum at £3,305,545 sterling— in L865 only reaching £3, 129,846 in value, 
showing, however, a lai^ increase upon 1863, when they amounted to £2,356,317 
sterling, evidencing a sutisfkctory advancement in the producing capabilities of the 
colony. Although the exports of staple produce show a reduction of f 260,880 ia 
1865, as against an addition of £930,181 in 1864, which addition was six times greats 
than the increase in 1863, it must not be foi^tten that CbV value of the raw maleiill 
exported in 1865 was three-quarters of a million sterling, or nearly one-third nwic 
than the value of the shipments only two years since, or nearly 5 times the annDsl 
increase then recorded. Nine-tenths of our exports are the staple production* of Ibt 
country, hut it Is still satlslactory to notice an incressing intercolonial trade Is 
articles of foreign manufacture— the value of the Imports re-exported amonnling lo 
£375,189, as compared with £390.008 in 1864, showing an addition of £85,181, of 
30 per cent., in this branch of our export trade. lo 1864 the staple produce eiportsd 
WHS valued at 4! per cent, more than the goods cleared for home consamptioo- tit 
difference between the two sums being £892,614 in favour of exports. Last year [Us 
difference was only £302,350 in favour of exports, or 8 per cent, only— tbe shipmeius 
of staple products amounting to £3,754,657, and the value of goods Introduced lalo 
consumption being £2,553,407. It is somewhat significant that the increase In Ilie 
itnporu of 1865 (£429,484) is in amount not quite one-half of the preceding year'i 
excess of exports over imporU (£892.614.) the balance— the remaining bsJf-millioa— 
doultless having been invested in such a manner as to augment the fbture productive- 
ness of the colony. Nor should the fact be overlooked that a very considerable porttoD 
of the Imparts are of snch a character as to add materially to tbe value of the resi 
estate of the community. With a view to convey a true idea how rapid has bsMl tbs 
progress of trade during the past 10 years, I append a etBtement showing the ewB- 
bined import ftud export trade for e«ch year since 1856. Inclusive tlae tool inifart^ 
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tlw iiBpartt retained for home ooannnptiOD, sud tha Import! reexported, the aggreyste 
export*, the ralne of tuple product! ezporled, and the diflereiuw between the Ullet 
eed the *alae of import* coQtnmed: —

table furtliermore show* th*tinthe 10 jears since 1856 our shipment! of produce 
haTe exceeded the Import* retained for home coniumptloo b7£2,5(X<,0OO of which sum 
more than three-fburth* 1* to t>e credited to the account of the last 5 years. With 
respect to the nature of our external trade of £6,000,000 and the countries with whom 
we cliieflj deal, it maj be briefl; stated that operations of anj magnitude are conAned 
to ttiose with Uie moiher conntry. and ttie coloniea of Yictoria and New South Wale^ 
transaction* with foreign countries being limited to import* of imali extent. The 
combined import and export trade with the United Kingdom amounted to £2,706,534, 
or half a million more than in 18G4. The imparts amounted to £1,741,690 as against 
Xl,ai 7,968, and the exports direct thereto advancing from £918,523 to £964,394 sterling. 
The import* to this colouy exceeded onr exports to Great Britain by £776,796, ai com- 

red with an excess of £299,045 in the previous year. The most noticeable feature 
these returns is the very large increase io ^le consumption of British goods. South 
Aoatralia imported good* in 1865 dinct from home at the rate of £1 1 Sa. 6d. per head 
of the population — an advance of £2 i7s, ed, per head over the preceding yearj our 
markets, it must also be remembered, being farther freely supplied with British manu- 
bctuies by way of Melbourne. There is a alight decrease in the amoutlt of bosiness 
done with Victoria. The large export* (^ agricoltural produce to that colony in 1864 
bad in the course of that year swdled the amount of the combined import and export 
tt«d« to £1,991,729, or double that existing the year befbre. Under such circumttanees 
AdeflcienCf in the year 1669 was not unexpect^, it proving small, however, being but 
£86,784, thetrade amounting to £1,864,949 sterling. The falling off was almost entirely 
in the import trade, being £620,30 1, as com pared with £697,079; the amoiwt of ourexporta 
being only £] 0, 000 less io 1865 than in 1864— the total value of shipment* iti either year 
being £1,244,643 and £l,SS4,6fi1 respectively. The balant^eof trade was In our &vour hj 
the sum of £624,342, a* againat £557,978 in the preceding year As exhibiting the 
increating magnitude of our commercial Intercourae with Yictoria, it may be stated 
that the trade between the two places daring the paat 24 month* has amounted to 
nearly £4,000,000 or two-fold greater than existed in the preceding like period. The 
transactions with New South Walea in 1864 had shown an increase of nearly SO per 
cent. Tfai! wa* not fully maintained during LS6S. The total import and export trade, 
bowerer, of the latter year reached £797,905, aa against £844,644 in the former ; the 
deficiency was therefore £47,139 only. In 1864 ttie imporU thence amounted to 
£212, 617, and the export* to,:£63a,127i In 1865 we imported £239,820, and exported 
4597,685 wotUt of ptodac^ showing a balance of trade lo our favour lo the Utter 
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7eu of £317,864 u compued with £41B,«)9 In tb« finmer. Altbongli tnde widi 
tbe elder colony wu not DuiDtBiaed to tbe nme extnit u In the pre c ed ing jtar, M 
must be borne in mind thtt tnniactiont were effected of two-tbtrd* more Tslne thu 
In 18ES. With QneeDiUnd biulneH wm slmaat endrelj confloed to esporta hence. 
which advanced Iroai £86,297 to £93,031; whilst with New Zealand, in trade of a 
•Imilar character, there waa a diminution from £184,04S to £143,987. On the otbfr 
band, with Weilern Australia business intercourse has much developed, although the 
traffic is at present small in amount; the imports increating from £2473 to £1,19G1, 
kDd the exports ftom £19,331 to £38,490. With Taunanla, also, there la an incteue 
of both imports and eipDrt«, the former advancing from £31,877 to £36,438, and the 
latter from £S3S6 to £10,641. 

" Our exports to the Cape and Mauritius fell to a nominal sam. The Imports turn 
the latter place also diminishing, oiilj amounting -to £99,712, as oompared wiUi 
£131,733 in the preceding year. Tbe ahipraents to India, consisting prindpallj' of 
fine copper and ore, aaioDnting to £76,970, or£4S,3S3 leas than in 1364. 

" Ainong other imports direct from foreign countries were goods of tbe lUlowiiig 
Talnes, viz.: — From China, £54.0G9, as against £76,804; from (he United States, 
£47,463, as against £31,060; and from Sweden, £34,335, aa compared wiA £I1,7«. 
With theee conntriea there ia no direct export trade in exdunge for the nomuoditia 
. lopplied to thia market. 

"The following shows the total value of the exports of colonial prodnce, and (d 
tlie three prineipal staple prodoet* in the years 1856, 1860, and 1865 respectively; ll>e 
b^nnbig, midate, and termination of the pait decade; alao the aggreftate value of 
tboie ezporla dnring the qainqueanial periods closing in 1860 and 1865; togelbet 
with the average annnal ihlpments in the same periods, and the proportion wbidi Ibe 
■hlpmenta of agricoltura], pastoral, and mineral staples respectively bora to the total 
exporta of produce:—

" The above atatement shows at a glance the relative pn^iess of the 3 principal indnl- 
tries daring tbe past decade, whilst erroneous concluiions, which are sometimes drawn 
from a review of only a tew years' transactions, are entirely obviated. For Instance, st 
first sight it would seem that tlie exports of 1865 were twice the value of those of 18S6 
which was actually the case, but nearly the whole increase occurred dnring the last 
half of the periud; andi^irther, tbe average exports of the 5 years ending 186S werebnt 
50 per cent, higher than the average shipments at the preceding like period. In I8U 
tbe total exports of produce amounted lo £1,398,367, in 1860 they were vatoedst 
£1,576,326, but in 1869 they reached £3,754,657 sterling. The average annual exports 
of the quinquennial period ending 1860 were £1,515,S16, the average for the next 
period ending 1865 being ££,324,935. The aggregate exports for Hie whole decade 
amounted to 19 mjlliona aterling. of which 7J millions belonged to the Sist diviiioii, 
and 11j millloni to the second division of [be period, or an augmentation of 4 milliotis 
In the value of 5 years' shipments. A airallar analyaU to the above may be made from 
the figures given in Ilie table, as t^ards each of the 3 staple prodnets, from which 
results ot a like remarkable character may be deduced; but as a more precise view rf 
their development may be obtained fi-om a comparison of the qaaniilut rather tlian 
ftom tbe valntt of product* exported — the latter fluctuating tr '-* — ' — *—

bre«datufi», wool, and minerals were shipped in prcporMon to the whole exports, as 18, 
8, and 6; the year before the proportion was as 14, 7, and 6. Both years were, howerer, 
«zceptioDBl in rsspect to agrioattural produce, &■ on an KTOrage of S years (1861-5) the 
■hipmenUof wheat and flanr were 412 percent., of woel 308 percent., and of copper 
34'S per cetiL of the total ezporta. Compared with the prevtooi quioquennial period 
(18S6-60) the foUoviag diiferencea are obMrrabie— the agrioulturists have increased 
their shore by 3 per cent., the squattera diminishlnB; 0-8 per ceqt., and the mining class 
3'1 per cant. Although the productious of our mines are annually increasing in ralae, 
tba r»te of progreuion baa been far leas t»ind thaa that of either agriculture or wool- 
gr«wing, both of which hare advauced during ^e pait 10 jean with equal stride, 
Bul^ect to occasional temporaiy retardment; at one period affecting the fkrmer, at 
aaDther the squatter. More minute comparisons may be e^cled by a reference to 
tbetbllowing tab1e,whichhaf been carefully prepared, irich a view of showing as correcllT 
ai poBaiblc[tbe relative importance of each industrial class, based on anarerageof years ;

"Before leaving this subject, it will be well to draw attention to the deairableneei, 
made apparent in the above statement, of watching the progress of each indnetry 
carefully, so a« to avoid in the fature the ill effects of the undue growth of one 
of them. Still further to augment the production of wool and copper, so as to assimilate 
morecloselytothe value of our breadstuffs, ^must certainly tend to a sounder and more 
lasting prosperity, should It even be necessary tliereby to diminish tlic growth of wheat, 

"Following upon the prolific harvest of 18S3-4, which produced 4,691,919 bnshela 
of wheat, and enabled us to export 76,552 ton* of breadstufiii, the shipoienti of flonr 
and wheat during 1365 show a considenible falliog off" in qnancity, the harvest having 
produced 4,252,949 bushels only, aod the exports being 60,613 tons, or 16,039 le«s than 
in the prewding year. Owing, however, to the very large demand in the adjoining 
colonies, from a second fUlure in their crops, and the uniformly higher rates at which 
the price of wheat was maintained in 1664, the value of the shipments was brought to 
£1,228,480, or within £236,113 of the prerions year. In 1864 the aveiage price of 
wheat was Ba, 6d. per bushel, and of flour £10 9s. per ton; in IS65 the former averaged 
6s. 7d. per boshel, and the latter £20 10s. per ton. Bnt whilst in the former year the 
■cason opened with wheat at 4s. 3d. per buskiel, and for the first quarter averaged 
only Ss, Id. per bushel, and the price finctnating throughout the year from 4s. 3d. 
to lOa. 9d., the season of 1S65 c^oed at 8s. per bushel, and was steadily maintained 
tiinMghout the year, never falling below 7b. Sd., or rising above 9s. The whole benefit 
of the enhanced value of onr cereal produce was thus obtained; and the deflcisicy in 
the crop nearly nutde np. The qoaniity of breadstuffs shipped In 1865 was, within ■ 
few tons, the same as in the year 1863, namely, 60,000 tons; it was worth, however, 
two*thlrda more money. Sutgoined is a statement showing the shipments of flour, 
wheat, bran, and pollard, during the years 1856, I860, and 1865, nlsothetotal exports of 
thoMartiolesdoriug the twoquinquannial periods and the average for such periods: —

" It will be obaerved that the total ihipmenta, during the last S j^eara, were donUe 
tlioieol' the preceding I and a like increaie appeara in the average annual exporta. He 
ezporta of 1865, however, were nearly threo-lold thoae of 1856i and whilit the ihip- 
menti of cereata advanced from 33.908 tons in 1856 to SG,476 tons in 1860, during the 
next five fears thej advanced to 60,513 tona — and that with a harvest below Ibe 
average; that quantity having been reached In 1863, as above stated. With regiu^lo 
the niarbett open for the diapoaal of this large anrplui, it hu happened, fortunatd; 
for South Australia, that oni neighbours' neceeaitiea were so greatj both Victoria and 
New South Wales being compelled to pnrchaae largely. The former took 15,537 tcua 
of flour, and 68,410 quarCeia of wheat — aa compared with 1E,S37 tons, and 104.146 
quarters in the previoua year; and New South Wales, 14,33! tons of Sour, and 35,040 
quarters of whiat — against 15,533 tons, and 63,136 quarters the year before. To N(;V 
Zealand, 3875 tons ot flour, and 17,334 quarters of grain were sent — being a decresie; 
while the ahipmenta to Queensland were slightly increased. These fbor colonka 
purchased within a fraction the whole of our aurplus breadstufls. 

"The value of the minerals exported during the year amounted to £620,113, or 
£71,513 less than in 1864; the quantity shipped, however, was not touch below Iliat 
of the previous year— the reduction in the declared value being partly conaequmt 
on the lower prices ruling in this market. A larger proportion of ore was shipped than 
nBual, and leu fine copper. Of the former, 16,176 tons were exported, as compsred 
with 4549 tons, and of tlie latter, 100,196 cwts., as against 134,055 Cwta. Tbe 
shipments of lead ore alao much decreased, being only 86 tons as compared with 
667 ions in 1864. Daring the past decade our mines have prodnced nearly 5 millioiu 
sterling; of which 3 millions nearly has been raiaed during the post i years. In 1356 
the ahipments were valned at £408,043; from which year up to 1860, when we sent 
away minerals of the value of £448,537, tbe average shipments amounted to £419.523 
per annum. Since [860 the exports have steadily increased, showing an avenxe 
export of £570,784 yearly. More reliable information as to uur progress in minuigniiy 
be gathered trora the following comparative statement of the quantitiet of IJie several 
ores and metals shipped during the past ten yeari; —

" From the above it seems that the production of flne copper has increased from 
44,980 cwta.. In 1856, to 100,196 cwts. in 1B63 (in 1B64, 134,055 cwts. were exported.) 
The abipmenlB of fine copper in 1865 were 100 tona a week, as against 130 torn thi 
year before. A fourfold qiuntity of crude ore was, however, sent away, namely, 
16,176 tons, as compared with 454S tons. The aversge yearly shipments of fine 
copper, during Ihe 6 years preceding the discoveries in the Wallaroo mineral diilnct, 
amounted to 54,368 cwts. ginceihat date tliey have averaged 95,433 cwtv., an InctesK 
of 60 percent.; whilst the average export of copper ore has also been maintained,

'* During l86S,tbe number of bates of wool ahipped waa 56,182, showing an increase 
of 9S36 bales on the previons year's shipmenta; the Utal weight being ]8,945,42Glb. aa 
compared with 17,496,9510. in 1864, and 16,568.979 lb. in 1863. The declared value 
•momited to £974.397 aa against £849,125, and £776,545 in the 2 preceding years 
reapeclivelf; thia increase ia, however, occasioned bj the larger quanlicy of Miirray- 
bome and Western Australian wool tranahipped at port Adelaide, the eiport of South 
Australian wool being only 1T7.T95 lb. greater than in 1864. The following shows

"It has been suggested that aa the wool season is at its height in December and 
January the export returns made up to the clos«- of the year do not show the actual 
weight of any ^ven clip, and that such information is not to be obtained except with 
much trouble. I have tlierefore prepared the following statement showing the desired 
particulars lor the last 4 clips. The figures giveo are for the years ending 30th 
June, respectively, a period comprising as nearly as possible the aggregate weight of 
the season's ciip:-^

" Comparing the above with the table previously given, it will be admitted that a 
more correct view of the position of the pastoral interest as regards the annual 
production of wool, i> thus presented than has fbrnierly tieen the case. The disastroDs 
elftcts of the prolonged drought in the N. are apparent in the falling off in the ahip- 
ments from port Augusta. I'bat district contributed to the clip shipped during the 
twelve months ended 30ih June, 1864, 4,394,400 lb., or to one-fourth of the whole; 
in 1864-5 it fUl to 3,206,325 lb., or one-eighth of the whole; but in 1865-6 only 
998,315 lb; were shipped, or but one-sixteenth of the total exports. Aftain, the ablp- 
toents from ports Adelaide and Wakefield combined show no increase during tlie past 
1, Id both years being about 13,000,000 lb. weighV uiil there ii a lUght decnua 
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in the export! from th« Soatlv-eutem diitricC. The whole clip of the wuoii IS6M 
unouDted to 16,IS3^89 lb., or 1,367,035 lb. leu thtu the preredicK one, and 
712,144 lb. below that of 1863-4. Looking back upon tlie rapid pragms makuigiD 
tlie growth of wool anteeedeiit to the drought, the retrogreaiioa ihovu io theae figum 
IndicKtei but a portion of the Iom the community hu sustained under this Titilation. 
Bespecting this view of the sutu'ect, Uie fbllowing particulars will prore useful si 
■bowing tbat notvithttandinK the sudden check in the qnanttt; of wool grown, the 
•bipmeati of 1865 were both in quantity andTBlue double what thef were lOyeanago:—

" The table brIeSy ihowa that whereas in 1856 we grew 8,S36,!S1 lb. of wool, of 
(he declared value of j;412,163, lalt year ne produced 16,269,890 lb., worth £S31,4S3. 
When BO much has been done in so short a period heretofore, it may be expected Uiit 
under more anspiciona circumstances than have lately existed the progres* of a cisa 
producing nearly one-third of our staple exports wfU be again recorded. 

"In this tmde a: coniideraUe increase appears in the retorDs of 1865 over those of 
1SG4, the combined imports and exports amounting to £266,862 against ^196,350, at 
an advance of 40 per cent. The trade is aimost exclusively confined to New Sontti 
Wales, very few goods being landed or shipped on the Victorian side. The down Ersflc, 
nearly all wool from sCaticni on the Darling, amounted to £140, 105 in value, and the 
sWres sent up to £136,677 — the former item showing an increase of nearly 100 percent, 
and the latter of about one-fourth above that of the previuas season. The eiporit 
to Victoria by the river last year amounted to £16,595, this season to £80 onlj; 
there have been no imports thence, river-home, for several yean. The number i^ 
sceam vessels entered at ports on the river Murray was 36, or 14 more than kit 
year, and the number of departures up river was 30, oi 13 more, the total cafad^ 
being 4620 tons. 

" Owing to the reduction in tbe quantity of breadstufTs for export, fewer vessdi 
tofficed for the requirements of our Intercolonial traffic. The shipping returns sfaov 
a diminution in the number of vessels deated with cargoes, but in other respects thej 
exhibit a similar number of vessels arriving and departing, and a considerably graittr 
carrying capacity. In 1864, 617 ships arrived of 160,095 tons; in 1865, 619 ships ol 
183,102 tons— an addition of 2 vessels and 23,007 tunnage. The following talnlsr 
statement shows bow greatly the number and tonnage of vessels visiting the ports of 
this province has increased daring tbe past 3 years:—

out of 601 Teneli, failed to secure loading, and cleared ontwards in ballast; daring 
the prerions year oa\j 10 per cent, of the cleartncee were in ballasC The tbllowing 
■tatement, showing to what countriee shipping bu been despatched dnriDg the pMt 
8 years will be found nsetbl as indicating the direction in which our export trade 
principally tends. The clearances In bailast were chiefly to Tasmania, Indian and 
Chiliui ports, and Qoam: — 
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In addition to the above, 39 steamers, of 4620 tonnsge, and 337 men, cleared at ports 
on the rirer Murray, as compared with SO, of 4090 tons, in 1864. The total number of 
the crews of vesseis entering ports in South Australia during 1865 was 9041 men, or 
89S more than last year. 113 resiela of 15,946 loni capacity belong to port Adelaide 
— an Increase of 19 ships, and 3004 tons during the 12 months. The shipping owned 
atUlis port has increased oue-hslf during the past 5 years. 

"Dnring the year 1865 no leas than 316,476 acres of country and suburban land 
were alienated irom the Crown — or 91,3U5 acres more than were disposed of duciag 
tbe preceding IS months— making the total area of purchased land in occupation on 
the 31st December last, to be 3,210, 290 acres, or SD'5 acres for each individnal of the 
estimated population at that date, as compared with 2,893,814 acres on the Ist January 
preceding, when the average was 19 '64 acres, or 0'64 acres more than at the commence- 
ment of 1664. 72,794 acres additional land were brought under cultiTatlon during the 
past season, an increase more than twice as great as that of the preceding one. lu the 
three counties of Oh wler. Light, and Stanley alone, the additiooal quantity of tilled land 
sraa 55,896 acres, and an increase of one-fourth is shown in county Grey, wliich has oow 
S1,4S0 acres under the plough. The total area under cultivation is 660,569 acres, as 
compared with 587,775 acres in 1861-5 — showing an augmentation amounting to 134 P^^ 
cent., whilst the increase dnring the previous year was only 5) per cent. In my last 
report I stated that 20 per cent., or 1 in every 6 acres, of purchased land was coder 
cnltiTBtiDn, as was the case in 1863, and that notwithstanding the large purchases of 
land for grazing purposes, the ratio of cultivated to unttlled land continued as 1 to 4. 
I am able to show ilia t, an precede nted aa were the land sales of 1865—316,476 acres 
having been disposed of by the Cruwo— the above proportioos have not only been 
maintained, but have become sligliUy more favourable. 4 acres of tilled land cootinoe 
to be the rate pec head for each iadividnal of the population, or II acres for every mal* 
«f 14 years of age and upwards. ^ ' 
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"The loUl MM under wbe*t vm 410,Cos acret, •gmlo** 390,836 icrea last •ea«on, ut 
lacreaaa of A per cent. oa\j, or 1 per <xw. leu than ia 1864-9. Id tbe latwr jew, 
two-thirdi ot the total land Id cultiTation were under vbeaL Thia Moson the proportion 
il alightlj nnder that, being oaly G2 per cent. Of wheat 2} acrei are grown to each 
penon in the community. The aggregate produce of the harvest amounted to 
3,ilB7,800 buibelB, or fi65,U9 bnshela below that of IS64-S, the average ^ield per tart 
being, *o far as I am aware, leu than in an; preceding aeaion, onlj amountiag la 

8 bushelH 44 lb. per acre. Daring the previous 7 jeari the loweit yield recorded vu 

9 buahels 38 lb. (in 1859-60), whiist the average for the whole period waa 12 buibeli, 
or 3 buahels 16 lb. above that of 1866-6. The followiog ipTes the total »xea. at luid 
under cultivation, the acreage under wheat, the grou produce of the harvest, and the

" From causes befure meniioned, the extent of land upon which ha; was cat wis 
hicreased from 66,570 acres to 101,996 acrea— more than one-balf; but as the crop oolj 
yielded 17 cwt, to the acre, or nearly one-fourth leu than in 1864-5, the gross produce 
only resuludin an additional yield of 12.075 tons, being 88,731 tons in place of 76,s:( 
tona. In 1863-4. the yield per acre was 27 cwc, and the total quantity secured 102.2SJ 
tons, off 7 S, 690 acres — a fair average crop. It will thus be seen how serious a defliiencj 
has existed, during tlie 2 past years, in the supply of this article of fodder. Feaer 
acres of barley and cats were sown, and the yield was poorer than in the previoal 
unfavourable seaaon. Of barley. 9362 acres were reaped, as against 12.585 acres—* 
decrease of a2!3 acres^wliilat the gruas produce waaonly 130,679 bushels aaconipand 
with 207,022 bushels; the average yield per acre being 13 huahels 43 lb. , or 2 butbeli 
24 lb. leas than that gf 1864-5, A decrease of 2321 acres appears iu the qaanlilycJ 
oats, only 2872 acres having been sown; and the yield only amounted to J2,6<! 
bushels, a deficiency ol 82,493 bushels; the average being lint 14 busheia 34 lb. loths 
acre. Many additional acres are returned nnder the head of green forage, the priiitipil 
increase being in the growth of lucerne and artiflcini graaaca. Of the latter, S9G2Bcm 
are returned ai under succesafut cultivation in county Urey. The total area laid dofo 
for green forage waa 7576 acrea. as againat 2639 acres Inat year; the returns for Ihc put 
season giving 2S14 acres of wheat, barley, and osts, 230 acres of sarghnm. &c. Mi* 
acres of lucerne, and 3408 acres of grasses; showing the following increases;— I 'iS, 
100, 56B, and 2567 acres respectively, Pea» are now cultivated to some eitent, and 
appear in the returns, for the flrit time, as covering 969 acres. Other minor crops on' 
specifled,showanaKgregateofl27aacrea,or999ttcreBmoretlian last season. Thej' inclnde 
among uthera^rye, turnipa, mangold-wurtsel, nisiie, cotton, tobacco, and hops. Fillo* 
land appears as 1 10,037 acres, or 1 5.260 ncres sdditional. being nearly the same eilent 
u was returned the year befure last. The potato crop again proved a failure, on'.'' 
4823 tona being taken from 277S acrea planied, or but 35 cwt. to the acre. The 
vineyards now extend over 6629 acres, as will be noticed, a greater area than ilie 
orchsrdu and gardens together. The Increase during the year waa 26S acrea The 
grosa number of vines planted ia 7,361,861, of which 5,255,889 are in bearinf, and 
3 105 974 are at present unproductivej 859,880 vines were added thia season lo ibc 
former class, but as ilie diminution in the latter is greater by 66,000 than that numlxr. 
explaniition became necessary, when upon inquiry it was elicited that, although ibi 
area of the vineyards in some diatrlcls had been slightly augniented tliis seasun, is 
others the cuttings planted last year hod almost euiirely failed. The total anantii/ of 
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wine made vu 839,979 gallons, as agamat 798,647 gallaus, or 4I,33S gAllonaaddiUonftl. 
31,707 cwt. of KTspei were returned aa sold or diapoaed of oCherwiae than in wine 
omkfng, or lOSO cwt. more than lait jear. 

"Compared with tha iMtretaroa, there ii an additional number of hones— 73,999, 
aa agninal 63,899, or an Increaae of 11,094— partlj accounted for bftheliie atcck in 
towDa being returned on the cenaui papera this 7ear, a remark applying nlao to the 
following itema, Tiz.; — Qoata, which have increased from 9474 to 1Z,SBS; pigs, from 
93,430 to 55,743; and ponttry, traa, 327,381 to 377,001 — a not 1 nconaiderable or unim- 

Ktant angmentation. The live atock atatiatLca, however, exhibit but too clearly the 
lea the pastoral inlereat and the conntry have austained through the long continu- 
ance of drought. This Is the Srst occasion in which a diminution in the number of 
sheep depaatnred has been recorded! and although the number of cattle hai been 
le«wiing year by year, the felling off during the past season has been unprecedented. 
Nine years ago we depastured twice the number of cattle that we now do— 310,460 
headi as against 158.057 ^then we coanted three head of cattle for each individual of 
the population, now but one. Daring the past year their number has been reduced from 
204,893 to 158,057, or by 46,835 head. Within the coonty boundaries there is a decrease 
of 10,978, vhilst in the pastoral districts they have diminiehed from 63,SS7 to 36,670, 
or by 35,857 head. A portion of this loaa may have extended over 3 years, as last seaaou 
it waa Impracticable to collect the returns in 3 of the northern districts. The aggregate 
number of sheep returned is 3,779,308, as agaiast 4,106,230, or a decreaae of 336,922, or 
nearly 9 per cent, leas, as .compared with an increase last year of 5\ per cenLi tha 
increase in 1864 having been 134 P^r cent. Comparing the returns for the year I8C4, 
which were complete, with those for the past season, we And in the northern district 
(viz., the country N. of port Augusta,) that where in the former year 455,085 sheep were 
depastured, there are now only 133, 199, or 334,886 leas. The whale number at present 
within the pastoral diatricta Is 070,812, as compared with 1,314,036 In 1864, or a decrease 
of 343,214. Many flocke, however, were brought down within the limits of the pro- 
dsJoied counties, as may he inferred by theincrease therein, namely, from 2,.577,616 Co 
3,808,496, or ol 330,880; but if accounted for in that way, nothing would be allowed 
for the natural increaae of the flocka in thoae porlioni ol the province. Instead of 
exporting large nuniberg of sheep, aa in aeveriil previous years, we had (in 186S) to pur- 
chase largely in the neighbouring colonies, and our market has beeo regularly supplied 
for aomc yeara with fat cattle fhim the Darling. In 1864 we exported 186,536 aheep 
more than we imported; but in 1BG5 the balance was againat ua by 38,393, and during 
the first quarter of the present year by 32.837 more. Witfi respect to cattle, the excess 
of imports has increased from 400 in 1864, to 64S6 head in 1865, and 770 arrived 
dnring the past quarter. 

" The traffic reliima sliow a large increase in the nnmber of pasaengera travelling 
over the lioei, but a falling off in the goods receipts, owing to the diminished quantity 
of wheat and flour for transport, on which the traffic on the north line chiefly depends. 
In other respects the revenue from the carriage of merchandise showed an improvement 
over the preceding year. The total number of passengers conveyed on both lines was 
403,550. aa against 359,035 In 1664, and Che total goods traffic 361,183 tonsi as com- 
pared with 255,928 tons in the previous year. The aggregate receipts amounted to 
£133,380, as against £139,246; the increase in the aum received from pasaengera and 
aundriea being £4865, and the dbBciency from gnoda £831— ahowing a net increaae of 
£4034, as compared with an increase of £31,990 in Che previous year. It must be 
borne in mind, however, that the returns for 16G4 were remarkably tavourable, owing 
to the abundant harveat of that year. It is, therefore, satisfactory to Snd that the 
extension of the passenger traffic has been ao large, and that the diminution in tha 
goods branch ia not greater. In comparison with the receipts for 1863, there is an 
increase of £11,238 in the passenger receipts, and of £34,38% in the goods traffic, 
which, together with an addition of £414 in the miscellaneous receipts, shows a 
total increase of £36,034, extending over a period of 2 years. Subjoined Is a com- 
parative stateiuent of the gross receipts and expenditure la each branch during tba 
3 past years.-—

"From the above it vonld appear that the profit on the working of the lines t^ 
l^m £99,653, in 18B4, to £18,811 in 1865, or by £m,943, tbe working expeniea 
increasing from 69 per cent, to SO per cent, of the earnings. Such, howerer, wu not 
actually the case, owing to large sums expended In the purchase of additional rolling 
stock having been debited to working expenses under an altered aystem of account 
This outlay would, in the case of a company, tie ctiarged to capital accoant, and coelJ 
that course have been adopted here, the profit accruing in 1B6S would have exceeded 
that of 1864, instead of showing the large diminution above mentioned. AltogetluT 
the railway returns for 1865 are of a very satisfactory nature, for they show that, 
whilst of hreadatuffa there were nearly 12,000 tons less transported than in the previonl 
exceptional year, the augmented passenger and general merchandise traffic made up the 
deficiency — thus indicating a great development in tbe geuenJ trade of the country. 

"The central read board constmcted 94 miles of main road during 1865, making l 
total length of 348 miles of metalled road completed under its superintendence, al 
which 367 miles have bran formed during the last 10 years. In addition to these main 
lines, road communication has been immensely extended and improved through tbe 
agency of the several municipBlities and district councils. There is not, however, say 
record of the total length of road formed nnder iheir direction; bnt some idea may be 
obtained from the amoant ratpendedb^ those bodies daring the past decsde, out of rates 
and the Government grant-in-aid, which have reached to an aggregate sum of nearif 
half.a.millioo sterling. Their expenditure on public works has latterly avera^ 
£49,000 per annuin. Tbe central board of main roads has expended in the suns 
period £766,000, ot which £111,139 was paid last year, the whole lieing provided oat 
ef tbe general revenue. In the absence of any direct receipts from persons using theo, 
tbe cost of keeping in repair such extended lines of metalled road entreocbet largdf 
on the funds at tbe l>oard s disposal. 

" Further postkl facilities were provided in 1865 by the opentng of Ifl new pod 
offlces, and by an extension in the length of mail routes from 3053 to 3337 miles. 
The total number of post offlces now open is 321, and tbe dij(Bnce>ti " * ' "* 
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dnrlng the It monthi wm 790,199 mile*, or flS.GSe more than in ieS4. A largi 

increase aX»o appean in the number of lectwa and newipapen triuitmltted, bs will be 

aeCD from tbe following flguraa, reliting to the postal biuincH of Uie put three yean: —

Ten jearB a^ tbe income of tbe poit office barelj met one-half the cost; now tbe 
receipts exceed the ezpendilnre, u shown above. In both case* the English and 
branch mail service* are excloded. ¥ony money order office* aie now in opnition, 
in connection with both the post office aod telegraph departmeots, and corresponding 
with all tbe offices In the Auitratian colonies, New Zealand, and the United Kingdom. 
" Tbe year 1865 completed the flrst decade *ince the iatroduction of the tdegra^ 
into South Auitralia, during which period lines bare been opened connecting 4S of Iha 
principal townships within tbe colony, and establishing instantaneous coninianication 
with gJl the more important cities, porta, and towns througliout tbe whole continent of 
Australia, now linked together by a chain of telegraph wire 8500 miles in length. 
Within this colony 855 mile* of telt^raph have been opened, the length of wire erected 
■mounting to 1173 miles. Dnring 1865 four new station* were opened. The number 
of messages transmitted was 11S,344, exceeding tbe number sent in the previous year 
1^5470. The receipla likewise show an excess— £11,735 as against £11,341. There 
is a lalling off in the revenue from the intercalonlal tine, but thi* is more than made up 
in the augmented local business. On the intercolonial line, however, the receipt* show 
■ large increase over those of 1863, with which year it may be more fairly compared, 
a* tlK augmentation in 1864 was owing to exceptional causes. Tlie facilities afforded 
by tbe telegraph, both within the province and in the quick communication with the 
neighbouring colonies, are every year becoming luore largely availed of, ami, nocwitli- 
•Unding the moderate tariff of charges, are secured to the public without any additional 
cost b^ood the original outlay. The total sum expended on telegraph tines and 
station* {completed and in progress) since its iuaugnration amounts to £99,178, 
including the erection of lubitonlial buildings, 12 of wtiich also aObcd accommodatioa 
lor the transaction of pint offlce business." 

The Church of England u represented by a bishop, the Right Hev. A. Short, D.D., 
Christ church, Oxon. who was consecrated Lord Bishop ot Adelaide, 1847, and who is at 
presentin England, 34 licensed clergymen, and several lay readers, and has 56 churches 
and 34 rooms and school houses, with church accommodation for 13, 1!i4 persons, and 47 
Sunday -school a wiiii 338 teachers aod 3399 scholars. The Koman I'aiholic Church is 
represented by a bishop, the Kight Hev. Lawrence B. Shiel, and 16 clergy man. One of 
the clergymen of Ibis .hurch, the liev. Julian E. T. Woods, late of Penola, but receolJy 
appointed Dean of Adelaide, is well known in tbe literary world, and has dace very 
much for Australian liicrnture. Hia works on the exploration of the continent, or tbe 
geology of the S.E. part of South Australia, and on the N. territory of South Auatrslis, 
having attained an almost world-wide celebrity. This talented gentleman is at present 
engaged on a work on the physical features of Australia. The Wesleyan Methodists 
are the most numerous body in ihe colony, having 16 circuits, £3 staled ministers, and 
194 local preachers, 114 chapels, and 45 other prtaching places. 348 class- leaders, 115 
Sunday-schools, 1SD3 Sunday-school teachers, and 7G34 Sunday Bcholars. 3604 accredited 
chur'^h members, and 446 on trial for membership, and 31,985 attendants on public 
worship. This body Is a self-sustaining one, and is governed by a colonial conference, 
assembling annually in one of the chief cities nf the various colonies, the conlerence of 
1866 having been held in Adelaide. The Con gregationa lists have 27 ministers, 37 lay 
preachers, 32 chapels, and 10 preaching rooms, providing accommodation for B979 
person*. There are 34 Sunday -schooli, 339 teachers, and 28iu Sunday scbolare. The 
Presbyterians, including the Old Kirk, the Free church, and the United Fresby- 
terian church, have 8 clergymen,13 churches, and sever^ other places of worship, having 
accommodation for 4538 persons, 16 Sunday-schools, with B4te9ictjers, and 937 scholars. 
Beaides these numbers there are also congregations at Morphett vale, Aldinga, Inver- 
brockie, and Yankalllta. The Baptists have 17 mlnlsleta, and 32 cbapels, and 
preaching places, with sittings for 305O penon*. The actual members of Baptist or 
Union churches nnmber about 817. They have 15 Sunday icbools, 132 teacliera, ai ' 
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About 1150 nbolan. Tbe Baptltt cb»pel in Fliodera-street, Adelaide, li k 

mod tCrikJng ediSce. Tbe Bible Christiana haye 3 circuita, 17 miDiatera, and 90 local 
preachers, 67 chapeli, and 17 preadifag rooms, conUiniDg accommodation for 10,550 
penoni, anil 56 Sunday ichools witb 4SS teachers, aod 30S7 acbolars. Tbe membm 
of chureh in communion 1» 12M. Tbe Mctbodiet New Connexian bare a flae cbnrcb in 
Adelaide, erected at a cost of i'5000, and baTing one of the taeat spires In thedtj. 
Tbe Primltire Metbodiita have IS travelling preacbers and 143 local preachers, 96 claM- 
leadera, 74 chapels, and 29 rented rooms, 63 So ndajr -schools, with 530 teachers and 
S9D1 Bcbolara, and 1S04 cbnroh members. The Christian Brethren hafa 3 regolir 
preachers and 7 local preacbera, with chapels in the city and conntry districts, having 
accommodation for 2190 persons, and 9 Sabbath -schools, with 57 teachere and S78 
scholars. The Disciples of .Christ have S places of worship, but do not employ any 
regular minister, the various congregations being governed by elders. Tbe Sode^ 
of Friends have a meeling-hoose at moimt Barker and one at "S. Adelaide, the total 
number of members being about 200. The German Evangelical Lutheran congre- 
gations have 17 miaisters, 42 places of worship, with accommodation for 6611 penoni, 
and 9 Sun day- schools, with 10 teachers and 443 scholars. Tbe New Cburcb has a 
building (or public worship in Adelaide with accommodation for TO persons. Tin 
Moravians have a church at the German township of Bethel with accommodation for 
SOO persona. The Unitariaos have a pretty cburcb in Adelaide containing 270 giitingi, 
and a Sunday-school witb 6 teachers, and S7 scholars. The Hebrew congregation have 
a nynngogne in Adelaide containing 120 sittings, there being 65 subscribing members, 
3 Sabbath -school teachers and 62 scholars. Referring to the state of the religions 
community in South Australia, a gentleman writing on the subject, and having bera 
largely and influentially connected vrith its aSkirs, remarks that the varloua religions 
bodies occupy, more so, perhaps, than in any of the other colonies, pretty nearly the 
lame relative positions as they do in America. 

"Tbe educational inititntionsof the coiony are of two classet; namely, those whidi 
are entirely telf-supporting, and those aided by funds from tbe Government. Abont 
two-flCtlis of the vrhole are of the former, and three-Sfths of the latter class. At tlie 
head of the former is the Collegiate ecbooi of St. Peter, at Stepney (see SrKPaBT;) neii 
ia the Adelaide educational institotion, and the College of St. Aloyaius (Koman 
Catholic,) at Sevenhills. There are also others in Adelaide, Fort Addaide, Glenelg, 
Olenosmond, Angaston, Kooringa, and otber townships. 

" The subsidised system of education is founded on an Act of the Lc^slsture 
passed !n ISS1, and comprises a central board of education, consisting of aeven mem- 
bers, with a secretary, and a chief inspector and second inspector of schools. District 
councils are empowered to act as district boards of education, to goard the interests of 
schools in their respective localities, and to correspond witb the central board ia 
Adelaide. These councils have also authority to recommend the erection of district 
school-booses, one-half the cost of which is contributed by the Qovemment, tbs 
ratepayers subscribing the other half. Teachers eiamined and approved by tbe 
board, after having been recommended by memorial from persons desirous of availing 
themselves of tbeir services, are licensed to teacb in ipecifled localities, and are 
entitled to a stipend varying from £40 to .£80 per annum, according to the estiouttd 
effldency of their schools, and the number of scholars atCcnding tbem. In addition to 
this stipend, they are authorised to charge school fees, not exceeding Is. a weA 
for each scholar, for teaching the ordinary branches of an English edncation, namdy, 
reading, writing, arithmetic, grammar, geography, and history. An extra charge laay 
be ujade for other sabiects of instruction. The fees of destitute children are paid I9 
the Goveroment, at the rate of 6d. per head per week. Teachers are suppIlM 
with scliool-books and other school requisites firom a depot kept at tbe ofBces of the 
' central board. 

"Tlie Act requires that tbe Scriptures shall be read duiy in the schools, but do 
religions teaching of a denominational character is permitted daring school hourt- It 
has been found necessary to enforee this provision somewhat rigidly, lest the grant in 
dd of education should be turned loto a substitute for the grant inaid of religion." 

"There is no country more interesting In its formations or more varied In its 
mineralogical productions than South Anitralia; lofty mountains, extensive plsiss, 
sandy deserts, and inland seas are all included in its far- stretching boundariea. With 
a climate like that of the south of Spain it possesses the scenery of tbe Highland! fa 
•ome places, while la others, deserts like those cj AraUa, and vying witb them fitr 
bleahoets, aridity, and bnming heat. There are cbatoi of salt Ues which roidat 
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■unprofiuble & larger mica than Englsod ; thsre are manhel and Mlt (WAltipB mora 

dank, nnwholetame. and eztenaive than anj in the United Slate*; there are rocky 
precipicM, and chasms, and waterfalls, to riral almost the Alps; there are extinct 
Tolcanoea of large dimensioas, almost ai nnraeroQ* a« thoM of Auvergne; end Snallj, 
there are carea which exceed in magnitade the Gnacheio carea of Hamboldt, or in 
Italactitea the Antlparoi of the .Xgean sea. The principal chain of mountaloa Id the 
colonj ii one knovQ aa the Main, or Flinders rang:e, whicli runs from cape Jerris in 
a line «itb the cotut of St. Vincent'* gulf, at a distance varying ihim 3 to 14 or )S 
miles. Dearly to lake Blanche, \u the E. part of the extreme N. The highest point* of 
this range are monot Lofty, near Adelaide, and Benbonyata, near the copper worklnga 
at Tudaoamntana, in the N. 

"This chain of mountainBiisnppoiedtohavebeeD, at a time when the continent wa* 
wpBiated intotwopartsby aseaextendingfrom theguK of CarpeotarlR to St. Vincent's 
gi^f, a chain of Island* whoas further nphearal caased the rirera to lake a S. courae to 
the sea, which Sowed between them and the monntaini on which Adelaide new stand*. 
Tills chain commences at cape Jerrii, and continue* with varied height in a northerly 
direction, until it reaches the bead of lake Torrens, throwing off' in its course sptirs lo 
the right and left. The range Is very detached and broken ia many places, attaining 
itsgreateit general altitude near Adelaide, where mount Lofty, one ofits peaks, reaches 
the height of 2100 feet above aea level, but it may he remarked that it is totally diicon- 
nected with the G. Corderilla, and with the mountain ayetemi of the other colonies. It 
Is not Improbable that this chain wna of far greater height tbsa at present, there, being 
distinct marks of anow. and of the action of glaciers. No fosails have been tonnd, with 
the exception of one abont 30 miles S. of Adelaide, of a Fentamenua Oblongos, charac- 
teristic of the lower divisiooa of the upper Silurian rocks ; and one found by Mr, T. A. 
Wooda at Huriootpa, to the ¥(. of Adelaide, which the Rev. J. E. Wood* recognise* as a 
OuEiBna Cncurbita. With these cKCeptioas, tliere is nothing to abow the age of tba 
rocks on the range. They are highly metamorphlc, and conaiat principally of slates, 
qnarlzite*, and achiits. Gold has rarely been found, but its absence is amply made up 
by the immense quantities of copper, iron, lead, and silver, betidea marble and various 
other building stone*. No range of hills wa* ever licber in beautiful varieties of 
miDcrali, and even diamonds and other precious gems have occasionally been disco- 
vered. It is supposed by some geologists that there was fbrmerly a separation of the 
continent into two halves during one of the recent tertiary periods, and that this sepa- 
ratiou was between the gull of Carpentaria on the N., and Spencer's and St. Vincent's 
gulls on the S. The following few ^ts seem to point to such a conclusion. At 
cape Jervia a mountain range commences which run* nearly N. and S., and thit i* 
bounded on its eastern and westtm aide* by a recent tertiary deposit. To the 
westward of the same ranges, the beds have been tnced through the greater por- 
tion of the Great Auitralian bight until the}' are terminated by the primary rock* 
of Western Anstralia, which do not appear to have ever been covered by a tertiaiy sea. 
Then we have the eastern and weitern aides of the continent occupied by primary rock*, 
and the centre by tertiary beds, enclosing an abundance of recent ahells. This is pretty 
atrong presnmptive evidence of their previous leparation. Again, it will be mentioned 
in the course of thla work, that Spencer's gulf bears most unmistakable aigns of having 
been much larger, or rather to have been better Blicd by the ocean than it is at present. 
To the N. of Spencer's gulf tbere ia an uninterrupted tract ot waste marshy lowlanda, 
continuing as far due N. as the explorer has hitherto ventured. This has been found, 
wherever examined, to consist (with some small exceptions) of limestone, witb recent 
marine shells and salt water. Many parts of this desert are sandy, while other part* 
»re immense plains of shingle, without any shells, probably portions of the ocean bed 
which were too deep for the support of any animal life. Geographers are not well 
acquainted with the exact nature of the rocks round the gulf of Carpentaria, but it is 
not unlikely that they are tertiary. The high lands of capeYoike, on the eastern side, 
ia known to be primary, as also the highest landa in Amheim'i land; and this would 
certainly seem to correspond with the opening for the tertiary bed* at the southem 
gulls. It is not, tberefore, hanarding too much to say t^at a sea has at no very distant 
period rolled between the eastern and western halves of tlie continent. It may be men- 
tioned that Yorke'B peninsula, which divide* the southern gulfs, Spencer's and St. 
Vlncent'a, is composed partly of tertiary rock, and therefore shows its origin to have 
i>een coeval with the continent itself. 

"The colony is subject to •evereperlodlc»ldronght«,fhim the effect* of one of which 
It Is only now ;tut b^inning to recover. This ooe hM Uatvd for nearly 3 7M»< V"* 
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the comeqaencM to the (quattera in tbe N., where there ha* bMD no niofall fv 
nearly all that lime, liaa been diautroua in tlie extreme. Immenw blooka of puunl 
conntiy haie been totally noatocked, and the leaaeei in many cuei reduced from 
afflueoce to comparative poverty from the great loai of cattle and iheep which thaf 
haie ezperienced. The GoTemmeot have, bowerer, remitted the reuU and aaieM- 
mentt for a term in the diatricts which have luflered moit leTerely. Tbeie drougbta, 
which appear to occur at nearly regular intetrali, are most aovere ia the extreme N. 
and along the W. coa«L The latter place is, hawaver, generally diy; uid, apei^iv 
on thii lubject, Jevoua Mtyi, in hii "Eaaaj on the Ctiinatoiogy of Auitralia," "From 
Stiukky bay to cape Arid (Western Auitralia) Lb a country devoid of any known 
water couraei whatever, and certainly poBieaiing no riven which &U into the let. 
The coait alone, or at moat for a few oulei bock, has been aeeu by civiliaed men, and 
preaenti an unbroken line of cliffs of almost uniform height. It wai travened by 
Eyre, who made 3 succeaaive jouroeyB of 7 or 8 day* each, with only lo nudi water 
at he could carry on horaeback, the supply being procured in geaera! by digging it 
tbe Band at the hue of the clifii^ At cape Poaley (Wettero Atutralia) the W. head oi 
the great Australian bight be found 's few drops of water trickling down a huge 
granite rode abutting on the sea shore.' Thia waa the only approximatiua to runuif 
water which he had found since leaving Streaky bay, a disUnce of 600 or TOO miles. 
Neverthelew, water oourseB might exist unseen by Mr. Eyre il the land sloped gently 
Inwards. Mr. Babbage has recently tound hereabouta several wide lakes." Tbu 
wondeifiil journey, the description of which reads more like an extraordinary tod 
•eniational romance than a narrative of (acts, is minutely and geograpbicaUy described 
in tbe Hev. J.E. T. Wood*' "History of tbe Discovery and ExploratiiHi of Aostnlis," 
vol. ii, p. 1 to S. That extreme dry weather of long continuance prevaiied aamewbere 
between the yean 1782 and 1792 upon the coasts of South Australia maj be inferred 
from some remarks of Captain Flinders on the vestiges of extensive btiah Srot on 
Kangaroo and other ialanda. In February, 1830, also Sturt, who was then explorieg 
this part of the continent, speaks of the suffering from a long drought, although it does 
not appear to have been so severe as the one then eiistiag on the B, coaat. The dry 
lagoons and the withered vegetation were the criterion. Tbe quadrupeds peculiar lo 
Australia are but few in number, and are chiefly marsopial, and noclnmal in theii 
habits. Tbe cliief are the kangaroo, walUby, kangaroo rat, native cat, wombtt, 
oposaum, flying squirrel, bandicoot, porcupine, and placipus. The latter is an aquslic 
animal, with the bill of a duck and webbed feet; it is oviparous, and suckles its jouog- 
The native birds chiefly worthy of notice ore the emu, tnrkey, pheasant, cockatoo. 
)iarroC (in variety,) langlung jackass (gigantic kingfisher,) mawpork, wattle bird, 
btouze-Winged pigeon, mountain duck, ruliin, bower bird, cnrlew, crow, hawk, eagle, 
owl, ibis, wild goose, black swan, pelican, mutton bird, penguin, flamingo (on the 
northern coast,) and tbe lyre bird, found only in the dense Murray scni£ Anwifi 
the most striking objects in the vegetable world are the grass trees, which are lound 
in rocky places, poor soili, and open situations. The flrst appearance of a young ten 
exhibit* its head merely — a bunch of long, narrow and sharp leaves, which grow enci 
for about S feet and then spread over. As the tree grows, a trunk is produced. \0 
or 13 inches io diameter, and attaining a height of 6 or 8 feet. From the centre of its 
fibrous head a lung slender stalk shoots up of about 1 inch in diameter, and 8 or 10 
teat. high. This forin« tb« flie-Btick of the natives, af d is alaa used fur kaogaro» 
apear-sbafts. At the end of the stalk are the seed vessels. It is of a very reauHXu 
nature, and attains its full growth only after a flre. 

SOUTH CRBEK {Co. Addaide) is a slream flowing on the S. side of the town^ 
of Qaraeracka. 

SOUTH EASTERN PASTORAL DISTRICT is a lerritoir lying between the 
Victorian border on the E., and the river Murray on the W. Its extent it about 2W 
mllei firom S. to S,, and an average of 70 miles from E. to W. Tbe entire district ■■ 
level, and may almost be called a plain, the only exceptions to its flatness beicg tame 
ridges, not exceeding SOO feet in height, and several detached extinct volcanoes, aod 
tome bills, caused by dykes of trap rock. The latter lie In the S., and in tjie N. 
ore two or three ranges of porphyry, running E. and W. into Victoria. In the S„ 
and just above the craters spoken of, are immense swampt, one of wliicb, tbe Digmsi 
swamp, is of vast magnitude, stretciilng about 30 miles from E. to W., and 10 fram 
N. to S., and which being continually run through b; spurs of tcrob-covered land, it 
rather a aerie* of marshes than one large morass. This plain la an Ir 
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ncd; Sat, about 9000 Bquare miles Id extent, befiTy and dasty in iQmmer, and boggj in 
winler, lupporlmg treea of a Etuated and worthleu character, but with occaaional 
belti of crooked stringy bark baiih, and one or two nairow lines of lightly-graised 
honeymckle country, and being one rast uninterrupted prairie of Eucaljipliudununa 
or mallee icrub, a smatl «hrub, aometbing libe a dttarf bushy wiilow in appearance. 
There are numennu swamps, densely overgrown with rushes, leeds, and a thick wiry 
grasa icattered orer this plain, having ridges, some of which are iOO feet loog and 90 
feet high, on the E. aide, caused by the W. wiods, whch prevail in the wet season, and 
diift the loose vegetation to that tide. See alio T*ttubi Pasiokai. Dibtuoi.

E BTONT CBEEK (Co. Prrme'} isa watercoarae, unally dry, lying 1} miles 
S. of Beaatifnl raltey. 

BTAUma COTE [Spmcer'M gvlf) it a bay oi branch of port Lincoln— 
which see. 

aVEAB. CBEEE IFlmderi dittriel N.) ii a. stream flowing within a fyw miles of 
the township of Stirling N. There ia a capper mine npon thia creek, lying 13 miles E. 
ot that township, and copper, bismuth, cobalt, manganese, fcc, are £>aod all over the 
nelghboorluHN]. 

•PKMmK, GAPE ( y<»-jl;«'i peniimila, ) the E. point of entrance to the gulf of that 
name, ii the S.W. extremity of a peninsula nearly 40 leagues in length, and from 3 to 
9 leagues across, which separates Spencer's golf from the gulf of St. Vincent, and is 
called Yorke's peniosula. It Is composed of 3 cliffy points, the Bonthemmost of which 
la io 39° 18' S. Ut,, aod 136° Sfi' E. loog., and its northern extremity 6^ miles from it to 
the N.W. by N, ; near wblcli is a cluster of black rocka lying near the shore. 

■PZirCEK, CAPE N., STATION (Yorht't peniniuJa;) leaae, So. 116?; occupier, 
T, W, Rogersi area, 43 square miles; grazing capability, 4000 sheep in summer, but 
it is necessary to remove the flocks in winter, as if not, they are subject to coast diaeaw. 
The nearest post town is port Adelaide, and the oommnnication is by water or over- 
land, via Mooala. Part of this station lies near Corny point. 

■PEMCEB, CAPE, STATION ( TorJce't penintala,) is the name given to 3 blocka 
of land taken up under separate leases (leases. Nob, 314 and 412,) but forming 1 run. 
The area of the Qrst block is 17 square miles, and the cent and assessment £34 15b. lOd.; 
the area of the latter block is 39 square miles, and the rent aod assessment £i7 19b. 
The occupier is W. Fowter. 

SFEHOEa'S GULF ( Yorlee'i paiimula and, Flindert diXrieli Is a wide Inlet of 
the sea, running in a N. direction into the main land irom the sea at aboot the middle 
of the coast of the colony. Its W. shore is known as the port Lincoln diatrict, and it* 
£. as the W. eoast of Yorke's peniosala. The S. part of the gulf is shallow, and has 
maoy sandy flats, dry at low water. At tlie head of the gult Is the township and 
harbour of port Augusta, and on Its E. side are the harboars known as port Wallaroo, 
port Peri, and port Ferguson. On its S.W. coast is port Lincoln. The entrance to this 
golf is from 45 to 4B miles wide between cape tSpencer, its K, and W. heads, but this 
apace is partly occupied by clusters of Islands, of which Thistle island, near the W. 
^ore, is the largest. Thorny passage on the W. side of this island is safe and free 
from danger, except in ita E. part. Another cluater, lying near to the W., ia called the 
Gambler isles. With respect to the tides in the giilt; it has been remarked as some- 
irhat singular, that at port Lincoln there is only one tidal flood in S4 hours, whereas la 
all otherjparts ot the gulf there are two. 

SPILSBT ISLAND, [Speneer'i ipilf.) See SibJ. Euikb'b Gbodf. 

flPZUIBT ISLAND RUN, ( W. dittriel.) See IUbtbbht Island Run. 

mXIUAD (Plindtn diitrict W.) is a capacious roadstead with excellent anchor- 
age in Streaky bay. 

anaUt bank {Oa. Adelaviii)iB a smaU agricultural hamlet lying near MItcham, 
and Inhabited by a tbw ^mers and gardeners. 

BPKX>T> CREEK (at./Vonc) isa siresm fed by apermanoni ipring of flue clear 
water, and flowing about 6 miles S. of Beautiful valley. 

inUDCO CREEK MINE {N: dutrief) is a copper mine dtoaled 19! miles N. by 
W. ot Adelaide, and 1 1 miles from the township of Helrose. Aoatln, speakbg of tl ' 
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mice in 1863, saye— " The nlae is about 39 mile* fhim port Augusta, and ii, ai itt nuw 
import!, oD tbe banki of a fine perennittl creeic of excellent water. The billa oe eitha 
aide are from 300 to 400 feet in height, and rery ateep.'io mucli so, tlut la ta ordinuy 
dray — which, by-the-bye, Is a heavy Teliiele — 8 butlockE can only draw IS cwt of ore 
to the top, NotnithitandiDg this difficulty at the oataeC, parties offered to contract to 
'Cart all the ore froiu the mlae to port Augusta, at 30s. per ton ; but with a triBing 
-outlay a better road could easily be cut The nine liself is on the E. side of the cieek. 
A bold reef of rocks running up the faceottbe bill conlalas nnneronl soLlaB of •Mpftr, 
■nd on breaking off portions of the rock where these staioi occor, ore is almosl 
tnrariably found; in some cam bine and green carbonates, but more fi^neutly Qlt 
richest red oxide and rubj ore, and sometimes a little natiTe capper. A imall drin ol 
ftbont 2 fathoms has been made about 120 feet aboTc the level of the creek ialo the hill, 
and shows several veins of red oxide from one to six inches in thickness and rnonifig 
down, as if to ■ main lode. From this place 5 tons of ore were sent to England si 
a sample. The appearance of the 'country,' where the graund has been opened, li 
favourable for copper; there is a good deal of ironstone oo the back of the reef of rock% 
and also fine gossan, and several tons of rich ore might be quanned from the fUe 
of the hill. Opinions difler as to the probable permanence of this mine, some assertJof 
very positively, that no continuous lode will be found, and that when what is now 
visible on the surface is removed, there will be an end to the mine. Others, on the 
contrary, aie as coi^dent in their beli^that the niioe will prove both rich and lasting. 
It is situated in a decidedly mineral country; the other end of the range, or qkudI 
Bemarkable proper, containing deposits of copper ore, at a direct distance, it is trae, 
of 8 or S miles from the Spring creek mine; but beyond Spring creek, about tbtte 
quarters of a mile to the W., and over the next range, another discovery has been inide, 
and a claiip tsken out by Messrs. Nott aad others. This claim coaiiats chiefly of grej 
oxide to thin veins, but tittle has been done as yet to prove the ground." 

STBOra CREEK (Co. Viclcria) Is a stream flowing into the Bronghton rivet, 
and watering the Bundaleer run in its S.E. part. 

BPSJHOriEIiS {Co. Adelaide) is a vineyard In the New Tiers valley of tbe 
mount Lofty range, belonging to Mr. J. Cobbledick. This property is more an orchsrd 
than a vineyard, as it is mostly taken up fur the growth of apple*. There is a ptiUic 
j>ound in the district. 

SPKXHG, MOUNT {Oo. Bindmarih.') is a peak and survey point in the rogEcd 
ranges, lying to the H. of the hundred of Encounter bay. It is sitnated about Id miks 
N.W. of port Elliott. 

BPHZHOB creek {Co. Stanleyi is a stream flowing through the townsUpof 
Hhynie, and receiving the waters of the Woolshed creek about 3 milee N.W. of thtt 
place. It then curves round, and falls into the Wakefield river, 

SPKINOTOK ICo. Start) is a postal township in the busdred of S. BIuk, 
and in the electoral district oi Gumeracka. It is situated to the S.W. of Flood's creet 
the Springs creek adjoining it on the N. The district is an agricultural one, the chief 
product being wheat, which grows well in the neighbourhood. On the Iwundary of llw 
township lies a tract of pastoral country suited to the depasturing of sheep. E<lei 
valley lies 6 miles distant N.N.W., mount Crawford 6 miles W.N.W, and mount I'loMtm 
5 miles S., a maU running to those places thrice a-week. With Adelaide, ^o mild 
S.W. there Is a daily communication by couch from mount Pleasant. Springloc hu t 
post'Office, end 1 hot«I— the Springloo. It has a population of about 40 persons Tbc 
■urrounding distiict is elevated, with open and rather slooy rises, having ree& runnuif 
generally in a N. and S. direction. 

BTAZKS HILL (Co. Stirral is a peak in a spar of the main range. It lies absat 
4 miles &.E. of the township of Uooringa, to the E. of the Burra creek, and matki tlte 
division line of the South Australian and (he Princess Boyal mining companies 

STAlSro&S HILL (Flinden dUtriel W.) a a small woody hill situated <B 
Boston island, so called by Flinders the discoverer. 

STANIJIT COUNTY lies on the W. side of the main range, and Is bounded w 
the N. by the county Victoria, from which it is separated by the river Brooghtoa; « 
the S. by the counties Gawler and Light, from which it is separated by the rim 
Wakefield-, on (he E. by the county Burra; and on the W. by the county Daly. ^ 
8.E. part of this county consisU lo a great extent of purchased land, and li dividw 
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Into the hondnfdi oi Anilrewa, Afen, Anne, MUne, Hanson, Clare, StBiile7, Hart, 
BIjth, Gojder, Stow, Hall, and Upper Wakefield. The chief towns of the countj are 
Clare, Auburn, Fenwortluim, and Waterrale. The N. and N.W. portioni of the 
conntj are taken up for putonil parposes. This county forme part of the electoral 
dinrict of Stanlej. The area of this county ii li2n sqoare milei, or 908,800 acres, the 
puichMed land being 418,710 acres, tho extent of land held bj freeholders 312,805 
acres, land enclosed 1SD,GS0 acres, land under caltivation 4G,37S, and land enclosed 
but not cultiTated 84,273 acres. The lire stock nnmbers 4338 horses, 7310 horned 
cattle, 337,738 sheep, II19 goat), 3313 pigs, and 21,422 head of poultry. Of the land 
under cultlTation 2G,8G3 acres are under wheat, 236 acres under barley, 38 acres under 
oatB, 6104 acres under hay, 152 acres under green forage, 6 acres nndec peas, and 2 
acres nnder other crops, 12,430 acres are rallotr, and IG acres under potatoes. Then 
are 114 acres of orchard, 179 acres of garden, and 24B acres of Tineyard, the latter 
having 113,267 vines in bearing, and 120,245 vines not in bearing. The crops for the 
year ending 3ls( March, 18GG, were 220,999 bushels wheal, 3277 bushels barley, 535 
boahels oats, 4S83 tons hay, 10 tons potatoes, 15,538 gallons wine, and 1631 cwt. 
grapes. The population numbers 6936, being an increase of 2101 since 1861. The 
Dnmlxf of dwelling-houses is 1319, against 924 in that year. 

8TAXLET ELECTORAL DISTRICT comprises the counties of Oawler and 
Stanley, consisting of the district conncils of Clare, Mudla Wirra, port Oawler, Stock- 
port (portion in county Qawler,) Upper Wakefield, and hundreds of Alma, Inkerniaa, 
Balaklava, and Dalkey. Jt haa a population of 11,735 persons, and an area of S627 
square miles, or 1,681,280 acres, of which 130.524 acres are under cultivation. Tha 
Toting places for this district are at Clare, Auburn, Mudla Wirra, anil Baker's spring*. 
Stanley is represented in the House of Assembly by the lion. Q. S. Kingston (Speaker) 
and II. E. Bright, Esq. The number of registered electors for 13SS in the district waa, 
for the legislative council 927, and for the house of assembly 1539. 

STAJrLZnr iCo. StanUy) is the S.E. hundred of the county, consistiQg principally 
of purchased land, although there is some country taken up aa pastoral conntry in the 
N. part of the hundred. The area of this hundred is 58,880 acres, the cultivated |laiid 
1»etDg 10,700 acres, with a population of 677 persons, mostly formers. 

STAH&ET MINE (j'f>ni2«'SE2t«fn'ef^.} Is a copper mine, lying asSmtlesH.IE, 
of Adelaide, and to the 8. of the Freeling heights. It Is thd property of the Northern 
mining aisoclation, and has not been worked lately. The prevailing ore is grey oxide; 
with blue and green carbonates, and some malachite. A brancJi lode from the S.E. 
runs into the main lode, and contains a large percentage of bismnth in combination with 
tbe copper. 

BT&UaRTOX {Co. Stan) is the name of a small mining vUloge lying 8 miles B. 
of tbe township of Kanmantoo. The population consists mostly of miners. 

STEEL'S RANGE (Co. ifinihtariA) is aspuroIthemalnTange lyingto tbeS.W. 
of Flnniss flat. 

STEEIiXOH (Co. Light) is a postal township in the electoral district of Light, 
hundred of SaddleworCh, and under the control of the central board of main roads 
and the district council. It is situated on the Light river, TothlU's creek being 3 
miles E., and the Qiibert river 5 miles W. The district is an agricultural one, wheat 
being grown In large quantities. The nearest places are Marrab el, 6 miles S.; Waterloo, 
5 miles N. ; and Saddleworth, b miles W. No public conveyances run to these places, 
and the nearest route for pnslengers to Adelaide, 72 miles S.W., by harse or private 
conveyance to Marrabel, and thence by Rounseveil's mail coach. Steelton has a post 
office and 1 hotel— the Steelton. The surrounding country is mountaioous, consisting 
of hllU and fertile vallers, in which the agriculture of the district is carried on. The 
population numbers about 60 persons. 

STEXXET (Co. Adelaide) Is a suburban township, lying adjacent to Norwood, 
«nd forming part of that township. There is I hotel in Stepney — the Maid and Hag- 
pi*. See also NoawooD. 

The cQli^ate school of St. Peter lies to the N.W. of this township, and Is 
connected with the Chnrch of England, but receives also the children of parents <i[ 
other denominations. This school was established in 1848, and is under the direc^oa 
of a board of governors, of whom the Lord Bishop of Adelaide is president. The bead 
auuter is tbe Bev. 6. H. Farr, M.A., of Pembroke college, Cambridge,- A moA, 
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clBwical nod matheniatical edncation U tfForded to the papili, KiTiie of whom hire 
■ncceeded Id taking veiy creditable poiitioni at Engliih nnifereltie*. One of tliem, 
the ioo of Ur. Stncke;, of Adelaide, r-itme off u fifth wrangler at Cambridge, t. jeu 
or two ago; and with reference to othen, Mr. Farr said, at the eiamlnatioD, in 
December, IBSGi — " He wai glad to coniinunicatc the wnrth; deedi of thoie who bid 
left them. They would all be pleated to tee that Ba^t had lucceeded lo well is 
England. He had taken the hlgheat place at Woolwich in Hogliih, beating no mnn 
competitor! bj 200 niarka ont of a thousand. That showed that English was dm 
Df^lerted In Uie colleginte school, and their boji who went np to compete with boji 
ftnm schools in the mother country need not be afraid to meet them. Ifhe was sMd

r RITEB (Plinderi ditlriel) Ii a fine broad stream, di«»Tered bj 
Stuart in Man:h. 1860. It lies near the N. border of the colon j. and flows at the fool 
of a low volcanic range of hills in an E. direction, being fed by the Uoss and Linduf 
creeks. The main stream is broad, and its banks splendidly grassed, whilst the muuel 
(hells and the small fish and crabs found in its bed seem to indicate its perminencj. 
It rises in the table land of that part of the continent, and most probably flows iora 
iDto lake Eyre. Stunted scrub and saltbosh abound in the neighbourhood oE Ont 

STZTEMTOH, or TEi,-TBXB Gcllt {Co. Adtlaide) li a postal township in the 
electoral district of Gumeracka, and under the control of the Tea-tre« gully diiiriet 
council. It is situated on the Tea-tree gully creek, the Little Para rirer being 3 miltt 
N.E. of the Tea-tree gully, which is situated at the foot of the Gawler ranges. Tht 
district is an agricultural one, wheat being the chief prodact, whilst the culture of tbe 
vine is particularly attended to. The farmers are alga in the habit of grazing sbarp 
and cattle, but only in small number*. There Is OD iron ore mine about 1 mile S.tl. at 
the township, and 5 good freestone quarries in the neighbourhood. There isaltos 
flour mill (Mabon-s.) The nearest places are Modbnry, 2\ miles distant S.ff-; 
Houghton, aj miles E.; Golden Grove. 1 ml lee N.W.; Hope Valley, 3 tuUet S.W.iuri 
InglewDod flj miles E. ' With Modbury, Houghton, and loglewood, as also villi 
Adelaide, IS miles IS.W., there is communication by means of Kounseveil's dsily nwil 
coaches. Steventon has a post office, a district councii chamber, used also ass local 
conrt. a Wesleyan and a Baptist chapel, each containing 1 50 sittings, & licensed dsr- 
schuol. a lodge of the M.U. of Oddfellowii' (the Highercocube,) and a Foresters' wan 
(the Tea-tree gully). The hotels are the Higliercombe, and the Tea-tree gully. Tbm 
is a licensed carrier in tlie town, and a booking-office for RounseTell's coaches to 
Adelaide or port Mannum. The township is vety prettily situated, and commsadis 
fine rlew of the gulf and the plains. It ii elevated about 500 feet above the level ^ 
the sea. and a view for 70 miles N. may be had on a clear day. To the B. of tbe 
township there is a range ol mountains, whilst to the N.W., and S. the cauntiyisof s 
gently undulating character. The population is small and scattered.

STIXXJKa, AORTH, or Mikchik'i Wells (Co, Prome) is a postal township is 
the hundred of Davenport, and electoral district of Flinders. It is sitoated on die 
Saltia creek, about 7 miles W. of the township of Saltia, and S milea £. of fott 
Augusta, in the midst of a pastoral (sheep and cattle) district. At a distance of I { mites 
from the township are rhe Government hrick manu&ctories, and t! miles S.E. is ■'i' 
bpear creek copper mine, in the immediate neighbourhood of which are found coppo, 
bismuth, cobalt, manganese, and several other minerals.

STOOKTA&S HILL (Co. Minitmartk) Is a prominent hill in the S. part of the 
Tankalilla range. The Stockyard creek has its rise in the W. slope of this hill.

rrunc CHIMNET CREEK ( Co. Surra) is a small creek flowing in the pastoral 
country to the 8.E. of the townahip of Kooringa, and through the Baldina run. 
Undolating, weil-grasted, and scrubby land. 

HUT (<7i>. Sobe) is the name of a roadside Inn on the Stone hut rangt^ 
the main road from Kobe to Gambler town, 12 miles from the former place. 



S HUT RANGE (S.£. liutrieO is the N.partof alow rangeof hills which, 
without exceptiun, runs from 2 to 12 miles all round the coast, from the Coorong to 
the boundary of the colony, the space between it and the sea being taken up by low, 
andulatlntt hills aud flats, with salt anil fresh water lakes. Theae flata and hills are 
covered with recent shells, but there Is no limestone, eicept in patches here and thereon 
the edges of the lake*, or on some low hills, and the shelU (for they can scarcely be called 
fossils.) consisting mostly of the IVocAtu, the Onut, aod theLiUorina. lie in loose sand, 
or In thick bed* with little or do sand. The soil is soft black or whitish clay, with 
patches of limestone caked into the surface. In the range itself it a gap, occupied by 
tlie mors** (» lagoon called lake Hawdon, 
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r CREEK (,Co. Burra) it a small W. tribaUry of the Bom creek, ruing 
in the E. (lope of the main rtmge lo the N. of Apoingo, and crouing the road from thil 
plaoe to Kooringa, near the Tillage of Sod hut. 

8TOXT CREEK RUH {Co. Frame;) lease. No. SS; area, 12 aqnare miles (tha 
correct ore* of this lease is 1S^ iqasre milea;) grazinfc capability, SIBO sheep, or ItO 
per aquare mile; Gof der's valuation, £105 ISs.

mile* 8,E. of port Augusta, and ISO miles N. of Adelaide. The occupier is the 
hon. J. H. Angas. This run also includes leaaea, Nos. 110, 579, S61, and ISI, ohich 
bare respective areas of 45, tS, 10, aud 72 square miles. 

8T0XT DESERT [Plindert dittrict N.g.) is the name given to the vast incl 
of perfectly level desert, without a tree, a blade of grMs, or the slightest sign of 
vegetation, croiaed by SturC in IS45, and bj the Burke and Wills party in I860, ll 
is described by Slurt as a atony desert, into which the aand-hills abut like cliffa npca 
the ocean. The ground is strewn aa thickly as posaiblo with roooded fntgDKnti 
of quarts and sandatone, juit like a ehingle beach. Thia tract of deaert, aa d^cribej 
by Sturt, however, liaa been found by aub^equent explorations to consist of dotted 
patchea, or a seriea of plaina rather than one vaet desert, and is not all eqmtlly alrem 
with atones or destitute of vcgetatioa. Howitt found in 1862 a part where It wia sot 
morethaon milea wide, of which 8 miles only were bad travelling, and all more or iMl 
grasaed. The atones, again, are not in every place, of equal size. They are Tcry 
small in aome localities, and in others as large aa bouldera. Whether small or large 
these patchea of atony desert appear only dotted here and there amidaC the pUiui lai a 
considerable distance N., S., and W. of the Barcoo river. Many theories have been 
advanced to account for these singular tracta of sterile desert, the favourite one 
of which is that they are the remains left by aome long continued current of wsier 
flowing through the centre of the continent. The Kev. J. E. T, Woods, howercr, 
givea as hi> opinion liiat they are the remaJna of a decompoaed highly ferroginoai 
tertiary landstoue, which abounds in other parts of the coniinent. Where the alnta 
contained a great deal of iron, they formed siliceous concretions which retiiled 
decompoaitioD, while the rest of the rock fell away. Or it may have been that the 
strata was itaelf composed in places of a aandctone breccia tike that found on ihe 
N. coast, where each lerruginous nodule is glazed round with quartz. The red nnd 'a 
certainly derived from a ferrnginoua aandstone, and if it be aaked how the rtdget 
should be ao high and uneven, and the plains so low and flat, he answers that «hra 
the strata decomposed, the lighter portinns drilled away into ridges, leaving tbe 
heavier remains scattered below on the plains. 

STOUT FELL VINEYARD (Cfa. AJelaide.) See BKiDnoNT. 

STOMT GAP (Co. Bumi) is a poatal village in the electoral district of the Botra, 
and hnnilred of Apoinga, lying on the main South road from Kooringa to Sapundi, 
and on the Stony Gap creek, the Sod IIul rangea running from N. to S., and the Burrs 
creek being 4 miles dialant N. The diitrict ia a paatoral one, aheep being depastured 
in conaiderable numbers. Copper and iron ore are found all over the neighbourliond, 
and the Karkullo mmea lie 3 miles dihtant, the great Durra mines being 10 miles X., 
and the Black apringa 6 milea S. With these places the communicalion ia by miit 
coach, and with Adelaide, 90 miles S.W., by coach to Kapunda, and thence br nil. 
There ia 1 hotel 2 milea from Stony gap, known as the Sod lint hotel ; there ia a poH 
office in the village, also a Government school, with an attendance of 30 cjiildren. The 
snrrounding country ia mnuntainuua, the ranges running H. and S. The populatioD 
ntunbera about 60 persona. 

BTOHT POINT [Co. Adelaide) ia a peak in the main range, lying in the huidred 
of Kuiipo, about 3 miles N. ot BuII'b creek. It is a survey station. 

STORT RANGE Co. Stanley) ia the name given to a loir range of hillt l/inf 
about 1 mile to the E.N.E of the townahip of Clare. 

STORTFOKD, MOUNT (FUndeti dulrictN. W.,) is a peak in the E. end of the 
Qawler ranges, lying to the S.E. of lake Gairdner, and named by Hack in I8S7. 

STOW (Co, Slaidey) la a S. hundred of the county, containing a email quantity of 
pnicbosed land. The remainder of the hundred is t^ken up for pastoral purposes. 

STRADB&OKE {Co, Adelaidt) is a sabnrban lettlement, lying adjaceiu >o 
the township of Magtil, a few miles torn Addaide.

STRANaWATB SPRINGS STATION {N. dUtrict) is the name of a station, 
■ituated UD aome springs which lie in the craCert of small knolls, in an Dndulating, 
tightly grassed and laltbasb plain, 60 miles S.E. of mount Uargaret, the nearest postal 
Uation, and 240 miles N, of Nuccaleena. It is stocked with sheep. 



H, 8S° 90' a lat., 13B° 57' E. long. (Co. Biadmarak,) is a postal 
towDship in the electoral district of mount Barker, and hundred and district conncil of 
Sti«thaJb;n. It lies in an agricultural district, and has a poet and roonej order office, 
a telegraph station, a local court, a public pound, a volunteer rifle corps, branches of 
the National bank and the South Australian and Adelaide insurance companies. The 
Bot«Ia are the StrathalbTn (Gosling's,) and the Commercial (Linn's.) The resident 
magistrates are J. Walker. W. Kaukine, and II. Llofd, Kaqs. Strathalbyn lies 3It 
miles S.E. of Adelaide, on the main road from tliat place to Wellington— the commu- 
nicstion being by daily mail coach. The nearest places are M ace lenfieid, B miles N.W,; 
and I^nghorne'i creek, S miles S.K^tlie communication being alio by daily mail 
co*ch. The populatien of Strathalbyn and the neighbourhood numbers about 200 
persons, chiefly agriculturists. 

STXATRJUiBTM (Co. ffinJaiarih) is a district council in the electoral district 
of mount Barker. It is under the control of a chairman, the present one being 
Mr, R. Hooper, and 4 councillors. The receipts and expenditure in this district 
council for 18ES were as follow:— Assessment, £932S 12s. ed.—rnte, 9d. in the pound; 
rates collected, £349 13s. lid.; total receipts, 1'986 59. 9il.; offlce expenses and salaries,

persons; the area is T5 square miles, or 43,000 acres; land under cultivation, 75B4 
acre*; and number of dwelling-houses, 316, 



I (Co, ITiTvImaTih) Is a N.E. hundred of the county, containing 
a large tract of agricultursl land, and being nearly all purchased. It Ilea on the W. 
aide of the Bremer river, nod has some copper mines In ill N. part. The township of 
Strathalbyn lies on the S.W. of the hundred. 

STRATHALBTir MINE (Co. Hindmartk.) The Strathalbyn mine comprint a 
property of G3S acres of low billy land, fit for agricultutsl purposes. The mines were 
opEDed in 1818, and a considerable qnaolily of copper ore raised and smelted from them, 
but fora considerable time ttiey were allowed to remain idle by an English company who 
had purchssed them, and ha>e been for a long time but irregularly worked. A Bne lode 
of silrer lead has been opened on another section, and several hundred tons of ore taken 
out, and another fine lode of solid galena, IB feet wide, has been exposed. 

STKAirBEKRT HILL (or Yalldma) RUN ( \V. dittrlct.) leases, Noi. 97, 532, 
73.4, and 739 ; occupier, W. R. Mortlock. The head station lease, No. 97, has au area 
of 31 square miles, a grazing capacity of K200 cheep, or 105 per square mile, and ia 
Tallied by Mr, Goyder at £59 per annum, deducting Improvements valued at £180. It 
lie* 14 miles N.W. of port Lincoln, 25 miles S.W. of Tumby bay. and SOO miles by 
water, and SBO by overland road from Adelaide. The areas of the other leases on thU 
block are respectively 10, 30, and 80 square miles; aod on the entire hlouk are 1S,DOO 
sheep and lambs, and 50 head of cattle and horses. 

STKZAKT BAT, 32° 32' 35" S. lat., 13;i° 48' E. long., and 33" 44' S. lat., 134° 
1' E. long. (Flindtn dittrict.) is one of the flnest harbours on the W. part of Ine coast, 
and lies between point Brown on the N., and cape Bauer on the S. It has 3 entrances, 
— tbe Inshore passage between the Olive island rtef and cape Bauer; the S, channel, 
and the IJashwood channel, the latter being the safest, and is \\ miles wide in its 
narrowest part, with from 3^ 10 5 faihums water at low spring tides. A remarkable 
white sand-hill lies on the coast, in which ate several wells of excellent fresh waler in 
the hollow ot the sand-hills. It is however necessary to clean them out in order to obtain 
water, care being taken not to dig so deeply as to penetrate the clayey sulistratum 
which holds it. A small rocky island, calltd Olive island, lies off the S. head of tho bay, 
and a amall island, called Eba island, in the roadstead. There is a fine deep indentation 
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in the S. part of the bky knoim ma Blancbeport, aod on tlie E. Me of (hs bay It th« 
newlf-fbrmed pottkltowQihipof FUnderi. (See FLiRDEsa.) There is > rocket sppmnitm 
at thia pl&ce. The bMk countrj ooniiati of a low level wute of barren ecmbbj land, 
with salt lakei near the beach, and here and there granite ridgei rldng like eolilMy 
signals amidst the lirown expanM of fbliage. A cooildentble tract of oowitrT 
is, iiowerer, taken np fbr pastoral (sheep grazing) purposes. There is an abar^li>*l 
station at thii place; and the reaident magistrates are J. Foster, J. 0. Carljle, and H. A, 
Crawford, Eaqa. 

ITRIXVT BARK HILL (Oo. Ailiiaide)U a ragged and scrobb^ peak In tbe main 
niDge, lying about t miles W. of the township of Lobethal. The Kangaroo creek riMs 
In the W. side.ofAishiU. 

anuLBCKZ CRBBK [Fliniiert diMtriel) ia tbe name of a fine ttresm erf water, 
tbe B. branch 'of tbe Bareoo rlrer. This creek, wbleb has played an important part 
in the exploration of Anatralfa. flows from the Bareoo abont 97° 4B' S. Int., 140° 30' S. 
long., and after a conrte of abont IDO miles in a 8.8. W. direction, empties itself into 
lake Blanche in abont 99° 95' S. lat., 139° S9' B, long. It waa dIscoTered and named 
by Scurt, in his expedition to iheN., on thelBth Augnat, 1845. It la described by him 
as a fine creek, with large reaches of water, and many hnta of natires. Ita clwnnel 
evidently contained constant supplies, for there were large muaael ahelia in It similar 
to those found in tbe Lachlan and Darling riTera (New South Wales.) 

STVAXT (Co. Touitg) is a hundred lying on the N. bank of the Mnrrar rirer 
at the N.W. bend, and taken np for pastoral purpoaea. 

BTVAXT, MOUNT iFliadtn diilriel ff. ,) is a peak in the ra^n noge, titnated 
on the Sliding rock creek, on the W. aide of the m^ N. road, and between Blinmaa 
and Angipeoa. There ia a copper mine at the foot of this monntaln, not worked at 
preaent. and known aa the mount Stuart mine. 3 ahafls have been sunk, and ore fbond 
on tbe fioora, blue and green carbonates, but appearances were not favourable. 

•TUAXX8 CODNTBT {PUndere dittriet) is a name applied to the tract of 

country lying to the W. and M.W. of the known portion of lake Eyre, more particuiai'ly 
to the part of it lying to the "S. of the Denison or Davenport range, and ao called on 
account of Stoart having explored it. The portion to the S. of the range had already 
been traversed by Major Warburton when Stuart started ibr that part of the ctmntiy. 
This country la covered with low hilla, in many of whic/h fresh water, sometimei ho^ 
ate found. The principal of these springs are the Blanche cup, and Petamora, and 
Welcome springs, the 2 latter belnR impregnated with soda. 

STVAXX8 CREEK {Fliiiden dutrUt,) the name given b; Babbage to Chatobma 
creek— wbich aee 

STDAKTa RANGE (_FtmtUrt diitricl) is a low range of hill* on the table land 
to the N.W. of lake Torreni, extending from about 39° 45' S. lat , ]3S° Stf E. long., to 
38° 90' S. lat., 134° 10' K long^ the furthest point N., and discovered by Stnart wfac 
explored the conn try on both sides of it in 1S58. The range is not of great elevstfoo, 
and although the creeks on the N. side run down plain gultlea, the dip on the S. nda 
is not BO perceptible.

IPlmderi dUtricQ ia tbe 
name given to a crossing place over the bed of the waters connecting Stra^ecki creek 
with lake Eyre, and lying to the N. of Blanchewater. It ia the main crosaing oa tbe 
road to the postal diatrict of lake Hope. 

aTUST BAT (_ToTk'i peniruHla)lB an Indentation on the S. aide of the petdnMils, 
lying between Trou bridge bill on the E. and point Davenport on tfaeE. 

aXITKT {Co. Adelaide) ia a posial village in the Sectoral district of Start, hundred 
of Noarlunga, and under the control of the Brighton district council. It ia aituated oa 
the Sturt river In the midat of an agricultural district where wheat and other cereals 
are grown largely.

There is a rarj fine sieam flour mill (Dunn's) and a taiiMij 
In Idl work in the township. The oonntry round is nearly alt agricnltmal ; bat 
latterly, io consequence of the blight attacking the wheat crops in thdt early grovlli, 
die faimers are getting more into the style of mixed fsrming, instead of deroCing sU 
tbdr attention to ceresJs. There are no mines In the immediate neighboorhood ; bsl 
•ome years since the Keedy creek mines, IS miles B.N.E., were opened np, and showed 
Tery foTourably; the Victorian diggings breaking oat at the same CinM increased Ott 
price of laboor so much that thew tninet were abandoned. The company still boU 
10,000 seres of land, on which the mines are litoated, and called the Reedy creek tpecisl 
rarrey. It is the opiniun of many practical miners U>at these mines are nearlj, it 
Dot quite as rich as any in the colony; but the means of commuoicatian are toy 
bad On the main road to Adelaide, 7 miles from mount Torreus, is Woodsidei S.W., 
e miles, the German township of Lohethal, N.W., 4 miles, Blum b«rg; and N.K.EL,It 
miles, mount Pleasant. A coach runs daily between mount Torrens and Adelaide, 
between which places there Is also a daily msll. Id the township there is a mecbinict' 
institute, a public school, a Tery handsome Episcopalian church, and a chapel in 
connection with ihe Bible Christiiuis, The telegraph wires also connect rooant Torm 
with Adelaide. Th^e are 3 good hotels in the township, one — the mount Tortns 
hotel— being of old standing, a handsome stone structure ; the other— the Hill inn, 
bnilt recently.

The roadwar of the 
bridge, Instead of being carried orer the top of the arch, is nitpended from It, the 
arehet being formed of hollow Iron cyHnden. The bankt of the river near Adelaide, 
which are freqnentl}' washed away by floods, hare rery recently been sloped on the 
bigher or N. ride, the base of tbe slope betng planted with willows. Besidei the 
l)sidKe ipofcen of, there are several otbera crosiitig the river — one at the N.E. end of 
the town, the i^tj bridge, a wooden hand-bridge oa\y, in a line with MorphetC atrnel, 
and the Hlndmarsh bridge on the Fort road. Kear tbe city bridge is a ford with 
itepptng stones for foot passengers, available, however, oolf when the water is low. 
Dnring Its course the Torrens flows through a fine agricnltnral district. Its lower end 
meandering over the ricbly grassed plains imronndicg the metropoUe. It passes 
tiiroDgh and hj several towDsbips and villages, the prindpal of which ate Blumberg 
and Gnmeracka^ and is fed bjr nnnwroDa tribntary streams, known as the Cndlee, Chain 
of ponds. Kangaroo, Uorialta, Siath, Fifth, Ponrth, Third. Second, and First creeks. 
The fotmation nt Uie bed of the river is ganerallj of the Adelaide limeatone rock, 
with deep day^ alluvial deposit and saodj gravel in tbe bed of the stream. During 
the dry season, tbe river dwindle* down to a mere rivulet, having, however, some deep 
atid wide reaches and waterholes, but In wetweather It rapidly swells into a flne stream, 
rushing with great force in a vast volume of thick yellow water, the pecnliar ooloor 
being caused by the clay on its banks. 

TOa«Xini TALE {Co. EindmanK) Is a postal village in tbe electoral district 
of Encounter bay and hundred of Yankalilla. It is slCuHted on the Dairy flat creek, in 
an agricultDn^ (wheat growing) distnct, and is i mLIci distant from the township li 
Tankalilla. The communication is by bone or private conveyance, and with Adelaide 
61 miles N. by Hotuisevell's daily nail coach ftotn YankaUlla, at which place is the 
neareat hotel. The sDnoundtng country is mountainous, with fertile valieys inter- 
vening, most of which are under cnltivation by an industrilins body of small farmers. 
The population of the neighbourhood numbers about 300 persons.

The nearest places are Fullarton, 1 mlleE.S.Bl; Oeodwood park, 1 mile 
W.; lower Mitcbaui, 3 miles S.i Uuley park, 1 mile tj.W.; Goodwood, i miles N.VT.i 
ftDd Parkside, 1 mile E.N.E.) the irhole of these places ore studded with saburban 
rcaidences, and are rapidlj improving, they are all included In the Hitcham district, 
are picturesquely and healthily situated, and are surrounded by vinej'ards and gardens. 
The commnnicatioD with these places, as with Adelaide, 3 miles distant N., is by 
OBmibnses, which run throtigiioat the day. Tbe hotels are the Unlev and Cremome 
Onley baa a post office, aeveral stores and tradesmen's workshops, and numerous well- 
built retidencet.

VMO, MOUNT, MINE (A', district) lies 3 miles ftom Feronnna and has not l>e(a 
developed, as its distance from any sliipping port and the difficuitiea of transporting 
Uie ore would necessitate its tielng highly productive in order to pay. It oonsisu of a 
strong reef sf quartz and ironstone on low hills gradnaUy rising from a creek, and 
containing strong stains (green and blue] of copper. It is not now worked. 

TAUiXT, lakh: (_Oo. Grri/,) is a lake in one of tike craters of mount Ownbler. It U 
of almost circular form, but the bottom is only partially covered with water, very deep at 
the E. end. but shallow on the W. Those parts which are left dry are always coanegted 
with the sides (which are lower there,) though in one instance by a mere strip of land, 
■od the gronud is very nndalatory, rising at times into hillocks which are some little 
height ^ve the water. The water is at each end and the ground in the middle, but by far 
ttie largest lake is on the eastern side. In the dry part there are 3 ponds which, t>eing 
circular, appear at a distance like wells sunk side by side. The view from alKivc 
then would incline one to call it the Valley lake crater, a basin with strips of land. 
which are covered with little poods and have a very uneven surface. The crater walls 
■nrrounding this lake are very remarkable. At the eastern end they are lowest, rising 
gradnally dll aboat a third ot the way round on the northern aide, and then riiliig 
•addenly into a peak, and descending again lor a abort distance again monnt up tre a 
▼ery abrupt elevation to nearly double tlie previons height, from which point there is a 
gvtle alt^ opwud* to tlie Ughett part of tbe monnt wber« a trigooometrical statloB

It is situated an 
a point of land lying between the Hindmarsh river on the N.E. and the InDtn 
river on the 8.E., and on a small bigiit known as Victor harbour. There ii 
a copper mine at the Stuff, alwut 3^ mites distant in a S. direction, and a sia-miU 
{Spark's) In the township. The nearest places are Encounter bay. Si niitei S,, 
and port ElUott, 4 miles N.E. With the furmer place there u no rc^lir eomoin- 
nication, but to the latter there is a tramway and a good road. With Adelaide 
tiie communication Is by the coasting reaeets which trade between the two ptscei, ud 
by mail coach (torn port Elliott, the dislance being abont 64 miles by land, and Mmik) 
by water. There are S hotels in the township— the Victor harbour and the Cram, ss 
office for the transmission of goods per tramway to port Klliolt, Middleton, and Gaol", 
and several good buildings — the pnncipal of which are the governmeDt iion^ 
Messrs. Acraman, Main, and Lindsay's, and Messrs. Bowman's stores, and the Awtnliu 
hanking company's branch bank. There is a Wesleyan chapel, a posl ofBce, llie vHni 
shops, and about 15 private dwelling- houses. There is also a telegraph itaUoD, > 
hartMur-maater'a residence, and a number of private dwellings in course of erection. 
Victor harbour haa an Oddfellow's lodge and a Forester's court, and branches of Uis 
South Anstralian bank, and the South Australian and New SoQtb Wale* inisnnce 
companies. The surrounding country is eoniewhat mountainous. The populstion 
number! about 150 persons. For the physical description of this part of thecounuj 
see HiMDuiaau Counti. 

TIOTO&XA (da. Lisht) is a small townsbip on the Light river, lying near titt 
town of Hamilton. It Is a farming district, and ia rather an agricultural village this 
a township, although surveyed and laid out as one many years aga There ii a public 
pound in tills towuahip. 

TtGTOKIA COUNTT ia a large county lying in the N. part of the miiI»1 
diatricta, and forming part of the electoral district of Flinders.

TXOTOKXA BLBCTORA.L DISTRKTr comprises a Tait tract of pastoral

It com- 
prises the district coancils of mount Oambier, E. and W., hundreds of Blanche, Caroline, 
Macdonnell, Benara, and Kongorong, and remainder of county Grey, county Robe, 
count; Maodonoell, county Cardwell, country N. of county Cardwell, county Kuisell, 
county Albert, and country E. of county Albert. This district has an area of 20,133 
square miles, or 12,917,130 acres. The population numbers 9799 peraons, being an 
increase of 371S orer thatof 1861, The land nnder cultiration amounts to 23,303 
acres, being ao iucreaae of 15,569 acres over that of 1B61. Tbe voting places for this 
district are at Robe, mount Gambler, Moiqaito plains, Penola, Eingalon, Border town 
and Wellington E. Tictoria is represented in ttaeLeglslatiTe Assembly by A. L. Gordon 
and J. Riddoch, Esqs. The number of registered electors for 1865 in this district was, 
for the Legislatire Council, eiT; and for the I«gi«IatiTe Aiaembly, 1551. 

TIOTOKXA, FORT (_Spme«r'i golf, ) Is the name given to a narrow strait lying 
between Wardong island and the malnluid of Yorke's peninsula. 

TZCnOSTILXiI! (Co. Light) is a village ai^olnlng tbe township of Greenock on 
the E. side, and forming part of that township. It has a population of 89 persons, and 
18 dwelling-houses. There is 1 hotel In the village— the Greenock tavern. 

VIEW BANK RUN (S.E. ditlriet;) lease, No. 21Ba; occupier, W. Stewart; area, 
48 square miles; grazing capability, 4600 sheep, or 110 per square mile; Gayder's

about 29° S. From tiiis point Mr. Goyder had a view of 5 long creeks converging to 
the E. The country consists of sandy plains, with natron or nitrate of soda on the 
edges of the creeks. 

VXMCEMT, PORT ( Yorke't peniTuala,] Is a small opening into tbe E. coast of the 
peninsula from St. Vincent's gulf, lying nearly opposite port Adelaide. 

TXRQINXA (Ce>, Xrfe/ai'i^) isapoital town situated on the main road from Adelaide 
to Oawlec, which road divides It into two parts, the E. portion being under the control 
of tbe Munno Para W. district council, and tbe W. in the hundred of port Adelaide, 
ivhere there is at present no diaUict council, although the inhabitants have petitioned 
tbe Government to be placed under the control of one. The Gawler liver flows at a 
distance of 2 miles N. of tlie township, at tliis place separating the hundreds ol port 
Adel^de and Munno Para from thoae of port Qiwler E. and W., it is however dry, or 
nearly so, during the greater part of the year. Virginia is an agricnllural and pastoral 
district, tbe principal articles of produce being wbent. The pastoral portions ot the 
locality support both cattle and sheep. The nearest townships are Pentleld, 4 milea 
S.E., and Two-wetis, 6 miles N., tbe communication being by mail coach which moa 
daily. With Adelaide, which lies to the S., there are a routes of communication, tbe 
direct road 18 miles, andtna Salisbury 23^ miles. On account of the direct road l«ing 
in iadifferent order the latter roate b generally chosen, the means of conveyance being 
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fiwn Yirgiaia ma Peofleld to Salbborf bj nitil coach and thence b; ndL Ylr^mi 
hM & pott office, a public poDDd, and a brancb of tbe Bouth Auilrsliu) InnireiKe 
company. The hoteli are the New Wheatsheaf ion (Saint's.) and tbe Virpm 
(Qnidera'i.) The lurroundlng coantryconuita principally of glightl; ncdulalliig phlu 
with no eminences of any note; it i* eminently adapted Gir agricaltarai pnmilti, ud 
with Tery ilijcbt exception !■ all taken up and 'under cultivation, irbich U carried m 
genenUly and in an admirable manner. The population of Virginia numben V& 
penoDs, there being 37 men, 35 women, and 73 children in the townibipanditioolikinL 

TZTOMWE BAT (Kangaroo Uland) la an excellent bay lituated on the S. ■& 
of the ialand, 5 milei N.E. ^ B. fcoxa cape Eeraaint. The entrance ia obitrected bf 
an eztenslTe reef, known m the Snares.

There ii a 'in^ 
salt lagoon lying to the S.W. of this place, which lies on the track of Ejre'a terrible 
jonroey itam port Lincoln to Western Australia, in 1S40, The surroundiiig^coiiDl^') 
kn arid and scrubby deacrt, but much of ^be back country is taken np tor psitonl 
pmpoies.

E (Co. Adelaide) is a small postal Tillage anbnrban to Adelaide, 
in the electoral district of Yatala. hundred of Adelaide, and under the control of the 
district council of Walkerrille. It is situated on the Torrent river, in an agricultural, 
wheat, and hay growing dittrlct. There is a post office, a brewery (Ball & Huntley's,} 
a atore, and 3 hotels— the Sussex Arms and the Walker's Arms— in the Tlllage. There 
are several small farmers and gardeners in the Tillage, and a number of suburhaa 
residences of genttemea haviag business in Adelaide. The neareet places are Naila- 
-worth, three-quarters of a mile N.; Modbury, 7 miles N.E.; Fayneham, 3 miles E.; 
and Stepney, 1 mile S.E. The communication with these places is by suburban 
omnibus from Adelaide, vilh which place the communication from Walkerrille ia by 
^well's and Tucker's conTeyancee throughout the day. A coach alto runs from 
WalkerTllle to Modbury twice a-day. The lorrounding country ia low and flat, and 
of limestone formation. Walkerrille has a pubtk pound, a Foresters' court, and an 
Oddfellows' lodge. The resident magistrate is G. C.B. Hawker, Esq., J.P.

•nd iorms part of the Eadina mineral flat, and hat no streams or natural turface water 
anywhere In the dittrict. The country is excluaJTely taken up fur pastoral purpose* 
and under mineral leases, there being large copper mines near the township known as the 
AVallaroo mines, and others at a abort diatnnce, at Kadina, Moonta, and other placee. 
{Six Kas»a.) The Wallaroo mines were viaited by Mr. Austh) in 1883, and described 
by him as follows;— "Little more than three years since, some excitement was caused 
In Adelaide by the an noun cement that a valuable diicoTery of copper had been made 
on Csplain W. W. Hughes's sheep run at Wallaroo. Capper had bten found on the 
peninsula years before; but the small attempts made at the lime to trace the lode were 
not to successful as to lead to any extended operations. The excitement I have alluded 
to did not at once become general, but before many months had elapsed there wtt a 
jmfect furore tat securing ' clalmi' at Wallaroo. To such an extent did this proceedi 
that, to my knowledge, perions who had neTer seen the place went to the Land olBce 
and. asking to see theplani, indicated two or three spots where they desired to take oat 
claiint; and some ot these 'dips In the lucky bsg' reniHed satisfiictorilyt IthinkI 
should scarcely exaggerate if I were to say that hundreds of claims were taken out for 
DO other reason than tbey were nortli, south, east, or west, of some other claim said to 
contain copperl Some really good discoTeries were made, and many persons wbe 
nndertook a systematic search for toinerat on the peninsula were well rewarded fbr 
their tronble. But DOtirithttanding all the ' iplendld prospects,' I Hunk I shall not be 
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VTonn in Mjing that not more thao hftlf-a-dozeo oat of Uie himdreda of 'prominng 
nine*' on Torke'i peuinguln ihow at the present time aDv proipect of proTing 
remaneratiTe; and not even half that number ar« u jet actuall; paying. Still this ii 
a wonderful minenl dlatrict, and when the bad effect* of tbe manU Bhall hare paued 
away, and mining ia panned la a legitimate aod lew epecnlative wa;. it ma? be Chat 
•till greater richei may be branght to light. Of tcourae the treaanrj benefited largdj 
b; the unexpected infloz of wealtb, derWed fhim the rents of lo many lectloni ; beaidn, 
S large townthlpi were \»!A oat and the land aold at a high price-, but, a* lunal, the 
proceedi of the whole were abiorbed in the general revenue, and the locality which 
had added lo much to the public fbndi receival the nsiuJ amonnt of official n^Iect in 
retoro. Tbe inhabitaati complain, and Tery joatly, that nothing hai been done bf 
tbe government to Improve tbeir roadii and notwithstandtng the icheme for draiDagt 
— 10 eiaential to the aaceenftil proiecation of mining at Wallaioo — which wm laid 
before Parliament, no action bai been taken, and the working of one really vaioablt 
. mine bu been itopped in oooteqaenee ot the 'mad water,' Acre* are covered, fn a 
deplh of S or 3 feet, with water pumped one of the minei, and which muit aoon perco- 
late back through Ui« llgbt ponnia aoil. Beiidea this evil, the health of the inhahllanti 
la likely to sofler from the amonnt of stognant water which can find no natural outlet. 
The lurveyor-general, in hii report, estimated Iliat at least a fair interest on tbe coit 
of coDitructing a drain would ba readily paid by the mining companies— yet 
nothing is done. Perhaps the present Parliament will move in the matter. 
Piivate enterpriie Is generally In advance of governments, and so it has proved it 
Wallaroo, for a railway has been construcled from the mines to the port, a dlitince 
of about S miles, by Mr. A. H. Oouge, the Peto of South Australia. Since Hi. Gouge 
got the railway into working order, a company has purchased it, Mr. Gouge, however, 
retaining a considerable share. It ia in contemplation to extend a branch from port 
Wallaroo to tbe HooQta mines (9 miles) >B the present line is paying handsomely, I 
should also stale that a fine jetty has been constructed at the port, so that althoajh 
closed" shore tbe water is shoal, vessels of 1000 tons can load and dischargein safety si 
tbe'jetty, which Is connected with the railway. Before commencing a deacriptnn <i 
tbe mines, I may state that the two townships contain nany very substantial buildings, 
tbe hotels being equal to any In Adelaide. The population of the penlnsala, wfaicliS 
years ago consisted of a few shepherds, besides Captain Hoghes and bis tkmily.iu af^ 
months after the opening of the mines began to be reckoned \ij thonaands; tb« 
number of the Inhabitants at tbe present time Is somewhere about 6000. The Isod 
Is low and undulating, and, in the latitude of the mines it stretches for about 
SO miles between the 2 gnl&. The soil is loose and sandy, and abuodalKe of 
limestone is found In nodules and blocks on the surhce. This part of the pmbnl* 
la well-grassed. In targe patches of pasture land, surrounded by mallee siaiib. 
The first mine which attracts the attention of the traveller proceeding from Clhito[L,or 
port Arthur, to Wallaroo, is ' The Cumberland,' which Is prettily situated to the Idt 
(S.) of the road, on open rising ground, surrounded by scrub. Tbe buildings of tlie 
mine are plainly seen fh)m the road, although about a mile and a-hatf distant. Soon 
after ttie working of this mine was commenced, what appeared to be a fine lode wu 
diacavered on the surface, but it proved lo be only a boit, and ran out in aboot 3 
fiLthoms. Some fine galena wa« also met with in a similar way. A considerable 
amount of work was done with the view of finding the lost lode, but without sacccsa 
a shafts were sunk, one of which was. at the time, the deepest on the peninsula, tIi., 
ST fatlioms; and man/ fathoms of drives were made, hMides coatecning. Above i 
tons of good ore, altogether, were raised herp; but eventually the miae was abandoned, 
Ishall not pretend to enumerate, much less to give a notice of, all the 'mines' started 
in this district. I may, however, briefiy allude to some of the unsuccessfhl ones, acd 
amongst these ore 'The Finniss claims,' which realiy deserved to have resulted in a 
good mine, from tbe patient, untiring perseverance displayed by the unfortunate pTo- 
prietcrs. If some others had pursuiKl as legitimate and systematic a course of gennlna 
mining, in search of ore, as did tbe Finniss claims company, the state of affairs m 
connection with tbeir pockets and their claimsmlght have been very different from what 
it is. One ot the first mines which commenced working at Wallaroo after the original 
Wallaroo tnfUes was the New Cornwall.'' (See Naw Cobnwall Mini.) Th« othen 
ore the MiittB-Matta, Kurllla, Dnryea. Tetta, Moonta, Karkarilla, Wheal Stuart, and 
Wheal Humby— which tee respectively. The Wallaroo mine proper is Itetter known 
by the names of the shafts, the " Home" and " Wombat," "There ate also Tavktr's 
•Dgine Shalt, Tonng'a shaft, and Hughet'i eugiiM shaft) the last la tbe deep«s^ ViH 
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down 40 fitdioini. The Home ihoft i* the next In point of depth, being down S4 
[■tboDM; tind the rett ire all aboat SO ^^oidb deep. There li also SmiCh'i ahaft, 
which will act be Died at present lor want of tofflclent drainage to carry off the water. 
The incoaTenlence inSered from want of drainage is manifeit at all the mlnei on the 
peninanla, and unlets some prompt action la taken in the matter it will become veiy 
(erioDt. Captain Warmington state* that— "At tbeae mines he bai jnat been obliged 
to discharge 13 \x/jt in order to allow of a pair of tribaten washing their ore; and thU 
need aot have been the case bad the drainage been inch as to admit of arraagementa 
being made to enable the boys and trlbulera to work at the same time. Thai the poor 
lada are thrown out of employment, and the mine it depHied of the beneflt of their 
•erricei. The shafts referred Co above are all sunk, at coniidemble lnter*aU apart, 
on the Mme lode, running £. and W., and a very considerable length of drlTes has been 
made on tbe course of the lode, besides a large amount of stopiog hating been done. 
In Hughes's shaft, at the 40-fktham level, a drive has been carried E. on a iplendid 
oourae of solid ore, S ftet in width. At the 30-fathoin level and ao-fathom level, E. of 
Hughes's ihait, there was an extraordinary course of ore, the lode haviaif opened oat 
to a width of 30 feet of good yellow ore, a little istermiied with spar, and baring a 
Tery small 'horse' in it, but worth nearly 60 tons to the ththom of ore which would 
prodncG, as raised, probably IS per cent, of copper. This course of ore had Increaaed 
regularly from 10 i^ wide at the 10-fatbom level, to 20 feet at the 20, and so on. Ten 
fiL^oms farther E. the lode Is 8 feet wide of solid ore. The prevailing natnre of the 
ore In this mine is yellow sniphuret, hnt a variety of ore hiu been met with in the 
course of the workings — red and grey oxides, carbonates and muriates, and a little 
malleable copper. The average produce of the ores from this mine, I suppose, doe* 
not exceed la per cent, but the quantity is enotmoiu, and the close proximity to a 
shipping port (S miles) and the convenience of a railway passing within a few fathoms 
of Uie shafts, would enable the mine to pay with a much lower produce. Tbe extensive 
■melting works erected at port Wallaroo by the proprietors of this mine should alio 
■saist in increaslog the pntSts of the undertaking. These will be notioed by-and-bye. 
There are two engines at present at work, both high pressure, one of S4 and tbe other 
<^ 18 inch cflioder; the latter is used for crushing ai well as pnmplng. Aa engine- 
house is just completed for the reception of a fine new Cornish pumping engine, 
recently Imported, of GO-inch cylinder. This will work at Taylor's shaft." Not to tire 
the reader with a more detailed description of the works at these wonderful miaes. the 
best account we can gire of them is the fallowing statement of the quantity of ore 
raised:— The total quantity of ore sent away from the mines, fhim the commence- 
ment to the Sist January, this year, was 15,910 tons IS cwt. ; and, probably, 
from 1500 to SOOO tons more are now at grass. About 300 men are employed 
at wages varying from 4k. 6d. to 7s. 6d. per day. About half-a-m!le S. from 
tbe Wallaroo mines we see the now abandoned " new Devon mine," which was, 
for a time, worked with very gond prospects of success; some fine ore was raised 
from a Tei7 promising branch lode, but it did not hold onC With regard to 
the prospects of these mines, the Waiiano Timtt of September 26th, 1866, 
•ays: — "Although no startliog discoveries of miaerals have been made dur^g 
tbe past montb, yet the progress of mining events has been generaUy satisfactory. 
Our great mines continue to yield ore In increasingly large quantities, and of the 
nsiial percentage, whilst our smaller mines, with one or two exceptions, still keep up 
their accustomed supplies. Tbe Wallaroo mine* are, we are informed, greatly improving 
and it is said that before long they will equal if not excel the Moonta. The lodes, 
u they descend, without diminishing in size, iucreaae in richness. The lode dii- 
cuvered some months since whilst cutting a drain is turning out large quantitiis of 
ore, and is proving itself to be tbe richest lode on the mine, the ore containing 
upwards of 20 per cent, of copper. The new engine at tbe Wandilta is nearly 
completed, and will be set to work shortly. Operations ate still pressed forward 
TigoroDslf at the adjoining mine — tbe New Cornwall. The results of late have not 
been of a very enconraging character, but there la scarcely any donht tliat the mino 
eventually will pay iiandiomely. Tbe yield fhim the Malta is much the same 
H hitherto. The Matta mine ia slated to be oat of debt—a dgniflcant tndicailon 
of progress— and is in other respects going on io a highly aatisfaotory manner. There 
baa been apardalstoppageof operationaattheEarkuillamine- A call of £S per share 
baa been a^ved upon, and we expect soon to see the works pushed on more vigorously 
than ever. Between 60 and TO tribntors are employed, and are making, it is said, &ir 
wagea. Upwardaof ISStouiof ar«,aT«ngliig S8pato<nt.,we 
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TelU nine dnrtn^ the month of Aagiut, In addition to irhlcb a Ur^ qninUtj wu tt 
mil BtrHlting CHTri&ge. The Tarloug lodei in thii mine continae to }rleld ore of eied- 
bnt quBlily and in moderate abundance. There ii • vell-d^ned lode at the Suko, bat 
u f et there haa not been mach copper met with. A neir ihaft ii aboat to be riqIc at 
the Poona, the proprietora being sanguine of cutting copper there. A lode ezfiti, but 
there ii no copper ore in it. The indicationa, howerer. are taid to bererT-'kenilj.' 
Tbe Wilkawat jlelda occaiiocol (tones of ore (Vom a lode which at a greater depth 
ia expected to become a paying one. We have received no particalar* a» to (he valw 
of the diacoTery. There are a good mauy little prospecting companies at work in Ihe 
district, and the indications in eome of the claims lead la the hope that thej will torn 
oat paying concerna. On the other aide of the gulf there are TariouB partiea of men at 
work. Some splendid apecimens of ore have l>een received from the Yelpie mine, and 
thia properlj wilt, we have no doabt. Id time atnplj remnnerste the aplrKed proprietora 
for their outlay. The inereaae In the produce of the Wallaroo and Moonta minea 
ia evinced by the additional fornacaa in course of erection at the imelttng wocka, 
These additions compriae S redocing furnaces, S reflnlug fiimacet^ and a numlxi' 
of caicinera, and when the new fomaces are in operation they wtU affiml the 
meauB of augmenting the weekly yield of pare copper to about 100 toua. A UoonM 
correspondent also sends ua the following : — "I have viaited or made inqnir; 
about nearly all the mines in thia neighbourhood, and find they are, on the whole, 
looking promising. At the Yclta tiiey are lending up a floe pile of yellow ore, and tite 
lodelsTery goodio tbeendi, &c. At the Wheal James the lode ia about 2 feet flinches 
wide, and cootainB black ore and mundic, and Is aoid to reaerable the lodes in OomwiD 
more thon moat lodea in the colony. There is copper in 3 ahafts now at Wlieal HngiiES. 
In the last, or No, 3 ahaJt, they have got malleable copper very good. At the Enko 
they have commenced to drive at the 14-f)ithom level, with the hope of meeting widi 
the lode which ia thought (« he a little south of the ahoft. The appearances are 
Mdd to be very encoaraging. The I'oona ia still very poor, as the minen tay. Still 
everyooe is conviuced that It will prove a remunerative mloe. Things are not 
Tsry cheering at the Karkarllla. A good part of the mine la now aet on tribnle. 
The proprietors of these mines exhibited at the Metboorae exhibition of 186E 
yellow ore, copper pyrites, from the SO-fathom levels, 3S to 30 per cent — and frwn 
the SO to SO-fathom levela, 30 to 30 per cent.; purple copper, from the lO-Ubm 
levels, 40 to so per cent; muriate of copper, irom surTacs to S-fathom levd, EU to 30 
percent.; grey ore, from the 10-fatboro levela, *0 to 50 per cent, i red copp«' ore, r(d 
oidde, from the 10-fathom levela, SO to GO per cent.; irony copper ore, tiith muriate, 
from the 5-&thom levela, SS to 30 per cent.-, giey ore, red oxide with native copper, 
from the 10-athom leYels, 50 to 60 per cent, j muriate of copper, from Uie S-ftthan 
levels. 30 to 30 per cent.; black ore, with native copper, from the lo to ao-hulnin 
levels, 40 to fiOper cent.j black and yellow ore, fhjm the 30-fathom levela, ao to 30 pa 
cent.; clay alate — the country In which the lodea of the Wallaroo mlnea ran. Four 
photographic views deacriptive o( the worka. 

" The smelling worka at Wallaroo are the most eitenaive in the colony, and the 
largeat, I believe, out of Swanaea. There are at present 32 femaces, nnder a gal- 
Taniaed iron roof, meaanring 695 feet in length, by aS in breadth; 10 feet high to the 
wall-plate, and 18 f^t to the ridge; besides a reflnery containing 3 ftrnaces, and mea- 
anring 80 f^t by 50 feet in the clear, and S7 feet high. The aides of the ahed over the 
ftomacea being neeeasarily open, the roof ia aupported on maative stone arches. Whin 
rain falls, an Immeine quantity of water Is collected on so large a anrftce. Tanks art 
constructed to hold 50.000 gallona of water, and daring a heavy abower the water from 
tlic roof completely fills the main pipe, of B inchea diameter, leading U> the lanki. 
18 flirnacea arc at present in operation, bealjea the 3 refining farnacea. Wood i« 
burned in the latter, and in aome of the others; the remahider bum coal. Over tbe 
iiirnacei ia a tramway, leading from the place where the ore la prepared fbr imeliiiiSi 
and the crashed ore is put Into a tmck having a simple contrironce for tilting, ao *■ 
to ahoot the contents into tbe hoppera over the fomaces. The building mna P^I^ 
with the beach, and close to the aea ia a calrert 6 feet high and 6 feet wide, hniltj 
■tone and alabs of slog from the furnaces, moalded into the stupe of bricks, bat mncfl 
larger. Thia culvert, running parallel to the fnrnacea, receives the smoke from thm, 
through fiuea paasing downwards into it, and communicates with the cbioin^-ataa 
br meana of another culvert at right acgtea to it. A tremendona draagbt la tkn 
obtained, and the heat ge octal ed is Intenae. We walked into a part of the cu1 t^,» pJj 
throagb an apcrtore in a temporal^ parly wall, could lee, fbel, ind hmx tfae e&cU if 
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the (ramendoai blsat of hot sir nMbing through. Th« chimtiey-tUck i* a floe pUe of 
liricki uid moriar, beiog lao feet in height, 34 feet ■qoue at the bue, and 13 
feet at the inmmit. The wmlli at the lower part are S fset in thlckneii, 
iMTing a lining vA firebiiuk, and a ipace or chamber tor the admlHion of cold ur 
between the exterior and iniedor of the Kack. The all la admitted throagb faolct in 
tha p'onnd, which lead to apertnret In Uie foondation of the stack; tbeie holes ate 
mracd with grating*. Nearly 300,000 bricks hare been employed in this erectloQ, 
Itin hiqte chimney it oa a bank about 15 or 30 feet abore the groond where the 
Afrnaeet are bnlll, and a flue or cnliert slopes apwaid) from the cnlTeit behind the 
AiniacM to the base of the chimney, which li 150 feet from the cnlvert connecled witli 
the fumaoea. The assay office io connection with this establishment is -rtxj complete^ 
and fitted np with erery conTenieoce. The draughts necesaaiy fbr blowhig the fires 
•re taitrodneed from the large culrart near the great chlmeey. There are two or three 
ftmiacetofdiflereDt descriptions, and a sand bath fbr boiling chemical testa in porceli^ 
tcmmJs. To prevent aoy danger from the f onias there u a glass cover oTer the Mad 
bath, M that the operator can watch the process, while tbe famei are carried through 
a fine to the outside of tbe building. Mr. Lndwig Sieger, of the Unireraity of Mnnich, 
haa the appointment of assayer and analytical chemist, and r^oices in the completenesa 
of tlie estatdiihineat over wbicb he presides. There are also 4 large furoacet for 
bnmlng the yellow snlphnret orei, to drive off the gnlphnr, before pnttlng them into 
tha smelting inmaces. A few bo^ls of wood are sufflcient to start tbem, and the ora 
will contlnne to bnm fiercely until the sulpbor is consumed; a great saving of fuel ia 
thai effeoted. There Is a crashing engine of le-horse power, for reducing tbe ora to 
powder befbre smelting. Tbe offices. &c., la connection with the establishment mske 
It M complete as conld t>e desired. Tbe erectloa of these immense works was planned 
and desfgned by Messrs. G. and E. Hamilton, architects and civil engineen, Adelaide, 
and I beUeve they received sevval suggestions, as to the practical partfhim Mr. Lyssoa 
Jones, tbe inperin leaden t of tbe smelting, and formerly of the Patent Copper compsDy's 
workaat the Borrs, and more recently of Kapnnda. About IbQ hands are employed here, 
beaides wood-carter*, and the rate at which pare copper Is made Is, at preieot, from 36 to 
40 tons per weeki much more could be accomplished if the works were inf all operatloa." 

The proprietors of these works ezhibiled at the Melbourtie exhibition of 1881 ■ 
nmnber of •pecimeni of ore in varloni stages, also of coarse and refined copper, and of 
•niphnr and superphosphate of lime produced at the works. The nearest places to 
Wallaroo are Kadina, S.E., distant 61 miles, aitnated on a plain near Wallaroo miuei; 
Ifoonta, S., distant 11 miles, situated about 4 miles &om the sea; ttie commonioation 
being by tramway. With Adelaide 116 miles 8.E., the commnnlcatitm is by coach 
OTer natoral road, or by coasting vesseL The hotels are the Qlobe, Cornucopia, 
Prince of Wales, Ship inn. Commercial, Wallaroo inn, and Smelters' home. There is 
In the township tbe office of tbe Eadlna aod Wallsxoo railway and pier company 
(limited,) with eitentlan to Moonta, The surroanding country It gently nndulating; 
the highest land for SO milea from the sea doea not rise to a greater height than aoo or 
350 feet. The geological formation is the tertiary, we believe, but presents aevetal _ 
pecniiar fbitares, here and there a kind of battard granite or sienile is seen cropping * 
ont; porphyritlc and quartiose rocks are found, also schistote rocka, sandstone, 
indnrated clay slate, achorl, micaceous rocka, &c.; but limestoue of various klods and 
degrees of hardae** is very abondanL A rock, which Is beiieved to be a kind of 
Umeaton^ it f\Ul ot ibaslls of ataells and fl^. It is intensely hard, and being found in 
lai^ blocks it used fbr building the eogine hoases on the mioea. The geological forma- 
tioQ of tbe peninsula, in connection with ita vast mineral deposits, render it a place of 
Interest to the sclentlHc student. Game abounds here in the shape of Itaogaroo, 
wombats, wallaby, and similar animals; turkeys also are by no means uncommon, 
while wild ducks and even geeie are found In the winter season, besides other birds, 
incjnding the native companion. No springs of good freth water are found within 
■everal miles of Wallaroo, the water obtained by digging being in every case intensely 
■alt. Tbe population numbers about 3000 persons. Wallaroo has a local cour^ ft 
post and money order office, a telegraph station, a jetty at the port, an aboriginml 
ftallon, an Oddfellows' lodge, a Foresters' court, a public pound, a Tolnnteer ' riHa 
eorpsj and branchei of tbe National bank and the Booth AnttralianlnaurBnae company. 
Tbe resident magistrates are J. Duncan, P. A. Nation, J. B. Shepherdson, and 
3. B. Toung, Esqt. It has been proposed to constmA a tramway from Wallaroo to 
Clare, and the committee appointed to inquire into the praetieaUll^ of the tcheme bava 
btongbt np their report: — "The computed length ol tbe line fhHn Kadina to tlw 
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niggeiWd tenuiiud poult ' ne&i the wesl«rn rrnnge in the handred of Clu«,' aUowing 
for deviatioQl, ia S5 miiei, and the eitimated coat, at £1700 per mile, Ii ^3,500, to 
which theyadd £6900 far itationa, itablei, and eitrat, making a total of £100,000, 
The coat of tnicki, boriei, and hameaa ii put down at £2S56, aod the working 
expeuiei of od« year are reckoned at £5i28 ISi. The total traffic is ectimated at 20 
tODB per day during 313 working daya ia the jear, and the price of carriage at 20^ 
par ton. The paaaenger traffic ii pat down at the Terj moderate eitimata of 4 
paaaengen each waj d^ly, at lOi, each. The total anDoal traffic which it is thought 
could be reckoned on, lappoting the railway were now completed, would thai amount 
to £Ti92; but it ia eatimated that in 8 years' time— which ia the earliest time the 
railway is likely to be completed— the traffic would be doable what ia is at preaent." 
The report concludes thus: — " lat. This tramway would pass through 45 mile* of 
tinaold Crown lands, thereby materially enhancing their Talue. Say it would enhanca 
their value to the same extent of 5s. per acre lor 5 miles on each side of the road, c*eh 
mile of tramway would raise the value of 10 si^uare miles of land, or, ia other worda, 
each mile of tramway would raise the value of 6-100 acres of land 5s. per aci^ or 
£1600 per mile, (bus providing for the repayment to the governoient of £72,000 out of 
the total of £100,000 required. 2od. It would greatly stimulate the production of «Ii 
tlie minor kinds of agricaltural produce in the northern bundreds by opening u^ » 
market tor them, of which they are at present entirely deroid; and wli^t, by reducinc 
the price of carriage to the sea-board (this item falling more heavily on the farmers In 
these districts than any other in Bouth Australia, and oftentimes amounting to one- 
third of its valoe.) it would reduce this fVom li. 3d. per buahel, its average rate, to 6d^ 
thereby affording great relief to the agricultarists. It would greatly fadlitsle comiaa- 
nlcation between two of the most populous and industrious commuoilies in the 
province, mutually benefiting bath, and would open a Srat-class port frequented bj* 
shipping with every convenlenca (the jetty l>eing already made) for the export of tbe 
yearly increasing agricaltural prodace of the northern handreds." 

WALT.AKOO (gj. Dais) '» » hundred lying on the W. side of the coanty. and ob 
the E. aide of Spencer's gulf. It is celebrated for its copper mines which lie it Wallaroo^ 
Hoonta and Eadina, ooth townships in the hundred. The seaport of Wallaroo lies on 
the coaat, and is also within the hundred. The purchased land is limited in extent. 
In this hundred is a steam flour mill, working 2 pairs of stonei by a steam engine of la 
horsepower. 

W&IAAaOO POBT or Hit, {Co. Daly,) it a shipping port lying on the W. 
coaatofYorke's peninsula, near the townsliip of Wallaroo, and it an important place fiw 
the exportation of copper from the Wallaroo, Kadina, MoontA and other mine* on the 
penlnauhL A dangerous reef^ nearly dry, lies about 10 miles W. by S. of this bay. 

VI AJ^(,Co. Start) Ii an igricultural settlement near Reedy/creek, and sitnated 
iMtween the town^ips of Tungkillo and Maunum. It is inhaMted by a few farmer* 
engaged in the culture of wheat and other produce. 

WALL CREEK (Plinderidiilrii!tN,)it a good gum creek with graaiyl)ankalyiii£ 
to the N. of the Bagot range and on Sturt'a eiplom^oa routed IS60. There Isabnnduce 
of mulga scrub in the neighbourhood of this creek, with gum trees having large gootj' 
■wellings growing in the sandy soil. The bark of these trees Is smooth, and ot u, pvTS 
white; the trees are affected with gall-flies, which produce gall nats as large as turnipa, 
Uie larvB having tomewliat the taste of artichokes, and being conaldered a luxury bj 
the aborigines. 

WALIiXAirirPIE, postal name Smoki Bat, 3S° IS' S. lat., 133° sy E. l<aig; 
{Fln^eri dUtricI,) it a postal ttaClon in the electoral district oi Flinders, lying on the 
coast of Gmoky bay, and Iwlng the central post office for the surroandiog country. It 
lies about * miles from an inlet of the sea, not navigable, called IJndssy creek, which 
ftowB into the head trf' the bay. The district is exclusively a pastoral oni^ tbeep bejng 
largely depastured on the belts of available country in the neighbourhood. The nromrt 
place is tlie township of Flinders, on the E. coatt of Streaky bs^, at 40 mile* divkut 
&.S.E., the communication being by horse or private conveyance, and the mall htiag 
carried on horseback. With Adelaide, 450 miles S.E., the communication Is l>y coeat- 
ing vessel, or overland to port Lincoln, and thence by steamer. The snrroundliig 
eonntry is low and flat, gradually rising inland, hut to no great height. It condsta af 
■udy flatt and wnibl:^ plAlnii with Mdt lakei, mnd occadon*! pUelMs of U^t^r 
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giMced and timbered land. Water ii obtained b<r digging wells in the land-banki 
Unlog (be (hore. There !■ an aborlBinal flatioa at this pUc«. Tbegeobglealformatiln 
I> limettone.

The realdeat magis- 
trates ate A. King and J. Jacob, Esqa. Watervale lies on a creek of the eame name, 
a tributary of the Wakefield river, and the townahip it prettily altuated in a valley at 
the B, edge of the well-timbered district aurrounding Clare. 

WATEKWITCH CHANNEL [Plindrrt dittrict W.) is a channel !{ mile in 
width, bounded on the N. br the shoals to the S. of St. Peter's laland, and on the S. by 
a long sandspit, stretching N.W. from the N. of Eyre's laland. It leada seaward out of 
Smoky bay, and is safe and easy of narigation.

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Hon with HcGnth'a flat, Onichen bay, Penols, HacdoDnell bar. mooDt Ounbler, and 
tfaiongb to Helboome. WlthAdeUide,dlgtaticee9m!)e« N.W., thecciomutiicatiaiilib; 
mail coacb four timet a-week. In West Wellington is the Wellington hotel, and in EmI 
WeUlngtoD tbo Biudiinan'B camp. A carrier'* waggon plies once a-fortnigbt to 
Adelatoe, and boat* are conitantl; trading on the river ftom Goolwa and MUang. The 
mrronndlng csnntr; ia low, with iheoak, nndnlating hlUe back fh>m the riTer, and 
large reedflatiandawimpi, priodpall; along the edge of water. The geological forma- 
tioo ii of aaod, limettone, and light clay, and on the rises is better soil — light and black. 
The popnlation of West Wellington is about 600 persons, and of Eaat Wellington 
abont 400. WelliogtOD is only supported b; the ferry crossing the river in the centre 
of the township, constant transit going on of pasaeogerg, and always sheep and&t cattle 
for the Adelaide markets. There is a telegraph station and pott office, the ferry office 
and bnilding, a police station, and a good school. Cod fish are to be had in 
abundance when in seaaon, and wild fbwl of all descriptions. 

East Wellington is sltoated on the E. side ot the river Murray, abont half-a-mile 
from its banks, and is connected with It by a canaeway bnilt through the awamp. Tha 
nearest places are Wellington W,, on the opposite bank of the river; Meninga, abont 
98 miles 8.E.; Brinkley, abont 4 miles S.; and Magrath's flat, about 40 milts S. The 
overland mail runs twice a-week to Magrath'a flat.

WBEAZ. BUTLER MINE (If. dittriet) it a copper mine not now worked, *nd 
lying 2 miles N.E. of Blinman. A good lode of reddiah-brown ore, yielding on asny

TEXiTA MINE {Co. Daly) Is a copper mine lying 85 miles N.W. of Adelaide, m 
claims adjoining the Uoonta. With ref^nce to this mine, at a recent meeting (Sept. 
27, 1B66,) Hr. W. A. Wearing, who occupied the chair, stated that there had been ss 
improvement In tbe mine during the past half-year, the quantity of ore raised beiw 
double that produced during tbe previons six months; but, owing to an anprecedcDlM 
ikll in the price of copper, the returns had been cooslderably diminished. Tbere wu 
* slight deSciency; but ha thought they migbt anticipate that their future operalinci 
would be more aucceuful, as there would io all probability be an increase in the price 
of copper. He further stated that they proposed to send home 100 or 150 tons by the 
Qootxea, and since the report had been made up more ore had been raised, which -wti 
ealoulnted to reduce by £750 the amount of their liabilities. He then glanced at the prin- 
cipal features of Che captain's report, which showed that Wearing'a shaft and Che 3U- 
fathom level were being worked with saiisTaccory results. He remarked that the present 
endeavours of the company had been to concentrate their effiirta noon (he mnsl Incmiire 
part of the mine, and that other parts of the mine. Including Kitto's ahaft, woalij tie 
opened up as soon as the state of tlie money market at home JustiSed Ihem in trUxA- 
Ing their operations. Wearing's shaft had been sunk to the depth of 40 fathomi on 
tbe course of « well-deflued lode, the lode at tbe extreme bottom being ahont 4 leet 
wide, and composed of spar, iron, and schorl, andsonieflneatoneeof grey ore. Weirini'i 
SO-lathom level had been driven north from this shaft about 8 fathoms, the lode beisg 
8 feet wide, and carrying a little ore for about 6 fathoms in length. It appeoied tblt 
this level had also been driven south ttaia the shaft about 30 fiithoms, 23 of whieti 
had been driven on the conrse of a well-defined lode, yielding about 4 tima of ore Is 
the fathom, and producing about 20 per cent, of pure copper. Another winze ^ti 
been sunk about 14 lathoms from the shaft from the 30-fathom level to the 40, the 
mmrM of ore being very good. At the 40-fiiIboiii level the lode improved as operoticoi 
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wers carried dowitwtrd, and It apprared that tiiere had been laid open for itoping 
aboat TOO tons of good ore.

TOWKBB PENINSULA, ia a tract of Und lying between the gnll of St. Vincent 
on the E., and Speocer** gulf on the W., and running out in a S. direction tiota 34° 
Hf to 3S° 20' S. lat. in tlie form of a boot. It ia inclnded in the electoral district <'f 
port Adelaide, and compriaea a vaat extent of paatorat country, moat of which ia taken 
up aa aheep mna. The entire country ia almoat deatitute of anrface water, there being 
no ronning atreama worthy the name in the peninaula, but numeroui wells have been 
sunk by the alockowner*, and water ia obtained in the swampe which abound during, 
and fbr a time after, wet aeaaoDs. The country geaeraUy compriaea dry, acrubt^, 
nadnlating aandy riaea, and aalt lagoona and awampa wiib aamphire, meBembryanthe- 
mnD), tsa-troa, and patchei ol rank awamp vegetatiou; alio thinly graaaed plaina lightly 
timbered with oak, cnerry, tea-tree, dwarf mallee^ peppermint, apinifex aud black graai. 
Parta of thji diatrlct, along the cosat especially, are almoat unavailable for stock, on 
account of the malarious exhaJationi which rise from the mangrove swatnpa, and which 
caa*e a dangerous malady known aa the coaat disease^ The entire area of the country 
may be deacribed aa a scrubby flat, interspersed with open plaina, covered with scanty 
herbage. Uoderneath is a cruat of limestone, exieuding over its entire area, and oot a 
rock nor a hill, not a gaily or a watercourse is to be seen for miles. The (fround i* 
strewn with innumerable amall fragments of the older rocks, such aa quartz, porphynr, 
hornblende, fel'<par. ironstone and clay slate, and the scrub is fuU of burrowing anfmau, 
which dig large holes in the calcareous crust. Yorke's peninsula ia bounded on the N. 
by the coooty Daly, on the S. by the *ea at Investigator's strait, and on tha E. and W. 
by St. Vincent uid Spencer's gulfs respectively. Although the county Daly ia stated 
aa forming the N. boundary of the peninsula. It properly forms part of it, but extends 
in a N. direction beyond the limits of the peninsula proper. 

In this district there are 1173 acres of purchased land, 1SS9 acres enclosed, and 
175 acres under cultivation. The live Block numbers 94S horns, IS78 homed cattle, 
I35,5M sheep, 3 goata, S3 pig*, and 483 bead of poultry. Of the land under cultivation 
thera are G7 acre* of wlieat, BO acrea of hay, 13 aorea of fallow land, S acrea of garden, 
and 1 acre of vineyard, the latter having 450 vinea in bearing, and 2J7 vines not in 
bearing. The crops for the year ending March 31at, 18G6, were 374 bushels wheat 
and 96 tons hay. The papulation numbers 423, and the number of dwellings fs IOC. 
The resident magistrate ia W. Fowler, F.sq., J.F, By far the most important indnatrj 
ccmnected with this part of the colony is the copper mioing, which Is carried on to a 
Tei7 large extent in it* N. part, at the Wallaroo, Moonta, and Kadlna mines. Copper 
was first discovered at the head of the peninsula, upon a sheeu ma belonging to 
Captain Unghea, In I860, by a ahepherd who found amongst the earth and stone* 
thrown up by a wallaby In the operation of scratching a hole in t)ie ground, a small 
gieen «ton« aboat the *im ot a pea, which proved to be carbonate uf copper. A shaft 
wa* annk npon tha spot, and at the depth of a few feet a magniScent lode of copper 
WM fband, the working* givingrise to the celebrated Wallaroo mines, and the sluft 
lint Hink b^Dg known a* the Wombat shall Ore wa* alio found near tba Tipara 
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■ptingt, about 10 milet S. of tli* WombM, and Mcitred by Captain Hngbea, the 
Torkingi being now the great Moonta mine. The oi«a at Wallaroo and Moonta are 
chleflj (dlphareM, thoie at the latter being exceedingly rich. Bailirayi bava been 
erected in thii part of the conntry {torn the rarioui mines to port Wallaioo, and 
■melting ftimaceB are erected at tbat place where the ore> from all the mines are 
amelted. The other mine* on the penlniola are Uie Telto, Karkaritta, Mutta, New 
Cornwall, and Kurilla, all in the N., althongh it li highly probable thai copper ore 
exists In moat parts of the peninsala. 

By more than one speaker at the meetings held to celebrate the opeaiag of the 
Hoonta and Wallaroo railway reference was made to the rapid growth of the Important 
mineral district on Torke's peninsala. Six yeari ago it was a sheep mn; now it has 
3 considerable townships contaialng a population which is nnmbsred by tbansaadi. 
The extensive district where the mines are situated would hare been compsrslirely 
worthless had It not been for the fbrtnnate discovery of copper ore. From the absence 
of water it was hardly suitable for a sheep ran; and although there are patches of fait 
bnd scattered abou^ yet these cannot be turned to mach account in seasons when 
tbere is but a moderate rainlall. The whole value, then, of the district arise* from the 
mineral treasures which it contains. The mines have made the townships, imd the 
townships are entirely dependent on the mines. That the discover]' of tapper on the 
peninsula has been of great service to the colony generally none will deny. The great 
Burrs mines first gave a start to South AustnUia, and they have contributed very 
mnch to its prosperity since the first discovery was made. It was fortunate, therefore, 
that just at a time when the Burra seemed to have seen its best iayt the famous 
Wallaroo and Moonta mines should have been discovered. By these discoreriea a 
fresh Impetus was given to the progress of the colony, under the fbrce of which it is 
still going forward. It U singular to observe that most, if not all, our profitable minea 
have been discovered by accident. Large sums of money have been spent at various 
times in what Is known as "prospecting," and yet we do not know a single instance 
iu which any discovery of importance has been made in this way. The land has 
revealed its treasures withont their being sought for. The discoveries of the Wallaroo 
and Moonta were mere fortunate accidents, while on the other hand the most pains- 
taking search and the most diligent prospecting have rarely led to anything valnable. 

There has been, ofconrse, a large outlay of capital in working some of the mioes. 
The Moonta ii an exception, as it is not the rule in copper mining for rich ana and 
malleable copper to be found on the snr&ce, or a few Inches below, sufficient from the 
very begtnninf; to pay the cost of securing It. In other mines large ftinds have had In 
be provided, and in working some of them the proprietary have shown an enterprise 
and a patient perseverance deserving of all praise. Money has been laid down time 
after time, calls have been responded to, if not with heartiness, still without very tnadi 
grambling, and yet small returns have been received. Much money has been made by 
mining on the peninsula, and mnch has been lost Mr. Bower, M.P., in one of hu 
addresses at the recent meetings, started a question of no small Importance both to the 
peninsula and to the colony generally. He tsid tbat there were bubble mining 
companies started and manipulated on the Exchange fiagi of which they at Wallaroo 
knew nothing, — companies, in fact, like the man's raiors, made only to sell. Of course 
the practice of getting up such companies has the eSect of Injuring those which ars 
started in good faith. That some amonnt' of sharp practice does go on in miniDg 
schemes in Adelaide will at once be admitted. A sharp-witted speculator gets an 
inkling of a promising country; a captain, presumed to be learned in indications, sends 
in a report; a few specimens are sent to an expert for analysis, and soon a flaming 
pTOspectus Is published, a company Is formed, share* reach a premium, and often the 
original projectors sell out and clear a baadsome profit. We do not say that tbeae 
practices are very common, bat they exist, and the result Is damaging to real bondjidt 
efforts at mining. 

Private enterprise has done almost everything to make the peninsula proapenraa. It 
has not ooly worked the mines, but !t has erected the smelting works, constracted the 
jetty, and made the railway. The jetty and the railway are perhaps the most Important 
works which have sprung up as the result of the mineral discoveries; and donbtlen 
they have saved the government a very considerable outlay. Had private enterpriae 
not nndertaken these works, the government must have done so. WbDe every utUe 
township ^ong the coast has a jetty constructed at the public expense, the cwma of 
•o important port like Wallaroo conld not have been long reifatsd. Honn moat b1s9 
Iiave been ipeut In making good roadlf. Bnt the scheme first itarted ^ MTt <3«*V«

and ■nbMqnentlT' carried on by the energj of a privaU companj, hu relicTed tbe 
goremmaat of thti ezpeDse. Though the public treuary hu received lai^ addition* 
from the peninaula, • vary trifling mm ha> been spent there. A rong-h road haa been 
ele*rcd Ihrongh the acrab, there haTs been £3000 wisely ipent in making tanki (or the 
atoraKB of water, and a few thonaanda have been laid ont io erecting court-hoaaes and 
police atationi in (he townthipt ; bat that ii alL All accommodation foe vegaeU, and 
all nieana of oommnnicatlon between the aereral townshipa hate been the reaolt of 
private enterpriie and capital. But in worki of thia kind enterpriaing men cannot aerre 
themaelvea wiUiout at the same time aerring the public. The proprietor! of the ^- 
ways on thepeninanla, while we hope they will get a bir return for their capital, hare at 
tbe same tloie done much lo promote the pablic intereata. They have ahown that roll- 
waya worked by horse power, economicaJlj conatructed and carried on, can be made to 
paj. There can be no donbt Chat a lime will come when railwayi of this kind will be 
eztentiTely adopted. They aeem to be beat suited to the necessitiea of a new colony. 
They pay their own expenses, which roads do not, and they afford a cheap and bdle 
means of communicatioo betweeu different centre* of iadnstry, 

PriTate enterprise hBTlng accomplished so much for the peninaala. It seema only 
lair that the goverament should do something. It is a csaae of special complaint that 
BO mooring* have been laid down in Wallaroo bay, and that former goTemments hare 
refoaed to acknowledge their obligation to lay them down. These moorings wonld 
be a pnblic benefit, and oogbt to be laid down at the expense of the public. This is 
all that is now required to make the harbour perfectly safe iu all weathers. And jbr 
tbe sake of the large amount of shipping which comes to Wallaroo, and the quantity^ 
export* from it, it ought to be done without delay.

TOVHB COUNTY forms a part of tbe S. portion of the paatoral district of 
Eastern plains, and Is in the S.E. part of the electoral' district of Flinders. It i* 
bounded on the W. by the county Burra, by a tine drawn K. from the Great or N.W. 
bend; on the S. by the Murray mer, Imm that bend to Orerlaod comer ; and on the 
N. and E. by the Eastern plains. Only a part of Its S.W. oonrae is comprehended 
In the settled district*, and i* takes np tor pastoral purpoaes. Tbe hundred of 
Stoart i* In this comer, and upon the N. bank of the Hurray. This connly ha* an 
area ot SOIS square miles, or 1,189,600 acres, of which 690 acres are purchaaed land, 
400 acres being enclosed but not cultiTated. Tbe live stock nnmber* 199 faorse*, 373 
honied cattle, 5901 aheep, 23 goats, 41 pigs, and 17S head of ponltry. Tbe populatkui 
nnmber* 73 persons, being an increase of 31 since 1881, and tlie namber of dwelling- 
hoose* 1* 3S. 

TDTmSKUSBAIfD (0». BuueO) is a N. hnndred of the county, lying on the 
E. bank of tbe Hurray river at Chucka bend, and oppoaita tia township of Hanniun. 
It Gontalna only a very small area of purchased land on the bank of tbe river, being 
inoatly taken up for paatoral purposes. 

TOmiaHVSBAHS LAKK. 30° 50' S. lat., 133° SS' B. long. {Flindtn diibiet,) 
1* a large lagoon lying to the N. of lake Qsirdner, at an elevation of 393 feet above tbe 
level of the sea. It is aarroanded by small salt lagoons. This lake was touched by 
Stuart in 185S, and lies in a atony country, with numerous sand-hill*. 

TOTmSKUSBANS, MOUNT, 38° I' 32" S. Ut., 135° SO' E.long. (.Fimderi 
dittrict N.,') i* tbe name given by Stuart the discoverer to a prominent bUl lying uk 
tlie W- bank of the Blyth river, in a grassy plain, withnnmerousspringsoffrMh water. 

T0UMaH1MBAan>, mount {Ftindtn diilrict IF.,) Is thenameof amoderatety 
high hill, lying at the E. end of St. PeceVs island, In Nuyt's archipelago. It form* an 
excaUent landmark for veaid* navigating the snrroundlng water*. 

TOinraauSBAVS'S peninsula (Oo. Ruudt) is a tract of land composed 
principally of sandy drift, with a few low sandy danes lying between tbe S. part of lake 
Alexandrtna and the aea (Encounter bay.) 

TOUXO, mount (Flmdtrt district,} is a biU lying on the W. side of Spencer's 
gvit, about 10 miles S. of Uummock hill. 

TOmCI'S ROCKS (Kangaroo iiland) is the name of a group of rock* oa the 8. 
■ideof the island, lying IS mile* B.3.W. ot cape Uantheaume. Tbe " North Kock" is 
abont 10 feet above water, and about 60 ttet In diameter, the top sppeua anite auioolb. 
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and QooallTingTOCkSMem to sxlrt in iUimoiedUteTicialty. SoQiidiDgi in 3S fiuhomi 
on a bottom coapowd of couia uad and coral irere obtaioed haU-a-mila lo the wgm- 
v«id of thii dsngBT.

TOUMVnLKE (Co. Addaitk) U a snMll agHoaltnnJ ytll^e, I^ng 1 mile to the 
N, ot the townthip ot Rejaella. The population Ii bihbII and Bcattcred. 



L {Flinders dUlrict If.) is a poital oopper mining towmUp 
in the elecliiFal diatrict of Flmders, and lying on the Yudanamutans and Petaliukiiu 
creeks, amidit a rugged eeriei of broken bills and gulliei. The district is a puiunl 
and copper mlniiig one, the former interest being represented by nomerous squalten 
who hold sheep and caitle rum in the neighbourhood, and the latter by the mines of the 
Tudanamutana and Great Northern mlolag companies. The mines in the nelgbonr- 
hood are tbe Tudanamutana, Wheal Gleeson, Wheal FrosE, Dominick Daly, and Wet. 
come copper mines, and the Stanley bismuth and copper mioe. There are also rarioai 
•ectjoni bearing copper, bat not yet oamed. The Yadauamutana mine (as U the case 
with al! the N. mines) has luapended operations for some time back, in conieqneoce of 
the recent serere drought, but will probably resume eo soon as the state of the count? 
will permit. Mr. Austin's description of this mine U as folloiri;—" The situation of 
the mine reminds tbe traveller of Swiss or Welsh mountain scenery, and sereral Bat 
sketches might be taken of the neighbonring hillsj indeed, a panoramic Tiew of tbe 
locality would be rery pretty. The creek is shaded hy gum trees and ahraba, Ibe latter 
being 7 or B feet in heightj and the hill aides are oovered with low scrub and sii*U 
flowering shrtibl, with here and there a clump of pines. The first grand discorery 
which waa made here consisted of a large boil of ore in Ironstone and gossan, on thil^ 
of a low hill in the midst of the surronnding amphitheatre of mountains. ThehiU 
referred to in the present case is on section ' 135a,' and Is about 80 or SO fiKit ahove tbe 
creek, which flows on two sides of its base. The boit of ore at tbe top cootslaid 
altogether about 70 tons above the snrfiwe, a portion of it, on one aide. Is still Itft 
standing as a sample or momealo of its original appearanoe. When an inspectlou of ibl 
mines of tbe colony was made by older of the govemment, altbongb do report wu 
pablished, it waa genemlly understood that snch report would ba ratlter damaginir 
to most of the northern mines, and it was stated that the Yudanamntana i^ii^ 
especially, was condemned, the boil or bunch of on on the surface being said U 
be all ihat erer would be fcund there, as it went down suddenly In tbe shape o( 
a wedge, and ran out, and that no more than 60 tons could be raised from 
the hill. This sssertion— which, whether it fbrmed a part of tbe report handed in to 
the goTemment or not, was much talked of out of doon— has been most triumphaDtly 
Ti-faled b; the subsequent development of the mine. It was to a certain extern tnie 
that the great mass of ore, which was 10 or 13 feet wide, did go down in the shape of a 
«-edge for a few feet, but the end of the wedge has not yet been reached, though shafts 
hare been sunk on the lode to a total depth, from the top, of 28 fatbonrs. The aptneit 
of the compsrison ceased after the first 1 fathoini, for a Qner and more regular lode 
below 1 never saw. The ore in the lode varies from 2 to 4 feet in width, the walls sf« 
of kiitaa, and the lode of fine gossan and steatite, with splendid grey ore, aaeompsnied 
by green carbonate and liver-colonted ore. The lode underlies aboal 1 foot in the 
fathom, and has been traced altogether for above 3 miles in leogth, oocasicnsjiy onmiai 
out on the surface. On tbe imperty of the Yndaoamntana mining ooospany tbe led* 
runs tor a mile, and has been proved at intervals for a length of above 1300 yards. 
Tbe principal workings are in the neighbourhood ot the boil of ore on the bill, wheies 
shaft (No. 2] was sunk at the side of the lode tor 1 1 fothoma, proving the lode to thst 
depth, the country as well as tbe lode in the bottom looking very favourable. Sevenl 
&thoms to tbe N. of tlds shaft were stoped away lh>ni the aurfbee, so IliM tlw Datnis 
of the lode could be plainly seen. 8ome stoping had abo been ioat dd tha B. lidesf 
the hill with a similar result ; and a very promising eoontw lode to Um & of tbt ^di 
lode was opened for a length of b^woeu 30 or 30 feet, and a tew fbH la depth. Al ihi

the lode ; from ttis mouth of this lerel the large blocks of ore, before referred to, 
were taken; n winze wu sank 3 fathoms at the entrance to the leve), and the appear- 
ances presented in it were highly antisfactnry, the finest possible country with 
beautiful ore in the bouotn. A little further S., and across s small flat, 70 
f:it!iotns from Na 2 shnfi, ve find No. 1 sliiift sunk 12 fathoms on the same 
lode, and in ererj respect looking as well as the other, serera! fine ttone* of gre; ore 
of about half-n-ton weight, and from 40 to SO per cent, produce, were raised from the 
bottom In my presence. On section ' 13Sn,' to ths south of that which I hare 
described, workinKS 'ere comiQenced about 600 yards from No. E shaft, and leTeral 
tons of red oiide and steel fjay ores raised. At this spot there is a carious lolcanta 
lonking boil of ironstone, and what appears very much like laru and icoriai. This boil 
will hollow internally, so that while one of the miners was working here wllh his pick, 
a mass suddenly fell, inwardi into the cavity, nearly causing him to fall with it. 
A short distance lo the eastwards a branch luJe lias been cut, apparently converging 
with the other at an aiiuCe anjjle towards a point in the gully to the north, and about 
this point a cross caurse, from the west, seema lo be intersecting the main lode. If 
tills should prove to be the case, a lari{e deposit of ore may be loolted for al the point 
of junction.'' 

On two adjoining sections, Nos. 28J and 1393, alsoglve promising signs, and 
operations have been commenced on 235, called the Martichudina, and very encouraging 
result* met with. On one part of this section there are large miuaes of rock con- 
taining copper ore In abundHUce, and In another place, stones of the< ixe of road metal 
are acatiered thickly up the slope of the hill for a width of 18 or 20 feet, and nearly 
half of them contain copper ore, many of them to the value of 40 per cent. A 
■imilar surface deposit occurs on section 1398, though perhaps not quite so rich as on 
S35. Tudanamutana lies 480 miles N. of Adelaide ; the means of communication 
being by Itounserell's mail coach, which, however, only runs so far when required, the 
mails at other times being conveyed from Blinman on horseltack. The surrounding 
country is mountainous, and consists ot the rtigged spurs and peaks of the main range. 
The formation is ferruginoas sandstone and limestone, with beds of granite. The 
population numbers only 3 persons at tbe present time. 

TTOIIAPITHIIA CREEK (N. dutrict) is a mountain stream, rising Id monnt 
Camarvon. near the Appcnilla mine and flowing in an E. direction into the Eastern 
plains, tbrough scrubby pastoral country.
